Race track betting hit a new high 
in Maryland in 1925. Figures Just 
released by the State Racing Com- 
ml.sslon show a grand total of $54,- 
315,272 bet during the 73 days at 
the four mile-tracks. 

This tops by $200,000 the Intake 
of the machines during any prev- 
ious year since the Inception of the 
commission in 1921. Unofficial fig- 
ures give 1921 $54,100,000; $49,900,- 
000 for 1922; $49,100,000 for 1923, 
and $51,200,000 for 1924. 

Of this amount the state deducts 
IS per cent as Its share and for 
1925 this totaled over $716,000. Bal- 
timore County, which la Independ- 
ent of Baltimore City, got $69,0u0 
under its $3,000 a day arrangement 
for 2S days at Pimlico.

Orpheum Circuit's Star Earner CuU Salaries of 
Actors Playing Three Times Daily — $13,000 
Weekly Profit— Made $520,000 in 1924 « 



Chlcagro, Jan. I. 

A net profit of $676,000 during the 
year Just ended la credited to the 
SUte-Lake, tlie pop vaudeville tho- 
fttro of the Orpheum Circuit In this 
city. In 1924 the State-Lake was 
credited with a profit of $520,000 
and Is said to never have earned 
a weekly net of under $10,000 since 
Ita opening wcck« some years a^o. 

ThroURh Its 1925 profit of $676,000 
the State-I-ake Is believed to stand 
at the head of all vaudeville the- 
atres of the country as a money 
maker. 

Notwithstanding Its fame as a 
money getter the State-Lake Is 
kilown as a "cut salary" Orpheum 
house. It obliges actors to appear 
three times daily and gives the acts 
less than their regular salary. It 
is understood that the Orpheum Cir- 
cuit makes it a cbndltlon that an 
mt must accept a certain number of 
"cut weeks" wn Its time In order to 
obtain a full Orpheum route. The 
State-Lake is one of the "cuta." 
Headliners Paid in Full 

At different times headline acta 
have been reported refusing to ac- 
cept a "cut" at the State-Lake or 
elsewhere on the circuit and In those 
Isolated instances the Orpheum has 
paid full salary, Inclusive of the 
State-Lake. Performers not in a 
position to demand full salary have 
had to submit to the "cuts" as en- 
forced. 

It was at the State-Lake that the 
"State-Lake Policy" found Ita birth. 
It is a scheme of playing a continu- 
ous performance with the vaudeville 
appearl/ig four times daily througb 
manipulation of the acts, each act 
doing at least tliree shows. A fea- 
ture picture is also shown. 

At the Palace, local, al^o an Or- 
pheum house and the only straight 
vaudeville theatre of the town, play- 
ing twice daily, full salary la paid. 
Although the Palace is comparative- 
ly of limited capacity and the only 
big time vaudeville theatre In the 
city, the Palace frequently plays to 
tinder capacity and Is known to 
have fallen short of a sell out often 
on the opening Sunday matinee.

Two children received In- 
juries which necessitated their re- 
moval to a hospital a fireman was 
badly Injured and scores of children 
were trampled upon in a mad rush 
for exits when the fire was dis- 
covered shortly after the opening 
of the afternoon picture show. 

The theatre, known until recent 
years as Music Hall, was one of 
the oldest in the country, built in 
1867. 

George Demara, lessee and man- 
ager for several years, states the 
damage will exceed $30,000. Be- 
cause of the condition of the build- 
ing there was no insurance. Several 
stores under the '^eatre also suf- 
fered losses through inability to 
obtain Insurance on what has been 
for years known as a dangerous 
flretrap. 

The policy of the theatre has 
been pictures. tabloid musical 
comedy and vaudeville. Orth and 
Coleman's "Tip Top Merrymakers" 
were booked for this week. The 
last night of 1925 the management 
put on a boxing show for the 
Woonsocket Athletic Association 
and a midnight vaudeville show. 

The fir« la thought to have 
started in the furnace room back 
of the stage as for a considerable 
period the smoke and flames were 
confined to that part of the theatre. 
Though Mr. Demara has already 
begun repairs city officials are 
being besieged on all sid^i to con- 
demn the building as unsafe for 
use as a theatre and It is expected 
that some such action will ba taken. 

The building Is owned by Max

Not Good Season on Burlesque Wheel — Haymarket, 
Chicago; Empire, Toronto; Columbia, Cleveland; 
Also Montreal House Mentioned in Report 



The Columbia Amusement Com- 
pany will seU the Columl>ia, Xew 
York; Columbia. Cleveland; Hay- 
Market, Chicago, and Kmpire. Tor- 
onto, according to report, if advan- 
tHK'ous terms can bi' seiured. 

The report has It that the sale of 
the Columbia, New York, is almost 
closed at a price said to be about 
l.'iOO.OOO. The house is the property 
of the Columbia Amusement Com- 
pany and was consti ucted 16 years 
ago on a long term ground lease. 

The Haymarket, CliicaBO, will be 
purchased by Irons & damage, it 
is rumored. The money secured by 
the sale or part of the property 
mentioned will be used by the Col- 
umbia Amusement Company to 
finance the circuit which is passing 
through one ot the poorest seasons 
in its history. 

It is said the circuit Is moving 
several shows weekly and that the 
producers have been forced to fall 
back on the circuit, to make Jumps 
In the west and to pay all or part 
salaries. 

With the current sharing terms 
of 50-60, it is estimated that not 
over 10 Columbia shows will show 
any kind of profit on the season al- 
though the producers have cut the 
casts down to the bone in an ef- 
fort to stave off losses in the weak 
stands. 

Good for Lsgit 
The Columbia, New York, is rated 
as the most valuable property on 
the circuit. Its Times square loca- 
tion would make it a desirable legit- 
imate house. Its sale would leave 
the Columbia Burlesque Circuit 
represented In the metropolis by 
Hurtig & Seamons' Harlem, and 
Miner's, Bronx. 

Also reported as in the market 
Is the Gayety, Montreal, one of the 
weakest stands on the Columbia 
wheel. The house returned to the 
Columbia Circuit this season after 
exrerimentine with stock burlesque. 
The Columbia, Cleveland, slumped 
this season, due to opposition from 
the Mutual burlesque circuit, weak 
Columbia attractions and clean 
burlesque. A policy of continuous 
vaudeville, pictures and burlesque ] 
was tried at a reduced admission 
scale but abandoned after two 
weeks and a return to the regular 
Columbia shows, "pepped up," re- 
sulted. The gros^s improved but the 
houso Is rated as a weak stand and 
is in the m.^rket. Toronto has also 
been uns.atlsfactory and has been 
hurt by the opposition. 

The sale of the houses mentioned 
would eliminate several of the Co- 
lumbia's poorest stands and cut 
down the circuit to about 30 houfes 
playing 30 attractions next .season.

year wrote and produced a play on 
surgery which drew brutal pan- 
nings and which was withdrawn 
hurriedly to be followed by a law 
suit instituted against several 
critics, rti.shed down to heckle Alex. 
This was during the critic's de- 
fen.se of critical honesty. Without 
warning, Goldknopf hoiijied up and 
raced down the aisle, yelling: 

"You've said enough." 

WooUcott was surprised and it 
didn't seem like a plant, either. 
<;oldknopf tried to Introduce him- 
self, but Paul Moss, assistant to the 
Theatre Guild Board of Directors. 
wrOkcd down the other aisle with 
his fiercest frown and told Gold- 
knopf to sit down. The Dr. who 
tried to write a play sensed the 
situation and pleaded that he'd sit 
without being forced. He did and 
thej-e was no more heckling. 

Good Picker 

Woollcott's lecture in defense of 
critics ^i-a.sn't very important. He 
grew witty at times — mostly with 
material used by other people — and 
even confidential In telling of a 
member of the New York "Times" 
staff (using his name) who was 
drunk on the night he caught Mrs. 
Samuel Insull in "The School for 
Scandal" and wrote a review which 
was a classic but which the paper 
refused to use, quoth Alex. WooU- 
cott then said that critics aren't 
bribed; that he believed the stand- 
ard of honesty among all the 
critics was high and that the Im- 
portant thing to remember about all 
their writings was that It repre- 
sented a personal opinion. 

Before starting on his lecture, he 
took an unnecessary dig at Alan 
Dale, saying that because he worked 
on a Hearst paper he wasn't to be 
Included in the general statements. 
Then he kidded the "Evening 
Journal" and throughout his lec- 
ture showed a small time tendency 
to knock certain folks. Of course 
Channing Pollock came in for his 
usual slam. Sammy Shipman got 
this — it was mentioned that William 
A. Brady was In the audience. 
As an Impersonator 
Probably the most amusing 
episode of the lecture was his de- 
scription of "Flesh," on© of last sea- 
son's dramatic atrocities. In this 
Alex e'ssayed to imitate the dame 
who believed her lover was untrue, 
and it must be set down that the 
dame Imitation was good, and the 
audience, which probably hadn't 
seen many female Impersonators, 
laughed along with him. 

In the midst of his Jests Mr. 
Woollcott argued it was none of his 
business to predict whether a show 
Would run or not. He said "Abie's 
Irish Rose" was always being 
thrown up to him to disprove the 
argument that critics are worth 
anything, but he also stated such 
a thrust meant nothing in his 
chubby young life. 

According to Alex, newspaper 

critici.sm is written for a minute 

[ portion of the playgoing element — 



things which go on behind the 
scenes. That he revealed anything 
of importance or anything that the 
world didn't already know about 
the critics could be denied, for his 
talk wa3 strangely Innocuous when 
It should have be^ important ;ind 
Important along lines which were 
In themselves unimportant. 

Well Advertised Flop 
Woollcott's third lecture didn't 
draw anywhere near the capacity 
of the Guild. He doesn't look 
worth $2.20 ns an attraction. His 
revelations in 69 minutes of talk- 
ing arc not of great moment and 
the obvious fact that his speech was 
uni»reiKired didn't make the going 
any easier. He was entertaining 
for a great part of that time, but 
at $2.20 top all by himself he should 
be. Woollcott doesn't draw 

well enough for his publicity; he 
writes for the "World,"' has his 
stuff syndicated in many papers, is 
a frequent contributor to "Vanity 
Fair" and other class periodicals in 
addition to being on the editorial 
board of the "New Yorker" and the 
Sunday afternoon racket was ad- 
vertised. 

That a pian can be recelvlnc; all 
this cumulative publicity and then 
not fill a small hou.te like the Guild 
is strange, especially in this period 
of the year when show business is 
at its height. aiak.

Shuberts but the latter demand the 
actress be penalized to the extent 
of forfeiting two week's salary as 
per contract obligations. This the 
actress has thus far refused to 
comply with upon the premise that 
the complaint is unjust since she 
was physically unable to give the 
performance. 

The Shuberts maintain nothing 
was said to them about the actress 
being 111 at the time she stated she 
could not go on, with Miss Lang 
retorting that she was not given 
ample opportunity to explain, claim- 
ing her announcement of not being 
able precipitated a brainstorm. 

Miss Lang has suggested arbi- 
tration but since the Shuberts are 
complainants, arbitration must be 
moved by them and they seem dead 
set upon penalizing the alleged con- 
tract jumper upon the present evi- 
dence.

This new edition of Lew Talbot's 
opera is labelled ".Sporting Days." 
It's a fast snappy show that boasts 
a good list of princi|)al.'» as well as 
a good looking, hard working ciiorus 
that clicks on ability .md for the 
eye. 

Bert Betrand, leutured. is (red- 
ited with having mapped out the 
show and authoil/.ed its comedy 
Kcenes. The re.sult Is above the 
.average burle.sque libretto having at 
least two standouts In the comedy 
scenes although practically all were 
acceptable and demonstrated their 
value as laugh getters. 

Betrand divides appeaiiinees in 
three roles which run tho gamut' 
from Hebrew comedy in the opener 
to a character souse and winding: 
up doing straight. Harry Le Van 
does an "Abe Kabbibble" und is on 
most of the time seemingly shoul- 
dering the main burden of the com- 
edy, worklAg In .scenes with Betrand 
and Busby. The latter also has 
plenty to do In the piece and do«'s 
his stuff acceptably. 

Some double entendre stuff w.is 
Incorporated in several of the 
scenes, also a feminine exposure bit 
near the finale of the second act 
which may be a tip off that the Co- 
lumbia Circuit is gradually lifting 
the lid. The exposure stuff gave 
L Van further food for some double- 
barreled remarks which in them-, 
selves were inoffensive but with the 
situation set by the girls, gave ad- 
ditional value. 

In weiiving this year's show Be- 
trand has aimed for a revue incor- 
porating musical, dramatic and 
mystery stuff. The idea look.s good 
for the road especially although 
tho.se at the Columbia last Wed- 
nesday night also fell for It heavy. 
The show is perfectly routined and 
the skits properly placed. Deviating 
from the routine ensemble finale at 
the curtain of the first part Betrand 
projected himself aa a sort of Joe 
Morgan in a barroom bit in which 
Betrand attempts to rescue a young 
girl from a procurer and shoots her 
in the scuffle only to find he has 
killed his own daughter. A subse- 
quent tirade on the curse of drink 
provides a dramatic climsix that 
most will tell you don't belong in 
burlesque. Nevertheless, it clicked 
here. 

The other and better standout 
was a mystery farce "bit In tho sec- 
ond stanza handled by Betrand, Ij^ 
Van, Busby and Miss Ralston. It 
was the old familiar "Ghost in the 
Pawnshop" dressed anew but funny 
as ever. The principals are planted 
in the attic of a haunted cafe with 
Le Van and Busby walking away 
with the laughs through their tim- 
idity in the gruesome surroundings. 
In each shuffle someone disapjx ars 
from the group with the climax howl 
coming when the "cork" comic is 
left remaining with the spirit of the 
miser. The act was well worked 
up and was a sure fire scream pro- 
voker with those out front. 

Gertrude R.alston, statuesque bru- 
net of good appearance, makes ati 
acceptable prima through a knack 
of delivery that overshadows lack 
of vocal attainment. She led sev- 
eral numbers acceptably and also 
soloed ballads when not backed by 
the girls. William De Gr.ay la a 
good api)earlng straight and aside 
from ai)pearing In several of the 
scenes handled duets with Miss Ral- 
ston. 

Dottle Bates Is a pint sized sou- 
bret. Dottio led several numbers 
and also Incorporated a male Im- 
per.sonatlon specialty that clicked 
with the crowd. Alm.a Montague, 
Ingenue, was also there with looks 
and ability and a peppy delivery in 
tho numbers allotted hor. Edgar 
Hand contributed an English fop 
and Charles Dobson and Pearl 
.Smith rounded out the list of prin- 
cipals. 

The scenery and costumes 
sparkled with newness and the 
groupings and ensembles of the 
girls incorponated more ideas tliao 
has been customary for burlesque. 
Dissimilar from the usual hit and 
run method employed by most the 
numbers in this one had cl.-iss both 
as to dressing and routines. 

"Wine,' Women and Song" Is a 
fast show with plenty of comedy 
and C4ipabl© principals that should 
put it over in any man's opera 
house.

Theatre owners and Broadway 
merchants wore pleased to learn 
of the abolition of the Special 
Service Devislon and the revival of 
the former rolice Inspector's staff. 
Since the advent of the Special 
Bervice Division and the revival of 
tired In.^poctor, Samuel Helton, the 
evil element that prowls the 'Big 
Stem' had much their own way. 

This was due to the iihiinclothes 
men assigned to Special Service 
and not knowing the 'mob.' Le.ss 
than a handful of vagrants and 
their Ilk have been arrested. 

Under the old regime of the In- 
spector's staff Broadway was kept 
In a fair condition. Inspector's 
men knew confidence men and 
otiiers that anchored in Times 
Square. Often they were brought 
to court to explain their means of 
livolihood.

"White Collar Bandit" 
Fleeced Many Women 

Mrs. Etta McCauky, theatrical 
seamstress, 329 West 58th street, 
mother of two d.-xughters who are 
playing In the Capitol Five, musical 
act, appeared In West Side Court 
against Phil Pape, business broker, 
30, of 1535 Southern boulevard whom 
she charged with fleecing her out 
of 125. Papo was arraigned In West 
Side Court before Magistrate Mc- 
Klnlry on the charge of petty lar- 
ceny and held for trial In the Court 
of Special Sessions. 

More than a dozen women In mod- 
est circumstances appeared In court 
to lodge additional complaints 
against Pape whom they charge 
fleeced them. The amount varied 
from $20 to $50. The complaints 
will be heard ^n Special Sessions. 

Before holding Pape, the Court de- 
nounced the defendant. Papo was 
characterized as a "White Collar 
Pandit" who pr<'yed on poor women.

Pape. He suggostod high ball, 
which was fl.xcd by tho Court. 



Pcnn Thornton, 29. 62 West 66th 
street, chorus man in "Artists and 
Models," was exonerated of a charge 
of disorderly conduct when ar- 
raigned before Magistrate McAn- 
drews in West Side Court on com- 
plaint of Joan CUire, one of the 
principals of the show. 

Miss Clare, in this country only 
three weeks, from London, tostltlcd 
that Dec. 30 Thornton climbed up 
a fire escape oulside her apartment 
at 201 West 53th street and tried to 
unlock the window. She said he 
scampered away when he saw her 
leave hurriedly. She notified Po- 
liceman Swoboda, West 47 th street 
station, and a soarcli was started 
for the chorus man. 

While tho search was In progress 
Thornton called her on the phone 
and said lie was amu.sed at the 
search being made for him. A short 
time later the policeman apprehend- 
ed Thornton as he was leaving a 
gas filling station a block away. As! 
he was about to be brought back to; 
the apartment, Thornton gave the 
officer a violent push and ran 
away, escaping despite throe shots ^ 
iired after hira. 

Miss Clare also testified that on 
tho night previous, D^c. 29, Tliorn- 
ton had climbed up the Are escape 
and broken the window after she 
had ejected him from the apartment 
because of his drunkenness and foul 
language. She said he had threat- ' 
ened to kill her and she was in 
bodily fear of him. 

Had $188 Coming 
Thornton entered an emphatic de- 
nial of being on the fire escape. He 
admitted he had been to the apart- 
ment the night previous and said he 
had gone there to collect a debt of 
$188 which the actress had bor- 
rowed from him. He said she called 
hlni a "cheap skate" and ordered 
hira from the apartment when he 
made the demand and then sum- 
moned apartment employees to oust 
hira. 

He said that a short time before 
he and Miss Clare went to a tele- 
graph office and the actress bor- 
rowed $150 from him to cable to her 
mother in London. He said she 
gave him an I.O.U., which he pro- 
duced. It was repudiated by the 
actress. He said he had advanced 
her other sums because be liked 
her. 

On Dec. 30, Thornton stated, he 
called her on tho phone to ask her 
(o repay him without causing him 
to embarrass her by flllng suit, and 
she declined. He said ho was about 
to leave the phone booth when the 
ofTicer appeared. He said he was 
frightened and for that reason ran 
away. 

' Under cross ecxamination by Thorn- 
ton's attorney. Miss 'Clare said the 
signature on the I.O.U. slip looked 
liko hers, but denied she had ever 
written It on that particular piece 
of paper. She said she received 
$100 weekly salary and admitte<l 
that when she obtained her position 
from J. J. Shubert she told him this 
was her first American appearance, 
while it was really her second. 

She explained the falsehood by 
saying she thought Americana wero 
more interested In a new arrival 
from abroad. She admitted she had 
borrowed $10 from Thornton, which 
she had repaid, but denied she bad 
borrowed the other money. 

Thornton has been with the show 
for eight months and previous to 
this was a representative In China 
for the Standard Oil Co, After 
Magistrate McAndrews heard all 
the facts he adjudged Thornton not 
guilty and dismissed the complaint 



Emily Armstrong's *Wink*

The court was non-plussed as to 
why she didn't have him arrested 
on Chri.stmaa, Moreover, he was at 
a loss as to how she could receive 
such a "lickln"' without anybody 
going to her aid. She bore no 
bruises and stated they had dis- 
appeared. 

Klein, who Is married, has Just 
recovered from a dislocated shoul- 
der.

.N'esblt had left there, coming to 
t'hicago to obtain drugs. 

While It was claimed In the past 
that Evelyn had been cured of the 
drug habit, her actions have not 
warranted that belief. 

As far as known of recent years 
Miss Nesblt has had no heart en- 
tanglements and her son, Russell 
Thaw, has been almost her constant 
companion. 

Evelyn Nesblt had been drinking 
heavily for weeks before her suicidal 
deed, which took place In her b.ath- 
room at an early hour after she had 
returned home Intoxicated after 
daybreak. 

On New Year's Ev© she was car- 
ried out of a "loop" cafe uncon- 
■ ?lous. She had also gone back to 
taking drugs, an old falling which 
several times before had her on the 
verge of death and for which she 
took a number of cures. 

She attempted suicide In New 
York foiir years ago when dispos- 
sessed from her apartment after her 
tea shop falhjre. Her landlord, the 
Trebuhs Realty Company (owned 
by the Shuberts) had her put Into 
the streets. She staggered to th© 
Hudson River and attempted to 
Jump off a dock, but was dragged 
back. 

At that time she was dead broke. 
A newspaperman friend lent her 
$100 and arranged a unique deal 
with her, buying the only authentic 
story of her life for $1,000, with tho 
proviso that It was not to be pub- 
lished until after her death. It Is 
still In the archives of the Hearst 
syndicates. 

Sh*©p-gland Cur© 
With that money she went to At- 
lantic City and there underwent a 
sheep-gland cure which worked like 
magic. She recovered and was soon 
prosperous .and strong, and appar- 
<'ntly cured forever. She lertun^d on 
the horrors of the drug habit and 
was actlv© In reform work 
•against It. 

About six months ago, about the 
time she left Atlantic City, where 
she had grown compar.atively 
wealthy and owned a fine home, re- 
ports began to trickle through that 
she was "on the stuff" again; a'so 
that sh© was drinking hard. Tho 
once famous beauty had never been 
able to withstand alcohol, which had 
an even unhappler effect on her sys- 
tem than narcotics. 

It was to a glass of wine that sh© 
attributed her "downfall" In th© 
historical testimony at th© trial of 
Harry Thaw.

But the 
dip turned out to be most unusual— 
just about sensatlonaL For, lo and 
behold, Miss Chatterton makes good 
■with ft snap and ^ wallop, retains all 
her class and charm, and takes to 
the twicet-a-day like the sterling 
Btar and trouper sh« ha« always 
been. 

Looking ravishing youthful with 
It boyish bob, and uncannily resem- 
bling Gloria Swanson (except that 
Miss Chatterton acts rings around 
her) her appearance was a gasp — of 
delight She, assisted only by Minor 
Watson, then started some "dia- 
logue." It wa« very much of the 
typ« which too often Is criticized 
AS "talky." But ther« waa nothing 
talky about this. 

For one thing, Vincent Liaurence 
has written in "The" Conflict" an 
Intelligent, Immediate, honest, phil- 
osophical, thematic and cllcklngly 
amusing lampoon on that most dif- 
ficult of all stibjecta to dramatize — 
Che bored reactiolt of felicitous mat- 
rimony. 

Quarrels ar« easy to write and 
Itct; passionate affection i« even 
•aaier to express. But that condl- 
tloB of "happy" domeeticlty is elu- 
sive and requires a sense of stage 
and almost scientific handling to run 
tt through the alchemy which makes 
of material inimical to "action" ma- 
terial which is aiHrna/ted with bl- 
' brancy and color. 

Of course. In thla Instance Mr. 
Z^aurence has Miss Chatterton to 
transmute for him. And how glori- 
ously -she does it. Her touches are 
deft, her feminine beauty illumi- 
nates the scene as well as the theme, 
and her natural gifts and practiced 
arts "sell" what might otherwise be 
4uds for diamonds. 

Not that Laurence wrote duds, 
but a mediocre actress would turn 
Ihem that way. As it is, the lines 
feparkle. Every point Is nursed and 
rllded. Every wheeze is rounded 
and blown forth like a puff-ball of 
dainty wit. There is no "plot" to 
■peak of. But with the treatment 
from author and star "The Conflict" 
leaves the gist of a story, which is — 

What married folks who are 
growing out-of-love need is a bat- 
tle, a good quarrel, something to 
make 'em godd and murderously 
mad at one another. A very simple 
Jealousy subterfuge is employed 
Ihere, lightly treated, but It conveys. 
The act U "in," established and 
•over" before it Is two minutes old. 

Miss Chatterton and Mr. Minor, 
■who gave her good support, took, 
•even easy curtain calls after stout 
applause, numerous subsUintlal 
laughs, and a "hand" here and there 
breaking into the body of the skit. 
From every angle — name, quality, 
•ntertalnment. audience-favor, 
laughs, general vaudeville .«)trength 
»~-this has all the elements of a find 
and welcome pick-up for the big 
time, which surely needs attractions 
that draw and deliver. !.«**

Tho second caller was 
one of the high-salaried women writers In America; she h.is a sumptu- 
ous apartment In a fashionable neighborhood which she keeps all tho 
year round though she spends her summers at her country home; Ufa 
has given her the finest of everything. 

But when she came up and 1 had asked her if she was having a happy 
Christmas, she said "no" and said it vehemently. She declared she 
had spent a rotten day. She had not been out nor had she had a 
caller. The gentleman whom she had expected to dinner had been un- 
able to come and she had been forced to dine alone. The bowl of 
punch she had so carefully prepared still stood untouched upon her 
buffet. 

I Introduced her to my other friend, who wore dark glasses. Perhaps 
the writer did not catch her name for she asked the other woman what 
sort of a Christmas she had spent. 

"Just fine," she smiled, "I didn't work the last half of this week so 
I was able to sleep late this morning. Then Ruby, my maid, brought 
me my breakfast and read my Christmas cards to me.

And from the way that world-famous writer patted Mollie on the back 
as she left, I know I was not the only one who absorbed the lesson of 
that meeting. The true Christmas Is not on the calendaj- but In our 
hearts. 



One of the nicest Christmas presents for my visitors Is a clock sent 
by Dr. Leo MlcheL It winds up by being shoved up a cog rallw.ay and 
every friend who calls spends half this visit figuring out how to wind 
It and then doing the trick. So far It hasn't had a chance to get 
entirely unwound and I haven't had a chance to wind It myself. Per- 
haps It's Just as well that I do have visitors with a mechanical turn 
of mind since It's a twenty-four hour clock and I'm used to an eight- 
day ticker, so If It were left to me It would probably te silent seven 
days out of eight. Incidentally. Dr. Michel showed his originality by 
sending me the only clock I've ever seen that you could keep going 
by making It run down.

no standing In the compilations. 

Where the two previous scores of 
the current season were solely based 
on the shows which had oome and 
gone, this, the mid-season score, 
Ukea into consideration the suc- 
cesses to date as well as the less 
fortunate productions, all plays 
passed out and all now current. In 
ihe shows reviewed column (8.R. In 
the box score) will be seen the num- 
>bcr of plays covered by «ach of the 
critics out of a possible total of 126. 
The wide dirference In the numt>er 
of plays "caught" Is explained by 
most of the papers utilizing "second 
string" men where the premieres 
come In one-night salvos, while In 
the case of Dale ("American") (who 
seldom uses s substitute). It -Is 
impossible to "catch" every show, 
although his total of 103 plays re- 
viewed speaks for Itself. It will be 
remembered that both Woollcott 
("World") and Vreeland ("Tele- 
sram ") were away to belated starts 
ihla season. Coleman ("Mirror"') 
was an added starter to the score 
picked up In October. 

Gabriel ("Sun") l^ds the dra- 
matic scribes with .81*. He has been 
ihe nominal leader thrroughout the 
.sea.son. although second In actual 
percentage to Woollcott In the flrat 
score, when the latter had but seven 
shows to his crediu. Gabriel did 
lead his compatriots Nov. 7. the sec- 
ond tabulation of the season, by a 
margin of 93 points, and Is now 64 
points ahead of his nearest rival. 
Cut 12 wrong predictions and one 
instance where he failed to offer a 
definite opinion must go down as a 
remarkable performance In dramatic 
reviewing for a dally paper. It was 
Gabriel, in liie score of Nov. 7, who 
.ihov\ed a higher percentage total 
than Variety's combined, for the first 
lime since the Inception of the box 
sr>ore. 

Always An Opinion 

Coleman, on his InliUI listing, 
jumps Into second place with .755. 
closely pursued by WInchell 
(Graphic") at .748. who has yet to 
turn In an indettnlte criticism, a feat 
r)aralleled by Anderson <"Po8t") and 
worthy of comment In that the for- 
mer has 67 times sat In Judgment 
upon Incoming attractions, and the 
latter 66 times. 

The greatest number of person- 
ally reviewed plays goes to Dale, 
with 103. who al.so leads the list In 
the number of times right by having 
called the turn on 6S. Similarly, Mr. 
Dale has the highest total of wrong 
guesses, at 36. which gifes him the 
triple individual high mark. 

In passing up opinions the 
"Times" is not even challenged, with 
Its gross of U of these Issue 
dodgers. Although this paper is 
now carrying a credit line for lu 
principal reviewer. J. B. Atkinson. 
Variety will continue to carry the 
"Times" as a whole In that It would 
bo figuratively Impossible to trace 
back since the start of the season to 
select Atktnso'h's personal reviews. 

A triple tie exists for these ques- 
tionable secondary honors In decid- 
ing neither one way or the other be- 
tween Coleman. Vreeland and Os- 
born ( "Evening World") at four 
each. 

.Mantle ("News") Is deserving of 
rrodll In this respect. Out of 93 
(ban -as he has but once failed to 
tabulate himself as for or against. 
while Dale's two missteps In this di- 
rection rate cognizance In lieu of 
the numlier of shows he has wit- 
nessed. lUthbun ("Sun"), limited In 
scope because of Gabriel getting 
first call, commands prestige If for 
nothing else than he has said "Yes" 
or "No" whenever called upon. 

Hammond ("Herald - Tribune") 
has steadily climbed since the start 
of the season when he held sixth 
place. He is now among the lead- 
era who boast a peroenta«e of over 



.700. as a result of 46 right. 17 
wronffs and but two no opinions. 

Must Qive Opinion 

Variety's combined total of .851 re- 
gains the leadership lost to Gal>rlel 
on the November score. It's a high 
average any way you look at It al- 
though some of the credit can be 
discounted, as formerly, because of 
the advance and inside knowledge 
this paper's reviewers have of a 
show before they see It. Minus a 
"no decision" tabulation against It 
Is the strongest point as In view 
of the 121 shows ""caught" It desig- 
nates consistency in calling 'em If 
nothing else, through Instructions to 
that end. 

Individually, this paper's review- 
ers are headed by Bob Slsic who has 
but one wrong out of 24 tries for 
.959. closely trailed by Jack Pulaski 
(Ibee). 

All shows which opened last week 
("By the Way." "The Monkey 
Talks." "Tip Toes." "Stronger Than 
Love" and "Song of the Flame") 
are here listed as successes because 
of InsufDcleot time to define these 
pieces. 

Accordingly, those reviewers who 
have turned In bad notices on any 
of these shows are forced to take 
a "wrong"' on the current score al- 
though should their prediction pre- 
vail before the next score, they will 
then receive the correct rating. The 
next box score will again be on 
shows only that have departed. 

The rating of the critics on both 
the successes and failures will not 
occur again until the end of the sea- 
son. Decoration Day,

Anyhow, I said to my backer (in the dream, you know), "Now, aome- 
one wl'.l do this, so why not us?" 

"Do what?" said he, or they. 

"Get business back into the theatre of the spoken drama," I said. Just 
like that. 

"How?" -■■'■"/ . ' '^ . . . ■ ■■-. 

"Tha gallery was the only part of the o'd audiences who know t;»e 
meaning of 'Loyalty' a.» we understand it In theatredom," 1 proceeded to 
Inform him. "Here is the argument. The road is no more. A play must 
get It in New York or rot at all. Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago arc 
not cinches for a New "iork success. They are separate problems. You 
can't tell a thing about thrm. But, even If we Include them, we have 
finished our paying tenitory. Why not lncroa.se the volume of business 
In the only territory we have. Let us go after the gallery and balcony." 

A Convlncer 

"Can't be done," they said. Meaning, "Convince us." "You know why 
■we lost the gallery," I per.sinted. "Let the balcony go for the present. 
Take the gallery. At present, in such legitimate theatres as have galler- 
ies, the patrons are regarded as stray n. g.'s and treated as such. People 
paying the same price at the legitimate theatres charge for tbelr galler- 
ies are treated as laOk-? and gentlemen In palatial picture theatres and 
vaudeville theatres. They hear magniflcent orchestras, they are given 
programs, they are waited upon and seated by respectful ushers and 
they can hear or see what is going on. Moreover they have rest rooms 
and stnoklng rooms. 

"Why should they iiij' the same money to he hustled Into uncomfortable 
lofts In legitimate houses, without ushers, programs music, smoking rooms 
and the other evidences of welcome, and then strain their perfectly good 
and willing eyes and cars to get a glimmering of what Is going on In a 
p:ay purposely gauged for the first ten rows down stairs. Let's get them 
back." 

"You seem to think you know a great deal about show business 
In general," said the one with the gray hair. And as he listanert to me 
It seemed to pet grayer. Of course the whole thing "was a dream. I 
tried to be modest. But I couldn't. So I continued. 

"Don't think of m?," I pleaded. "Think of what I'm saying. I'm not 
thinking of myself. If I were I w^ould keep this idea Instead of giving It 
away." 

Told Everything 

"You can keep it as far as I am concerned," said the one with the keen 
look. "Go ahead and tell us. How would you get them back?" 
go I told lilm everything. He Just wormed it out of me. 
"I would get them back by producing, to start with, a good American 
comedy with a human story and a fine cast. Then I would get another 
play ready witli the principa!s of the first cast In mind and keep them 
In the next play when the first play was through In New York. I would 
givo them parts of a different character In the next play if they were 
real actors and not type persons, and get the gallery Into a rooting mood 
lor their favorites. 

"If I had a hit in the first play I would begin announcing Its close 
June 1st, no matter how big a hit it was, and announce Its reopening 
Labor Day if it looked good enough. I would not exhaust Ita vitality 
by running it through the summer." 

'What would you do with the theatre in the summer?" 
"Ah, now you're coming to It, Mr. Kahn." 

"Queer that our names should be the same," he said, reflectively. 
"Of course jours is spelled differently but It should be pronounced 
similarly. I have noticed — " 
But I stuck to the subject. 

"Y^ou forget," I remarked, "That I am one author who, with the aid 
of a gifted and sometimes aciiuiescent son, writes review material as 
well as plays. In fact I have material enough of a proved and surefire 
character for a dozen of them. During the winter run of the the play I 
am framing up a uniiiuo summer show in which the more versatile of 
the winter play's principals can work. We augment them with the neces- 
sary specialty arti.sts and make the summer uhow an institution. When 
the first play runs Its course we send It away with another cast, or a 
partly new cast, but the established favorites remain In the new play, 
and a neucles of the company work In the summer show." 

Directing for DIctancs 

"Yes—?" 

"Oh, my, yea. Now, in this theatre, we direct all rehearsals ^Ith the 
r curLain up all the time, and during the last rehearsals the director directs 
from the gallery. Uq sees that the entertainment, summer and winter, 
reaches the last row." 

"But you can't play fine scenes so broadly," objected the narrow one. 
^"•A fine painter does not use the broad brush for all — " 

"Not for all the strokes, I agree, but for enough to make the play In- 
telligible from the last seat. Let me tell you something. After the 
Frifxo fire we all played In tin theatres out on the coast. Temporary 
Bheds seating 3,000 o.i one floor. The cheap shows died in them. But 
James O'Nell, one of the finest actors America ever produced — father of 
Euticne, yes, yes — came along in 'Monte Cristo,' and made that mob 
hear a whisper. Why? Because he know his technique. 

"Fine acting does not require the confidential tone of the amateur. It 
4ocs not need the bellow of the barnstormer — it needs a knowledge of 
the lines of sound and vision, a knowledge of time, pause, emphasis and 
rcprt ?--.sion. It needs intelligent direction. It will roach the ga'lery if 
It is projected to do so and no whit of its finer shading will be lost 
to the orchestra seats. But treat your gallery people as friends. Edu- 
cate them to expect and receive rcfpcct and consideration. And bring 
your balcony and g!ii:eiy down nearer to tho stage In the building of 
the theatre. P'ourteen hundred seats to 1,600 Is a very big house. You 
cant get tlw m on one fioor. Why not make them all pos.slble of the full 
enjoyment of a play." 

Orchestra's Help 

"And you think an orchestra h<lps, eh?" 

"Well, what do you thln!<? The orchestra seats, can go out In the 
lot-'jy and tlie tmol'clng monus between acts. What of tho gallery people? 
■Why not music for iln.in. and u uniolter, and a iitllo cumfort?" 

"But you arc really l.ilkiiig .-Hiout a stock company, liko Daly's and — " 

"Yes, only better, with more po.s-sihilKics, with a stronger Individual 
■ policy, with a future for tho authors, actors, audience and theatre. Why 
be at the mercy of climbing playn and rli;ui;ilng audiences and changing 
casts? Why establish a hou.-io and Inlse cIkuiccs on its prestige with 
each new and untried combination. Why not bring back the kindergarten 
of the down stairs theatre so that when they graduate to lower seats 
and higher prices they will have some hindtnarks and traditions to go 
by. The pfctuios and the cost of transportation is localizing the spoken 
drama. Why shouldn't it start to build Its own clientele?" 

"Countf these royalties hi advance," said Mr. Kahn, handing me a baU: of 
bills, "j^r. Baruch and I are going out and r^v some billiards."

Dr. Pool Worried About 

Nakedness, Cuss Words 

and Lots Else 



Philadelphia, Jan. 6. 

This has been a strenuous holiday 
season for Dr. Frederick Pool, Phil- 
adelphia's most industrious censor. 
So far, he la sitting on top of the 
world. 

First, "They Knew What They 
Wanted" came into the Broad, and 
Dr. Pool became very much worried 
over "Dick" Bennett's language in 
the Sidney Howard play. However, 

the management and the censors got 
together before the opening, modi- 
fied the cuss words. Everything was 
o.k. The cutting of some of his best 
laugh winning explevites annoyed 
Bennett. He got his chance when 
Invited by Pool to address the City 
Club, a staid and serious organiza- 
tion. Bennett was not feeling well 
that morning, and. In response to 
Dr. Pool's Introduction, he arose 
and made one of his famous 
speeches. In the first place, he asked 
how many present had seen "They 
Knew What They Wanted." Two or 
three arose. Then he asked the 
.same on "Aloma." Nearly everybody 
raised their hands. 

After that he went In for censor- 
ship and 8:ained his biggest sensa- 
tion by naming, categorically and in 
full, all the cuss words removed. 

"Qlory" Olteh 

Along came "What Price Glory" a 
few months ago, and Dr. Pool ex- 
pressed himself as opposed to allow- 
ing this war play here. He waS^old 
by critics and others that in this 
case he was barking up the wrong 
tree. He talked to the management 
In advance and read the script. The 
last line, he claimed. Justified the 
play, and, with a few references to 
the Deity and a few remarks on 
doubtful birth removed he o.k.'d the 
play. 

But Poole's troubles were not over. 
"Vanities" was announced for the 
Shubcrt on Christmas Day. Every- 
body knew how Dr. Poole and Earl 
Carroll got along last year when the 
famous dressing 'i»p of Katherlno 
Ray took place during the "Vani- 
ties" stay at the Forrest. Dr. Poole 
saw this year's show In New York 
and had no particular objec'Jon8. 
except at the mlngiing of the chorus 
and the audience; that he was firm 
against and tor a time it looked a.s 
if "Vanities" would not come In. 
In fact, twice the ads were removed 
from the papers. 

There was much excitement and 
curiosity Christmas night when the 
revue opened, and it was found that 
the tables were in place, the or- 
chestra In the boxes and dancing al- 
lowed on the stage. Only the chorus 
did no* serve as usherettes, and 
only the local girls, chosen by Car- 
roll here, were allowed to dance 
with patrons. The first night th? 
tables were occupied by distin- 
guished Philadelphiana, Inchidin;; 
Jules Mastbaum. A few introduc- 
tions were in order, not many. Only 
a few availed themselves of the 
dancing i>rivilege.

The holiday week— Chrlstma* to 
Kew Year's — was as big or bigger 
than any previous season. One 
musical beat $50,000, two others got 
140,000 and better, while five others 
ranged between 130,000 and $40,000. 
One hon-muslcal went to $27,000, 
two othere were well above $20,000 
knd a flock bettered $15,000. New 
Year's Eve was a bonanza, musicals 
fct $11 top bettering' $^,000 for that 
single performance alone. Over $4,- 
000 was registered In any number of 
hou.<?ea, and even some of the low 
gross shows beat $3,000. 

"Sunny" came close to Its 
Thank.«iBlvlng week record, by 
reaching $52,000, the difference 
being explained by the scale of $11 
for Army and Navy night as against 
$7.70 top on New Year's eve. "The 
Copoanuts" went Into second place, 
grossing $42,500 by the grace of an 
$11 New Year's eve and an extra 
matinee; "Nanette" got $40,000 and 
though not scaled so high for the 
holiday charged $5.50 nightly last 
week as against $4.40 previously; 
"Artists and Models" was not far 
from the $40,000 mark; "Chariot's 
Revue" came back strong, bettering

The revue has a strong agency de- 
mand. "Tip Toes" Is the stand- 
out production among the strictly 
new attractions and on Its first 
week at the Liberty It got $31,000,

six performances got about $24,000, 
which is a comparatively moderate 
start for an attraction of Its magni- 
tude; -By The Way," a now English 
revue s'larted around $15,000 at the 
t.airty .and though there Is an 
nrenpy demand.

He had aecured 
tentative booking from the Shuberta 
but cancelled this after his contro- 
versy with De Costa. 

Three weeks' back salary are atill 
due the company prior to the time 
when I^eventhal agreed to take over 
the show. De (^sta is reported 
Interesting new finances for the pro- 
posed road tour, and moved the 
piece to the Bronx Opera House, 
New York, where It la current this 
week. 

A judgment of $8S4.9( wae ren- 
dered against Milton Oosdorfer in 
the Third District Municipal Court 
by Justice John O. McTlgue^ The 
action was brought by John <3ort, 
theatre owner and director, who 
charged in an affidavit that Gos- 
dorfer failed to make good the 
amount following a oontract.

The protest is submitted in the 
form of a resolution signed and ap- 
proved by J. Brooks Atkinson, 'The 
Times"; Burns Mantle, "Dally 
News"; Gilbert S. Gabriel, "The 
Sun"; Edward Everett PlJgeon, 
"Journal of Commerce"; Stephen 
Ratlibun, "The Sun"; Kelcey .\llen. 
"Women's Wear"; IZ. W. Osborn, 
"Evening World"; Percy Hammond, 
"lUruld-Tribune"; John Andor.son, 
"The I'ost"; Uobert Coleman, "The 
Mirror"; Charles lU-lniont U.ivls, 
"Herald Tribune"; Arthur I'ollock, 
"Brooklyn Eagle"; R. W. Harper. 
"Brooklyn Citizen," and Ward 
Morehouse, "Herald Tribune." 

The resolution Is actually a pro- 
test against several press agents in 
town who have Juggled the st-ating 
lists. The First Nlghters began work 
on tho resolution after the open- 
ing of a big musical show recently 
("The Cocoanuts") when one first 
line critic was omitted from the list, 
but who communicated directly with 
Sam H. Harris, the producer, who 
sent him seats by messenger.

"Whereas, the reason for the pres- 
ent condition is due In some In- 
stances to n. rearrangement of the 
reviewer's se.its by persons not fa- 
miliar with the actual requirements 
and In others to the alleged condi- 
tion that so many demands for first 
night seats are made In behalf of 
the press at large that It Is not pos- 
sible In ull cases to make the proper 
provision for the actual reviewers, 
and 

"Whereas, this latter statement 
has a considerable basis of fact — a 
recent compilation from one man- 
nger's list, showing that it contained 
55 names attributed to New York 
and Brooklyn dallies and 28 to other 
publications, making a total of St 
pairs or ICO first night seats, If all 
claims are recognized, and 

"Whereas, the actual first" night 
reviewing for the New York and 
Brooklyn duiUes is done by 21 men 
(or their sub.stitutes) In all fairness 
to their work and to them.selvcs, 
and the productions as well, these 
Klrrft Night reviewers should have 
first consideration In the aslsgnment 
of first-night facilities, it Is hereby. 
"Resolved, That the principal 
owners, managers and producers are 
respectfully requested to call the 
matter to the attention of their 
house managers and publicity de- 
partments, with a view to relieving 
the present frequent uncertainties 
and confusions."

"E. W. O." wore widely quoted. He la a charter member of the News- 
paper Club. 

In 1889 he waa married to Ida Blrdsall of Auburn, N. T., which wiU 
.show you tliat after a yoar In New York he waa sure that he was going 
to make good and he evidently kept bis promise to himself and the girl 
from Auburn.

This reviewer of "The Monkey 
Talks" ha.s had the good fortune of 
having: seen both the original Paris 
production at the Comedie Caumar- 
tin (where It was known as "Le 
singe qui parle") and the later pro- 
duction In London at the Little the- 
atre. The two productions already 
mentioned and the show as given at 
the Sam H. Harris theatre qn Mon- 
day night are three entirely different 
ones. 

No two are alike. Bach has been 
treated from an entirely different 
angle. The original French version 
^ of Rene Fauchols presents a psy- 
rbologlcal study of the well-known 
triangle In a circus fnune. The 
New York presentation gives a show 
of circus life, glorifying the citizens 
of the tanbark ring, with the main 
thread of the story moro or less 
faithfully stuck to. But in London 
the producer felt between both theo- 
rie-^and produced neither flsh, flesh 
nor fowl. 

The story concerns itself with Sam 
Wick and his trained monkey Faho, 
who apparently can talk. Faho ac- 
tually is not a monkey, but a man 
who has been In freak shows and 
fairs. They are playing a season's 
engagement at one of the numerous 
one-ring circuses in Paris. On the 
bill with ihem is Dora, a beautiful 
wire-walker. Dora Is very n»uch in 
love with Sam, Faho's trainer, and 
she is in turn loved by Faho. 

Tho girl never for a moment sns- 
pects Faho is other than an animal, 
.'ind pouiM out her heart to him of 
her love for his trainer. Bra.sson, a 
rival animal trainer. Is doing an act 
with his monkey, Adonis, at the 
Kolies Ber.'jere, similar in every re- 
spect, except tliat he cannot get his 
monkey to talk. He conios up to the 
circus to catch the act and to see if 
he can pet away with the monkey. 

Mile. Goldschmltt, an equestrienne 
with a past, i.s enamoreil of Sam 
.'ind wants to revive an affair dead 
for 10 years. When she sees that 
Sam shows a decided preference for 
Dora, all the venom and hatred of 
the woman cnme to the surface, and 
Hhe vows venpeancp. Sho helps 
BrasRon In hl.s attempt to steal the 
monkey. 

Before this Wiok, realizing fully 
the hopelcns love ot Faiio for l^ora. 
:iijrce.'<, for tlio smUp of bin friond. to 
put the girl otit of liis life, altliouKh 
he really loves hop. Faho r*'fu3f-.s to 
accept his s.ncrifiic, and insi.sts that 
lie marry her. Sam 1« aves to ro out 
for a walk, ami Faho ia loft with 
his attendant, I.oiiIh. HiirlnR a con- 
versation, in which i^-ilio tells of hi.'; 
••arly childhood, a fake telephone 
iriessaKo lures Ivouls opt of the room, 
and Brasson and Mile, (loldschniitt 
••ome in and steal Faho, substituting 
.Adonis, a real monkey, for hlin. 

The third act ha.s two scenes — 
Louis turning up at the circus with 
a real monkey and Wick apparently 
up a tree. Louis, who ha^^ been a 
ventriloquist In his day. is .soiled 
with the idea of faking the act, and 
'hey pet by. TIio next scene is at 
the FoljoM Bergere, whert\ among the 
other attractions, Bra.sson is poinp 
to do his act with l<'aho. But the 
monkey recopni7:e.s him n.s the man 
who ill tteated him in hl.s youth, and 
ehoke.s hlin as he disclo.sos his ac- 
tual Identity. 

Tho play cnd.s with the successful 
reconeiliation of Sam and Dora, 
brought about by lier father, an old 
lion tamer, and Faho s return to the 
fold in time to give Dora his bk-as- 
. Inr. 

Of three three versions seer the 
American production Is llke,i most. 
— While Fauchols* play ^Hh far and 
away tho most litorary of the three, 
nevertheless tJie Stlwyn spectacle' l.s 
the best show. Faiichoi.s is a gre.it 
llt'^rateur, with several lliin.(r.s in 
the repertoire of the Comedie kran-» 
naiso and Odeon. Yet. although he h:xv 
written several .boulevard hits, he 
still retains his actrv-e parfieip.itlon 
In the Maison <le roeiivre (a groll^ 
very much like the Neighborhood 
Playhouse), where, under litipne 
Poe, h« earns about $flO a month. 

Ah in most Conflnenfnl efforts, the 
Pnrls production Jacked showm.l'Ti.- 
•bip. Sclwyn ha« spared nothing/ in 



his efforts to create a show for the 
eye aa well as for the mind. In the 
third act, during the Folies Bergere 
scene, lie Introduces young Sllckney, 
who does a remarkable "CharleHton" 
on stilts. This young fellow, at an 
altitude of 11 feet, does a routine 
that would put to blu.sh several 
hoofers who do their stuff on the 
stage. He stopped the show in its 
first presentation. The Six Pashas, 
vaudeville turn, used as a flash, also 
•cored. 

The play Is a total triumph for 
three people and a partial one for 
othera The honors of the evening 
must go to Jacques Lerner, who 
created the original part in Paris 
and who was brought to London and 
then here to play Faho. H^ gives a 
remarkable performance In this ex- 
tremely difficult part. Lerner will 
soon be the most talked-of and in- 
terviewed man in town. Martha- 
Bryan Allen, long recognized as a 
comer, has finally oome through and 
lived up to every possible expecta- 
tion. I enjoyed her performance 
more than that of Alice Cocea, long* 
a favorite of Paris. Mark Smith as 
Louis, the attendant, gives another 
fine performance, which is certainly 
worthy of comment. "Wilton Lack- 
aye as Dora's father, gives a more 
than adequate performance, and the 
others play their roles with more or 
less success. 

Philip Merlvale as Sam Wick Is 
far superior to Tom Nesbit, who 
played the part In London, though 
not BO good as Jean Yonnel, who 
created the role, as a pensonal 
opinion. 

Certainly a great deal must b« ac- 
knowledged to FVank Relcher, who 
directed the New York production. 
He bad a herculean task on his 
hands in getting tho full eflects out 
of this difficult play with Its 44 ac- 
tors, who are often all on the stage. 
If there Is an adverse criticism in 
any direction the settings deserve It. 
Certainly back stage in this small 
intimate circus is like none the 
writer has seen anywhere In Europe. 
It la altogether too stylish and 
swanky, and might more properly be 
like a room in a successful actors' 
club. 

The wise ones whisper it that Mr. 
Selwyn will have to dc a lot of busi- 
ness for a long time Liefore he will 
begin to get his money back. But If 
this reviewer is any Judge, the un- 
usualness of the play plus the excel- 
lence of the production, the names 
in the cast and a de.sire to see how 
good Lerner is will keep the play 
on Broadway for many, many 
months. Certainly it merits that. 
Van Di/cke. 



Fauchols play Lerner bad not at- 
tempted such work. Lerners per- 
formance as F\iho, the talking 
monkey, rates with the exceptional. 
It Is ao good that he could use It in 
other stage usage, perhap% vaude- 
ville. 

There is a fine supiwrtlng cast, 
and so tlie play must stand or fall 
as a play, with It being no fault of 
the players If it fails to land. 
Martha Bryan-Allen created the 
daintiest of circus performers as the 
wire artist, and the hopeiens love oC 
tho man-monkey. There wa« criti- 
cism expressed that this play of the 
circus mnkes its people too polite, 
but as a matter of fact that :« the 
truest note In the writing. Circus 
artists, as a class, are morally su- 
perior to many others. I'articularly 
those of English or Australian 
origin are gentlefolk. 

Wilton LacUaye has not much of 
a role, but was believable as an ex- 
lion tamer married to a wealthy 
widow. Philip Merlvale, always 
good, played the "owner" of Faho. 
He is 8upi)osed to be the aelon of 
a royal family. Broken-hearted 
over the shattering of a romance 
with an equestrienne, he changed 
his name and became of the circus, 
conceiving the Idea of forming a 
"three guardsmen" friendship — the 
little chap who Impersonates a 
monk and his "keeper" forntlng the 
trio. Mark Smith as the keeper 
seemed to make the best of what 
comedy lines there were, but there 
are few laughs In this piece. 

"The Monkey Talks," though a 
play of the circus, is not the big 
top that America knows. It is the 
French kind given indoors. There 
are several clowns, chief of whom 
is played by Harry Mestayer. Tho 
part over-emphasizes tho Impor- 
tance of a clown's worth, and there- 
fore, was entirely too gabby. 

Two circus turns are inserted In 
the third act, both effective, but It 
is that portion of the pltty which for 
some reason falls down. A new- 
comer, Robert Stickncy, 8d, scored 
roundly with an exhibition of stilts, 
including the Charleston. The Six 
Pachas, an Arab troupe, were quite 
famili-ar In style, but supplied a 
good flash. 

The new play Is bound to evoke a 
difference of opinion, and for that 
reason the chances are against It at- 
taining a run. Probably being more 
expensive to operate than the aver- 
ngp drama, it Is doubtful if it can 
command the amount of business 
necessary to turn a profit Ihee.

Arch Selwyn boupht the American 
rights to "The Monkey Talks" a 
yo.ar a.-jo, being "soUl" through the 
novelty of the dramntic idea at a 
(Ire.sR rehearsal in Paris. It ■«-as 
listed for presentation long before 
ho entered Into a production agree- 
ment with William Fox, and tlioiiph 
the latter \n interested In the 
"monkey play." its picture value 
wa.s rcropnlzed liefore the afDliatloii 
between the leplt and picture pro- 
ducers. The latter had nothlnp to 
do with its selection for production, 
nor will he li.ive a choice in the 
remaining plays to bo produced un- 
der like contlltloiiH. 

Out-of-town .showmen who saw 
"The Monkey Talks" were of the 
opinion that the unusual ch.arac- 
terlzatlon or the novelty of It would 
likely make It a success. But there 
Is doubt about that prediction be- 
cause ot tho play Itself or the 
adaptation used, which is different 
from liial in the London showing.

Second edition of this season. At Earl 
Carroll theatre. New York. •"Omclally" 
opening Dec. 28; tS.50 top Show builders, 
wrltetv. stagers and designer* about same 
as In third edition. 

New principals— Joe Cook, Frank Tlnney, 
Madelyn Kllleen. Harold Yntes and IXirothy 
Knapp. t'-arrorll's own pop orchestra di- 
rected by Don Vorheee. 
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Earl Carroll's "Vantles" In its 
fourth edition Is much better enter- 
tainment than the previous per- 
formance. This is mainly brought 
about through Joe Cook and some 
fun as.«(lstance from Frank Tlnney, 
although Julius Tannen remains In 
the New York production as general 
vocalizer for enumeration and pithy 
talk. Wallace McCuteheon is an- 
other holdover as the host; also 
Van Lowe, Vivian Hart and M. 
de Jari. 

The "dame thing" in front of tho 
house, usherettes and chorus girl 
"hostesses," retains its strength, by 
virtue of which the previous "Vani- 
ties" was cn.abled to survive as long 
as it did. This show will go through 
the remainder of the season, su))- 
ported more this time by merit, al- 
though while there are dames made 
so prominent and promiscuous, thoy 
mnst get in the running of the box 
office draw. 

The return of Frank Tinney to the 
native stage is nn event, more or 
less. When Mr. Tinney first walked 
out last p'rlday nipht it seemed less. 
Not a hand. Not a sign. Nothing 
but a prowl from a half-stew In 
the front row. That souse let out 
more than a growl later on. He 
contlnuouiily Interrupted Tinney in 
his early scenes, advised him to go 
b.ick to Kngktnd, ha-haed at ."!ome 
of Tinney's old p;ips. and in all 
.showed .a person.il intliii:icy if not 
a resentment vith and at Tinney's 
career, on and oft. . 

It required Jlr. Tannen to quiet 
the souse that Tlnney had paid no 
attention to. Tannen sent a couple 
of swift ones over In the direction 
of tho noisy boy on the aisle and he 
ftilded up for the evening. 

Tinney opened In blackface, at 
first working with Mr. MeCutcheoii. 
Frank made frequent allusions to 
himself, booze, his wife and home. 
Nothing got anything for him. This 
was in poor taste, but possibly in 
8elf-dofen.s6. Later ho brought up 
a plant with i\n Knplish .'Mjccnt from 
one of the front tabl«>s and they 
gapped to a few laughs. 

As tho show progros.Med Tinney 
did much better. In whltofact^ he 
had a couple of .scenes, doing com- 
edy in a golf hit With Jack Red- 
tnond as « professional golfer with 
nifty ti Ilk shots, ntjd later Tlntiey 
did his best, next to eiosing, in a 
wrestling bit witli Romanorf, a pro- 
-Jifessional wrestler, ,who looked It. In 
tliat Romanoff waj? very tunny. In 
his coached "nerfie"* V.ty, chasln;.? 
Tintuy around (is thougli he wauled 
to bite him. The skit's position, so 



late, told what the management 
thought of It, and Tlnney held up 
here. If keeping to that wrestling 
eight times weekly, he soon will be 
in the beet physical 'condition of 
years, for he is tiiklng some rough 
handling from the wild Romanoff. 

In all, Tinney's comeback Is about 
70-30. It win be bettered when 
Frank regains his full nerve. It's 
not to be expected that anyone who 
has taken the pounding Tinney has 
from tho papers of two worlds and 
without a whimper or an answer, 
should return to his home stage 100 
piTcent confident. Tinney whm en- 
titled to hla chance; is doing well 
with it, and If keeping liimself bal- 
anced, will do better, for he's still 
of his own characteristics and per- 
sonality. 

Joe Cook appeared In his special- 
ties and in comedy scenes, tho latter 
much brighter and cleaner tiiun the 
firmer "Vanities" held. Mr. Cook 
has a vealth of new comedy stuff, 
his creative genius for comedy run- 
ning Into all channels. It's hard to 
understand after seeing Cook here 
how his "King" show flopped. 

Dorothy Knapp almost lived up to 
her billing of "The Most Beautiful- 
Girl In America" and showed her 
beauty as well as everything else 
she owned that could be seen out- 
side of her long hair. Long-haired 
girls should demand a big salary 
these days. In one "moon" scene 
Dorothy had only her hair and her 
smile, probably smiling to prevent 
being accused of hiding anything. 

Another human flesh display was 
on, the wooden swing, this time held 
on the stage with the girls grouped 
to exhibit what looked best about 
them undraped. It seemed unfair 
to the girl exposing but one leg. 
Quite a sight, however, and the girl 
usherettes in tights didn't look so 
bold after that. 

Madelyn Kllleen did very well In 
singing and dancing, especially 
dancing. Miss Kllleen can stand 
watching by Broadway producers. 
Full of animation besides and a 
worker. One of the little hostesses. 
Olivette Florentine, from a front 
table whistled an entire number, al- 
most, through her Angers with the 
orchestra, so well It might have 
been the piccolo. No one knew she 
did It as she remained seated at 
her side table. Miss Florentine 
might Rt least be given a bow. Earl. 
It's a pipe you are not paying extra 
for her whistle. 

All of the scenes are new with the 
only familiarity in the routining, 
unavoidable. Chorus nicely drilled, 
with nothing sensational, holding to 
a couple of the former numbers, and 
the new orchestra doing as well as 
hoped for. 

"Vanties" looks better now be- 
cause it's so much better than be- 
fore. Dancing on the stage before 
opening and during Intermission, 
with the stepping boys still around. 
In the nightclubs the hostesses arc 
tipped for dancing with strangers. 
Since Mr. Tannen says the Carroll 
Is now a nipht club, that's a tip-off, 
girls — and don't split with Earl.

There was a well known offer of a 
kingdom for a horse. The sponsors 
of the new "fJreenwich Village Fol- 
lies" -would doubtless come through 
with a couple ot horses for a lauph. 
Especially in the second part of tho 
revue. The new revue is^ sight and 
dancing show, and although gener- 
ously enough equipped wltli come- 
dians, the skits and bits are gener- 
ally laugliless. 

So excellent a comedienne as 
Florence Moore managed to come 
through happily, more on her own 
brightness and cleverness that the 
m'aterl.-il supplied. Renle Riano, too, 
stood out, but tho malo funsters 
Were not so fortunate, nor success- 
ful. Tom Howard and Joe Lyons 
talked in one for what seemed an 
excessively long time Just before the 
fln.ale scene and iirgued to the j-.tir- 
pose of getting a tiny giggle at the 
finish. Because the bit was labelled 
"A Florida Estate " did not make It 
any newer. At least not ho much 
newer than ,in "Irish Justice" inter- 
lude also tised. 

Frank Mclntyre, both In dame 
dress and out, contributed mildly to 
tho funny side. He seemed a 
strange figure in the revue. A 
travesty on "Hamlet" seemed best 
In tlio second net, bringing In 
Michael Arlen and Noel Coward and 
mention of their respective "Vor- 
tex" and "(ireen ilat." In tho skit 
were Mclntyre, Sam Hearn and the 
Misses Moore and Rlwno. Ophelia 
Was bent on drowning herself in 
Klel«li man's baths, but it wasn't 
hulies' day. Tho act was written by 
Norma Mitchell and Russell Med- 
eraft, who collaborated in "The 
Cradle Snalchers." Naturally that 
hYfovf was mentioned and also 
"Abie's Irish Hose." 

In the first act Hcarn and Howard 



worked well with a bit "Go ..hc.adj 
Sing." The comedy contingent eoni, 
bined In playing a skit, "Moving In •< 
that depended principally on the 
maid's name, Panny. Miss Mitchell 
wrote it, this time teaming with 
Lewis Waller. "Then, Now and 
Sometime," by Joseph E. Mitilieli, 
Keemed to have been toned down 
too much. Howard drew a first 
night laugh by referring to a detec- 
tlve as "Smelly, tho Rat." which wag 
tho personal billing of a formerly 
well known small time vaudeville 
agent. 

This year's show Is enriched with 
a splendid voice, that of Ida SyU 
vanla. a girl from Allentown, I'a., 
and who took her professional name 
from tho last part of tho name ot 
her natal state. Miss Syivania's fu- 
ture is clearly th.at of tho operatia 
stage. She Is tall, good looklmr and 
blessed with a pearly smile. Sha 
received vocal training In Italy and 
sang In the Municipal Opera of 
Rome. Sylvanla was backed up i^ 
some numbers by the Hemstrect 
Singers, a female quartet, not only 
good vocally, but unusually well 
appearing for a girl four. Miss Syl- 
vanla led "The Lady of the Snow,'* 
one of the best of the production 
numbers. It was beautiful. Helena: 
Marsh was also important In leading 
vocal numbers, the Hemstreet girls. 
too, working with her. She at timea 
duetted with Miss Sylv«nia. Onn 
such numt>er was "The Curse of 
Cinderella," costly to produce. 

Jane Green, going Into the shovr 
after it opened out of town, score<k 
an individual hit, on three or four 
times. Mistress of rapid lyrical ren- 
dition, she had several of that typai 
before the curtains, well on in th» 
second act. "A Pup Like You unci 
a Mom Like Me" was a smile getter. 
Even better was "You Get Mo Little 
Boy." In between was an "Ida" 
number that seemed too sIoW, but 
was a change 4>f pace. Florence 
Moore got her Inning In "one," too. 
though not as happily supplied witli 
songs. 

Miss Green led what will perhaps 
turn out to be the most popular 
numbers In the score, "Go South." 
The writers of the numbers were aa 
numerous as the contributors of 
skits. Harry Ruskin and Richard 
Meyers wrote "Go South," which 
was highly animated by the chorus. 
For that number Larry Ceballos did 
his best bit of chorus dance direc- 
tion. The same authors wrote "Tho 
Life of the Party," Renle Rlano'a' 
specialty. Miss Rlano counted im- 
portantly, despite the fact she was 
working under a physical handicap, 
having been stricken on the morning 
of the premiere. Out front nothing 
could be detected out of the wa>. 
Perhaps as peppy a number from 
Miss Green was "Whistle Awa.v 
Your Blues," by Leo Robin and 
Meyers. 

Another stand-out among the 
show's feminine contingent was the 
very attractive Irene Delroy. She 
teamed with William Ladd in the 
song and dance numbers. Both were 
brought Into tho specialty section of 
the "South" song and she wtis deco- 
rative in a skit or two. One was 
"Up in Mary's Room." 

The dance sensation of the show 
came via Xatache Nattova and Jean 
Myrlo, French team, discovered by. 
Morris Green. Acrobatic and apile, 
they aroused enthusiasm In • both' 
parts of tho revue, first with "White 
Cargo." The man drops the sm«llish 
Mile. Nattova into the sea from a 
considerable height. A trampoline 
Is used to break the fall. In the 
second act and near the close "The 
Moth and Flamo" also ended with 
Mile. Nattova accomplish Inp a drop, 
this time in full sight of the audi- 
ence. Kendall Capps also scored 
strongly with his dancing. He Is a 
corking soft shoe tapper, and acro- 
batic stepper. Miss Delroy teamed 
with him at times and it was good 
stufT. 

Near the close of the show several 
a. k. bits and" business created an 
unfavorable first night impression, 
though later they might ge|| by 
without comment. One was the vil- 
lage choir rehearsal, done before 
In a Short-directed revue C'-Miisic 
Box") find much better. Tho 
finale was "See Yourselves In a 
Mirror." Hassard Short certainly 
borrowed that from his own "Ritz 
Revue" of a season or so b«':k and 
before that the Schwartz Brotht r.i 
long used It. 

However, the new "Greenwich , 
Village Follies" Is lucky to have 
such clever artists as Florence 
Moore, Renie Riano, Ida Sylvanla, 
et al. and the feminine end of the 
cast looks stronger than tho malo 
bunch. The first nigiit impres- 
sion was that a rearrangement ot 
skits might strengthen the second 
act's comedy. 

Tliere la no doubt that A. L. Jones 
and Morris Green set out with the 
Idea of having more comedy In tl^e " 
show than heretofore, and it seemotl ' 
as though the managing directors of • 
the Bohemians, Inc., produ<ers of 
the "Village Follies," devoted more . 
time and money than for any of Hi* ■■ 
six previous editions to accomplish 
that end. The n.-imes of numoi>>ti9 
writers scattered throughout the 
program attest it. In production tlio^'J 
show Is entirely satisfactory. It 
has color aplenty and glitter, teo, > 
perhaps too much. But in enter- ' 
talnment value the performnnee in '• 
bound to command real bueiiw***! nuAi» 
the show should run w*ll into tho i 
.""prlng. , * . , ibce. ^'.

"Song of the Flame," the most am- 
bitious of all this manager's works. 
If It Is his swan song, which in Im- 
probable, he may well be proud of 
It. 

The first act Is dazzling. On the 
bpenlng night that port'on of the 
show alone seemed worth the ad- 
mission. Such a profusion of .vocal 
excellence, costume's and brilliant 
en.'^embles m.ide the performance 
pretty c?o«e to thrllllnir. The sec- 
ond act tapered off, the plot be- 
coming too thick and the Kiiss'an 
Influence perhaps too hf^avy. But 
even then there was fine enter- 
tainment 

Otto Harbach and Osonr Ham- 
mersteln, 2nd, teamed with mii(<h 
success In fuHhlonint? an operetta 
with dramatic moments In "Rore 
M:irie." Thoy have pone In deeper 
for the dramatic e'ement In "Song 
Of the Flame." The theme la the 
Russian revolution of 1917. 

Though It Is true enough that 
other musical comedies h.ave used 
similar conditions for the book, the 
Russian Commnnl.'^tlc w.'ive Ih 
h.ird'.y comic. On the whole the 
librettists came out we'l. consider- 
ing the seriousness of the basic 
idea. 

Much of the score la tinged with 
Ru.-'slnn. Herbert Stothart and 
GcorKe Gershwin fashioned the 
melodies, but the former's work 
Is more recognizable than the lat- 
tpr's. One or two of the ll>;htcr 
ditties sounded like Gershwin. 

An orchestra of over GO Is In the 
pit. Including 20 vloMns and indi- 
cating & weekly wage item of about 
$4,000. Some seats were removed 
from the front to accommodate the 
musicians. For the vocal Btrenj,'th 
beslJos Eoveral cxcd'ent voices In 
the cast, there Is, the Russian Art 
Chnir, an aggregation of 64 men 
and women.

The 
Russian Choir was In action at the 
start, singing "Far Away," a melody 
deeply tinged with Russian, based 
on the old folk song, a lanient on 
late sprli^. Miss Koata duetted 
prettily with Guy Robertson with 
"The Cossack's Love Song." Rob- 
ert.«on is the manly singing Juvenile 
who gave auch a good performance 
in Hammerstein'a "Wildflower." He 
used the Cossack number for a re- 
prise in the second act. 

The Rus.slan Choir in fancy dress 
held a spot all its own In the 
Paris cafe scene, the singers group- 
ed almo.st vertically backstaKC. 
While similar Russian group sing- 
ing is not entirely new, it has never 
been heard on a similar scale save 
on the concert platform. 

The producer certainly did not 
frame "Song of the Flame" for road 
purposes. Only several major 
stands out of town could support 
such a costly attraction. In other 
words it will not be the money 
maker that "Rose Marie" 'roa and 
is. Hammerste.n may fool the tal- 
ent, however, by whipping the sec- 
ond act Into form. 

"Song of the Flame" la richly 
Russian and though without the 
popular elements of "Rose Marie," 
it is one of the finest operettas pro- 
duced, /bee.

An opportunity In given 
them to acquire a ship after the 
boy ha.s killed the man who earried 
oft hi-s .sweetheart. Another pirate 
wants to settle down on the same 
day the other was killed and tho 
exchange of the Inn for the ship 
and crew is made. 

The innkeeper keeps his pirate 
ship as he would hia inn with the 
ro.ult that his crew mutinies and 
leaves him on the ship of a lady 
governor who is in league with a 
female pirate. D(;velopments fol- 
low In which the Innkeeper pirate 
Is made the governor (in name 
only); the daughter is tho female 
pirate. 

This account of the story la bad 
enough — It waa depleted with loose- 
ly connected characters and sit- 
uations even more rambling than 
above.

Into the making of pictures over 
bere tof world wide; distribution. 

According to the account, the 
It^nkers have been actuated in the 
movement by the rubber interests 
here, who went throush a some- 
what similar experience before es- 
tablishing their immense rubber 
acredg*. waiting foi' five years 
after n^aking the rubber investment 

Another reason reported for the 
bankers' inquiry is th« Intense in- 
terest evidenced by pruminent 
Ainecioan bankers in their home 
picture industry. 

The Knglisli do not anticipate if 
going extensively Into the picture 
business to become "opposition" to 
the foreign or American film trade 
on world distribution. A survey of 
the world's possibilities, they claim, 
according to the inside sfcry of this 
pending momentous step, has re- 
vealed there are untouched bottoms 
to picture exhibition the world 
over and that while their English- 
made pictures may be In competi- 
tion with tho3e of the foreigners, 
they will he competition only and 
not Intended as "oppositi mi." 

Pictures to be made for world 
^Ide distribution by English actors 
and directors are contemplated. The 
Ensllsh concerned .state that 
Americans make their pictures with 
the world in view, something that 
has been overlooked by Kngiand and 
other rountries. 

Depend Upon Loyalty 

Another point made by the Brit- 
ishers la that loyalty witt recall to 
tliese shores English picture actors 
and lilrectors in America, to make 
and appear In the Bn^lish-niade 
pictures, giving the local projectors 
an advantjige In picture makiii? not 
othfr,v'se obtainable at the outset 
without American forces. 

In the survey on your olda will 
be included the production, dis- 
tribution, with theatre operation and 
buildinp. A part of the aopropria- 
tlon will be spent in the States by 
the four invcstlg.aturs to secure ex- 
pert opinions In every line includ- 
I'^g the likely types of st.iries for 
al! of the world, f-om American 
experts in each of the divisions. 

Upon receipt of a favorable sur- 
vey and accepted by the moneyed 
people here, preparations will start 
to organize thoroughly with the ex- 
pectation that the first picture 
product may not be started upon 
its world's circulation for possibly 
two years. In the event the report 
Is negative or acted upon negatively 
after reaching here, the subscribing 
biinks to the |100,000 fund will 
charge off their donatlonii to proHt 
and I0S.S.

Chicago Picture Houses 

Protest — Battle Between 

Theatres and Fire Dept. 



Chicago. Jan. 5. 
, Charging that they are lo.<)inff 
thousands of dollars dally throuM;h 
the enforcement of an "antiquated 
ordinance" and that thousands oC 
patrons are either freezing outside 
in line, or walking away in disgust 
After waitl .g to obtain seats inside, 
owners of local picture theatres have 
raised bitter protest against a re- 
cent ruling of Mayor Dover, that 
foyers and lobbies be tilled only to 
one-fourth of their capacity. 

This ruling appears to be the re« 
suit of an ancient battle between the : 
theatres and the tire department. 
There was a time when a certain 
tire chief was given every courtusy 
by the show people. Others in tiio 
flre department, feeling slighted, 
held a grudge against the profea- . 
slon. When the favored one left of- 
fice the feud started. 

Many of the theatres have been 
ordered to remove drapes and hang- 
ings from theil* houses. Others 
h.ave been threatened with closinjr 
if they did not change sets or in- 
flamable drapes. 

Representatives of Balaban and 
Kat« were particularly loud In their 
protests. They pointed out that tho 
law forbidding the crowding of lob- 
bies was passed shortly after the 
Iroquois disaster. Modern theatres 
are of different construction. Houses 
of today have more eiits than the 
regulations demand. There is no 
danger in packing the foyer, and it 
saves the audience from waiting 
outside in the cold, they claim. 

Fire Commissioner Conroy told 
theatre owners that they must abide 
by these regulations or have them 
changed by law. 

One clause, forbiUdinK Ui* use oC 
combustible effects, may have con- 
siderable to do with the presenta- 
tion of Gest's "Miracle," due here 
in February. Mr. Oest was noti- 
fied by Commissioner Conroy that. 
if the .spectacle retained the .same 
stage sets used in Cleveland, it 
wouldn't be allowed here. 

Legit houses were also warned to 
comply with the flre laws. ^

Widow" from the Aldine to the 
Stanley Is tho second tlmtnuch a 
thing has been done. The other 
case was tlvat of "Beau Brummel," 
which r.'in Into the hot weather at 
the Aldine summer before last, and 
was booked Into the Stanley in the 
early fall.

Syracuse Strand Balks at 
Bobbins Consolidation 

Syracuse, N. Y., Jan. 0. 

Consolidation of the Mark .Strand 
Corporation and the Robl.ins En. 
terprlses. Inc., of Utica, announced 
as effective Jan. 2, struck one snag 
which a Joint session of executives 
held here, for two days failed to iron 
out, it became known after th« 
conference closed. 

Tho snag takes the form of th» 
refusal of the stockholders of ths 
Syracuse Strand Theatre Company 
to ratify the plans and mvvr with 
the new corporation, which Is to be 
dubbed the Strand Theatie.s, Inc, 
with a $10,000,000 capitalization.

RIVOLI 

Is'ew York, Jan. 4. 

Second of tho presentutlons to be 
knade at this house under the now 
Publlx ThcKilres pa'.icy. It is pr<'tly 
g:ood entortiilnnjent, but nothlnK 
that anyone would shout about. Hut 
•till and all, with the advcrti.slnt' 
push behind tho in.auKuratioii ot tlu- 
Innovation, there sliould l>e a good 
business return. Monday nigl't tliere 
yv&s about two-thinLs of a lioiise for 
the early evenins show, and capac- 
ity for the final show. 

There has been some switching 
from the Uiyout as obtained the iiist 
, week of tlie policy. This week 
there are eight units exclusive of 
the overture. The latter run.s nine 
minutes, Willi the musici.ms coming 
Into sight fronj the sunken pit. Hoth 
the Elkins men and the regular 
house men are grouped for this, 
making a showing of 27 men in the 
pit. 

The second unit la a McCall Color 
Film which has Hope Hampton, the 
screen and musical comedy star, 
displaying a series of 16 gowns in 
alL The star really looks beautiful 
In these color shots and the clothes 
brought gaspa from the women in 
the audience. The dressing runs all 
the way from pajamas to furs. Six 
minutes was the time allotted to 
this.' The picture would be a corker 
to be utilized together with a fashion 
•how in any house. 

Kddie Elkins and His Melody Men 
had three niftijbers again this week, 
but the selections were cleverly 
picked find the combination lined up 
with 19 mfn on the stage, with a 
two-banked p'.atform. At least one 
thing noticeable at the evening per- 
formance Monday, and that was 
that there was a uniformity of dress, 
something mi.ssing at tho matinee 
performances of last week. The 
first number was a medley of Broad - 
^ way hits, followed with an Oriental 
cumber a,nd for the final a produc- 
tion bit was built up for the act. 
'This took away from the straight 
Jazz band idea of the combination 
. and gave it tone. 

Th# final number was "Sitting 
Atop? of the World," and with a 
dimming of tho orchestra stand 
lights the curtains at the back were 
parted and there was a profile of a 
globe presented with four banjoists 
seated at what corresponded to the 
North Pole. This added touch aided 
materially in pulling a big hand from 



the aiidionrp. Tn all this number 
ran about 11 minutes. 

An Aositp l''al):i> followed for seven 
minutes, getting a few laughs, anil 
then an or^an solo with sllde.s. The 
nuiiilier was "Then Ml Be Happy." 
with several additional comedy 
vtT.scs worked Into the scheme "f 
thiim.'i th.it wor/e appropriate. Four 
iiiiimtrM. The Mc.vievents, devoted 
to straight news shots this week, 
with the "Topics oi tho Day" wa.shod 
out, sonietlung to be thankful for, 
had representation of Fox in a 
couple of interesting shots, some 
Inlornational and also one from 
I'athe. This ran seven minutes. 

"The Dime Museum" (New Acts 
;ind I'resontations), is tlie current 
week's John Murray Anderson of- 
fering. Not as llashy as "The Molt- 
ing I'ot" of last week in the matter 
of costuming and wallop at the fin- 
ish, but pre.«ented with a greater 
smoothness and with but one vocal 
number. It runs 17 minutes. Is 
cheap from a production cost stand- 
point, and It appears as though 
there are about two individual $150 
salaries in it. In all there are 21 
people. But If this is an example of 
what Is to be expectod from J. M. 
Anderson, the reviewer is afraid 
that he is going to bo rather a dis- 
appointment in the matter of stag- 
ing picture house presentations. 

The feature picture, Richard Dix 
in "Womanhandled," runs 70 min- 
utes and is quite the saver of the 
show as a whole, which only goes to 
prove that some weeks It will be the 
picturj and others the stage show 
may be the savior. 

Finally "Topics of the Day" is 
run. The chances are that as long 
as tho house contracted for it they 
felt that they might as well run it, 
but in this day the "Joe Millers" 
that they pull and allocate as they 
please or claim for themselves have 
no place in a Broadway show, the 
answer being the audience walked 
out on them, which shows that they 
really have a place in the picture 
houses, for in those places of 
amusement the trouble Is to get the 
turnout. The answer may be: "use 
'Topics' In the right sppt If you 
want to clear the house." 

On the whole it must be said that 
1m the general running of the show 
the current week's presentation of 
the program is an Improvement over 
last week. Any innovation has to be 
perfected. Possibly Sam Katz will 
grasp 'that New York Is different 



from Chicago, the same as Jack Lalt 
found out after he was here a little 
time, and Katx may, because he Is 
a shiewd young showman. 

After all there is this, if one pro- 
ducer cannot deliver what Is wanted, 
Katx is sittinK at the point where 
all Ideas are brought, for New York 
Is Newcastle and ideas are coal, all 
he has to do Is to let the coal men 
como in and get to him personally. 
Don't make It difficult for tliem, and 
don't let the underlings In the olHce 
turn them down without hearing 
what they have to offer, for ideas 
are the cheapest and still the most 
expensive things in the world. Maybe 
clioap to buy and expensive to exe- 
cute, or expensive to buy and cheap 
in their execution because of the re- 
turn that they bring. 

Sam Katz should personally be 
the arbiter as to which Is which. 
This week's bill docs show that some 
showman has developed something 
at the Rivoli as against the bigger 
and flashier show presented there 
last week. This Is not a better show 
by far, but It is handled better.

The show is given considerable 
flash, although inexpensively with 
the exception of the feature pre- 
sentation.

Lilly Kovacs, regular solo pianist 
with the Strand orchestra (Harold 
Stern, director), is given a solo spot. 
Her contribution, with Mendel- 
ssohn's "Rhondo CaprlcClo," was 
well executed — and "executed" Is 
not to be Interpreted In the face- 
tious sense of "murdered." 

Following the news reel. Harry 
Breuer, another Strand orchestra 
fixture and feature, xylophone- 
soloed his way to a nice score with 
a pop medley including "Sleepy Time 
qal," "We Danced Till Dawn" (a 
corking waltz, well adapted for the 
four hammer stuff), and "Sitting 
On Top of the World." 

The Russian Cathedral Male 
Quartet is a question for picture 
houses although obviously a mod- 
erate buy. Their first two numbers 



are Russian, a hymn and a folic 
soner. with "Asleep IH the Dcp" 
basso-soloed for the getaway.' The 
voices blend well and a better hur. 
mony on the sartorial end would 
improve It further. 

The Art Landry orchestra I.i a 
corking picture theatre attract i<jii. 
The consistency with which tlu-y 
have been working Is the answer, 
hold-overs and quick returns bcinir 
no unusual. The band numbers 12 
including the leader, all nice and 
natty in their quasi-naval (pi-etum- 
ably ensigns') uniforms. They pos- 
sess evoiything, rhythm, novelty, 
effects and comedy. The latter Is 
subdued and restrained and gathers 
momentum in the three encores. 
Where one begins to wonder In the * 
second stanza why that roly-i)oiy 
saxophonist doesn't step out, he 
answers the silent wish as the act 
progresses. 

Plenty of personality to the band 
too, particularly Landry's refined 
way of thanking the audience "a 
thousand times" for tlio response.

Exclusive Rights for Top* 

icals' Being Probed—* 

Pathe Leaves N. F. L. 



London. Deo. M. 

The 'Xocamo- episode holds th« 
attention of the fllm trade here and 
la occupying a good portion of Par- 
liamentary time. Several question* 
aa to Foxen Cooper, his position and 
right to give favored firms excluslv* 
rights have been asked and other* 
are down for investigation. 

From the answera of the Govern* 
ment It appears that Cooper la ia 
receipt of 14.000 « year and started 
hU fllm career some years ago aa 
an advisor on fllma to the customa 
officials. Later he became a aort 
of librarian of offlclal Alms and now 
is apparently the "Big Gun" In anr 
department which deals with film la 
any capacity. .- /, 

Offlclal replies to questions, how« 
ever, deny he la a "go between" be- 
tween the Government and certaia 
flira Arms. The Government Is be- 
ing pressed to explain the terms on 
which "exclusive" rlghta have been 
given for the insertion of official 
"topical views" In such pictures aa 
"Armageddon," "Zeebrugge" and 
"Ypres"; how It is a firm has "ex- 
clusive" rights of making films on 
battleships and why another firm 
ha« the rlghta to screen the work- 
ing of the Post Office department. 

A question by Commander Ken* 
worthy brought a new element into 
the situation. Ho wanted to know 
why newspaper photographers were 
ordered out of the quadrangle of 
the Foreign Office when the Locarno 
delegates were gathering. They had 
the necessary passes. Tlie answer 
was that the police acted at the last 
moment on orders from the Ollico 
of Works, an offlclal of which de* 
partment thought the preissmea 
would interfere with the klnemato- 
graphers. 

Pathe Freres ima been the subject 
of an attack in the Journal con- 
trolled by the Federation of British 
Industries. In an article it was at- 
tempted to make out Pathe was 
prevented from photographing the 
Locarno scenes because the firm 
waa not British. To this the Bea- 
verbrook papers replied Pathe 
(Britain) is entirely British and has 
no foreign capital. (Lord Beaver- 
brook Is the biggest shareholder in 
the firm and practically controls it.) 

At the head of those who demand 
the truth Is Commander Kenworthy 
who has already asked some perti- 
nent questions on the subject. H* 
has "tabled" supplementary ques- 
tions to those , already put. 

Other members of the Houae of 
Commons are also preparing ques- 
tions which should help to reach the 
truth, not only about Locarno, but 
on other matters of apparent favor- 
itism and privilege which have 
caused the trade to wonder. 

Meanwhile, Pathe has definitely 
withdrawn from the British Na- 
tional Fllm League. This la a se- 
vere blow to the organization which 
was responsible for the Prince of 
Wales luncheon and the Britlnh 
Film week. Thla withdrawal of the 
most powerful firm In Wardour 
street may lead to the breaking up 
of the League which had for Its 
avowed objects fair play and the — 
betterment of British films and con- 
ditions. 

It la ofllcially announced that as 
far as the Government is concerned 
the matter is shelved until Parlia- 
ment meets in the New Year.

Barrymore's entire performance 
hero, from method to niako-up Is 
worth a studious study, It's the kind 
of a performance that will Interest 
those who believe in the phyaical 
person being necossarlly present for 
conviction. "Tho Sea Hea.«t " is very 
apt to draw from thplr Becluslon 
that great class mass seldom seeing 
a moving picture. 

A few tricks In the picture, 
but they wil' not be detected, for 
they aro water .scenes and required. 
A typhoon n<--ver has been better 
planted on the screen, while the 
whaling scenes with the harpoon- 
ing are also a thrill.

Tho lays will not 
give this thought but the sclentinc 
monthlies will hop onto it and thoy 
expose enough as It is. 

A general all around good per- 
formance and direction with pho- 
tography attractive on many attrac- 
tive scene.4, on and off of tho water. 

This is a fine picture with draw- 
ing power, through Itself and by 
virtue of the magic In the Barry- 
more name a^ well as his perform- 
ance. This picture however with- 
out John Barrymore would have 
stood up — with him it's that much 
stronger, and a real result for a 
worthy effort by the Warnois.

Phone Sorvice Revived 

by Loud Speakers — 12 

Theatres in Hook-Up 



Wartilngton. Jan. i. 

A broadcasting company of Paris 
is hooking up ail the telephone sub- 
scribers of the French capital with 
an "Opera at Home" radio program 
every day of the week. This tele- 
phone hook-up permits the sub- 
scriber to listen in on a dosen or 
more of the most popular theatres 
with the entire cost running to just 
about f4S a year, according to a 
special report to the department ef 
commerce. 

The company sponsoring this plan 
declares, states the report, that this 
service is the only one of its kind in 
the world, and. It Is pointed out, the 
system has been la existence for 
over 30 years! For about 28 years 
of its opermtlon it was not popular, 
due to the strain of listening 
through the earpiece of a telephone 
— the advent of the loud speaker 
changed all this and now the service 
is an actual gold mlie, it is stated. 

A recent Invention by this same 
company baa a red signal lamp that 
flashes on the phone when a call Is 
coming through, thus enabling the 
subscriber to get the message. 

The report does not state where 
the theatres get off under this ar- 
rangement. Although It Is stated that 
the company holds long-term con- 
tracts with the several theatres In- 
volved, these Including the Opera, 
the Comedle-Francalse. the Opera- 
Comlque, the Galte-Lyrique and 
others. 



DilPs Bill This Week

Ballroom Circuits Not Working Out 
- For Betterment of Bedlrooms 

The bariroora circuits lately propa^Tntod in the east and west 
by various Intere.'^t.s have not been any groat success for soveral 
reasons, ascrlbable to the cirriilt executives Ihoiiisplvea. The Idea is 
sound. It Is possible, and will become a pn^hutillify in time. 

The new venture may not have pnnnpd out rractler\lly a.s antlcl- 
patod. possibly through lack of ballroom matiagors' confidence or 
Judgment In the home offlcea. 

Such stunts as promislncr huge publicity tie-ups with the tour- 
ing dance bands and falling down on the rtiMlcity, a.s has been 
done time and again. Is one big fault. Publicity sounds good In 
theory but playin,? the hinterland towns and not having the vi.Mltlng 
attraction, ofttlmca unknown In that section, backed up by paid 
advertising Is wrong. 

The phonograph companies, if the bands are recording artists, 
have been depended on too much for such publicity co-operation, the 
■ll.sk makers getting wise to the Imposition and recently declaring 
thumbs down on t'>e financial outlay for advertising to back up their 
bands in each town. The reason Is simple: not enough records are 
sold to warrant the advertising outlay. 

Ballroom ■ Factor 

The ballroom Is a growing proposition. Like the picture house 
did, it is becomin,7 a factor In show business. They will be playing 
"name" dance features as extra attractions at fancy admissions in 
a short time Is Variety's prediction. There Is the advantage of the 
moderate tariff and an Inherent American Inclination to .amuse 
themselves by dancing. In preference to looking at others on a 
rostrum for two hours while the auditors remain idle. 

The cafes knd the liquor problem are proving direct asset* to the 
ballroom. The cleaning up generally has been beneflclal also. It is 
BO longer regarded by the home folks as a questionable place of 
amusemenC The girl of the household can mention she's going to 
such and such dance hall for the evening without any qualms as 
to her welfare. 

In the smaller towns, all they have is the ballroom and movies, with 
the questionable roadhouse or night place for the "fast" bunch. 
The dance ball Is to be preferred and this sort of propaganda is 
haTine Its direct returns at the admission gates. 

Sideline Stuff 

Out of thla^ will grow a need for changing bi-weekly or monthly 
attractions Incuding bands and acts. A circuit idea will be func- 
tioning efficiently yet But no circuit can command respect when 
it attempts to garner a few extra pennies through selling weighing 
scale franchises to ballrooms with a 10 per cent split to the house. 
The ballroom managers are wise to those sidelines themselves and 
since they are already working on a 60-60 arrangement with the 
scale manufacturers direct, such proposition, for one thing, does 
much , to nullify any favorable impression.

Buying Production Muslo 

Publishers with production music in their catalogs are reaping here- 
tofore unknown returns because of the peculiar trend by the sheet musio 
and record buying public in favoring production songs. Heretofore, the 
record dealers for one faction complained particularly that musical 
comedy songs were duds as far as the hinterland was concerned since 
the shows only appealed locally, either in New York or Chicago, and 
that the disks were dead stock for some time until the show hit that 
territory, if at all. The sheet music complaint was similar. 

Two things have figured favorably to overcome this. The publishers 
are getting after production numbers In almost a professional sense, 
flooding the country with orchestrations so that the tunes become 
familiar via tha dance floor. The radio has also helped in that respect* 
for once being «Jf some assistance. 



As Time Moves On 
▲ rwversal of oonditions In the case of Fred Fisher and Jack Mills !• 
worthy of comment. Mills was formerly professional manager for Fisher 
and for McCarthy & Fisher, Inc., before that. George Friedman was 
also Mills' boss before. Friedman is now sales manager for the muslo 
publishing house of Jack Mills, Inc., and Fred Fisher has placed som* 
songs with Mills. Inc., for publication. 

TreBhie" Changes Owners 

Shapiro, Bernstein & Co.. Inc., has taken over Jesse Oreer's "Freshie" 
song from Robbins-Engel, Inc., the original publishers, for a bonus of 
110,000. Shaplro-Bernstcln will get after "Freshie" as a follow-up to 
their "Collegiate" novelty song, hit, "Freshie" having the advantage of a 
tie-up with Harold Lloyd's "Freshman" film. 

This is probably the first turnover of Importance In mnslc circles in 
about three years, the last recallable being "Yoo-Hoo," by Jack Robbins 
to Remlck's, In the iritorim, music conditions have not been as good as 
they might, so that publishers were not Interested in anything but creat- 
ine their own matcriaL 

Rolfe's New Musicsl Instrument 
B. A. Holfe, the former film mogul who now heads an orchestra of 11, 
predicts that a new Instrument he has devised may revolutlonlro the in- 
strumentation in dance bands. Rolfe claims the obvious that the percus- 
sion Instruments (piano, drums and banjo) put all the rhythm in dance 
music, and states that, although the xylophone has been used, it has 
become monotonous because of Its treble, excepting for use In brief pas- 
sages of a few bars. Rolfe's Invention is a mammoth xylophone with a 
ba^e effect whiph produces "sonorous rhythm" never before obtained, 
according to the leader's claim. Rolfe Introduced the new effect at a 
Sunday night concert (Dec. 27) at the Earl Carroll theatre. New Vork,

Kahn evidences a versatility of 
dance proficiency that la extraordi- 
nary In this sextet (the other two 
are by other Victor artists). "You 
Told Me to Go" Is a straightaway 
melody fox. "Bungalow" and "Lucky 
Boy," by Irving Berlin, are from 
the new "Cocoaniits" show, and dis- 
appointing because they arfe by Ber- 
lin. They are mediocre as far as 
Berlin's stuff is concerned, but well 
treated by the Kahn instrumenta- 
tion. "Down and Out Blues" is a 
corking low-down indigo wail. 

Edwin J. McEnelly's contribution 
with "Spanish Sliawl," a hybrid 
Caatillian rag number, is worthy of 
commendation, backing up the first 
Kahn number.

Introduced — Section 

Added to Law 



TAX REFUNDS 



Variety Bureau, 
Washington, Jan. 12. 
The Dill bill h;ia nnally reached 
the Sinate following a week where- 
in radio occupie<l much of the at- 
tention of Conffrf""s In the consld- 
•nitlon of two other measures, the 
White and another Pill provision. 
on the control of the air. Senator 
C. C. Dill (D.) of Washlnpton, spon- 
Boring the present request upon 
Conpress to set the amount the 
Broadcasters shall pay for the use 
of copyrighted material. Is ajtaln 
the ftrst to open the copyright flRht 
■which he launched last session with 
his previous Mil which aimed to Rive 
these same broadcasters the free 
use of all copyrighted works. 

That the new Dill measure will 
meet with opposition from the au- 
thors and composers Is a foregone 
conclusion here. 

Further than this, the Dill bill, 
which the Senator states he has 
drafted In an endeavor to conciliate 
both factions nnd put an end to a 
disturbing condition, contains many 
provisions other than that 'of price 
fixing that will meet with much op- 
position. 

Instead of rewriting the entire 
present copyright law, as others 
proposed during last session. Sen- 
ator 1)111 alms to accomplish his 
purpose by adding but a new sec- 
tion, to be known as "section r* to 
the present act. This section Is 
aimed to protect both the broad- 
casters and writers, the Senator 
•tated. It Inclurfes a provision that 
frees a copyrighted number to all 
broadcasters when once released to 
any station, as the present law now 
auplles to a nT^m^e^ canned by a 
recording company. 

Senator Pill does not propose to 
take the responsibility of setting the 
price to be paid, h* dividing the 
various powered stations Into the 
•everal groups, each group of which 
•hall pay a certain amount per hun- 
dred for each number sent through 
the air, with a time limit set on a 
number, and should that period be 
•xceeded double payment must he 
mndc. As to the prices to be 
charged and this time limit phase, 
Benalor PHI has left these blanks In 
h fl measure, stating that he desired 
the committee to adjust these after 
the hearings had been completed. 

The Senator stated that a pro- 
vision wherein triple damages Is 
allowed the writer for any number 
illegally used was Inserted for the 
benclU of the author. 

These and many other phases of 
tho bin win shortly be heard be- 
fore the Patents Committee of the 
Senate as Senator Rill is urging an 
•arly hearing on his measure.

Tb« advocate* of Sunday closing 
in the District of Columbia who 
contend that tf the capital of the 
nation can b« closed on that day It 
will be an easy matter to handle 
the rest of the country, got another 
•etback In the Senate last week 
when Senator Kenneth McKellar 
<D) of Tennessee denied be bad 
agreed to introduce any auch meas- 
ure, as had been reported, before 
the Senate. 

On information aecured from the 
Rev. Noah W. Cooper, who arrived 
here on Friday last at the bead of a 
large delegation of church workers 
from Senator McKellar's home state, 
the local dalUea came out with 
eight-column beads on the proposal 
to shut up Washington on Sunday, 
stating that Senator McKellar 
would Introduce the measu^re shortly. 
Mr. McKellar did admit he had 
been approached by the delegation, 
and that be had requested a hearing 
on the proposal from Senator 
Arthur Capper (R) of Kansas, chair- 
man of the District Committee tor 
Jan. 20, which bearing has been 
granted. Senator McKellar stated 
he would do this for any constitu- 
ent, and then Issued a statement of 
the high regard he had tor Rev. 
Cooper. 

While this denial was being 
voiced in the Senate Office Building 
the country was getting Its Sund.iy 
closing bill Just the same, but from 
an entirely different angle and under 
conditions that might be termed 
"gumshoeing it into the legislative 
halls of the nation," for Wljuam C. 
Lankford (D) of Georgia had Intro- 
duced a measure providing for "a 
day of rest in the District of Co- 
lumbia" Into the House of Repre- 
sentatives the previous day. 

Mr. Lankford iMlnted out that his 
proposed law was not as drastic as 
the former proposal of Senator 
Wesley L. Jones (R) of Washington. 
which measure the Senator declined 
to bring up again this session, there- 
by scoring the first setback for the 
advocates of Sunday blue laws. 

Congressman Lankford stated his 
measure was sponsored by the Sun- 
day Observance League, headed by 
Canon Chase, who Is also endeavor- 
ing to put across the Upshaw bill 
for Federal censoring of the motion 
pictures. 

Section 4 of Mr. Lankford's bill 
further sets forth, "That It shall b*' 
unlawful In the District of Columbl.i 
to keep open or use any dancing 
saloon, theatre (whether for motion 
pictures , plays spoken or silent, 
opern, vaudeville or cnterbilnment >. 
bowling alleys or any piace of pub- 
lic assembly at which nn admission 
fee Is directly or Indirectly received, 
or to engage in. commercialized 
sports or amusements on the Ix>rd's 
day, commonly called Sunday."

The Senate Finance Committee 
yesterday struck out the provision 
exempting the legitimate spoken 
drama from the collection of the 10 
per cent tax on admlalsons, as 
placed in the tax bill now under 
consideration by the House Ways 
and Means Committee, and voted to 
repeal the tax on a flat cut up to 
and including tlie 76c. gate. 

The straight repeal adopted is 
looked upon here as a victory for 
the picture Interests whoso flght has 
been carried on by Jack Connolly 
of the Hays organization. 

Reaching the Senate floor, the tax 
bill is expected to raise a heated 
controversy. As to those phases 
vitally effecting amusements it is 
known that the legitimate theatres. 
wbi je flght was won in tho House 
by William A. Brady and those sup- 
porting him. have been * working 
quietly in the Senate setting forth 
their case.

believed to have tho edge, due to the 
attitude of Senator Smoot against 
the com'^llcated exemntlon proposed, 
while the Democratic faction's pro- 
posal for the entire repeal of the 
tax mav be enacted as a compro- 
mise to have the minority give way 
on other nortlons of the bill. 

It is expected that the bill will be 
ready for the President's signature 
by March 16-

Otto Kahn Understood, Says Dean 

By talking of this enthusiasm on the American managers' part, Basil 
Dean, on his return, made the fears grow even more. He denied that 
he bad "licked the Americans' boots." He told me of the "boundless 
courage" of Broadway's theatrical business men. How angry he mads 
some managers on our side! 

"England is dead theatrically," he said. "New York can show tea 
times the ability, ten times the boldness. Tlie best way to prevent the 
passing of the English -speaking theatre into American hantls is to teU 
the truth about it. In order to prevent something unpleasant from 
happening, you should face the facts boldly," 

"Otto Kahn understood what I told New York," went on Dean. " 'Ths 
English have troubles that we know nothing of.' said Kahn — 'financial 
dimcultles, hang-overs of war, all sorts of things unknown in our the- 
atres. You must give England time.' " 

Dean looked as though he would give it hiffxl labor. 

Unfortunately, London felt insulted. Dean has a way with him that 
occasionally annoys all sorts of people. 

'1 am a frank person," he told me. "I am used to being criticised. Tbla 
will not be the last time." 

And he went on to say that, if he found anything good theatrically la 
Bolshevik Russia, he would say so on his return. 

In ten days' time. Dean goes to Moscow and Leningrad, under the aus- 
pices of the Russian government, to study the Bolshevik theatre. 

'If there is anything worth praising In the revolutionary drama, I shaS 
say so. Just as boldly as I have spoken of the States," said Basil. 

Dean married Lady Mercy Grevllle, daughter of the Socialist Countess 
of Warwick, so that, during the last few months, he has met many o< 
the Pink leaders. It is no doubt with the Countess' aid that he has ob- 
tained the Russian government's invitation.

Vaudevlll* actor* playing for the. 
Keith-Albe« and Orpheura circuits 
aurin« 1325 will be classined and 
assessed according to their aalary 
4tirlng the period, (or the amount 
they will be "Invited" to pay for 
an advertlsennent in the beneQt 
program of the National Vaude- 
Yllle Artists, an annual occurrence 
•f recent years. 

This season the vaudeville clr- 
cuUta appear to be going after the 
advertising along more systematic 
lines. Actors will be divided Into 
two classes, A and B, with the A 
class Including vaudeville acts 
earning the top salary. Amount of 
■alary is more considered, according 
to report than gross earnings by 
the acts, since through frequent lay 
ofTs and other reasons, there is no 
equal balance otherwise between 
Class A and B acts. 

I'rices for advertisements In the 
a. V. A. benefit programs, used for 
one night only to a crdwd of not 
over 7,000 people, vary. A flexible 
scale Is set, for black and white or 
colored advertising, with the price 
applied according to the clrcum- 
•tnnces. 

.\o other circuits In vaudeville 
Other than those affiliated through 
the Keith-AIbeo and Orplieum cir- 
cuits join In this yearly, exaction 
from acta While ostensibly a ben- 
efit promoted by the N. V. A. and 
sponsored by the Vaudeville Man- 
agers' Protective Association, none 
of ths other members of the man- 
agers' associ.'ition will lend their in- 
fluence for the advertising pi^rpose. 
Principally among the circuits re- 
fi^slng to become a party to it are 
Loew's, Pox's and Pantagea'. 

Must Buy Tickets Too 
In addition to the proscribed ad- 
vertising, vaudeville actors are 
flooded with tickets for the benefits. 
They are ordered to dispose of them 
with the Intimation that if not dis- 
posed of, the tickets are not to be 
returned. A special )1 admission 
ticket is gotten out and these are 
distributed through the agents to 
their acts all over the country, in 
■ectlons where It Is known they will 
be unable to leave to attend the 
benefit or anyone of the same sec- 
tion who may purchase tickets. 

Through the ticket distribution 
the actor Is made a solicitor for the 
N. V. A., on the pica that It is "the 
actor's organization," forced to ac- 
cept and account for the tickets, al- 
though In the end the actor pays 
tor .all the tickets sent him, besides 
"contributing" for the advertise- 
ment, and also If around New York 
■when the benefit is held, he Is ob- 
liged to donate his services free 
tor the benefit's entertainment. 

More Rebel Each Year 
Bach year has seen a larger num- 
ber of actors rebelling against this 
money conscription. At the outset 
of the attempt only those actors 
Who stood Importantly in the show 
business and could engage olsewhcre 
refused to contribute. Of late sea-

Independent bookers in New 
York have washed up with 
them. Others have refused to 
be interested after consultation 
with the former booker. 

Among the various abuses to 
which the bookers have been 
subjected Is that of deducting 
commissions by the house and 
paying off the booker with 
rubber checks drawn ui>on 
Canadian banks. Thejr take 
considerable time to go through 
before coming back N. Q. 

Some of the houses and one 
circuit In particular booking 
Independently have held the 
bookers In the bag for their 
fees from week to week with 
matters sometimes stretching 
over months before the booker 
got on to the gyp. 

Performers also have had dis- 
crepancies crop up in these 
stands with the managers at- 
tempting to shavo the contract 
figure for the act paying them 
short and telling them to fight 
it out with the booker. 

Bookers seemingly. mor« 
eager for new business than 
for protection By bond or 
otherwise have not only met 
the differences and attempted 
to collect but have also placed 
themselves In a bad light with 
acts who figured the booker 
was perpetrating the gyp. 

Several bookers figure they 
have Justifiable cause for civil 
redress, but will pass up the 
chance rather than stand ex- 
pense of going to Canada to 
press the claln^s. The gyp 
managers know this and ar* 
still shopping around tor new 
booking alllanceo.

The 
office at present has about 10 weeks, 
Cbnsldgred by performers /as the 
best time In the middle west. 

The former booker enjoys a wide 
reputation among acts personally, as 
ha favored no one, booking many 
tqjina direct. His book composed 
one of the toughest out here, hav- 
ing innumerable obstacles to over- 
come when arranging his shows. 
He has been under strict orders not 
to book big time acts in the cities 
where the Keith office has a big time 
house. His cancellations were num- 
erous through the eastern office 
pulling out his acts whenever they 
were stuck, sometimes necessitating 
booking In an entire new show 
within 24 houra 

No one connected with the office 
can explain the reason for Burt's 
resignation. "Tlnk" Humphrey Is at 
present In New York with Warren 
Jones, taking over the Glen Burt 
book temporarily. 



VAUDEMUST 
PAY MUSIC TAX 



Tired of the Keith-Albee and aV 
lied vaudeville Intere.'its' "stalling* 
relative to paying the authors and 
composers for tho use of their copy- 
righted music, suits were all ready 
to be filed last Thursday when Pat 
Casey asked the American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers for a week's graoo until 
Thursday (Jan. 14) to consider tha 
music men's ultimatum. Jan. 1 a« 
an outside limit date had been s«< 
for the Vaudeville Managers' IV>- 
tectlve Association to consider thm 
demanda 

The A. S. C. A. P. and the MusM 
Publishers' Protective Association 
are not picking on vaudeville as a 
field since the Palace and the Hli>« 
podrome, with their straight vaudo- 
ville use music only incidentally, 
but as far as those combination 
vaudeville and picture houses ar* 
concerned, the music men feel that 
their music as part of the pro- 
grams in relation to feature films, 
etc., plays an Important part In the 
entertainment and demand reim- 
bursement accordingly. 

At best, some $30,000 or $40.00« 
would be the increase annually to 
the authors, composers and publish- 
ers, but the principle of equity de- 
mands they be taxed along with the 
straight picture bouses, radio and 
others. 

Heretofore, by ' an agreement 
which expired Dee. SI, 1924, the 
V. M. P. A. houses were free from 
license taxation by the music men. 
The Intervening year was spent In 
"stalling" and conferences relative 
to rate of license fees.

Llat of Agents Gathered 

No one could be found who had a 
line on the agenting prospects 
Messrs. Katz and Franklin have In 
mind. It was not denied at the of- 
fice of the Publix that such a list 
has been gathered, and that the 
agents finally chosen will come 
through eliminations, until the Pub- 
lix people feel assured that those 
enrolled In their otfice a« Publix 
agents will be the very best the 
vaudeville field affords. 

This can but mean that the 
straight and pop vaudeville agency 
fields will be combed to secure 
agents of this calibre. It is claimed 
that the number of vaudeville agents 
entering into the category pre- 
scribed by Publix Is limited. That 
tho younger men atnong agents will 
be chosen Is almost a certainty, 
those who have made a name for 
themselves whefljor working under 
a franchi.se of their own or under 
another's franchise. It la reported 
that tho Publix directors have a di- 
rect line on all tlieatrical agents. 

About Bookers 

No Information could be gathered 
as to tho i'ubllx's Intentions on 
booking men. It was indicated that 
there would be a chief booker but 
without Intimation of his ♦dentlty, 
Itaviufi the iniprcsHlon that the chief 
booker has not as yet been decided 
ur>on, nor would anyone in tho Pub- 
Iix's offices state that any agents eo 
far h.ave been chosen. 

According to report Famous Play- 
ors' theatre divi.slon has been del- 
n^'cd with applications from agents 
and bookers, mostly from the big 
time vaudcvillo ranka 

Agency in Depts. 

One story is to the effect the Pub- 
lix booking agency will be dlvMeil 
Into deprirtrn'-nts, for v.inliville 
acta acts or attraction* from 



legit and picture*, also bands, and 
attractions from the outdoor and 
circus field. It is said agents op- 
erating within the Publix offices wiU 
not be confined to any one field, al« 
though possibly reporting to the of- 
fice men In charge of the several 
departments. 

Agents will operate through the 
Publix on the customary agenting 
fee, with the number of agents al- 
ways held to the required minimum 
only. It Is said the Publix In se> 
lectlng the best "diggers" of at-* 
tractions among the agents will pro- 
vide them with plenty of oppor- 
tunity. 

That there Is no limit to the scop* 
of tho li'amous Players picture cir- 
cuit for acts and attractions Is read- 
ily admitted. Publix people say 
they can not at present esti- 
mate the extent or number ot 
houses and acts that may be em- 
ployed. No line could be obtained 
on tho number of acts that may be 
placed in one bill. It will vary, the 
Publix people state, without even 
an average possible of announce- 
ment at this time. With tho Pub- 
lix operating over 700 theatres. It 
may be stated, according to one pic- 
ture man, that at least 10 per cent ot 
that amount will be playing acta 
more or less before the end of the 
current season. What next season 
may bring forth no one will hazard 
a guess. 

It Is expected that tho now rul>-_ 
Ilx booklnif office will be In opcra«- 
tlon within a month.

Orpheiim circuit pay.s $IJ>0 annual dividi-nd at present on its common 
stock. There are a numher of large atockbolders in Orpheuin and .seem- 
ingly divided Into two ^roriis, known as Kist .and West. Marcus lleiman 
is the present Orpheuin's president, btit I^ank Vincent, general booking 
manager of the circuit, again Is prominently mentioned for the post. 
Vincent was in the race previously, when Hoiman dlsi)laced Martin Beck 
thvough a cia.se margin. At that time \'incent was .'■:ald to have had the 
ar-'ent supi)ort of K. i<'. Albee, and Albee is now rejxtrted again behind 
Vincent, wilh Vincent besides having the support of the eastern coterie 
of stockholder.-;, the eatterneis reported led by the Uoston banking in- 
ter, sts whieli aided in promoting the capitali/'.ation of Orpheum. 

In addition Walter Vincent, of Wilmer & Vincent, a brother of Frank, 
is espousing I'lank's cause for the Orpheum presidency, with Walter 
Vincent reported as having had aever.il conferences of late with Albee 
with that objective the burden of tlieir talk. Albee is the head of the 
K<'ith-Albce < ircuit and reijorled al.so on a very friendly basis with lUI- 
nian, personally. 

Heavy trasportalion cost to acts on the Orpheum circuit Uirough the 
jumps and the many cut salary weeks on the time oblige acts to ask 
more salary as a rule to play the western time than they demand for the 
east. This also works against Ori)heum's profits. In addition many of 
the standard acts the Orpheum must engage, refuse to accept cut weeks 
or cut salaries at any point, further increasing the overhead. 

Several of the largest Orpheum stockholders are said to have railed 
against the $1.50 dividend, believing the Orpheum capable of earning and 
paying a much larger dividend. At one time the Orpheum paid $2. The 
$2 dividend is reported to have been restored for 1926, In monthly pay- 
ments of X6%c. each. Some of the stockholders are said by their inti- 
mates to depend u|)on Ori)heum'a dividends mainly for their incomos and 
with that portion, the dividend question is most important. 

Mhile ilarcus Loew was recently in Los Angeles, he met Morris Mey^- 
feld, Jr., a former Orpheum president and still believed to be « largre 
stockholder in the circuit. That wa.s about the time Variety printed 
that Loew with Lee Shubert might go after Orpheum stock for control. 
No movement of late in Orpheum stock would Indicate excessive buying 
although large blocks c(-uld be privately disposed of without recording 
on the Exchange. Nothing was revealed In Los Angeles as to the Lo#w- 
Meyerfeld conferences, although Mr. Meyerfeld, on a friendly footing 
with all of the coast Orpheum stockholders, had como down to Los 
Angeles from Fan Fr-inclaco to meet Mr. Loew. 

Orpheum's Chicago banking connections are said to stand behind the 
Helman coterie in Oroheun., although of late there have been reports of 
a more general understanding being arrived at between the Boston and 
Chicago bankers. 

Orpheum stock on the New York big board has betsn inactive of late, 
for any amount of sales, with the stock holding around 29, having recently 
dropped off a few points. Loew stock has gone up meanwhile, reaching 
43 and receding to around 40 at present.

A condition referred %o by artists and agents as "hooking acts" is be- 
ginning to assert itself in connection with acts who accepted routes in 
good faith early in the season, because the remaining straight vaudeville 
stands were prominently displayed on tlie routes. Those who now find 
that every time they play up to one of the big time dates, they are 
switched into a split week house at the last minute. The bookers are 
held responsible by the agents, the latter claiming the bookers move acts 
indiscriminately whenever "something better" Is offered. Some of the 
switches have occurrel as late as Saturday night, with the acts in many 
instances switched out of town and unable to secure sleeping accommo- 
dations. 

The usual practice is to switch an act into a split week where the policy 
Is two shows daily, but in several Instances acts of the non-complaint 
calibre have been switched into houses playing three and four shows a 
day when the contracts signed called for a big time policy that particular 
week. 

Where the switch necessitates a difference in baggage haul the office 
pays It, but the artistrj who sign because of the big time engagementa, 
llnd that small consolation. The i)ractic<' has become so prevalent of 
late a general squawk is being aired by all concerned and several acts 
have notified agents they will not sign next season unless the clause 
giving the circuit plenopotenlary switching powers, is eliminated from 
their contracts. 

I'ubllclty In a deluge amassed Irving Berlin and his bride before they 
sailed Saturday on the "Leviathan." The couple may have surmised their 
marriage at the City Hall In New York Jan. 4 would be noticed but they 
had not sensed such a flood of printing about them would follow or 
upon their return to the Berlins' 4eth street home that a continuous crowd 
of never less than 300 and often up to 2,000 would be awaiting their ap- 
pearance on the street. 

The dailies quieted down when no further statement could be gotten 

• from the Berlins nor from Mrs. Berlin's father, Clarence Mackay. The 

couple likely will run Into the same thing upon their arrival In London. 

The Irving Berlln-Ellln Mackay marr!;ige created more talk during 
last week than anything that has occurred within a year. It was spoken 
of everywhere, besides the papers giving pages to It. Everyone seemed 
to have a personal Interest and opinion on the marriage. 

All of the papers treated the young couple considerately. They leaned 
toward them In the news accounts, although Mr. and Mrs. Berlin did not 
think so, at least of all of the stories. A couple of editorials were 
decldely In favor of the newlyweds. "The World" asked how many 
millionaires there were and how many Irving Berlins? While the "Amer- 
ican" traced the Mackay ancestry to Ireland, asking what matter where 
Berlin came from? 

Though Irving's life's history has been published and la well known, 
the dailies hopped right back on it as good copy — and It was. On top 
of it, Mrs. Berlin, under her maiden name, contributed an article to 
"Vogue" on current soclalblUtles, Including the night clubs. From Ellin 
Mackay's writitigs recently, on the social and cabaret life of New York, 
it seemed as though some of her engagement days with Irving were spent 
west of 6th avenue. 

Burns Mantle of the New York "l>ally News" asked a popular question 
In his always Interesting column last Sunday. Mr. Mantle thought It 
might bo worth knowing how the Bi ilins rdlslud the publicity; whether 
they liked or w.anted it or what? For Burns' Information, they detested 
It. Both were near frantic and inquired fronj newspaper friends how 
they could stop it; how long it would last, what could they do, etc. 
They were told not to talk.

Kitty Madison, real looker and a 
•oubret knowing all the tricks, heads 
this Mutual. Flanked by two such 
hard-working and accomplished 
comics as Benny Moore and Chuck 
Wilson, the show shades several on 
this wheel previously caught, and 
■hould knock 'em over all along the 
Une. 

Adhering to atrlct revue routine 
and incorporating some 15 scenes In 
the two stanzas, the show has a pro- 
duction that will rank with the best 
on this wheel, and more comedy 
than many. The latter borrows 
from the familiar burlesque bits, but 
at least attempts new treatment. 
The double entendre stuff is worked 
overtime, clicking regularly but hold- 
ing nothing decidedly offen.sive or 
In bad taste. The librettists, if such 
are concerned, have dialoged their 
■kits with lines that can pass any 
censor. It's the manipulation and 
delivery that makes them right in 
the garden for the Mutual fans. And 
they like It that way. 

Less runway grinding and less 
wiggling by the chorus than Is cus- 
tomary in Mutual shows, but what 
Is lacking In torso gymnastics and 
looks among the choristers is more 
than overbalanced by laugh-gotting 
material. Also, the wiggling of 
Kitty Madison, Grace Tremont and 
Frankle Moore of the principal con- 
tingent. 

Kitty manipulates the show with 
remarkable Intimacy, such as has 
been unsuccessfully attempted by 
previous Mutuals. She tops all other 
aoubrets on the wheel for exposure 
■tuff, revealing a new line in daring 
costumes and other things. Her In- 
rratlating personality reaches out 
and to the top tier. She grabs them 
on first entrance and holds them 
throughout. 

The show la sold with pep and 
^nger, and makes for fast and ade- 
quate entertainment of Its type. It 
has at least five good comedy scenes 
sandwiched between Us musical 
numbers and others, which. If not 
of the wow variety, are also accept- 
able for burlesque. In contrast to 
other Mutuals, this one dresses the 
chorus and strips the fem principals 
or, rather, shows a lot of them. 

The only chance the merry-mer- 
ries get Is In a posing number pre- 
c«dlng the finale of the first part. 
This Has Kitty as an enunciator and 
the girls in white union suits In 
trame posing paintings. Kitty's ed- 
ucational art spiel, supposedly the 
history of the groupings, handled in 
a serious way, preceded each dis- 
closure. This clicked heavy. 

The main comedy scenes were 
•potted In the first part and mostly 
handled by Kitty, Benny Moore and 
Chuck Wilson. A stage door bit by 
Kitty and Benny was a wow for a 
warmer up. Both went the limit In 
aialog and action, much to the de- 
light of the outfronters. The "Re- 
hearsal" bit was equally good, hav- 
ing Moore as a high-powered wop 
being rehearsed as the lover of Kitty 
and with the jealous husband stroll- 
ing on and refusing to be squared 
With the explanation that It was all 
for his benefit. 

The sailing scene In the second 
act was also a panic for naughti- 
ness. Kitty and the gang were sup- 
posedly a group of men-haters, 
chartering a ship to a manless isle. 
Chuck Wilson as the simp thinks 
he has outdone Benny Moore, doing 
wop, through having Inveigled sev- 
eral of the girls to pay him $5 for a 
kiss. He looks sot until Tony walks 
•ut of Kitty's cabin with a fist full 
Of bills for the tag. 

Kitty Madison spotted a specialty 
rear the close that should be worth 
the g^e fee to most of the Mutual 
clienOTe. With costume even more 
abbreviated than her previous ones, 
her "I Ain't Giving Nothing Away" 
had them roped and hog tied, with 
the repeat choruses "bluer and 
bluer." Prece_ding Kitty also got In 
some more s<\iff the gang ate up, 
as.slsted by Chuck Wilson. 

Benny Moore make.-? a capable wop 
comic, playing legitimately rather 
than overplaying, which makes his 
efforts all the more appreciated 
Chuck Wilsons simp is a great foil, 
and Wilson handles it as none other 
has in this fleUl. Charles Market is 
a likable straight who makes a good 
appearance, reads his .stuff well and 
dances acceptal)ly. Jack Younp Is 
a likable Juvenile who also ran step 
Frankie Moore is a plump prima 
who leads numbers like a veteran 
and also dancej well. Grace Tre- 
mont runs Miss Madison a cIo.se sec- 
ond In wiggling honors and also is 
the essence of pep. Both contribute 
materially to the success of the per- 
formance. 

The ■ rhoru.^ works hard In the 
dozen numbers In which they are 
brought on, but will never cause Flo 
Ziegfeld any regrets for having 
overlooked them. 

This year's edition of "Jazztlme 
Revue" ia far ■uperior to the pre-

Her wardrobe will compare favor- 
ably with any woman on the wheel. 
Her personality and vivacity make 
her conspicuous throughout. 

Eddie Shubert is the principal 
comedian. Shubert returned to the 
show several weeks ago. He has 
improved considerably and is one of 
the standard comedians of the cir- 
cuit. Shubert is depending upon 
comedy dialog and eccentric ward- 
robe And deserves a heap of credit 
for getting laughs consistently with 
the dialog allotted to him. 

Mack is doing a Bozo Snyder and 
has given makeup and characteris- 
tics of Bozo as much attention as 
Ed Wynn received from his side 
partner. Just why the Columbia 
allows a Bozo ahead of Barney Ge- 
rard's Follies, one of the best money 
makers on the circuit, will remain a 
mystery to those on the outside. 
Mack, despite his lift, is funny at 
all times. In a boxing bit with Lou 
Denny he pulls consecutive laugh- 
ter with his speechless idea of how 
a boxer goes to work and is equally 
effective in a scene with Miss Daley 
wherein he clumsily ruins what ap- 
pears to be a white tiled kitchen. 

William K. Wells supplied the 
book, which is about the same as 
last season. A comedy scene called 
t'Nelghbors," in which Flora Walton, 
Lou Denny, Ruth Rosemond and 
Shubert acquire prop Jags and get 
all mixed up socially, la one of the 
funniest In the show. 

Another that clicked was •*The 
Reformer." Lou Denny in this 
turned in the finest bit of travesty 
the clrcu't has shown In seasons. 
As a preacher bent on keeping sin- 
ners from entering a cabaret, Denny 
Is perfect. In addition his straight 
and character work in other scenes 
stamps him as one of the most ver- 
satile performers in burlesque. 

The show has a splendid chorus 
who can really dance. Frank Mont- 
gomery put on the numbers and 
has done a neat Job. The girls are 
all good-looking and are costumed 
prettily throughout. The produc- 
tion Is also up to the same high 
average.

down portions. In its present shape 
It is sure fire. 

"Miss Tabasco" ordinarily should 
be right in the money. The show 
looks as though it had considerable 
overhead and hasn't stinted on pro- 
duction, which may be holdover but 
looks mostly brand new.

What do you fellows do down 
there? Every time you hear a rumor 
on tlie street do you print the story 
without investigation, or do you print 
the story and investigate it after- 
wards? Now, as a plain matter of 
fact, up to the present time, you have 
not investigated the story you printed 
last week. 

I refer to the article "asserting, 
among other things, that the Colum- 
bia theatre. New York, was for sale. 

I do not know whether you ever 
heard the story about the fellow who 
went into' the actors* boarding house 
and asked for a porter-house steak 
and the landlord told hirn that if they 
had anything like that in the house 
he'd eat it himself. Any time the 
Columbia theatre in New York is in 
the market for $500,000 I'll buy it 
myself. 

My purpose in printing this letter 
as an advertisement is to try in this 
manner to reach the same readers 
who may have read in "Variety" the 
reports, rumors and assertions re- 
ferred to.

Regarding the Haymarket in Chi- 
cago, which you refer to, we paid a 



quarter of a million dollars for that 
property, and within the past sixty 
days we have been offered half a 
million for it. In our judgment it 
will be worth a million within the 
next ten years. It is situated on West 
Madison and Halsted streets, which, 
in the near future, will be the Hub of 
Chicago. 

Regarding the Empire, which you 
say we have for sale in Toronto, this 
house is owned by Mrs. F. W. Stair. 
We own the Gayety Theatre (now 
called the "Comedy") in Toronto 
fully and free of any encumbrance, 
in which we do not, however, play 
burlesque. It is at present leased to 
a dramatic stock corporation. 

The Columbia Theatre in Cleve- 
land, which you said in your article 
is for sale, is owned by the Cleveland 
Trust Company, and we are the 
lessees. It will probably please the 
Cleveland Trust Company to find 
that we are going to sell their prop- 
erty regardless of whether we own it 
or not. I'd call that authentic news.

You also say that the Columbia 
Amusement Company has to lift the 
shows from town to town. Any time 
the Columbia Amusement Company 
has to lift any shows it will lift them 
off the wheel. A Showman with the 
route we give him who can't put out 
a show that will attract enough pat- 
ronage so that he can make some 
money for himself is only wasting his 
time on our circuit. 

We are now arranging to build a 
million dollar theatre in Philadelphia 
just as soon as our lease of the Casino 
expires. 

We have just acquired a piece of 
property in Detroit that we are going 



to build on just as soon as we feel it 
is necessary. We would have been 
building there now only there is a 
two million dollar hotel going up 
right next to our Gayety Theatre, and 
we think it has lifted the neighbor- 
hood up enough to keep us there. 

We own the President Theatre in 
Washington outright. We have just 
spent $40,000 building a new front 
for that theatre, and some time when 
you are in Washington take a look at 
the President theatre— newly decor- 
ated, new heating plant, newly car- 
peted and the handsomest theatre in 
Washington today. We also own the 
Gayety theatre in Washington. 

Unless our present negotiations in 
Chicago fall down, we will have a 
new theatre in Chicago season after 
next.

If Paul Kpecht ever gets tired of 
the Moulin KouKe- cafe, his regular 
berth this season, where he is al»o 
ainilated as general musical direc- 
tor for the restaurant syndicate con- 
trolling the Moulin llouge, the pic- 
ture houses will welcome him; that 
is after he gets through with vaude- 
ville. 

Specht, ever the thorough musi- 
cian, and thoroughly respected by 
his contemporaries for his musical 
expcrtncss, has accordingly framed 
a routine that is particularly adapt- 
ed to the picture hou.sea where the 
average audience has a better 
knowledge of better music than ob- 
tains with the vaudeville fans. 

For Specht. a pioneer in sym- 
phonic syncopation which alUler- 
ativcly cuplioniuous phrase has be- 
come a trade-mark with him, h.is 
framed the presentation with the 
musical values primarily to the fore. 
It is only after he has imprcs.^^ed 
his symphonlzed Jazs on the audi- 
ence, that he tears loose with a 
rip-snorting "Static Strut." a tor- 
rid "blues." and "Smile A Little Bit," 
'which siarteil the avalanche of re- 
calls. Then followed another low- 
down and Just to counteract It, a 
sweet waltz revival of ''Let Me Call 
You Sweetheart," Iconoclastic In it- 
self for a band act, becomes the wow 
(Inlah'; ao much so. they were hum- 
ming the yesteryear ballad favorite 
along with the sedate instrumental 
rendition, as placid an Instrument 
ofTering as could be expected with 
dulcet reeds and soothing vibra- 
phones for the highlights. 

Specht displays good ahowman- 
slilp. Following his melody opener, 
"Just Around the Corner," with 
vocal contributions by the drummer 
(who is no mean vocalist, incident- 
ally), he givea them "A Study in 
Symphonic Syncopation." Louis 
Calabrese, an instrumental expert, 
who handles a banjo and cornet in 
a pair «f solos that won individual 
scorea for himself, is the next num- 
ber. Calabreae's banjo work and 
the "My Hero" aria on the cornet 
with its high registers, clicked. 

A pot-pourri of Dixie airs In a 
"Scenes from the South" medley, 
closed the act proper. Then the 
flock of encores. 

The combination Is novel includ- 
ing two pianos, accordioniat, four 
brasses and three saxea. and the 
rest of the usual line-up. The lead 
sax excels individually. The com- 
bination suggests adaptability for 
versatile performance and has prov- 
ed it in the past at the Moulin Rouge 
cafe. 

It'a a type of act that could hold 
down a season at a picture house 
on a Paul Ash idea of weekly nov- 
elties. With it, and this Is some- 
thing most versatile organizations 
lack, it is primarily good music as 
well as good dance music That 
"good music" qualification Is also 
not to be met with in every "good 
dance music" combination. 

On top of it. Specht Is^a "name." 
He is a natural publicity getter and 
Is accordingly as well known to the 
layman as almost any contemportlry 
for that reason. The publicity get- 
ting la "inside stuff' on Specht since 
it does not all emanate from his 
Columbia recordings or the radio 
erploitation. On top of that, his 
ideas and stunts to land in the daily 
press, in keeping with his allegiance 
to the power of printer's ink above 
everything else In exploitation lines, 
makes It something worth-while for 
a showman's consideration. AltU

Dunham is an undersized man of 
snow white hair and beard. He 
knows Ills fiddle and manipulates it 
well for several of the old time 
dances wliile the dancing group per- 
forms them In an attractive barn 
.'■.et, providing faithful atmosphere of 
a country barn dance. Among the 
selections played by Dunham and 
(lanced by the others >ere an old 
fashioned waltz, quadrille and Jig. 
The latter set to "Turkey In the 
Straw." is worked up for a wallop 
finish through fast stepping of an 
elderly gent billed as one of Dun- 
ham's neighbors. 

The act has its appeal as a nov- 
elty.

Elklns does" his stuff well, evi- 
dencing painstaking care on the 
scoring and arrangements.

"I'm Sit- 
ting on Top of the World" was clev- 
erly sold with a background display 
of the four banjolsts sitting on top 
of the huge globe, with appropriate 
lighting effects to set It off. 

Elkins seems surer of himself 
than when first opening, introducing 
a little smile now and then; more 
of it wouldn't hurt. He conducU 
for the main, doing a violin snatch 
in a pop ensemble number. 

His instrumentation includes a 
quartet of violins, two tympanl. two 
pianos. French horns and the usua> 
l>ra8a and recda. • They sound top- 
ping, and one wonders why the ag- 
gregation, since it represents quite 
an Item, is not given fuller oppor- 
tunities for distinction.

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PADLOCK CASE 
REVIEW DENIED 

U. S. Supreme Court Af- 
firms Decision Below 



Washington, Jan. 12. 
The United States Supreme Court 
yesterday denied the petition to re- 
TJew the decision of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals in the padlock In- 
junction case. This denial atllrms 
the decision of the lower court as to 
the constitutionality of that section 
of the National Prohibition Act 
Wherein it is provided that padlocks 
may be placed •n any prenniaes 
Where intoxicating liquor is sold. 

The denial of the highest tribunal 
of the petition for a writ of certio- 
rari brought by attorneys for Kurt 
Kling, Emilie Kamper and Josephine 
Kling, owners of the property which 
hou.sed Doerr's Inn, in Detroit, 
which inn was raided and subse- 
Quently padlocked will bring gloom 
to cafe owners catering to the night 
life. 

As was reported In Variety «f 
Dec. 23 last, the Kling, Kamper and 
Kling case was the first of its kind 
to reach the highest court It was 
stated that they knew nothing of 
the sale of liquor on their property 
and if same had been sold the re- 
•ponslbllity rested entirely upon 
their tenant, William Rogers, who 
pleaded guilty. 

It was further claimed that the 
padlock Injunction placed on their 
property at 17169 Jefferson Ave., 
B:ast, Detroit, took away their con- 
stitutional rights under the 6th and 
Tth amendments to the Federal Con- 
stitution, which prohibits the taking 
Of private property for public use 
Without due compensation and 
wherein a trial by Jury la guaran- 
teed. 

More Activity 
The lower court oould see nothing 
In these arguments nor In the con- 
tention of those Involved In the caae 
that they were subject to Imprlson- 
jnent without a Jury trial should 
they be placed In contempt of court 
by breaking the padlock. It was 
atso contended that they were de- 
rived of the use of their property 
with the consequent lessening In 
▼alue of same and Its future rental 
rates Impaired through no act of 
their own. 

The asked for review was char- 
Seierized In the petition aa being 
Of vital importance to all real estate 
owners throughout the country and 
reached the Supreme Court approx- 
imately two years after the padlock 
Injunction was issued. 

It Is expected here that this ac- 
tion sustaining the lower courts 
will bring about an Increased activ- 
ity on the parts of ofllcials In the 
placement of these padlock Injunc- 
tions as well as a general tighten- 
ing up In the enforcement of the 
law.

O'Hearn After Commish 

William J. O'Hearn, former thes- 
plan and now a realty broker han- 
dling Times Square properties, will 
bave his $51,000 commission claim 
against Morris M. Qlaser, a realty 
operator, heard today (Wednesday) 
In Supreme Court. Glaser has a 
26 year lease on the Hotel Claridgo 
representing a 15,000,000 Invest- 
ment. 

O'Hearn figures through having 
allegedly first interested Glaser, the 
latter closing the deal over 
O'llcarn's head according to com- 
plaint. 

O'Hearn has figured In the Re- 
public Theatre lease for "Abie's 
Irish riosc," acting as go-between 
for Oliver D. Bailey and Anne 
Nichols. 



Aa predicted In last week's Vari- 
ety, Times square would be given 
lots of attention by the police. 
Ticket "steerers," "runners" for 
•bookies" and "boys" with long 
criminal records were being brought 
to West Side court daily. 

The prisoners were rounded up 
by the^detectives attached to the 
staff of Inspector Michael Lyons 
that covers Times pquare and north ; 
also detectives under the direction 
of Captain John Stapleton, In charge 
of the detectives of the same terri- 
tory. 

Arrests of these kinds had been 
unknown under the past police re- 
gime, due to the fact of the advent 
of the special service. Members of 
that defunct division were unac- 
quainted with the element that 
makes Broadway life miserable. 

Last week ConMnlssioner Mc- 
Laughlin ordered the restoration of 
the Inspector's staff. Many uniform 
patrolmen were selected from West 
47 th street station. They have 
patrolled Broadway and adjacent 
streets, knowing the "boys" that 
have been "parked" for some time. 
Inspector Lyons Issued orders to 
bring la ticket "steerers," "book 
runners" and disorderly persons. 
Captain Stapleton Issued similar 
orders. "Bring In those 'boys' that 
have prison records and who have 
no means of livelihood." No sooner 
said than done. 

Captain Stapleton ^as recently 
given some «.f his best men who had 
been "borrowed'' by headquartt s 
during Knrlght't. regime. These men 
Immediately gave Broadway much 
attention and found quite a fe-v 
"boys" with records. They were ar- 
rested and taken to West Side court. 
Victims of recent holdups came 
to West Side court to try and Iden- 
tify the arrested men as the bandits. 
In most cases taey were unablo to. 
Detectives got adjournments so as 
to have most of the victims look 
over the prisoners. 

As a result of the Loew State 
theatre holdup, detectives are cer- 
tain now that "pathfinde-s" arc 
placed In many places to tip oft the 
bandits. It seems hardly possible 
that the Loew holdup could have 
taken place without somebody "tip- 
ping ofT' the bandits. The Loew 
holdup was considered one of the 
boldest of recent times. Much 
attention le being given to this 
phase of InvestlgaUon the detec- 
tives. 



Manicurist Took Joy Ride 
In Taxi — Landed in Jail 

RldlnK around Times square and 
thence to an address on Ulverslde 
drive and 79th street, Ix)ulBe Mar- 
tin, 80. manicurist, of 665 Riverside 
drive, received a suspended sentence 
in West Side Court from Magistrate 
McAndrews. However, the nail pol- 
isher spent the night In the West 
30th street station house. 

Miss Martin engaged chauffeur 
Ernest Eberhardt, 1077 Ist avenue. 
She hailed the "cabby" near the Ho- 
tel AKtor. She told Eberhardt to 
drive her around the Square. He 
did. Then she ordered him to take 
her to an address In Riverside drive 
near 79th street. 

The clock spun around to the tune 
of several dollars. Seeing no money 
forthcoming the driver made a re- 
quest upon Miss Martin. She of- 
fered some lame excuse and left the 
cab to enter an apartment. Believ- 
ing she sought to escape he followed 
her. Again he made demand for 
his money and was frankly told "1 
have none." He then caused her ar- 
rest on the charge of disorderly 
conduct. 

In court the next morning she 
told the magistrate that she would 
gladly pay the chauffeur. She didn't 
recair that she owned any money. 
On that protnlse the court sus- 
pended sentence and she left to 
make good to Eberhardt.

In the arrest of an alleged drug 
peddler. Detectives William Moffett 
and Frank Buckley of Acting Cap- 
tain Scherb's squad, who succeeded 
Dr. Carleton Simon of the narcotic 
squad of police headquarters, believe 
they have In custody one of the 
largest drug peddlers who have been 
supplying drug addicts In the elite 
section and In the white light dis- 
trict. The prisoner gave bis name 
as John Reilly, 32, 60 West 90th 
street. He was held for further ex- 
amination. 

When arrested outside of the 90th 
street address, Reilly had on him a 
paper bag containing white powder 
said to be heroin. In his room they 
found more drugs — heroin, cocaJne 
and morphine. The entire lot of 
contraband was valued by the de- 
tectives at fl 0,000.

Reilly, well dressed, occupied one 
room at the 90th street address. Ho 
paid $50 a month rental. According 
to the detectives, he Is quoted au 
saying that he was a moderate user 
him.self of the drug. He is alleged 
to have said that he formerly worked 
for a drug peddler whose profits 
were so great he decided to sell the 
narcotic for himself. 

Moffett and Buckley stated to re- 
porters that Reilly averred that his 
clientele were principally wealthy 
addicts. 

When the detectives arrested 
Reilly he was much concerned. They 
took him Into custody as he was 
leaving his house. They brough* 
him back to his one room, luxurlou.s- 
ly furnished, and there they found 
the other drugs.

As a rule the speakeasies com- 
prise individual 'circuits." sine© 
one Individual, or more often two 
or three partners, operate a strinff 
of four to nine places simultan- 
eously. When padlocking Is threat- 
ened a simple process of movlnif 
fixtures into a new and nearby lo- 
cation accomplishes little in mar- 
ring the functions of the dispen- 
saries. 

Coon-shouters are the favored 
talent, a requisite being that the 
songstresses be good mixers. They 
have to be, since the weekly sti- 
pend is $35, less 10 percent kick- 
back to the agent they are booking 
through. The rest of the income 
depends on Individual endeavor. 
Jockeying of checks up to certain 
figures carry with them a bonus 
kick-back from the house to the 
songstrets-hostess, although It la 
expected of her that her company 
will Inspire generous patronage from 
the stags. 

The agents who book the speak- 
easies stress that there are some 
"nice" people also employed as en- 
tertainers In some of the better 
grade liquid emporiums which must 
maintain strict quietude and per- 
fect order in order not to encounter 
trouble.

Besides which, the pcr8on,al llV.crty 
standing of the citizen Is removed, considered a somewhat Important por- 
tion of the Constitution. 

However, while the Constitution may mean a lot It doesn't seem to mean 
much as against the publicity that Is to be gained through forgetting It.

There are more of the latter than might be believed in vaudeville. One 
vaudevlllian now working had a Rolls-Royce car when he entered vaude- 
ville and has It yet, with the fact well known he is independently wealthy. 
Yet every time he performs someone else who needs that money is kept 
away from It.

mighty enough and intrenched enough to choke oft publication of any- 
thing they do not approve. 



A king of England, some centuries ago. had his throne dragged to the 
ocean's edg», sat down In his regal regalia and pompously commanded 
the sea to recede. But the sea didn't Self-made royalty, in 1926, still 
Has the same delusions of grandeur here and there. 



But theses of free speech and free print a« deep and boundless as 
the Atlantic — and as eiernal— must not be expected to backwater, either, 
because the voices raised against it from the gold-plated thrones of syn- 
thetic monarchs roar orders and threats. 



An independent trade pav&r has struggles enouglt without being at- 
tacked within the trade. Its circulation and revenue are limited by the 
circumscribed scope of the Industry. If It becomes an organ of one In- 
terest within its world, It alienates the other and ceases to have any 
value to either. Its only chance to survive Is a chance to be Impartial, 
square, firm on Its own feet. If It succumbs to either fear or favor It Is 
doomed, as have been so many In this very trade under discussion. It 
needs the support of the trade, not Its enmity. 



Self-censorship of publication la many times more unjustifiable than 
public censorship In the name, at least of public good. These worthies 
who now rise In retribution against what hurts their own thin-skinned 
sensibilities, are among the foremost to dficry censorship on the broad 
lines of supposed reform. They scream for a free sta^e, bat they fight a 
free press. 



Let it be said In Justice to the principal film captains that tbey have 
seen the equity and Justice — even the value — of an unhampered press.

PLAYING ™ OR MORE A DAY 



Vanity Is expensive, to a peex:e of mind or for a pleee of ehanv*- 

Vanity has held many an actor idle. Perhaps this most often has oc- 
curred In vaudeville. It's the bugaboo known as the two-a-day, two per* 
formances daily. 

Stage work should be figured by tho physical exertion required In 
vaudeville, and the mental as well as tho physical on the dramatic stage. 
In picture making the exertion is in time. Plctiu-es have their relief, 
despite frequently. the hard grind of continuous labor for speed In pro- 
duction, through an evet changing script A vaudeville act may endure 
for years; a play may run for seasons; the picture Is usually completed 
within eight weeks, and that U finished. While a stage show may re- 
hearse for three weeks, play two weeks and It's through — a failure. Or 
a vaudeville act contemplating straight vaudeville, otherwise the two-a- 
day, may be obliged to waste many weary and dreary weeks or split 
weeks in "break- in" houses, playing three times daily for a starvation 
salary, to finally wind up with k few weeks of straight vaudeville at a 
salary far below what was asked, or. as it has happened and will, never 
reach a straight vaudeville hou.se at a regular salary, besides the weeks 
also of rehearsal for tho vaudeville skit whatever It may comprise. 

Vanity of playing over twice dally in vaudeville has kept many a spot 
open In the pop vaudeville houses that other and more seruiible acts have 
accepted. There is the pror>f ever evident of the cost of vanity In dollars. 
You can ask the majority of the highest salaried acta what their averapn 
earnings are In .straight vaudeville only, also their net pniflt and you 
will find that neither will equal that acquired or saved by tho consecutive 
playing net In pop vaJdcvillo of relative rank, but smaller salary. Many 
nets on tho pop vaudoville time give the ha ha to "big time vaudeville." 
They want none of It. A production, yes. They will gamble with 
a show, but when it comes to vaudeville they want to work. 

Had vaudeville acts practiced what Variety has preached for years — 
play where you can get your money, whether twice dally or more, 
straight vaudeville would not have jammed up its actor as It has done. 
It's of but recent times that many nets would go elsewhere than In big 
time or a .show. Of late they have been Uking to pictures and cabarets. 

Why not so anywhere where the salary is agreeable? Number of per- 
formances In jears pa.«it was looked ui>tjn as a tralnlne school. The 



Straight vaudeville, such as It is and what there la left of It should 
not prove .so seductivo to tho vaudevlllian. Let vanity slide — get the 
money. By playing outside of vaudeville the vaudevlllian helps his 
brother and sister professionals remaining In It. Straight vaudeville Is 
short of act materij^.1 now, but that doesn't prevent It from pursuing Its 
customary tactics in Its handling and treatment of vaudeville actors. 



If by playing in pictures a strong opposition Is built up against straight 
vaudevillo, and it is quite likely since the picture opposition house Is 
now here, that will work tor the good of the vaudeville actors. The only 
time tho vaudeville actor ever lias gotten any kind of a t'-reak from big 
time managers has been when big time was threatened with or encoun- 
tered opposition. And after the opposition had passed away or became 
merged, all the loyal actors ever got as a reward was "the works." They 
are still getting "the works" and always will on the big time unless they 
find ways and means of protecting themselves. 

One way for the vaudeville actor to protect himself is to organize; 
the next best way Is to play whenever and wherever he can cam the 
salary ho agrees upon. When that may be obtained, tho vaudovillians 
should agree to play according to the policy of tho theatre, whether two 
or more a day.

An offer of $600,000 was recently offered for Maxlne Elliott's theatre 
by mercantile Interests planning to use the site for a loft building. 
Miss Elliott was ready to dispose of the house but the Shuberts, Jointly 
interested, rejected the proffer, figuring a better offer will eventually b* 
made. Tho bidders for the property rated It at |6,000 a front foot. 

The Chanin brothers. Irwin S. and Henry I., are the outstanding fac- 
tors In the bulldlnjr of legitimate theatres on Broadway. Starting with 
nothing five years ago. they are now tho heads of corporate building 
projects valued at $46,000,000. The brothers are 33 and 34 years of age 
respectively. They started putting up frame buildings In Brooklyn, then 
small apartment houses and big loft buildings. Both wore honor students 
when at an engineering school. 

Chanin's 46th Street was their first theatre venture, quickly followed 
by tho Coney Island house, operated by Marcus Loew. Their most re- 
cently built houses are the Biltmore and Mansfield, both on West 47th 
street They will build four more theatres on 44th and 46tta streets, t* 
be ready next season. 

That win make six houses which the brothers will operate themselveai 
They are also building the new Roxy theatre. 6,200 capacity. Chanlna 
employ 400 men continuously on their construction Jobs. 

The Southern "My Olrl," operated by purchase from Lyie Andrews by 
Jack ^ll^elsh and George Nlcolal. did $30,000 at the Fairfax theatre, Miami, 
playing twice dally for a week. At tho Duval. Jacksonville, tho same 
show did $17,000 In two days. It will remain in Florida from six to 
seven weeks, and Is playing at 70-30. 

At Palm Beach where the new Zlegfeld show Is aimed for. It will ap- 
pear at Whitehall, the former Flagler mansion, now owned by the East 
Coast R. R. It has an auditorium seating around 1,200. 



The Now York "American" will shortly change Its reviewing system 
so that all tho openings of one night will be published the next day. At 
present Alan Dale Is the paper's sole reviewer and In the case of a flood 
of openings, he Is often two or three weeks catching up. Under tho new 
plan. Joseph Mulvaney, formerly In the dmmatlc department during the 
John MacMahon regime, will be Dale's assistant A Mr. Glaenzer will 
also review. 

Even under tho new system. Dale will oatch all the shows but whero 
they have been caught before, his notice will be more in the nature of 
a personal follow-up opinion. ' - / 



William J. Fallon, representing the defendant officials of the Morosoo 
Holding Company, accused by tho government of using tho mails to de- 
fraud, brought out Oliver Morosco's original connection with "Abie's 
Irish Rose." To clarify the facts it may be stated that Anne Nichols, 
authoress of the record breaking comedy, put up the money for the pro- 
duction when the show was IJrst prodiic(«d In Los Angeles. 

She never received any royalties from the coast presentations of 
"Able" and tho rights reverted to Miss Nichols. She still has notes 
amounting to $125,000 for money personally loaned to Morosco and never 
satisfied. After Miss Nichols produced "Ablo" in New York and it 
started to catch on, Morosco unsuccessfully sought to restrain her. At 
that time a mutual release was signed by Miss Nichols and Morosco In 
settlement of all claims concerning "Able."

**Dramatists' Shop" Probable Outcome — Managrers 
Must Produce from Scripts of Membership — 
New Contract Form for Producers 



The American authors and play- 
wrlghtw have apparently given up 
the Idea ' union! 'n« ' they will 
attempt to control the picture and 
■tock righta to all their pKiys, ac- 
corJing to r-soUitions adoptcO last 
week. They propose that nianagors 
be made to produce only from 
members of the authors' orc;ani<a- 
tion but any author is to be per- 
mitted to join. That is virtually 
the same i rinoiple upon which 
E :ulty b.n.scd the •'E(iuity Shop." 
alluded to during the last strike 
as a closed shop. 

It will likely be followed by a 
nevly adopted form o." author's 
contract. 

Whether the dramatists situa- 
tion is a grave one appears to te 
a matter of wide difference of 
opinion among the managers. As 
there is no representative man- 
agerial association there can be no 
collective agreement with the au- 
thors' group. Should a basic agree- 
ment be made, it wiK be to- "ored 
to producers individually. 

On the floor of th'» r.jcting evi- 
dence of abuses by some managers 
was given. It was reported that 
not one firm but seve. ' .lajiasera 
were Involved In alleged sharp 
practice, double crossing and plain 
cheating In the sale of picture 
rights. It was that which resulted 
In 131 members agreeing to the 
resolutions, either by dl. ;ct voting 
or proxy. Only two playwrights 
failed to asGcnL One declared that 
while bo was not agai his fellow 
craftsmen, "I refuse to give away 
my ri^ht to do as 1 please."'

This de- 
termination resulted from the ex- 
posures relating to the practices of 
certain managers and tfie agree- 
ment will apply to all.

Earl Carroll, 
producer of "Vanities." called at the 
District Attorney's office to enter a 
complaint agakist Emli Garvrcau, 
managing editor of "The Graphic" 
(New York), who Carroll claim.'- 
conspired to ruin his reputation and 
his business career. After hearing 
Carroll's story. Assistant D;.strl.:t 
Attorney Ferdinand Pecora told 
Carroll to return on Friday. On 
that day Pecora announced that he 
Would take no action. 

A short time prior to Carroll's 
first call, Frank Tinney, one of the 
stars of "Vanities," also visited the 
prosecutor's office on the same mat- 
ter, but he related his case to an- 
other assistant district attorney. 
As a result of the stories related 
by Ml.ss Wenzel, Carroll and Tinney, 
Bernarr Macfadden, owner and 
publisher of "The Graphic," was a 
visitor at Mr. Banton's ofilce. Ap- 
parently Macfadden satisfied Pe- 
cora no conspiracy had been hatched 
by members of his paper, and the 
case is to all Intents and purposes 
closed. Carroll some time ago said 
he would file a civil suit for libel 
against the Macfadden people for 
$1,000,COO. This suit Is still pending. 
According to the story as told in 
the Criminal Courts building, Car- 
roll sought to have "The Graphic" 
retract a story relating to Tinney 
;,nd the Wenzel ghi and asked that 
this retraction be^irinted within 24 
hours. When the paper failed to 
publish the retraction, Carroll de- 
cided to call, on the district at- 
torney.

According to Carrol!. Miss Wenzel 
was a principal in "\'anltie8." Ii» an 
effort to secure additional data for 
a story for "The Graphic"' and to 
Injure him In the "Graphic's" cru- 
sade against him in the Atlantic 
City Beauty Pageant expose, Car- 
roll said Garvreau pursued Miss 
Wenzel repeatedly to get her to give 
him damaging statements agalns*. 
Carroll's "Vanities," where a caba- 
ret Is part of the performance. Car- 
roll says that Garvreau Wanted her 
to tell "The Graphic" that If she 
knew of any soliciting of men in 
the cabaret. 

Miss Wenzel Is known as "The 
Arabella Girl," a creation which she 
posed for "The Graphic" in "The 
Antics of Arabella," a comic strip 
used In the health section of tha 
publication. Miss Wenze' said that 
as a result of the developments "The 
Graphic" had taken her name from 
the strip. She said, though posing 
for the strip for four months, she 
never received payment for her ser- 
vices. Her main object, she salu,

Carroll says thar while with the

to quit the show. Carroll learned 
from her. he said, of a plan to con- 
spire against him. and requested 
Miss Wenzel to quit temporarily.

Lea Wiles, "Student Prince" Coast, Summarily Dis- 
missed by Moe Wise, Show Manager — Intoxica- 
tion Charged — Companions Testify Against Her 



Los Angeles, Jan. II. 

Deputy Commissioner of Labor 
Barker, after listening to a state- 
ment made by Wedeewood Nowell. 
Equity representative, that Moe 
Wise, manager of the Shuberts* 
"Student Prince" companyr was 
justifleU In discharging Lea ■Wiles, 
chorus girl with the company for 
alleged drunkenness during a per- 
formance, decided the show's m;ui- 
agement must furnish the girl with 
two weeks' salary, besides trans- 
portation and expenses to New 
York. There Is no clause in the 
contract of the Chorus Equity 
which gives the manager the rlsht 
to discharge an employe fur cause, 
unless the former gives a two 
weeks' notice and transports the 
person home. Barker asserted re- 
gardless of what rules may supple- 
ment the contract, there is no pro- 
vision for summary dismissal for 
cause so far as the manager Is con- 
cerned. 

It Is saW charges will b« pre- 
ferred against Miss Wiles to 
Equity. 

There were some 80 people and 
(3 affidavits presented to the effect 
that on Dec. 29 Miss Wiles was 
alleged to have been Intoxicated, 
not properly clothed while on the 
stage, and that she made herself 
generally undesirable as a member 
of the company. Among some who 
testmed that the girl was supposed 
to have been Intoxicated were Al- 
bert Froom, deputy for the Actors' 
Equity with the show; Bertram 
Peacock, former member of the 
Equity Council, and a score of 
chorus people. 

They all seemed to be of one 
frame of mind and said Miss Wiles 
had been a troublemaker from 
the time the show left Albany, 
N. Y. They testified the girl was 
intoxicated in Salt Lake' and that 
after two days' absence Wise took 
her back In the show; that while 
recuperating from an operation 
and on a train from Dallas, Miss 
Wiles with "ler gli-><; dr.ink larpe 
quantities of liquor, and that In San 
Francisco she was checked out of a 
hotel for her conduct. 

Nowell on behalf of Eqiiity said 
that any of these offenses would 
have warranted her discharge with- 
out notice. He said that the treat- 
ment which Wise had afforded the 
girl was more than fair and that 
it was Equity's duty to hold she 
ha^ been guilty of breaching her 
contract with the management, and 
that hor standing at present would 
not entitle her to any toncflts from 
Chorus Equity. He said that he 
only hoped that Wlsff» would again 
con.sent to give the girl her fare 
and expenses, without salary, back 
to Now York. 

Chorus Girl Denies All 

Deputy Commissioner Lo%vy, le- 
gal member of the commission, ap- 
peared to protect the girl. The lat- 
ter donltd all of the charges, say- 
ing she was 111. Mr. Lowy stated 
thst no doubt the girl was wrong, 
but that the State of California haa 
no iinht to stand for theatre man- 
agers biitiKing people they know to 
be nn.ioslr.'ible Into this territory and 
then .'i.scliarge them for cause, leav- 
ing them stranded here. He said 
these people must bo taken back 
where they came from. 

He objected to what he termed 
nm the "ovcrzealous endeavor here 
to besmirch the character of the 
Sin whom he felt the Equity or- 
ganization should protect.

That I.'* an unprecodented ron- 
dition In New York for the middle 
of January and It la Riving the man- 
agers plenty to think about. 

Analysis of the business record.s 
la.st week shows that the musical at- 
trictlons are gettlnR nearly all the 
coin. Most of the new musicals 
landed among the big money. XWre 
are a few non-muslcals getting 
Btrnng grosses, but only a few. 

The list of frosh musicals and the 
approximate grosses for last week 
Is: "Vanities" <new edition). $?S,- 
000 (and the agency call so strong 
scale goes to 15.50 next wepk)y 
"Song of the Flame." rated at $27,- 
000 (also getting strong agency sup- 
port); "Tip- Toes." 126.000, and play- 
ing to standee trade; "Greenwich 
Vlllago Follies." over $25,000; "A 
Night In Paris," over $23,000. On 
the other hand. "By the Way," a 
new English revue fell down, get- 
ting $10,000, and will go out. prob- 
ably touring Canada after another 
week. 

The musical leadership remains 
with "Sunny" at $43,000 and "The 
Cocoanuts" over S34.G00. The latter 
is quartered at the Lyric, reseated 
over the week end, giving the lower 
Toor HO more capacity or about 
$S.000 more on the week.

Wilkes had him here once before, in 
"The Valley of Content." He and 
Miss Arnold were the leads in the

Wilkes led both his aces here. Re- 
suit: Miss Arnold, great; Mr. Cher- 
ryman, awful. 

Of late the coast has knocked off 
several east-made champs. Here is 
another Instance. Cherryman out- 
whlnes both Sidney Blackmer and 
Clark Silvemail — one the king of 
this division and the other long re- 
garded as the logical contender. 
W'ith the most amazing upset of the 
dramatic sporting year, this com- 
paratively unknown whiner let loose 
a whining delivery that not only took 
no account of Silvernail, but made 
a flat and fallen has-been of Black- 
mer, the champion himself. 

Miss Arnold played her part — a 
fat one — like a trouper and a star. 
In spots it was heavy, with poignan- 
cy and many intense dramatic 
shadings, far from the broad hoke 
for which she Is best known In these 
diggin's. But she handled it more 
than well. She was powerful and 
she was appealing. She sold what 
the audience took of the play single 
handed and against the handicap of 
Cherryman's method. 

The story, if any. has to do with 
the life of this woman, who ran 
sway as a kid with a steamboat cook 
"to see the world." Some years 
have passed. She is disgusted, dis- 
illusioned, bitter.

However, it seems as 
though they'll ha^e to come heavier 
than this one to turn the trick. The 
current frothy fun and frolic session 
is likened to French pastry. The 
fluff la there and the flavor, but 
there is no wnKop to Justify the 
12.20 to 15,50 price scale. 

The Shuberts have at least spent 
a pretty penny readying the roof to 
house this supposedly distinctly 
Parisian revue. They have also un- 
draped the girls in at least three 
numbers, all artistically handled, 
but even this won't pull for more 
than a month or so. The butter- 
and-cgg contingent for whom this 
one has been premeditatlvcly de- 
signed, will squawk against the lack 
of undress at the price. Others wl'.l 
find it fair'.y diverting but not worth 
th» price exacted. 

A revelation was Kathryn Ray, 
former Earl Carroll prize beauty, 
very much dressed and rotatin:; as 
an ingenue prima donna and doing 
her stuff creditably. 

A heavy drain upon vaudeville has 
been made for the list of principals 
Also a few have been Iwrrowed from 
the Ches Fysher show downstairs. 
The combination works well and 
contribute creditably most of the 
time. Jack Osterman gallops in and 
out. registering with fly remarks, but 
always giving a good perform.ance 
•ind never failing to score. Vannessi 
Is also above board and works in 
several numliers. Jack Pearl is 
given free hand with comedy In the 
skits, and i.s the life of the party 
when on, while H.irry O'Neal is ac- 
ceptable either when on his own or 
working with Arnold. 

The skits run to the risque and 
the ballets to under-dressing and 
nude features. 

A travesty on "The Green Hat," 
"The Doctor Calls," "Promotion" 
and the gambling scene toward th% 
end of the show brought the most 
guffaws and are undoubtedly the 
best. The tableaux and ballets are 
colorful and well executed, with 
"The Miser" the standout. 

Sandwiched between the skits are 
a dozen or more ensemble numbers, 
handled vocally by Emily Wooley 
and David Drou'ett. Oyra ;ind Cath- 
erine score heavily in their dancing 
contributions. Yvonne George was 
allotted a specialty spot in the sec- 
ond stanza for her French sonqrs.

A broadcasting bit Is another 
iaugh maker, A melodrama Is piay- 
ed before tho "Mike" with props 
getting the laughs from "effects," 
.same as has been done with the 
oi)ry house stuff. Here it is 
through the studio. It's broad of 
course, but funny through Its new- 
ness, such as the villain yelling into 
the m'ke he will kill the hero, at 
the same time offering the hero a 
cigarette as he llshts one hlmseif. 
And tlie heroine with her dramatic 
nnale speech, seeing everyone else 
walking out on her as they finish. 
Is putting on her wrap and gioves 
at the last declamation. 

Miss Courtneidge mixed into most 
of everything, doing high and low 
comedy, taking the low in a char- 
acter makeup In "The Miracle" as 
a crabby nurse, whi'.e Mr, Hulbert 
did as much on his side, and added 
an essence dance of the Primrose 
kind for his best stepping gesture, 
altliough Ilu'bert danced in other 
styles.. Her boy. high-hatted, after 
the Vesta Tllley thing by Miss 
Courtneidge. is one of the best 
things in the show or any Broad- 
way revue. 

While the settings are of the sim- 
ple sort with e.Tectiveness expected, 
dressing is gone in for much 
stronger, with a fashion parade at 
one time. Nothing striking to the 
music or at least on first hearing, 
with the most picturesque number 
'My Castle In Spain," written by 
Ksham Jones and led by Dorothy 
Hurst who has plenty to do too. 

No use arguing against this show 
coming In after Cliarlofs had es- 
tabiished itself. Those who like 
the English revus work wlil Want 
to see both. 

"By the Way" Is certain of the 
Knpilyh co!ony in New Vork and 
how long that will last is not 
known. When it stands on its own 
on Broadway its fate will be fore- 
told for tho Gaiety. 

Meanwhile, however. "By the 
Way" aa a fast snappy show with 
talent can safely go into any terri- 
tory that is virgin for all-Enrrll^h 
and get the money.

Thus the incestuous proceedings 
go along until Soranzo. quite a 
rounder himself, m.'irries Annabella. 
To marry her he lias to throw over 
several other women. One of these, 
lllppulita, discovers tl\e secret be- 
tween Clovanni und Annabella. 
What's more, she reveals It to So- 
ranzo and he goes into a scene 
which holds not only a few cuss 
words, but some of the most vio- 
lent profane phrases ever heard on 
a stage. 

The brother returns and they kiss 
each other. Immediately after he 
kills her by cutting hor heart out, 
and with a facsimile of this vital 
organ on his dagger, rushes into a 
room filled with the olliers and a 
general killing match is held. In 
the end almost everybody but a 
cardinal who witiieHsed the pro- 
ceedings, was dead, the cardinal be- 
ing spared only to allow someone to 
pronounce the play's ultimate lines, 
which embrace its title, a title 
printed in whole In England, but 
not permissible here. 

At least two of the cast are cap- 
able — Eve Saxon as the Annabella 
and Louis John Latzer as the So- 
ranzo, Mitchell Marcus, playing 
the brother, seems hitched to a 
Hamlet complex which doesn't help 
his acting at ail, while others, not- 
ably one John Triggs, weren't 
meant to grace a stage. The ver- 
sion which these people use is good, 
having been cut by C. Edwin 
Brandt, a legit actor of prominence, 
who directed. It is obvious that he 
had his troubles with the players 
and was unable to do much with 
some of them^ There are lines they 
don't know the meaning of and 
other lines which they muff and 
render indistinct. The production 
itself is played on a smalt stage, 
rather nicely set considering lack 
of money and experience. 

The Lenox Hill Pl.iyers are get- 
ting $1.10 for the show and their 
theatre seats 88 persons. Since 
opening they have drawn capacity 
at most of the i)erformances and 
most of the people attending seem 
to get what they came for — a dirty 
thrill. Most of the audiences con- 
sist largely of men, but if they go 
at this thing right and keep the 
play itself so John Law doesn't step 
In, and then start the underground 
poison along Broadway and en- 
virons that there la a real hum- 
dinger in their tiny playhouse, 
there's no reason why they shouldn't 
do business for some time to come. 
Not that the performance is so 
fine in itself, but because people 
will pay money to hear real cuss 
words and In this one there are 
not only cuss wiords but a plot as 
pornographic as anything you'd 
want to hear about. Bisk.

Behind this first groun of players 
comes Jeannette MacDonald and 
Robert Ilalliday, both adequate. 
Gertrude McDonald, Lovey Lee and 
Amy Revere are the dance special- 
ists, the latter reminding very much 
in woric and form of Evelyn I^w. 
Miss McDonald offers a standout 
appearance, especially in the clos- 
ing scene, while Miss Lrce is cap- 
able of more dancing than she is 
showing here. 

Sammy Lee or Earl Lindsay has 
Inserted a couple of new wrinkles in 
the modified "hot" ensemble num- 
bers, while the groupings are con- 
Blstentiy picturesque and routined 
by a well drilled chorus. Grant and 
Wing are on late for a fast inser- 
tion that is more than averagely 
worthy. 

In plot it tells of a vaudeville 
threesome (Watson, Tombes and 
Miss Smith), who arrive in Florida 
for a party engagement.

It Inserts the dance 
floor rhythm into the numbers while 
retaining the advantage of the 
strings and woods. Besides which 
Ohman and Arden know something 
about a piano. They're not on the 
stage at any time, as they were In 
•^.-irty. Be Good," but they're Just 
as prominent with the orchestra- 
tions deleting the "hot" brass in 
tavcr of the keywork of these boys, 
and It's great. 

"Tip Toes " is pretty to look at. It's 
rigidly clean, there are laughs and 
there's music.

Rufus LeMalre had so much faith 
In the old Willie Collier success that 
he apparently took its original title 
of "Never Say Die" as a slogan for 
the musical adaptation.

"The Patsy" is a bit lightweight 
to register heavily, but with cut-rate 
assistance It should linger around 
these parts for some time.

If Mr. Tyler means to send "Close 
Quarters" into the highways and 
byways it is a cinch the piece with 
the present cast will attract a 
steady stream of dollars into any 
man's box otTlce. But, if the play 
is headed for New York, that's 
something else again. 

All of Washington's elite turned 
out for Elsie Ferguson, Bruce Mc- 
Rae, Margaret Lawrence, Wallace 
Eddlnger, Effle Shannon, Godfrey 
Kerr and Frederick Worlock. 

Taking the Dumas classic, first 
produced in 1855 in Paris, A. E. 
Thomas has modernized the story 
well enough. There Is reference 
made to all the present day "goings 
on." But they could do the same 
thing with "East Lynne," and it 
would still be "East Lynne." That is 
the trouble with this one. The story 
doesn't creak, but the idea behind 
it does. 

There is a great first act, but after 
that Interest in the play, not the 
players, skids considerably and at 
times even comes to a full stop. Tho 
performance is a beautiful piece of 
team work, each of the cast being 
seen to great advantage. The bet- 
ter roles fall to Miss Ferguson, as 
the mistress who would marry the 
boy; Wallace Eddlnger, the last 
lover, being cast aside for this same 
boy, and Margaret Lawrence as her 
friend and confidant. 

All in all it's a great evening in 
the theatre, for -those past 40 and 
those ahead of 20 who would weep 
with the woman with a colorful past 
and hope she lands the nice boy 
whom she loves and who loves her, 
but who has his doubts and lets it 



PAUL WHITOIAIf S CONCERT 



Unique and extraordinary in his 
field, Paul Whiteman has no com- 
parison. While the logical successor 
to Sousa as an itinerant band at- 
traction, Whiteman is not to be 
compared with or classified for the 
reason he is Individual unto himself. 

As a result, at the Jazz maestro's 
first of a couplet of Carnegie hall 
concerts last week (Dec. 29 and Jan. 
1), Whiteman attracted the most 
flattering attention, not alone from 
the symphony men like Damrosch 
et al., but from the paying patron- 
age, which was a peculiar admixture 
of I^rk avenue and tin pan alley. 
The high hats were muchly in prom- 
inence for the atmosphere, and even 
the melody boys resurrected the 
boiled shirts as a token of respect 
for their regal emissary into the 
strange and suspicious . musical 
world that shrugged its shoulders so 
disdainfully in the past at anything 
linked with the odoriferous sugges- 
tion of Jazz. 

But not so Tuesday night! The 
critical gentry particularly was 
most warm in its acclaim, and 
even though the plece-de-reslstance 
of the Whiteman program, the 
Gershwin-deSylva colored opera, 
"135th Street" or "It Happened on 
Blue Monday" was handicapped by 
inadequate lyric interpretation, the 
instrumentation was ultra and as 
such rightfully treated. All of which 
speaks considerable for Whiteman 
and his acceptance by all as a 
standard and a staple. It makes one 
marvel at the change in the general 
attitude, considering that only a 
short two seasons back some of the 
critics rapped his oflerlng of Gersh- 
win's "Rhapsodle in Blue" and to- 
day this self-same critical gentry 
was the first to "throw raves." 

Whlteman's program, as offered, 
opened with Ferdlc Grofe's "Missis- 
sippi" suite. The second number 
was a Jazz section of the symphonic 
order. No. 8 was Deems Taylor's 
"Circus Day" suite and a straight- 
away rhythmic Jazz marathon con- 
cluded the first section. Following 
the Interval, a 19-minufe one-act 
Jazz opera was presented. 

With the kiyout in mind, one 
might argue that Ferdle Grofe's 
"Mississippi" was too worthy to be 
wasted as tho opener; "wasted" 
should not be Interpreted literally 
because the number did much to set 
everything pretty. Hence, It was 
really good showmanship to insur» 
things in general by commanding 
respect with a corking opening 
number. The Grofe suite (a tone 
Journey that embraced "Father of 
the Waters," "Huckleberry Finn" 
and tho "Mardl Gras " finale) ran 11 
minutes. 

■The «ymphonlzcd Jazz that com- 
prised the second number on th« 
program was given a poor start by 
John Alden Carpenter's attempt, 
which again proves that Jazz is onlv 
to be entrusted to the gifted Jaz?. 
Interpreters like Ger8hwin, Berlin 
Youmana. et aL Whiteman gra- 



ciously stepped aside from the roa< 
trum to permit a trio of reeds and 
a piano to do a Confrey-PerelU 
composition as a specialty. A cork' 
ing arrangement of J. S. Zamecnik'i 
"Indian Dawn" and RImsky- Korsa- 
koff's "Hymn to the Sun," both »^x- 
cellent Grofe arrangements, wers 
individual highlights, but it rv 
malned for Chester Hazlett, as snxo* 
phone soloist with "Nadlne" (Hln- 
ton) to tie up the works and fore* 
an encore, stopping the concert 
completely. Hazlett Is possessed of a 
tonal quality that Is to be encoun- 
tered but occasionally. What Is 
more surprising, Haziett's comedy 
work on the family of reeds he man* 
ipulates, matches any comedy spw- 
cialist before afllllated with White- 
man. 

Deems Taylor's "Circus Day" suits, 
with its octet of musical impres- 
sions, was brilliantly scored by 
Grofe to bring out all the comicali- 
ties of the clowns, street parad^ 
trained animals (this section was 
particularly mlrth-provoklng) <Jid 
other circus appurtenances. 

The pop Jazz section had Charl** 
Gaylord and Austin ("Skin") Young, 
violin and guitar specialLsts, step- 
ping out for vocal snatches. It was 
in this portion that Wilbur Hall 
with his bicycle pump sonata and 
the aria from "Turkey in the Straw" 
on the fiddle, mopped up humor- 
ously. Harry Perella and Raymond 
Turner, manning twin baJ>y grands, 
also stopped the show ana extended 
themselves to three encores. "Meet 
the Boys," a Whiteman trade-mark, 
introduced the specialist^ for som* 
corking solo snatches. 

In retrospect, after the first sec- 
tion, Whiteman showed the same 
ultra sympho-jazz organization he 
has alw.iys been Identified with.

With 
the blue sky alwve me. a good horse 
under me, a blanket and some grub 
on a pack pony. Im again a rich 
man. About the only advantage 1 
■ee In the movies over the cow camp 
is that I eat more regularly and 
that In order to keep up with my 
professional associates. I read the 
newspapers. 

m the old days, punching cattle, 
about tho only time I got to read 
was when I broke a leg or some- 
thing. One Christmas an Kastern 
dude gave me a book and I car- 
ried It in my bed roll for two years 
waiting to get a chance to read It 
when something would happen and 
when that something came along It 
arrived in a scrape from a low 
hanging limb across Uie face; the 
doctor tied up my countenance, in- 
cluding my eyes so I couldn't see. 
and then I threw the book away. So 
you see. books didn't amount to 
much with me in those days. 

When coming hero I bronght a lot 
of newspapers along and in them 
I read what a lot of wise, Intellectual 
birds had to say about what the 
last quarter of a "century had meant 
to the world. As far as I could 
make out, although there were a 
lot of words I missed on accoynt of 
not having a dictionary handy, the 
last 25 years have been about a 
10-60 proposition whether we're bet- 
ter or worse.

Certainly, from personal observa- 
tions, it seemed to me that a lot of 
poverty bad been eliminated during 
the i)ast Quarter of a century.

In 
removing poverty we have removed 
the tendtniies to do a lot of evil, 
nnd in a general way, added a lot to 
the pleasures of life.

About the only time 
I ever looked backward was when I 
left Arlzdna to get Into the movies 
and I think I snw the sheriff out 
of tho corner of my eye. Pve al- 
ways been thankful I was riding a 
better horse than the sheriff, other- 
wise the movies would have lost n 
good cowpuncher. That horse and 
saddle were my solo possessions. If, 
in those d'ays I changed my shirt It 
Was with someone else, but I kept 
that horse until he died, Just out of 
sheer gratitude. 

On Divorces 

There are a lot of things I'd like 
to sep hnpprn In 1928. For Instance 
I'd Ilk© to see the picture stars con- 
fined to one or. at the most, two 
divorces a year— those sorured In 
Paris not counting. Pd like to see 
the press agents conflnrd to the 
truth or else forced by law to think 
up some now ones.

Pd like to see 
them put more hu'incs.s into poll- 
tics and more politics Into hu.^Incss.

They will be of an operatic nature. 
This grives the organization a total 
of 10 regular working units with the 
original five produced by John 
Murray Andei-son. 

"While the Edwards units are be- 
ing shaped and those of Cambria 
get under way, Anderson will also 
have a new grrour) in work. There 
will be one special attraction for the 
Rivoli, presented in conjunction with 
the showing of "The American 
Venus" Jan. 24. Fay Lanphier, 
who is "Miss America," and the 
Misses Bay Ridge, Newark, San 
Francisco and Birmingham, will be 
In the production. 

The line-up of film productions at 
the Rivoli looks particularly strong 
with "Hands Up," "The American

Man" and"Behind the Front" for 
the next four weeks In the order 
named. 

At the same time it will be seen

as a boomerang on Thursday last 
wtfen the additional hearing granted 
on the government's petition to re- 
open the case was held. 

Thursday lust, however, when 
pressed by the new chalmvan of the 



commission. John F. Nugent, on this 
same phase, Mr. Swain* wanted it 
omitted, stating tnat the case should 
be decided on the testimony that 
had been admitted. This did not 
satisfy the chalroutn. who agreed 
with the government's counsel that 
an uncompleted case should not be 
passed upon. 

The outcome of the hut hearing 
was a direct reversal of the one pre- 
ceding. It was freely predicted that 
the case would be reopened. A last 
minute switch by Mr. Swalne caused 
the commission to have two mo- 
tions put before it by the picture 
Interests' counsel, one for dismissal 
on the present testimony, and If 
refused, a complete reopening. 

In opening for the government, 
A. F. Buslck outlined the reasons for 
W. H. Fuller's (the then chief coun- 
sel) petition for reopening. Mr. 
Buslck stated that approximately 
600 theatres had been acquired by 
V. p. since Sept. 1. 1924. the date 
of the closing of the testimony In 
the case. The charge was made 
that during the testimony F. P. had 
refrained from the acquirement of 
theatres, but the moment It was 
clojied began to purchtUM them In 
wholesale lots. 

Admitting the commission's right 



to reopen, Mr. Swalne pleaded for 
the case to be decided on the evi- 
dence already taken and to avoid 
the expenditure of further funds by- 
both the government and F. P. It 
was stated that outside of counsel's 
fees the case had already cost F. P. 
in excess of $200,000. 

Shortage of Product 
•Theatres costing In excess of 
$400,000,000 have been erected since 
the closing of the testimony," said 
Mr. Swalne, who added that the In- 
dustry feared a shortage of product 
to supply these houses. He pre- 
sented a stipulation showing the 
acquirement of theatres by F. P. 
and Its competitors and asked the 
commission to accept same. 

In contrast to their own acquire- 
ments in tlieatres, which Mr. Swalne 
claimed totaled but 107 since Sept. 
1. 1924. he drew attention to the 
stipulation wherein it was stated 
that DeMllle's now company had 
acquired 105; 1st N.. 130; U, 114; 
Fox, 162; Loew, 10;- Warner- Vltl- 
graph, 16, and others, 128. 

Swalne also declared that F. P 
did not own one share of stock in 
the Balaban and Katx theatres, 
which ho stated consisted of but 
five houses Instead of the 600 as 
claimed by the government. This 




denLiI as to stock ownership wa* 
also carried to the offlcers of F. P. 

The hearing brought forth tha 
new chief counsel of Bayard T. 
Halner, making his first statement 
before the commission. 

F. P.'s Profits 

The stipulation referred to by Mr. 
Swalne dlMclo.ies that the proUla of 
K. P. had grown from $4,110,086 in 
1022 to $4.245,78S in 1923 an< $5,422,- 
349 in 1U24, that the company's 
earning rate on tho tangible assets 
in 1924 of $40,372,606 was 13.5 per 
cent. 

Included in the stipulation as 
comparative data la the table ot 
profits above. 

It is further set forth that in 
1925 there were 606 feature pic- 
tures released, as against 580 in 
1924 with 1925 film rentals from 
domestic and foreign sources total- 
ing $210,000,000, of which $185.000,- 
000 "was for features, of this F. P. 
received $27,350,000 or 19.2 per cent 
of the total rentals. Of this earning 
F. P. received $8,175,000 from the 
foreign market or apportlonately 
one- third of their earnings. 

As to the arrangement with Bala> 
ban and Katz It Is stated under ths 
contract of Sept. 17. 1925. F. P. 
transferred all exhibition Interests 
In the U. S.. with the exception of 
the Frohman and Criterion theatres 
in New Tork city, which B. and K. 
said were not fit for picture presen- 
tation, to the Chicago company un- 
der a new corporation under the sola 
management of B. and IC "at a re- 
muneration ot 10 per cent ot tha 
profits."

Shortly before Xmas he and his 
second wife, Helen, are reported to 
have had a spat, the 109tb or 110th 
of their matrimonial career, and sha 
left Carr, presumably to visit her 
mother In Philadelphia.

alimony. When questioned by tha 
attorney for his former wife, the ac- 
tor said he had only about $100 In 
the bank and $15 In his pocket. }l9 
also stated Universal had asked hirn 
to resign from Its studio ranks be- 
cause of the notoriety Riven him In 
his domestic affairs and that as a 
result he had forsaken a $3,000 por 
month contract. 

Finding nothing available to re- 
lieve the distress of the first Mrs. 
Carr, Judge Hanby entered an or- 
der restraining Carr from disposing 
of any poporty he might have ex- 
cept one-half of his brink balance 
which the court allowed him for 
living expenses. 

Carr was dlvori;ed from hla first 
wife in New York In 1919.

Five tents on 
the stage suggest a gyi)sy eneanip- 
menl. Tbey are worked out in the 
new Art l.loa. The center contains 
the larsrest of the quintet and on 
each side they are graded smaller 
in size. The two eitl.er side of the 
largo tent revolve halt.vay at the 
curtain's parting and show eight 
dancing girls, four in each tent. 
They are in gypsy costumes and 
have tambo.s. The routine runs to 
fast sti i-ping with so.ne of it re*- 
mindful of the Tiller girls, only not 
so well done. The center tent re- 
volves at the conclusion of their 
number and the Royal Gypsy F.n- 
jsemble is disclosed. The title Is 
I evidently a coined name for this 
presentation. Four women who 
vocalize, a male vocalist and four 
instrumentalista.

An advertisement appearing the other day offering flO.OOO.OOO In mort- 
gage bonds of the new Paramount theatre also stated that subscriptions 
for the Issue had t«eii lecelved In excess of the amount, with the adver- 
tisement merely a matter of record. Bankers signing tha announcement 
were Kuhn. Loeb & Co.. Hallgarten & Co., an4 Marshall Field. Olore, 
Ward & Co. Subscriptions had been received at »8^4 with Interest to 
yield over 6% per cent It stated the Paramount site, former Putnam 
building at Broadway, 4Sd-<4th street Is valued, at $8,000,000 with the 
cost of the 81 -story building knd theatre to seat 8.700, 110,700.000. Famous 
Players will has formally leased the building of the holding company, a 
subsidiary of F P., and assumed rent as of Jan. 1, 1926. Famous expects 
the building will open by Labor Day, next. Wagers have been made 
on It. 

The Putnam building was erected by the Astors. The site and building 
were then valued at about $1,000,000. That was over S6 years ago. 
Previously the Broadway front of the block had been occupied by a row 
of three-story theatrical boarding houses. Astors sold for $2,225,000 and 
the Putnam building was resold for $3,500,000. Famous paying $6,000,000. 
Its new Paramount building will repre.sent $16,700,000 when completed. 

Meanwhile the New Tork theatre building, occupying the block front 
on the east side of Broadway, between 44th and 45th streets, was pur- 
chased by Famous Players at around $4,000,000. It had been sold at 
auction for $900,000 ahcut 17 years before. Now it Is valued by realty 
men as worth between $7,000,000 and $8,000,000. It's the best located 
theatrical block uptown at present, although the commanding magnlfl- 
ccnce of the Paramount building will force Its location to become the 
most noticeable In Times square.

The Strand, according to the account, can give Famous more gross for 
rental In one week than either of the F. P. houses could In two weeks. 
The F. P. theatres pay a percentage rental of the gross for the F. P. 
pictures. *

"Womanhandled" Is Richard Dlx's 
answer to Gloria Swanson's "Man- 
handled." Both are by Arthur 
Stringer, and both appeared in the 
"Sat. Eve. Post," but where Gloria's 
picture was straight meller this one 
is a wow for laughs, and it Rives 
Dlx a chance to work like a house 
afire. 

Inclderitally tt is Gregory La 
Ca\-a*s first production directed 
wholly by him, and it Is safe to 
predict he is going a long way in 
making the pictures of the future. 
"Womanhandled" looks like a sure- 
fire box office brt anywhere, and 
where they like Dlx it. Is going to

Dlx has the role of a wealthy New 
Yorker who get^ his exercise and 
thrHls by playing fa-st polo. He la a 
favorite with the ladies, and there 
have been any number of the ranks 
of the chorus to the society debs 
who have unsuccessfully set their 
caps for him. Then finally he meets 
a girl In Central Park, through 
rescuing her little cousin from 
drowning In the boat lake. She is 
the type that likes the big rough 
men from the West. She got that 
way reading Western novels and 
••'eelng westerns on the screen, so 
Dlx as Bill Dana fits right Into her 
"cheme of things by doing a little 
lying and saying that the West is 
his meat. 

He is 80 much la love that he 
even takes a rattler to Texas to the 
ranch of his Uncle Les. But the old 
place Is changed. All the cowboys 
have gone to work in the movies 
and the old place Isn't what it was. 
Cowboys there are, to be sure, but 
they are boys from New Jolsey, and 
the Bowery, Noo Ywark, and they 
do their rounding up of the cattle in 
filTvers Instead of on the backs of 
a bronc. Even the ranch house 
has steam heat, a bath, electric light 
nnd all the other modern conven- 
iences. Therefore Bill decides that 
he is going back east, but Just then 
a wire comes from his sweetie that 
she is on her way west to see the 
place for herself. That Is where 
the fim begins. The ranch has to 
be transformed Into the Idea that

In the end, however, the girl gets 
wise to the plot and likewise to her- 
self nnd all ends happily for both. 
The finish of the film, however. Is a 
comedy wow In Itself. A couple of 
bums sitting on a Central Park 
bench discussing the news of the 
day from a discarded paper that 
they have picked discover that Mr.

after the first of the month. To

Dlx is all over the lot In this one 
and does everything that his ad- 
mirers want him to and, in addition, 
has a couple of comedy scenes that 
pull laughs. Esther Ralston looked 
like a million dollars in a couple of 
close-ups that La Cava shot of her. 
and played opposite to Dlx in a 
manner that was most convincing.

The whole, however, 
finally evolves Into nothing more nor 
less than a good program picture. 
It does not Indicate that It will be a 
box office knockout at any stage of 
the K.ame, although the first week of 
the New York engagement at War- 
ner's will undoubtedly be big bo- 
cause of a comi)lnatlon of the holl- 
dnya and the petvonal appearances 
of both Irene Rich and May Mc- 
Avoy. 

The story Is that of a beautiful 
young wife who suspects her hus- 
band Is carrying on an affair with 
another woman. Another man who 
Is In love with her tips her off to 
look In hubby's check book and see 
If he hasn't been payln<7 money to 
"the other woman." She does rot 
know and never finds out th«.t the 
"other woman" is In reality her 
mother, whom she has believed 
dead, mother having run off with a 
lover years before, but, returning 
broke, has decided to shake down 
her daughter's husband. When the 
crucial mofnont arrives and the 
daughter is about to repeat mother's 
mistake, the latter steps Into the 
breach and at the risk of her future 
s&ves the day for the younger 
woman. 

It la a different sort of a role for 
Miss Rich, that of the mother with 
a past She has usually been a 
neglected wife and there seems no 
reason why on the strength of her 
performance In this production they 
should not go out and secure 
"Mndam X" for her. She can play 
It and should mop up In the role. 
Ronald Colman as the heavy plays 
with a fine restraint and Miss Mc- 
Avoy Is most charming and effective 
as the young wife. Lytell Is prone 
to overact at times, but In the ma- 
jority of the scenes carries himself 
quite well. 

Of the men, the one carrying the 
.most conviction was E^wurd Mar- 
tlndel. Of the three gossIp" old 
dowagers Helen Dunbar was the 
most effective. 

Lubltsch In 'handling the scenes 
at the race track did most effeetlvo 
work, and the shots taken from the 
window In the apartment In which 
the wife sees her husband dismiss 
his own car and hall a taxi were 
also clever, as were the subsequent 
scenes with Miss McAvoy. Lu- 
bltsch had her use her hands In a 
manner that focused attention of 
the audience on them and they re- 
flected most cleverly the emotions 
that the youthful actress was pass- 
ing through. Thla was by far his 
best piece of direction in the pic- 
ture.

The development of the broad- 
ca.sting of pictures was discussed 
during the hearings last week on the 
White bill, aiming to set up a "Radio 
Czar" in the person of the Secre- 
tary of Commerce. 

The White bill provides that the 
pictures must be subject to the same 
rules as for other material sent 
through the air. Congressman Sol 
Bloom (D.) of New York voiced an 
objection, stating that the develop- 
ment of this art was so far in Its 
Infancy that to place such requlre- 
ments upon It would be decidedly 
unfair. 

Two supposed jokers were picked 
up in the Dill radio control bill in 
the Senate, upon which hearings 
also opened last week. One of these 
was the reference to "free entertain- 
ment," which theatre men here as 
well OS writers and authors pro- 
nounced dM not exist, and which 
was styled as a dangerous phrasing. 
The other so-called joker was the 
provision In the Dill bill in reference 
to the commission set up to back 
up the Secretary. Senator Dill 
would have a "representative of the 
broadcasters" sit on this commis- 
sion by law. The writers have 
okayed, this providing a representa- 
tive of the writers is there .al.<»o by 
law.

Tlio reply to the effect that the 
apparatus and not the owner was 
licensed did not seemingly please 
the Senator, who stated that priority 
shouM rule in the Issuance of 
licenses.

Some new advertising accounts 
were heard, as well as the first re- 
turn of the popular Goodrich Sil- 
vortown Cord orchestra, under 
Joseph Knecht's direction, includ- 
ing the ever- popular Silver Masked 
Tenor, via WEAK This aggrega- 
tion has been A. W. O. L. (from 
the ether fans' viewpoint), fulfilling 
itinerant personal appearances In 
concert. 

The Smith Brothers' "Trade and 
Mark" duo plugged the cough drops 
with song from WEAF. The Lar- 
kinites were followed by another 
new combination, Hire's Harvesters, 
on behalf of the Hire's beverage 
company. A Russian prt)gram was 
offered, and very good. too. 

The Cliquot Eskimos, still another 
beverage outflt. with- Harry Reser 
heading the band, are an exception* 
ally worthy organization and al- 
ready among the p6pular leaders In 
radio olTerings. They possess an 
excellent style of dance music deliv- 
ery, and naturally so, in view of 
their extensive phonograph record- 
ing experience. They also feature 
some effective solo interludes. The 
Reser banjo Individually is out- 
standing for its importance in 
mainta4nlng tempos and rhythm. 
The Slivertowners and the Vincent 
Lopez jazzlsts wound up the even- 
ing for WEAP. 

WJZ had the U. S. Army band on 
a Pan-American program as a fea- 
ture. The Hotel Astor outflt also 
impressed. The sister station, WJY, 
devoted the major portion of its 
time to broadcasting the pro hockey 
game between the Bostonians and 
the New York Giants from the 
Madison Square Garden. The Van- 
derbllt band earlier In the evening 
clicked with its music. 

Oakland's Real Popularity 

Will Oakland again demonstrated 
the whyforo of his popularity from 
WHN. Oakland copped a recent 
radio popularity contest WHN 
made the usual rounds of the cafes, 
with Duke Ellington's 'hot" aggre- 
gation from the Club Kentucky 
starting the marathon. In between 
the usual assortment of song plug- 
gers and indifferent vocalists caused 
one to tune out promptly, although 
Ross Fowler and Belle Brooks per- 
sonally impressed. 

The Thursday night reception 
was poor and proved once ap.iln 
that too much dependence on radio 
is a fallacy. That radio is waning 
in popularity may or may not be 
strictly so, although there is a fail- 
ing-off tendency, but the fact re- 
mains it has not the same grip on 
the public ns formerly, fulfHlIng the 
original prophesy about its beins a 
pas.slng fancy. Regardless of thli, 
climatio conditions such as humid- 
ity rtr i)re-snow th.nw are a severe 
handicap, and for this season radio 
will never keep them indoors en- 
tirely. 

The Paul Whlteman Instance may 
be an example, although not a i^'ood 
one, since Wliiteman Is too strong 
a box-ofTlce card and can counter- 
act almost any condition for that 
reason. P.ut oven when one con- 
siders the strength of such "namen" 
as John McCormack and Mme. Hori, 
muchly advertised radio attractions, 
the same night that Whitenian ren- 
dered a repeat concert at Carnegie 
Hall; Whlteman sold out and could 
have done so almo.st once a^aln. nor 
did the theatres soffer any through 
conceited staying at homo.

The attempt of Thomas J. 
Hughes, employed by the music 
publishing house of Shapiro, Bern- 
stein A Co., at the firm's ware- 
house, 264 West 47th street, to 
carry on the work of an amateur 
detective fell Hat in Special Sessions 
when the two men whose arrest he 
brought about were acqulted of a 
charge of petty larceny. 

The two prisoners were Oliver 
Townsend, 28, negro elevator op- 
erator and Vincent Miraglia, 22, of 
93 Roosevelt street. Townsend is 
also an employee of the publishing 
firm. 

In court when the case was called 
for trial, Hughes told the Justices 
of his attempts to run down em- 
ployees suspected of stealing rolls 
of music from the firm and selling 
them at half price to a downtown 
dealer. To secure the necessary 
evidence Hughes said he hid in an 
ash can In the basement of the 
warehouse. He claimed that on 
Oct 10 the two defendants stole 
rolls of music worth $45.

Justices decided that the charge 
against the two suspects was un- 
corroborated and Insufficient. They 
acquitted both.

One of the biggest band bookers 
in Florida just now Is Johnny Hamp 
who directs a string of dance units. 
Hamp's Bal Tabarin orchestra 
opened at the Bellvlew Blltmore 
Country Club, Bellalr, Fla., Jan. 7. 
Another Hamp unit. Bernie Cum- 
mlngs' orchestra, opened the same 
time at the Bellvlew Biltmore 
hoteL 

Johnny Hamp's Original Ken- 
tuclcy Serenauiera, Victor record 
artists, open Jan. IB, at the Bilt- 
more hotel, Miami, while at the 
Miami Blltmore Country Club 
Hamp's Ambassador hotel orches- 
tra will be the attraction. At the 
Miami Blltmore Beach. Hamp has 
still a third combination, formerly 
at the Westchester-Biltmore. 



Like certain small unimportant 
neighborhood movie houses, the 
Wigwam bail room seems to depend 
upon week-end to offset the rest of 
the week. An ordinary evening does, 
not gather better than a small 
crowd. Estimating the overhead, 
orchestra, lights, staff and miscel- 
laneous items of expense, the margin 
of profit, if any, miist be slight. 

This ball room has never been a 
winner. Under a 'series of manage- 
ments and has had several names, 
Danceland, Brilliant's, with Wigwam 
the title assumed when Its present 
owners took possession perliaps six 
or seven months ago. 

Geography is against the Wig- 
wam. It is on one of the main 
stems of the west side, but in a dis- 
trict of considerable isolation, with 
a very small percentage of passers- 
by. It must be reached by car line 
from outlying residential districts. 
There is powerful opposition in 
Guyon's Paradise, less than a mile 
away at a pivotal intersection. 
Guyon's is very popular, and h.is had 
consistently .smart management, 
while the Wigwam has had a 
chronic black eye as "slow," "dead," 
etc. 

2,500 Capacity 

Architecturally, Wigwam Is fairly 
impressive. It has a good capacity, 
conservatively put at 2,500. Recently 
done over, there are some evidences 
of stringent economy in the finish- 
ing touches, the chairs in the bal- 
cony "toeing 'ordinary collapsible 
grand-stand seats. Little is done by 
way of bolstering business with 
vaudeville talent, special nights, 
Stunts, raffles. It is Just a dance 
hall grinding away each night and 
drawing a few handfuls of that type 
of young man and girl who seem- 
ingly devote all of their spare eve- 
nings to dancing. The occasional 
patron of a ballroom would not go 
to Wigwam, as he follows the 
crowds. It was noted that the stag 
line was about three to one to the 
supply of Jazz babies. This means 
that the youths are not going to 
get their money's worth, and will 
spread the report. 

'Some newspaper advertising 
doesn't seem particularly effective. 
Charley Burns' orchestra is av- 
eragely good ■^thout standing out 
as a draw aggregation. They play 
peppy music that is entirely ample 
for the needs of the place and that 
about lets them out. 

Butch Crowley, former bootlegger 
■with a prison record, and Ned Allen, 
one time warden of Joliet peniten- 
tiary, do not seem to have the natu- 
ral showmanship necessary to put 
over this ball room in which they 
sank plenty of Jack when they 
bought and remodeled it. It may be 
turning a small profit, but hardly in 
proportion to the investment.

This ballroom Is owned by Paddy 
Harmon, local sports promoter, who 
also has Arcadia on the north side. 
Dreamland is one of the largest and 
oldest dance halls in Chicago and a 
big money maker. 'The capacity Is 
about equal to that of two ordinary 
ballrooms, accommodating approxi- 
mately 3,000 more persons than the 
spacious south side Trianon can 
take care of. 

An important factor In Dream- 
land's big business is the location 
at a point whore, five "L" lines con- 
verge. It is also on the main route 
of a couple of Interurban routes that 
run into the farmlands outside Chi- 
cago. 

Spcci.-ilty nights are featured and 
regarded as important considera- 
tions in maintaining trade. Va- 
riety's reviewer dropped in on 
"Storm" night. This is a real nov- 
elty. An artificial storm Is manu- 
factured with the organ and elec- 
trical effects for noise, thunder, 
lightning, etc. Wind pipes shoot out 
strcam<« of confetti, wlilch flutter 
over the dancers. This sounds 
messy and Is, but the patrons enjoy 
it Immensely, and It Is »■ draw. 
Have More Cash 

The customers size up ns a nor- 
mal specimen of dance hall regu- 
lars, but better supplied with cash 
than at Harmon's other establish- 
ment, as witness the fountain here 
doing a big business after each 
dance. They are about evenly bal- 
anced as to sex, with a large per- 
centage coming in mixed pairs, in 
itself a noteworthy circumstance, a.s 
the customers in most ballrooms are 
strictly free !.ance. 

The policy seems to be one of 
mnij.iate liberalism with the stop- 
signal up on the too hot. Following 
the trend of the majority of b.all- 
rooms, "the <-harlestoa" is not en- 



couraged, clti^sslfled as a freak dance 
for the deserted corners. 

Dreamland sits pretty ln-th»^jat. 
ter of opposition. It has none. The 
nearest theatres are far away in re- 
mote neighborhoods. Dreamland haa 
the district all to itself. It is sur- 
rounded by families of the factory, 
working type. When the mechanlca 
and operators get washed up after 
supper they have the urge to movi 
to the strains of music or hike it for 
the distant cinema. Dreamland it 
closer to hand and probably geta 
many who would go movlelng if the 
flicker sheet were more convenient. 

Charley Cook has a 12-piece coI> 
ored orchestra, a fixture at Dream* 
land for Tnany seasons. They are 
warm and popular with the step- 
pers. A minor band employed on 
a weck-to-week basis alternate! 
with tho Cook Jazzers. 



RIVERVIEW, CHICAGO 

Chicago, Dec. 30. 
Ballroom at Belmont and Western. Cm 
paclty, 7,000 persona. Admission, Ma 
Rl very lew Melody Masters (8). 



As far aa known this is the only 
ballroom In Chicago where the or- 
chestra leader is also manager ot 
the place. It's a good idea and % 
hook-up that might bring salubri- 
ous results in ballrooms where tlte 
band has a tendency to cheat. An 
orchestra leader working for him- 
self is going to give full value. El- 
mer Kaiser is the combined cap- 
tain-pilot of Rlvervlew. He haa 
had the orchestra for three years; 
the management for three months. 

Originally a roller rink, Rlver- 
vlew has tremendous size. Its blf 
season is during the warm months 
while the amusement park adjacent 
Is open. Then the entrance is from 
the rear through the park. In win- 
ter the gate faces the street on 
the outside. An idea of the floor 
space can be gathered from the 
fact that a track circling it is said 
to be a sixth of a mile and looks 
it. Rlvervlew Ballroom Is In a 
building 18 years old, so can hardly 
compete In elegance with the dance 
emporiums of recent date. It has, 
however, a certain old-fashioned 
(Jlass. There are crystal globes 
which revolve and when tho light* 
are out cast reflections ovec the 
dancers. 

Relies on Novelties 

Special nights occur twice a week. 
Beyond a little placard advertising 
on the surface cars Rlvervlew does 
little straight away advertising, re- 
lying on the draw-'em-ln qualities 
of their novelty stuff. The clientele 
comes to a substantial degree from 
the Polish district some two miles 
to the south. For this reason at- 
tendance was not particularly good 
when Variety's reviewer dropped 
in on a Catholic holiday. 

Rlvervlew's location for winter 
trade is far from good. It Is across 
the street from a vacant lot and H 
in the middle of a long, deserted, 
badly lighted block. Its customers 
must come great distances by trol- 
ley as a rule. The nearest ballroom 
is Merry Gardens, about a mile and 
a half away. The Lincoln Is the 
nearest theatre and that's a mile 
away at least So opposition doesn't 
enter Into the equation to any ap- 
preciable extent. 

Rlvervlew publishes a house or- 
gan called "The Tattler," one of th« 
best this reviewer has seen. It U 
edited by a young fellow named A. 
W. Cappetta and is a simple yet 
effective device employed to get 
"personals" on the girls and boys. 
Boxes are provided where the cus- 
tomers can drop In little squll* 
about their friends. 

A sample of the sort of breezy 
stuff printed Is under a head^ 

"What Would Happen If 

"Smltty" didn't give Jeanette » 
Xmas present?" "Dimples didn't 
think ho was good-looking?" 

The sweetheart angle is impor- 
tant at Rlvervlew as at all ball- 
rooms. Dancing is still the worlds 
best excuse and easiest way to ge* 
acquainted. Upon approaching 
Rlvervlew, Variety's reviewer oD- 
served a big sign reading: 

"Attention Lovers— Big Mistletoe 
Party — Come and Be Kissed."

Lew Brown and 
Billy Wolfson, the entrepreneurs of 
Sie Melody Club, Introduced a new 
ihow Monday night, authored, spon- 
lored, presented and clowned by 
Brown and Clare, with the assist- 
ance of Arthur Franklin, the key- 
toard hound, and Fred Blondell's 
■nappy entertaining orchestra. 

Clare and Brown again evidence 
a gifted talent In their novelty pre- 
■entationa as revue authors that 
supports a previous review to the 
effect the team should go In more 
for production and authoring. 

The show, as ever. Is all Clare and 
Brown, the latter the same delectable 
dialectitian as before. His nifties 
and garbled whimsies are fly and 
yet not too smart to Impress the bc- 
Jogged cranium. 
fc Dorothy Ramey heads an octet of 
1 girls which Includes the personable 
and talented June Astor; the step- 
ping Ruth Savoy, who can sell her 
Btuft like nobody's business; Jane 
Carpehticr, a muscle dancer whos a 
flash for the atmosphere; Grace Car- 
roll (from "Cocoanuts "), a Charles- 
toner, and others. 

Brown and Clare have some funny 
Btuff In their show. One number Is 
a pip — a comedy bouquet Idea, with 
each girl personating a flower, viz.. 
one gal explains she was a Illy until 
■he went canoeing with a sailor. 

The opener is clever, the girls 
balking and declaring a strike on 
doing the familiar stepology. The 
second number la a hlghllpht Intro- 
ducing Blondell's orchestra as a sax- 
ophone sextet, the band being vcr.sa- 
tlle, all doubling on the reeds. They 
did two numbers In ensemble, the 
"St. Louis Blues" being a wow. 

Lew Brown's dialect "pome." en- 
titled "Down In Greenwich Village," 
Is an earful for any cover charge, as 
la the Clare pop song delivery. Clare, 
of course, did his own popular 
"Speech," the team Joining for a 
Wow finish In the second half, with 
Clare ballading %.n "eyes of blue" 
tJumber and Brown clowning and ad 
llbbing In dialect. 

A slate audience number and a 
Bed Cross Idea were other high- 
lights, with the finish a new edition 
of "Imitations," employing the same 
idea a.s In the original prescnt.itlon. 
The new "Imitations" arc funny, but 
Bomehow the edge has been taken 
off through the prior Idea. 

Plenty of I.iughs and plenty of 
personality. The girls are reapon- 
■ible for this. Their esprit do corps 
la the answer. Thoy radiate good- 
natured good-followshlp among 
themselves, covering one another up 
and clowning and "etralphting" in 
•uch fashion that the impression 
tan't help being favorable. Abel. 

AVALON, CHICAGO 

Chicago, Jan. 8. 

Another cafe Invading the north 
fclde is the Avalon. It Is located 
"Rilhin one block of the Ri-ndoxvous, 
^■li>h has a tremendous hold on 
north fiide i-atronage. The tafo has 
had a tough time getting straight- 
ened out with talent, havinji dls- 
r'iiycd over 50 cafe turns during the 
Short period open. 

The current entertainers, subject 
to change over night, are Lafayette 
and Delphino, Kramer and Boyles 
• (not the vaudeville combination), 
I>ulu Swan. Lee Sisters (not the 
kids), and Al Popoff. Frank Parks 
and his orchestra supply the music. 

The cafe has been going along 
doing only a fair business with Its 
800 seating capacity. It has been 
encountering substantial opposition 
in the Rendezvous, which offers a 
much stronger floor show and a 
more palatable variety of dance 
muHlc. 

The Avalon show is conducted 
more on the variety plan with the 
turns appearing individually five 
times dally. Including the supper 
show. Lafayette and Delphino top 
the program. This turn recently 
appeared in the better grade vaude- 
ville houses supported by a string 
orchestra. Their offering at the 
cafe consists of a varied routine of 
dances specializing In adagio. This 
Is a corking dance combination, but 
their efforts seemed to slip by un- 
recognized here, mainly due to lack 
of attendance. Kramer and BoylcP, 
two-nien piano turn, get over with 
pop numbers that could stand sub- 
■titutlon. Lee Sisters, harmony 
■ong and dance duo, slip over a con- 
ventional routine of sister offerings 
which clicked. Lulu Swan, com- 
bination singer and dancer, nie-a-s- 
Ures up to the average small single 

i;^Je entertainer. Al Popoff. ticket 

digger" In the afternoons, enter- 
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talning the customers daring the 
evening performances with a 
"Charleston"; fair exponent of the 
latter. The dance Is still bitting on 
all six In the windy city. 

Summing up the entertainment as 
a collective floor offering It rounds 
out only fair entertainment, with 
I^afayette and Delphino the Individ- 
ual hit. 

PVank Parka and his orchestra 
form a seven-piece combination and 
dispense mediocre dance music. The 
aggregation also seems to encoun- 
ter some difficulty in following the 
entertainers' tempos. It la not a 
snappy enough organization and 
does not supply the brand of music 
the public In general is desirous of 
bearing In a cafe. Perhaps there 
are some new men In the outfit, as 
this combination enjoys a fair rep- 
utation among cafe owners, having 
appeared at 'The Tent" and In- 
numerable other local cafes, lioop. 



TERRACE GARDENS 

Chicago, Jan. 7. 

Terrace Gardens to the man from 
Keokuk. Iowa, is one of tlie show 
places of Chicago. It's physical 
layout Is impressive and perhaps 
more memorable to the citizen from 
the sticks than any other cafe in 
town. Certainly It is evident that 
the boys and girls from the back- 
woods think they have seen Chi- 
cago's night life when they have 
'made" the Morrison cellar. 

This out-of-town clientele has 
made the Terrace Gardens a big 
financial winner. Chlcagoans in 
general do not include the Gardens 
In their Itinerary. 

Figuring It on a basis of the tran- 
sient middle class Rotarlan from 
the towns and vil'.ages Terrace 
Gardens affords enough entertain- 
ment to please. 

There Is Henri Therrlen, heavily 
featured In the publicity. Henri is 
a tenor, vigorous In person and 
voice.

A challenge Issued by Claude 
Golden, of Golden-Leutx. Inc. radio 
dealers, of $100 through Variety 
that the feat could not be accom- 
plished may be accepted by the 
Clarke-Pease Company, which spe- 
cializes In repairs on the Hispano- 
Sulza car. For some time the firm 
has wanted to secure the New York 
agency for the Hlsso auto. 

Hi.4S0 drivers hearing of the 
Golden challenge are said to have 
pooled ISOO for a similar bet If they 
can find an acceptance, and say 
they can obtain almost any amount 
to back their statement of stop- 
page and speed. One of the drivers 
claims to have stopped his Hlsso 
within six feet while doing 40. 

The test has yet to be proven be- 



fore known eyewitnesses, hence Mr. 
Qolden's skepticism and his sporting 
wager. Negotiations are on to bring 
the opposing parties together. 

The entire matter hinges on the 
Hispano-Suiza's mechanical brak- 
ing system on all four wheels.

Vogel got one offer of $10,000 for 
the number and Sheridan then de- 
cided he wanted more. Leo Feist, 
Inc., offered $25,000 for all rights, 
whereupon Sheridan decided if it 
was worth that to others, he'd pub- 
lish it himself and agreed with Vogel 
to give the latter 26 per cent of all 
profits on the song. Vogel was ac- 
tually paid $10,000, representing his 
share on the $45,000 earned by the 
song in its first year. Sheridan had 
opened an account In Vogcl's name 
and made deposits to his credit and 



then decided that $10,009 was 
enough.

their brave and glorious gods, to 
become subjects and worshippers of 
the white man's Jehovah. In so far 
as being a national menace, the 
venereal curse has been wiped out, 
and there Is little evidence that the 
natives are devout Christians. Cook 
charted the course for succeeding 
adventurer.*?, including hundreds of 
literary lights who Inked tomes of 
delirious drivel, romantic tales of 
lesbian delights — in plain United 
States, applesauce — in penning their 
sojourn among the I'olynesians. 
Not all writers are to be Included 
In the classification, as Melville, 
Stevenson, Cahleron and Jack Lon- 
don have made valuable contribu- 
tions to literature by thoir charm- 
ing, authentic chronicles of Tahiti 
and the Marquesas. 

Papeete Is the port of entry to the 
Society Islands of which Tahiti Is 
the main member of the gr.oup, the 
Poumoutos, or pearl Islands, and to 
the Marquesas group, 700 miles 
away. Papeete Is also the capital 
of the several Island groups com- 
bining several hundred islands, isrtes 
and atolls. Besides the original 
Tahitlans, Papeete Is Inhabited by 
every color and race on the face of 
our globe, and Is governed by 
France, as the groups are colonies 
of France. The French Idea of hold- 
ing sacred the customs, tastes and 
habits of their oyn people Is plainly 
evident In their government In the 
South Seas. No liberty-strangling 
edicts are promulgated; no laws of 
any nature are^nvoked to Interfere 
with the pleasures and pastimes of 
Tahitlans and visitors to the Islands. 

Gay«ty 

For night life the setting is Ideal. 
The natives and traders, the men 
of the sea and tourists, look to Pa- 
peete to drown their sorrows with 
gayeu^. Money means nothing to 
the traders and plantation owners, 
most of whom enjoy large Incomes, 
as well as do a large number of na- 
tives. The European and American 
notes that the gypping fraternity Is 
not encountered in Papeete. Syco- 
phant waiters, hat-checkers and tip- 
cadpers are no part of the sensuous 
scene. Night life Is not commer- 
cialized, though rampant and un- 
fettered. With all the advantage to 
favor the commerce of trimming 
ploasure-seekera, no such tricks, 
other than legitimate trade meth- 
ods, are adopted to subtract the 
dough from the saps. 

Night life is rather impromptu, 
instead of being framed and bally- 
*hooed. Wine Is cheap, women are 
plenty and frivolous; revelry is un- 
restrained, but very ordercly as far 
as rough stul* is concerned. That's 
one thing that's out — rough stuff. 
The rowdy boys from the ships who 
show their contempt by ruffianism 



don't last long In Tahiti. The na- 
tive police and the gendarmes wrap 
a quick manacle about the hairy 
wrists of "tough" sailors and toss 
thorn Into a warm bastille. The 
Tahitian lads are pretty clever with 
mitts themselves, as boxing is a 
real sport In the Islands, but they 
are naturally hospitable and cul- 
tured; therefore, averse to barroom 
nghting. 

"Ala Canaque" Dancing 
"Ala canaque" dancing Is the 
main feature of the real parties in 
the l.slands, but la never given at 
public cafes and clubs. "Ala ca- 
naque" Is the name given to the old- 
fashioned native dance that would 
shame a modem "cooch'^ dancer. 
With the old Tahitlans it was a sort 
of a religious ceremony, and carried 
a holy meaning. It Is said. Whether 
or not holy. It certainly la hot. The 
Frenchmen, liberal minded though 
they are, have done much to dis- 
courage "Ala canaque" dancing as 
public entertainment, but If a fellow 
is a right guy, he can see plenty of 
the old stuff at private functions. 
No "Gold Diggers" 
Despite the freedom from restric- 
tion, bawdy houses are unknown. 
Girls frolic for the fun of frolicking, 
it seems, but do not sell their charms 
or company. There exists a scat- 
tering of low caste giria. Immigrants 
from other Islands, who consort 
with sailors and beachcombers for 
what they can get In the way of 
food and drink, but not aa gold dig- 
gers. 

Fetes, which are protracted holi- 
days, are & sort of an amusement 
Institution In the Society Islands. 
A fete la put on at the slightest 
provocation. "The Fall of the Bas- 
tille," the national French holldaSr 
of July 14, is celebrated for several 
weeks, constituting a night and day 
revel. Natlvea from surrounding 
islands commence to arrive in trad- 
ing schooners, outrigger canoes and 
all manner of craft from July 1, 
many coming over hundreds of 
miles of open sea in a flimsy canoe, 
with a numerous family, a few live 
pigs and chickens for presents to 
the Queen, and a raft of food, all In 
a 20-foot outrigger. 

They don't know the significance 
of the holiday, what a bastille is or 
what It's all about, but they know* 
it's a great chance for a carouse. 
In 1914 a German raider steamed 
up to Papeete and signalled for coal. 
The natlvea were delighted with the 
strange visitor and were about to 
give them all the coal on the docks, 
but the French garrison objected 
and sent balla and bullets instead. 
The Germans bombarded the town, 
destroying practically all buildings 
except the German stores, but for- 
tunately only one Chinaman bit the 
dust. The "Fete of the Bombard- 
ment" Is now a great holiday and 



calls for two weeks of heavy cele- 
brations. The natlvea don't yet 
know who won the war or the bom- 
bardment, but they enjoy the fete 
to the limit of endurance, 

Long-Distance Prize Holders 

Every district and every island is 
represented at the fetes by their 
dancing groups and hymlnle singers. 
A contest is held with u. committee 
of chiefs and the French Governor, 
the Queen, as judges, prizes going 
to the district or Island putting on 
the best thow. The work of the 
dancers and .Tingers is truly marvel- 
ous. No opera chorus lives that can 
approach a well-trained group of 
hymlnle singers for effect and qual- 
ity. One particular group of 60 that 
has held the prize for 50 years, pass- 
ing It on from one generation to an- 
other, would prove the greatest nov- 
elty our theatre has known If they 
could be prevailed upon to tour 
America. The frenzied delight that 
this strange performance would 
arouse in our showgoers would tear 
the roof olT anyHnan's theatre. 

Most every one has heard of the 
Tahiti "fire-walkers," but few have 
viewed their curious feat. A trench 
two feet wide and two feet deep is 
filled with boulders, on top of which 
a fire Is kept for hours until the 
stones have attained a white heat. 
The ashes are cleaned off, then the 
walkers stroll nonchalantly over the 
hot stones, barefooted. Scientists 
have made Intensive studies to learn 
the secret,, but it's still a secret, and 
theirs only. 

Care- Free Half-Caste« 
The half-caste girls of Tahiti are 
beautiful creatures, gifted with the 
charm of French mannerisms, and 
the Oriental seductiveness peculiar 
to Island girls of mixed blood. They 
are a care-free lot that laugh at 
life. They are incapable of being 
"ruined," as according to the Ta- 
hitian moral values, a child born 
out of wedlock is as precious and 
lovable as the so-called legitimate 
child. Motherhood is honored, no 
matter by what means It is attained. 
Maybe they are Immoral to our way 
of living, but they have no orphan 
asylums. 

Papeete ^as its theatre, too. Not 
much architecturally, but highly 
diverting. European and American 
films are offered semi-weekly, with 
local - talent, entertainers, boxing 
matches and athletic exhibitions. 
Boxing is a popular sport and out- 
drawa any other attraction. The 
cafe is an important adjunct to 
every theatre and intermlsiJlons are 
of frequent occurrence to permit the 
customers to whiff champagne or 
beer. 

Home for Bad Pictures 
If you want to learn where all 



the bad fllma go when they die, go 
to Papeete. "Broncho Billy" and 
John Bunny are becoming great 
favorltea over there. ChapUn, of 
course, ia their idol, and his one- 
roelers of Keystone days are still 
drawing cards. 

The race track is open every Sun- 
day, but the block- long bar Is the 
big attraction at the track. Native 
ponies and horses from New Zea« 
kind do the running. The govern- 
ment operates the bookmaklng, but 
that feature of the races Is of little 
consequence, as most of the wageri 
are for wine. 

Regardless of all the applesauce 
written about the Isles of Illusion, It 
is nevertheless a great place, com- 
paratively free from hypocrisy and

Those responsible for the pro- 
vision In the House bill are reported 
to be standing behind their promise 
to Brady. A spirited contest is ex- 
pected when the Senate passes the 
measure and it gets to representa- 
tives of both arms of Congress. 

Several Democratic Senators are 
freely predicting that the whole tax 
will come off, the belief being this 
will follow a compromise offer from 
the Republican majority. 



AGAINST "ALMS" ANIMALS

Francis H. Rowley, president of 
the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
la the petitioner (or legislation to 
prohibit the use of any animal, 
reptile or bird on the streets or 
in public places In the solicitation 
of alms, collections, contributions 
or donations. 

The bill provides for a fine of 
$100 or 80 days in Jail for violations 
of the proposed law.

Having no other channel to dis- 
tribute their talents outside of the 
Immediate organization Midwest 
found it difflcult to secure some of 
the larger and better turns, tlirough 
not being in a position to offer con- 
secutive boolcings.

Another house in Elmhurst, 111., and 
the Aledo in Maywood, IIL. were 
also Included In the group. The 
out of town houses, including Deca- 
tur. Rockford and De Kalb, have 
been placed on the open market for 
acts. 

This does not Interfere with the 
picture booking agreement that the 
houses have with the Midwest. They 
Just decided to take the responsibil- 
ity of furnishing them with attrac- 
tions out of their hands as It has 
been causing Innumerable difficul- 
ties in securing the right talent for 
the right price and at the same time, 
blend with the feature.

Pantages. at the time the suit was 
filed, entered a cross-complaint In 
which he stated Kenrns and Saun- 
ders had no proprietary IntercHts In 
the proposed show, and that he had 
not entered Into any contract with 
them. 

Terms of the settjement have not 
been revealed.

It would be In 
violation of Keith's objection to 
"doubling" although the "doubling" 
alibi seemingly has its exceptions as 
with Roger Wolfe Kahn's Hotel 
Blltmore band which has been simi- 
larly approached for vaudeville 
bookings with a Palace return dats 
offered. 

Will Not Leave Air 

U Knecht and his Silvertowners 
appear for Keith's, it will not elimi- 
nate the radio session for the time 
being, since the Goodrich Co. has 
"bought" an. hour every Thursday 
from 10 to 11 for some time to corns 
and would not countenance cancel- 
lation and loss of circulation before 
a vast audience to please vaudeville. 
Knecht, who was off the air for a 
period, returned to the ether last 
week. He has revived too muck 
spontaneous Interest upon his re- 
turn to make it practical for a can- 
cellation. 

As co-attraction with the .Silver- 
town Cord Orchestra is the Silver- 
Masked Tenor who has been built 
up into a strong card In conjune- 
tlon with the band's Instrumental 
musle.

Each knows to a fraction what he la to receive and what he waa to dio. 

Just a Dramatist 
And what he has to do boiled down. Is to aa;;lFit In the production and 
realization of some fragment of a completed idea. 

The dramatist, librettest, sketch writer and creator furni.shes the idea. 
And, up until now^, he takes what he gets. 
And likes it. 

True, he has a contract with many clauses. But if he questions the 
statement, if he demand.s his stock money when received, If he kicks at 
omissions of his name in the billing, if he presumes to approve the 
cast" or be notified of rehear.sals when changes are made; If, In short, 
ha evinces any consciousness of his rights In his own brain child, upon 
which the whole structure of show businesj; is based, he becomes a 
"kicker." 

It ia true that with reputable producers he has no trouble. It Is true 
that wlien he has, it can usually be peacably and amicably arranged. 
But the fact remains that it is practically up to the reputablllty and 
voluntary honesty of said producer. And It should not be. An author 
should be assured of his rights because they are his. Not because some- 
one condescends to grant them. It Is better for both if they are auto- 
matically conserved. 

That the right and title to a composition has not always remained in 
and with its author and owner, and the right and title of all Its by-prod- 
ucts, is his own fault, and the fault of growing custom. 

Tho baggage man wants his 50 cents a trunk because the trunks are 
there and tho wagon Is there and they must be moved now. There i, no 
question about the need and the labor. The same applies to all the other 
departments. The actor must go on now. There is no question of the 
concrete service and its concrete cost. 

But the unproduced manuscript Is a vague thing. Its values are doubt- 
ful and are all in the future. The anxious playwright. Individually, is 
wililng to concede anything to assure Its production. So his rights have 
slipped away by custom. And an greed begets greed, they have been 
encroached on more and more. Now he is regarded as Impertinent for 
even mentioning them. 

Sharing for Creator 
So it la hl^h time to eafatiU.sh a base of law from which the creator 
shall share Justly In whatever of value he may create. 

There is no (luestion about that. It Is too obvious for di.scussion. It 
Ib only remarkable that it has been overlooked so long. 

But I cannot help wondering that so many bright minds can give so 

much thought to a perfectly ob'vlous prellinliiary and not look farther 

k toward the ultim.ite possibilities for an association of original creators 

I of the only absolutely c.s.senllal thing in the wnW8 industry, 

' Why not, with the control of all the expert nilnds of the drama, gain 

some of the advantages of that expert Judgment. 

It is all very well to say th;it no one can judge a play before produc- 
tion, and so far as the elusive spirit of It Is concerned that ia true enough. 
But some know more of the technical requirements than others. And some 
are better Judges of even the spiritual appeal than others and assuredly 
f. dramatist should kno\-. inijro of dram;i than a butter and egg man. 

And 200 dr;unatlsts should know more of play's p^ob».'^e chances 
than one dramatist. 

And If it la good business to give a producer all the earnings of a 
play excepting the author's ro>alty, and enable him to make 1300. 000 on 
an investment of fifteen or JliO,000, even though he only gets one hit 
out of ten, isn't It equally good business for the dramatist to take those 
chances himself? 

That the Individual dramatist cannot do so is plain enough. And that 
the small individual producer, with a limited roll, equally cannot produce 
20 plays In order to strike his aver.age, is plain enough also. 

How to Do It 
But what, one wonders, is to prevent the dramatist, jcollectlvely from 
Incorporating, retaining control of their capitalization, Installing a play 
reading system of acripta upon which the author's name would be re- 
moved, the filing of graded reports, the operation of a tryout theatre 
for deserving scripts to an audience of members only, the return of

(Continued ffom page 4) 
after light refreshments. Every 
cafe has its Jazz orchestra. With 
the babel of talk, the screeching of 
violins, the tang of the banjo, the 
bang of drums, Johannesburg is 
enjoying its night life. 

Supper dances at the principal 
hotel. The Carlton, gathers the 
society of the town. Britisher. 
American, French, German. Italian, 
Hollander, in fact, the world is well 
represented here. Outside In the 
streets the drab side of life Is pain- 
fully evident. One can see the 
drunkard stumbling on his way, a 
young woman who has Imbibed too 
freely, the unfortunate with the 
law, In the person of a police of- 
ficer, keeps a wary eye on all. 

As midnight approaches, the 
cafes begin to empty. At 12:15 a. 
m., except for a few stragglers and 
the usual night prowlers, the night 
life of Johannesburg ends. 

The natives, male and female, do 
not enter Into tho night life. Inas- 
much they are compelled to be In- 
doors at 9 p. m., unless in posses- 
sion of a written pass from their 
employers. There are no non-Euro- 
pean bfos. The natives employed 
on the gold mines are confined to 
locations Each mine has a cinema 
for the natives and these are con- 
trolled by the Rev. Ray Phillips, 
an American missionary. 

Cape Town 

Cape Town at night might well 
be designated "The City of Silence." 
Tho town carries on In a h\imdrum 
style, day In, day out, with practi- 
cally the same routine night after 
night. The places of amusement 
are also controlled by the African 
Theatres, Ltd. They comprise one 
theatre, a music hall and bios. Sev- 
eral cafes with one or two running 
Jazz orchestras, and hotels putting 
over dinner dances once weekly. 

No night clubs, unless run se- 
cretly. Theatres and vaudeville 
house start at 8.15, with the cine- 



mas at 8. Two of the bios run two 
nightly shows. At 11 or 11. i& ^n 
shows finish. 

On the outer surface Cape Towr» 
is strait-laced, but there Is a deal 
of hidden frivolous life. Vice ia 
clothed in a halo of semi-respect* 
ability. 

Younger Set 

The younger generation of Capo 
Town use night life in their own 
fashion. It is nothing to boast of. 
The dream of night life for many 
of the young and old men is to 
Imbibe as many whiskies as possi- 
ble, with the ultimate result, drunk 
— scramble to their homes, gel up 
next morning with a headache but 
proudly conscious of a night out. 

Often one sacs the worst .side of 
life reflected In the street secens. 
Being a seaport, some scenes at 
night require suppression. Native 
women enter Into this. 

Drink, in the form of • vile con- 
coctions, are sold to victims at ex- 
orbitant prices. Whilst in a 
drunken stupor they are robbed 
and thrown into the street. 
Privileges for Natives 

The native element, Malays, Cap* 
Colored, Kaffirs, etc., enjoy, imfor- 
tunately, priviloges that the native 
in Johannesburg are debarred from. 
No restriction as to what hour they 
must be Indoors. The colored class 
of Cape Town consider they are 
equal to the whites and adopt a 
truculent attitude. 

The natives set apart one night 
in the week (Saturday) when they 
indulge in, what Is to them, night 
life. They congregate, promenade 
up and down dressed In their Sun- 
day best, shouting, singing and 
greeting each other. This contin- 
ues to 9 p. m., when the shops close, 
and the revellers begin to wend 
their way home. 

This Is the natives' night life, 
with nothing exciting but a few 
drunks, and, very often, a few 
fights, in which knives and razors 
are predominant.

in New York for a number of days. 
As a host he Is famous the world 
over. It is said that no American 
ambassador, anywhere, ever, waa 
as popular with touring countrymen 
or foreign royalty as Mr. Moore, of 
Pittsburgh. 

He lived lavishly in a fabulous 
Madrid castle with an army of 
servitors, maintained a Rolls-Royce 
and other respectable cars, and no 
traveler from the U. S. A., of any 
consequence, could come within 
several hundred miles of th« 
Spanish capital without an invita- 
tion to visit — not only in the city, 
but in the Ambassador's home. 
Tho.se he knew personally, he sent 
for even over the national borders^ 

Though Mr. Moore has never 
tasted an alcoholic drink, his wine 
cellars were famous, even in 
Europe, where there Is no prohibi- 
tion and where there are many 
wealthier men than he. 

King Alphonso and the Queen 
gave him a reception and presented 
him with a Jeweled cigarette-case, 
autographed In their own hands, 
and the Queen Mother kis.sed him 
before the assembled guests. 

In politics, Mr. Moore is a Bull 
Mooser, one of the Inside leaders of 
the Roosevelt return movement. On 
a compromise, after Roosevelt's 
death, he swung to the late War- 
ren Harding for President. On the 
election of President Coolldge ho 
tendered his resignation, together 
with all other Harding appointees, 
as is the custom.

All of 
the stuff incorporated Is of released 
and familiar variety. Much of the 
show Is not up to Mutual standard. 
but may shape around to It later 
as It Is understood It Is still In the 
fixing proce.Hs. The tip-off that It 
was not one of the draw attractions 
came at the Olympic, New York, 
last week. This house, which 
usually has them hanging over the 
rails five deep, had plenty of room 
Friday night. 

In fairness to Singer and his 
troupe it must be said that he has 
lined up a good cast. The main 
fault Is lack of material. Several of 
the skits click for laughs, but not 
heavy enough for the Mutual clien- 
tele. The musical numbers are well 
put on and help lots, but these alone 
are not sufllclently stron-? to sell this 
Mutual opera. 

Markwood's tramp Impersonation 
manages laughs here and there, but 
his overplaying of the wide pants 
bit gradually became tedious, f not 
vulgar.

Caroline Ross Is a likable soubret, 
who leads her numbera well and 
wears -lore clothes th; -• is cus- 
tomary for soubrets on this wheel.

An Inside on this troupe 1 as It 
that It was a hurry up production.

Singer or someone should tak^ It In 
hand and speed it up. The 15 
choristers are better lookers than 
the average wheel show and also 
better dancers when given the op- 
portunity, which Is not so frequent 
in tills one. 

The production and cistumlng are 
as good as any, but the show needs 
a wallop before It can whip Into a 
money-maker for this wheel.

Square Garden is providing a 
change of pace for those wno desire 
a night off from the theatre. Last 
Sunday both games in the Eastern 
Amateur Hockey League frolic held 
a ptmch. both figuratively and lit- 
erally. 

In tlie first game the New York 
Athletic Club won from Pere Mar- 
quette of Boston by a score of 2 to 1. 
The victory put the localltes ahead 
of the Beantown boys in the league 
.standing, but tlie Manhattan goal 
tender had to retire for repairs after 
stopping the puck with his nose to 
accomplish the feat. It was any- 
body's game until the last few min- 
utes, when the Winged Foot men 
crashed through for their winning 
goal. 

The second game, however, held 
the explosives. This one showed the 
St. Nicholas sextet to be a much 
improved team. The addition of 
I Davis, ex-Princeton man, in the for- 
ward line has made more potent their 
scoring power, although Neidlinger, 
former Dartmouth gridiron lumin- 
ary, continues to be something of 
a threat to his own side at goaL 
The Knickerbockers, the "home" 
club, had taken Its first beating the 
previous night at the hands of Pere 
Marquette in Boston, although this 
game has been protested by th* 
Knicks, who questioned the eligibil- 
ity of two of the rival players on 
that occasion. Whatever happens, 
the Knicks almost dropped another 
In facing the St. Nicks. 

The Knlckeroocker battlers wer« 
first to score and held that slim 
advantage for a major portion of the 
three periods. The fireworks were 
mostly an In the final four minutes 
of the game when Bulkley, a former 
Harvard man. drove one past Lewis 
from a difficult angle to tie it up. 
It was but shortly after this that

Both extra periods, of seven and 
& half minutes each, were hectic 
with Davis missing a goal by inches 
when another L.llUant bit of weav- 
ing by him brought him face to 
face with Lewis, the Knick's star 
goalie, only to have his poke for a 
.score hit tho slim goal post and re- 
bound. It was during the later mo- 
ments of this game that the boys 
began to body check with a world 
of meaning behind the blocking, ac- 
conujanied by an undertone cro.ss- 
fire among the players which might 
have I>een moat Informative had It 
been audible. Anyway, a corking 
game that .should give the SU Nick 
hockeyists an abundance of encour- 
agement. Races followed the double- 
header. 

There was about $7,000 In the 
house, virtually equalling the at- 
tendance of the previous Sunday. 
This figure was claimed to bo profit- 
able but if so the margin mu.st have 
been slight inasmuch aa the Garden 
gets the first $3,500 for Ita own 
share.

New York's Hockey Education 

New York already shows signs of knowing its hockey. That Is to sajr 
the ice followers are seemingly picking their games and It's rather re- 
markable In that the great Canadian game is l>eing currently presented 
here after an absence of years. 

There are three classes of hockeyists now vlolng with each other In 
the new Garden, these being the professional, collegiate and amateur 
teams. As regards the pro sextets, comprised of the best players in east- 
ern CJanadian and A.-nerican ranks, a recent capacity turnout of 18,000 
witnes.sed the clash between Ottawa and New York, and this on a Mon- 
day night. This game marked the first visit of the "Senators" to Man- 
hattan, hence the curiosity as to why they were leading the league and 
the sixth sense that there would be fireworks explained the packed house. 
More recently, last Saturday night to be exact (Jan. 16), Yale an4 Prince- 
ton drew 15,000 at an admission scale which had $4.40 as its top. And 
that's an inkling what a "Big Three" hockey game can do In New York 
while another angle on this particular affair was thj^t the Garden was 
flooded with evening clothes unto the first balcony. Amateur league 
games, with the teams made up of former college luminaries and Cana- 
dian siinon pures, seemingly fluctuate on attendance according to the card. 
These games are played as double headers on Sunday nights and although 
the Sabbath patrona.^e has shown a steady Increase it takes a meeting 
of tlie better teams in the league to reveal a marked Jump In admission 
payers. The scheduled meeting between the Boston A. A. and the 
Knickerbocker teams, the league leaders, on Jan. 10 drew plentifully and 
proved a whirlwind and overtime exhibition which should make the next 
clash between these clubs a surefire draw. 

That professional people are taking to these Sunday night hockey 
games is as natural as It Is obvious. It's a chance to get away from the 
theatre for one night In favor of an interesting sporting event. 

However, the main point is that hockey Is unquestionably "In" for New 
York. That the public in apparently picking Its games simply shows that 
tho dyed-in-the-wool fans are fast educating prospective followers and 
the ahundant space the sjMjrt pages of the daiilies are giving up to the 
sport la having Its effect.

Some 15,000 people saw New York's first genuine hockey upset at the 
Garden last Saturday night when Princeton blasted Yale oft the Ice by 
a score of 4 to 2. Tho Tigers, supposedly one of the weakest teams among 
the colleges and certainly the prophesied "goat" of the "Big Three," 
went on a rampage and completely upset the dope and odds that must 
have approached two to one where there was any betting. Yale flgured 
af a decided favorite because of the close battle the EHI had given Wil- 
liams In the Lake Placid series and the extremes to which Dartmouth 
was pushed In order to win over the Blue. 

Princeton electrified -the Garden by sweeping Yale all over the Ice In 
t\ie first two periods during which the four goats were scored. Meanwhile 
they threw up a swesping "poke" check defense that not only baffled the 
New Haven contingent but completely stopped them. At one point 
during the game the Orange and Black had only four men facing a full 
Yale team but even then the Blue could not crash through for a scdre. 

Other than that superlative defense, the most effective In amateur ranks 
that New York has seen to date, Princeton supplied an innovation In 
offensive tactics (for New York patronage, anyway) by having the man 
with the puck skating Into the corners behind the cage to pass out for a 
scrimmage In front of the net The Tiger adhered to these tactics until 
tho third period when, with the score 4 to 0. the Jerseyltes went on tho 
defense and stayed there. It was during this quarter that Yale finally 
broke loose to score twice, mainly due to the work of Captain Potts. It 
must to said for Yale that Ferguson, a regular forward, and presumably 
ab.sont because of an injury, was sadly missed. 

The. main burden of the Tiger's victory was carried by Wilkinson 
(captain), Harding and Davis, the latter breaking a<vay for two goals. 
At that the Tigers' numerous substitutions macU no material difference. 
Their scoring power may have been weakened by the use of the "spares" 
but the defense was always on an oven keel. 



Barney Sedran out of Basketball 

The retirement of Barney Sedran from professional basketball marks 
the passing of one of its greatest players and the breaking- up of the 
Stc*hii-l<Yiedman combination, ono of the strongest the game has ever 
known. Sedran ranked with the greatest forwards of all times, and, 
teamed with Friedman at guard, was Instrumental In winning literally 
hundreds of games. Barney and Marty, as the fans know them, had a 
country-wide reputation, for they played In practically every city and 
town In the United States that could muster enough spectators to support, 
a professional basketball contest. _ ^ 

Sedran was long known as the lightest man In the game, tipping tho . 
scales at lirand yet more than holding his own with men weighing from 
165 to 190 pounds. Fellow athletes, f.vns and sport writers alike marveled 
at his ability to play the gruelling "pro" game night in and night out 
without Injury to heahh or his scoring average. It was nothing unusual 
for Barney to play every night In the week and twice on Sunday, and to 
spend half of the day jolting from place to place on trains or In an auto- 
mobile. Not only was he a craek player— many experts have placed him 
on all-time, all-star aggregation—but ho was an astute business man 
and promoted teams r.lmost as successfully as he played on them. Ho 
and Friedman owned the championship Albany team of tho New York 
State league for several years and were reported to have cleaned up a 
nice little pile of money on the venture.

Jimmy 
Ferguson and tlladys Smith (In her 
mnlo impersonation) al.so did ex- 
eellont dancing. 

The scene of the Cocoanut Grovo 
Cafe In Ivos Angeles Is effective. 
The b.md is on the stage and the 
white people sit around as patrons. 
Leona Wilson had some successful 
blues songs. Gertie Moore wore a 
striking sport costume in tho box- 
ing scene and looks very cute In 
her Russian outfit. The girls wear 
strut costumes in the finale that 
are becoming. Joe Jordon and his 
10 sharps and flats leave nothing 
unplayed.

Dance Well in "By Way" 

"By the Way?" the English show 
at the Gaiety, New York, has an 
exceptionally pretty chorus.

Trapped by the wife of his vic- 
tim. Otto M. Hunter, New York 
chemist, drug addict and suspected 
agent of a nation wide dope ring, 
who squandered $170,000 in two 
years. Is under special guard at the 
County Jail here as a result of an 
attempt to take his own life. 

Federal agents, who arrested 
Hunter, are on the trail of a Mil- 
waukee physician who is said to 
have supplied him with the nar- 
cotics. These narcotics are alleged 
to have been sold to private citi- 
zens, former patients of the doctor, 
(.« well as having been unloaded 
in hotels here. 

Hunter was arrested when, it is 
asserted, he went to deliver a quan- 
tity of drugs to the woman's hus- 
band. John, son of the late local 
capitalist, John Ely Pierce, who is 
ill. The arrest was brought about 
on Information funlshed by Mrs. 
Pierce after an' Investigation of 
seven months. 

According to Mrs. Pierce her hus- 
band had been addicted to drug* 
for some time and was taken ill 
when he attempted to break the 
habit. Overhearing a telephone 
conversation In which her husband 
asked that a supply of drug be 
brought to him, Mrs, Pierce en- 
listed federal aid. 

While Jail officials kept their 
federal ward under strict surveil- 
lance, federal narcotic Inspectors 
and members of the Department of 
Justice were attempting to decipher 
code telegrams they claim to have 
seized following Hunter's arrest. 

The code telegrams, together with 
a ."uitcase of narcotics and hypo- 
dermic needles, were taken by the 
aj.;eiils in the ba.scMieiit of a home 
where Hunter has been living since 
his arrival from New York. 



The new police administration Is 
launching a drive against various 
tiapper paradises in Greenwich Vil- 
lage, New York. 

The first onslaught was made 
Sunday morning at Miami Inn, 
Greenwich avenue and Christopher 
street, when detectives in command 
of Police Inspector Thomas Dona- 
hue swooped down upon the cabaret, 
arresting 150 participants of festivi- 
ties, including 60 girls. All were 
dismissed by Magistrate Norris in 
Jefferson Market Court later in the 
day because of lack of evidence of 
the debauchery charged by the ar- 
resting officers. 

Emil Fournler, said to be the 
manager of the re.sort, w:is also ar- 
rested on a charge of nrr;iintnining 
a disorderly resort and violating the 
Volstead law. Fournier's case was 
put over for later in the week. Kour- 
nier denied any connection with the 
establiahniont other than being a 
friend of the proprietor, for whom 
he said he was looking out fer 
things when the police arrived. 

The renewed raiding activities in 
this part of town have str\ick new 
terror in the hearts of the cabaret 
men. Most charge the raids to re- 
newed activities of the Washlnscton 
Square Association, whom, they 
eleim, have been trying to i)ut their 
places out of business for the past 
five years. They also figure 'hat 
most of the society's present com- 
plaints are but a duplicate of previ- 
ous ones, but that the reformers are 
availing themselves of the privilege 
of annoying the new Police Co»n 
missioner. 

The cabaret men declare they are 
operating on the up and up and 
within the law, but admit the raids 
don't help things with their patrons 
Young Girls Admitted 
The raiding squads claim to have 
acted upon complaints that young 
girls have been admitted unlawfully 
to the cabaret and that several com- 
plaints against the place have been 
filed by parents whose daughters 
have become regular habitues, 
despite under 18. None was present 
at the raid. The 50 girls taken 
.satisfied Magistrate Norris that 
they were over 20 and most had 
male escorts. 

The raids and general shaking up 
of the Village has given tlie section 
the first real excitement it has had 
for months. The untouched Joints 
figure it great advertising to bring 
a new mob to the Village, where, 
they admit. It Is needed badly. 

Following the raid of the Miami 
Inn policewomen were In greater 
evidence Sunday night than they 
had been for some time. It is un- 
derstood the latter will keep close 
tab on the dance halls and calierets 
to abrogate the admittance of 
minors. Several policewomen known 
to cabaret proprietors laid down 
regulations on their trip around 
warning them that unless the 
youngsters and other undesirable 
women were kept out of the places 
arrests would be made, after which 
would follow recommendation for 
suspension of dance hall II<'<»nso8.

The birth of the "Mar.selllalse" 
and incidents In the life of Its com- 
poser Claude-Joseph Rouget De 
Lisle furnishes the theme for Lionel 
Atwill'8 return to vaudeville. The 
playet has been authored by Brian 
Marlow. 

It is romantic melodrama that 
gives the star a great role which 
he plays superbly but which is more 
in the category of a curtain raiser 
rather than a legitimate vaude 
vehicle. While admirably played It 
lacks the appeal of "The White 
Kaccd Fool" and others of Mr. At- 
wlU's previous contributions to 
vaudeville. It's popularity and 
longevity will depend entirely upon 
its star. 

The action Is laid In Strassburg, 
April 21, 1792, when the blue blooded 
composer De Lisle elected to re- 
main loyal to France destiite his 
set's politics at a time when Prus- 
sia was threatening invasion. His 
compo.sition of the "Marsellalse" is 
credited with having stemmed Im- 
pending revolution and put a new 
fighting spirit in the sons of France 
that was too enthusiastic for the 
proposed invaders. The composer 
had stayed the war with a song 
which has since become the na- 
tional anthem of France. 

As the playlet progresses Marie - 
Celeste Guiene (Helen -Stanton), 
whose former Jilting of the com- 
poser has turned him to liquor to 
forget, returns free and willing to 
marry him providing he will return 
to his people rather than espouse 
the cause of the revolutionists. But 
he remains loyal to the cause and 
later traps the unscrupulous Robes- 
pierre in time to save his loved one 
from the guillitone while his 
martial air sweeps France to vic- 
tory. 

Mr. Atwlll plays the role of the 
composer with delightful repres- 
sion, at the same time incorporating

"BERLIN VS. LISZT" (14) 
AUx Hydo and Co. 

Band, Dance, Rovus 
19 Mine; One and Full (Special) 
5th Ave. (Vaudo-Pcta) 

Plenty of meat is crowded into 
Alex Hyde's 19 minutes with this 
Herman Tlmborg authored and pro- 
duced vehicle. It la a novelty in 
band acts, more than a band propo- 
sition, with the latter really inci- 
dental to the "decision" regarding 
the merits of Berlin's Jazz composi- 
tions compared to the masterful cre- 
ations of XJszt. The act's title is 
"Berlin vs. Liszt." with Alex Hyde's 
name featured on the opposite an- 
nunciator. Whether so Intended or- 
iginally or because of the timeliness 
of the Berlin name, the composer's 
title is to be preferred for box-offlcc 
values as that tells the tale. 

Hyde is shown importuned by two 
girls, one a disciple of Berlin and 
Jazz and other an adherent to Liszt 
and the classics. The great Amer- 
ican Jazz writer and the venerable 
Liszt are framed above them, the 
Berlin chap a ringer for Irving. 
Each composer pleads his cause, 
Liszt insisting he will live scores 
of years hence; Berlin in turn pleads 
for Jazz, if not he. will be plive 100 
yetkTs from now. 

Hyde decides to leave It to the 
audience. The usual competition 
stuff but smartly sold. A string 
quartet, heaaed by the dapp«r Hyde, 
all In appropriate decorous smocks, 
do Liszt's "Hungarian Rhapsodic." 
That there is an even break as to 
the merits of each was evidenced by 
the hearty applause for the old 
master. 

Berlin has his inning with Jazz. 
On the opposite section of the stage, 
which has been partitioned off, a 
Jazz aextct, also headed by Hyde, 
reels off some torrid rag stuff. The 
applause votes it a tie. 

The girls are introduced for a 
second test. One does a classical 
aria; the other a Charleston. Still 
a tie. Hyde decides to play a clas- 
sic tune and have the "hot" band 
render It in syncopated tempo. Liszt 
is at first vexed at this desecration 
but finally both Berlin and the old 
boy are pictured arms interlocked 
for a final curtain. 

It'a a corking idea and permits 
for anything. It is a novelty in 
band turns and as produced perfect 
for picture houses as well as vaude- 
ville. The act has been Orpheum- 
ing the past fall, this being their in- 
itial New York stand. If it's not 
set for the Palace next week, it 
should, what with the Berlin pub- 
licity not to mention the basic mer- 
its of Hyde's offering. 

Incidentally, for a band leader, 
Hyde having been abroad two years 
up to this season witli a dance or- 
chestra, the personable blonde con- 
ductor is a surprise. He handles 
lines like a legit and evidences a

Dun- 
ham, a sawed-off and aged farmer 
with a shock of while liair and white 
walrus mustache, sawed away at 
his fiddle down stage, though no one 
could hear a note of It over the 
orchestra, which stayed full-up and 
forte throughout. • 

The yokels Imported to do the 
barn dances were pitifully naive and 
genuine. They were comical only 
in the honest and earnestness with 
which they took it all. Throwing 
In Dunham, himself, and allowing 
that Norway, Maine, isn't a very 
big town, it may still be said In 
fairness that It is short on local 
talent. 

The Hip gave it a barn interior 
set, threw in the Foster girls, put 
Melli© on a dais,, broke in the turn 
with slides of him and Ford, and the 
act then went to it through a con- 
fused routine of quadrilles, lancers, 
reels and hick waltzes, with one or 
two solo attempts at jigging by 
some of the rock-ribbed Maineltes. 
They had rock In their feet as well 
as their ribs. The audience politely 
kidded them. Henry Ford did not 
appear in person at this show. 

Roy Cummlnga and Miss Shaw, 
with little change in the now fam- 
iliar hoke material, kicked It over. 
Miss Shaw looked very creamy In 
a dazzling white satin bathing out- 
fit. Cummings was sunk after they 
closed In on his trick drop, and h6 
should never try to follow it. It is 
his own, he does everything with it, 
gets great effects and comedy re- 
sults through it, and cannot substi- 
tute even his sound personality 
for it. 

The circus combination was a 
winner. The equestrian Rieffen- 
bacb boy and girls, the femlnlnes 
very attractive and all amazingly 
deft, were perfect Hip performers. 
The pretty Erfords, on flying, whirl- 
ing rings and traps. In the same 
number, goaled. and the dancing of 
Ruby Colleano. a pip, and the 
Denishawn and Braggiotti young- 
sters, mingling with Foster's girhes, 
made It a handsome picture and a 
swift, youthful, spirited exhibit. 

Moran and Wiser next-to-closed, 
also aided by the Foster girls for a 
hurrah fullstage opening, later go- 
ing Into "one" for their old stuff to 
set for the disappearing diving girls 
In the hoWover Hip tank, led by 
Lottip Mayer, a looker and diver of 
no mean class in eltlier aspect. 

Bert Melrose, in the first part, ran 
through all right, but his blowoff 
fall off the tables didn't go just 
right. His comedy clinked strong. 
Don Valerlo had two dancing girls 
on and off the wire, and his difficult 
splits and fast dances on the metal 
string caught gasps. "Turc" Dun- 
can, with two cute girls, Bobbie 
Brooks and Louise IMiilson, suf- 
fered from over-ver.satility. The 
boy sang, did hardshoe dancing, 
played the fiddle, 'cello, banjo and 
clarinet, none of them well enough 
to amount to much; as a deuce act 
it got by. 

Stepanoff, a dellnate-looking for- 
eigner, cracked loose some Russian 
steps and pirouettes seldom, if ever, 
.seen before, which Mordkin might 
have envied in his heyday. He had 
a troupe of intensively developed 
lily-like youths and technique- 
trained girls who did wild and hard 
figure dancing of the classical order. 
Stepanoff, personally, scored, and 
all of It was of high order. 

Attendance w-is somewhat shot 
and the house liberally papered, at 
that.

Anson 
la an Equity member but the claim 
concerns his work as stage director 
of the show. Question Involved Is 
that of Equity's jurisdiction. 

Gordon alloges he engaged Anson 
as the director at $500 weekly and 
paid him a tptal of $1,500. But be- 
cause of some mlx-up In deferred 
checks and S. ork on the show for 
several days after It opened In New 
York at the National. Anson put In 
a claim for the additional money. 

Anson's contract was a simple 
agreement, stipulating the salary. 
Gordon contended whatever the dif- 
ference between him and the direc- 
tor was not a matter for Equity 
action, In which attitude he is sup- 
ported by the M. P. A. Attorneys 
representing the mannprors* associa- 
tion and the producer argued the 
matter out with Equity officials yes- 
terday (Tuesday) with no agreement 
reached. 

The M. P. A. claimed that the basic 
agreement with Equity does not 
touch upon the matter of directors, 
neither Is It within the scope of 
Equity contracts. The managerial 
body further claims that If Equity 
■were to step In on the case It would 
be a precedent whereby other claims 
from persons and activities not con- 
trolled by Equity regulations would 
be put up to Equity. 

Equity on Status 

There seems to be a difference of 
opiriion about the status of the Gor- 
don-Anson claim among Equity offi- 
cials. Several of the latter sug- 
gested the case be arbitrated, the 
"M. V. A. and Gordon answering that 
the claim should be a civil court 
action or an arbitration outside of 
Equity. 

Equity feels that as so many of Its 
hiembers are directors from time to 
time, the interests of such members 
Bhonld be safeguarded. The M P.A. 
left the conference at Equity's office 
with the Idea of seeking a ruling on 
the matter from the American Fed- 
eration of Labor.

Berlin, Jan. 2. 

The manager's association of 
Berlin is complaining again that the 
theatre is going very badly and that 
a reduction of salaries must be 
made. They also demand a lower- 
ing of the theatre r nts, taxes, and 
prices for advertising, scenery and 
costumes. 

In return th© managers agree to 
lower the admission prices which 
are still too high. The top in or- 
dinary dramatic theatres ranges 
from 13 to $5. 

The actors organization has ad- 
mitted its willingness to discus.s the 
matter but demands that the prac 
tlce of cut-rating seats be completely 
abolished. Many o." the best known 
theatres are sending broadcast 
thousands of cards which admit to 
all classes of seata at a reduction 
of from one half to four-fifths. This 
practice has become so familiar 
only provincials ever think of pay- 
ing the full box ofllce price for seats 
at many of the theatres. 

As several of the most Important 
Berlin managers have built their 
whole business up on this practice 
it seems unlikely that they will dis- 
continue it.

Show Playing in Cuba 

and South 



Seventy performers comprising 
the cast of "Broadway Scandals" 
came within an ace of missing their 
.sailing date last Sunday when the 
Chorus Equity stepped in, demand- 
ing a bond of $4,500 to guarantee 
salaries and transportation of 40 
chorister members. After satisfied 
the American consul at Havana 
would collect this amount from the 
guarantors of the troupe, said to 
be Cuban -bankers, they were per- 
mitted to sail. 

"Broadway Scandals" was organ- 
ized in New York ty Harry Walker, 
cabaret agent. Walker stated that 
he held contracts for four weeks in 
Havana and four in Mexico City. 
Walker had posted $900 with the 
Ward S. S. Line guaranteeing re- 
turn transportation for the com- 
I)any. Equity was not satisfied 
with this since it did not protect 
Its members on salary. Walker and 
Ills associates are said to have char- 
acterized the show as a cabaret but 
inve-stlgation proved it was being 
sent out as a legitimate attraction 
which brought Equity into the mat- 
ter. The tipoft came when several 
of the choristers signed inquired of 
Equity as to the financial responsi- 
bility of the project. 

Associated with Walker In the 
venture Is William Lovatt, desig- 
nated as president of Broadway 
Scandals, Inc., given as the sponsor 
of the revue, and Harry Saks Hcck- 
helmer. Will IL Smith staged it 
and also accompanied the company 
to Cuba where It will open this 
week. 

Vaudeville Principals 

Most of the principals have been 
recruited from vaudeville and cab- 
aret fields. None Is affiliated with 
Equity, responsible for the associa- 
tion's concern only In the 40 chor- 
l.sters. 

Since an expose of liumlllatlon to 
which American chorus girls had 
been subjected In Latin American 
countries in previous Instances the 
Chorus Equity has discouraged 
members from accepting engage- 
ments taking them out of this 
country unless okayed by tne 
E<juity. Also several troupes most- 
ly musical t.'ibs that have attempted 
tours previously in this territory 
have stranded leaving the girls to 
>;et back as best they could. 

Walker said he had no fear of 
trouble with his organization. He 
claims the Cuban backers have de- 
posited a sum adequate to pay 
everything at a bank in Havana

notes on this bank amounting to 
the weekly payroll for the eight 
weeks' run which he claims to have 
Insisted upon before organizing the 
troupe.

In one, tho Sim- 
bert Theatrical Corp. complains of 
Fred Clark, producer of the bur- 
lesque show "Let's Go'' (Columbia 
Wheel), and in the other litigation 
Joseph Bennett is suing Tho Bohe- 
mians, Inc., alleging that the 
"Greenwich Village Follies" is using 
a skit without pernilssion. 

The Shuberts, as owners of "Gay 
Paree" and the current edition ot 
"Artists and Models," set forth that 
Clark's "Let's Go" Is making u«o ot 
three skits from both of their shows 
without permission, one from "Gay 
Paree and two from "A. and M.'* 
The producers set forth that over 
$200,000 was expended In producing 
these revues. Claiming originality 
for skits which are said to be gen< 
erally similar In Idea, the Shuberts 
are suing Clark for an injunction. 
an accounting of profits and "suit- 
able damages," alleging that "Let's 
Go," which played at the Columbia, 
New York, and the Empire, Brook- 
lyn. N. Y.. In addition to other 
stands, was deatroying the road 
value of "Oay Paree" and "Artists 
and Models." 

The scenes complained of are 
"The Proud Father." In the bur- 
lesque show, alleged to be a lift on 
"The Yogi Man" from "Gay Paree;'< 
"The Broadcasting Station" (bur- 
lesque), aa against "Tlie Announcer," 
from "Artists and Models;" and 
•The Study In Legs" scenes, al- 
legedly similar in both shows. 

The Shubert complaint, filed 
through William ^lein, details the 
conflicting skits, although "The 
Yogi" theme, with Its \splcy de- 
nouement. Is not recounted. 

In the "Greenwich Village Follies" 
litigation, Joseph Bennett estimates 
the value of "A Telephone Tangle" at 
$100,000. This skit, owned and copy- 
righted by Joseph Hart In 1913, waa 
assigned to Bennett in 1921 by the 
late vaudeville producer and author. 
Hart is alleged to have authored 
"Telephone Tangle" under the nom 
de plume of Chariot Bannel. The 
"G. V. Follies" Is complained ot 
having made use of the tclephonlo 
skit title, "Service," even unto the 
use ot certain phrases, lighting ef- 
fects, etc. Damages, a restraining 
writ and an accounting are simi- 
larly prayed for.

'\.astles in the Air" put on a spurt 
last week that shoved this well- 
liked piece close to the three tre- 
mendously strong pullers ("Big 
Boy," "Kid Boots" and "Follies"). 
"Castles" is in for a long run (sum- 
mer) unless all signs go wrong. 
The call for the three musical play 
pace-setters was a riot. Tickets 
were at a premium two and three 
4lays ahead of the performance, giv- 
ing the best insight as to how pow- 
erful the theatregoing was in town. 

"Rain" is now drawing the late 
patrons, but the power isn't strong 
enough to make it appear an error 
was made in ordering it out. The 
fact that the show was probably 
seen in the cities from which the 
visitors came prevented much force 
in last week's sales. 

"Dancing Mothers" la going up in 
orciiestra sales each week, but the 
balcony draw keeps the piece from 
being an unexpected "smash." A 
lot of conversation has been stirred 
up over the ending of this piece.

Charles Bamfield Hoyt. who wrote 
this one, is on the staff of the "Met- 
ropolitan Guide," a weekly with 
hotel and restaurant free circula- 
tion. The producer is the same 
Eddie Miller who owns nnd pub- 
lishes that sheet — an excellent thing 
of its kind and reported to be very 
profitable. This marks MillerV first 
out-and-out production on his own, 
although he is reported to have been 
interested in "The Last Warning," 
and was also one of the sponsors for 
that classic of classics. "One Hell- 
uva Night," which appeared so 
briefly at the Sam H. Harris last 
winter for the better part cf one 
evening. Hoyt used to be in the 
editorial department of the New 
York "Sun," and left that paper to 
go on Miller's weekly. In that way 
Miller became interested in the play 

It Isn't all bad, though there are 
times when its threadbare devices 
come near the breaking point. The 
central idea concerns a tramp 
printer named Muskogee (drunkard, 
|2 touch boy and all that), who 
wandered Into the office of the "To- 
peka Daily Press" one afternoon on 
his annual visit. The m.e. there put 
him to work as a reporter, handling 
the Santa Fe railroad j^ards. Be- 
fore leaving the office he met Ellen 
Leahy, daughter of the governor. 
She-happened to be In love with one 
of the boys on the paper. 

The next thing that happens Is a 
report that the governor has been 
shot and his daughter kidnapped. 
Muskogee hears of this and wanders 
off to the railroad yards. Before 
long he meets up with an old pal 
and they knock over a few drinks 
in a tough saloon. And it happens 
that the girl is secreted there, so 
when Muskogee finds it out he tips 
the police and she is rescued. 

In he walks to write his story. 
The night editor takes it, and when 
time comes for Muskogee's by-line, 
ho squawks, saying that his renl 
name is John Adrian Gookins and 
that such a name wouldn't look so 
good. So, Becretly, he puts the 
name of the girl's sweetheart over 
the story. That sots him in solid, 
and although Muskogee is reve.iled 
as the real hero, he shuffles alon". 
telling the m.e. that the time h;.3 
come for him to move on. 

Claude Cooper is almost the whole 
show. As the tramp printer this ex- 
cellent type man turns in a human 
and interesting performance. Of the 
cast he is the one Ideally suited for 
his role, and after doing a good job 
of Cap'n Bimby in "My Son" last 
season, he turns around here and 
repeats, George Neville. another good 
type man. Is miseasi here but strug- 
gles ca|iably against some terrible 
stuff. Hope Drown Is the pretty 



Avenue, which charges |3 for best 
seats and scales down to $2 for the 
rear of the house, which runs back 
about 22 rows from the stage. The 
seating capacity is about 2.')0, and 
on a rejtular performance basis the 
house can do around $5,000. The 
lobby 6irace is plentiful; mere is an 
air of prosperity about the place and 
this show was fairly well put on, 
with ut least a sane idea back of the 
whole project. 

The play concerned Jacob Usshor, 
head of his house, and his daugbtiT 
Constance. Ussher is an English 
Jew, though why a racial tinge 
should have been brought in seems 
funny, as the fact is mentioned but 
once or twice and then in such a 
m.anner as to have no Importance. 
Ho has made his money in an un- 
scrupulous manner. When his 
daughter announces her engagement 
to his secretary, the Hon. Rupert 
Herringham, he objects strenuously 
and upholds his objection until find- 
ing the daughter has been visiting 
the young man's rooms. Then he 
tries to hasten the marriage, un- 
willing for disgrace to fall on his 
house or for unhappiness to visit his 
child. 

It's a good play in one sense and 
then verbose in another. The char- 
acterlz.itlons of father and daugh- 
ter are excellently written and Clar- 
ence Derwent as old Jacob Ussher 
turns in a good performance. Rosa- 
linde Fuller, while she does capable 
work and lent considerable sparkle 
to the play, also did a studious imi- 
tation of Katherine Cornell and her 
acting methods. Particularly did 
she hold on to the last syllable of 
her words and raise her voice to an 
enigmatic tone In finishing a sen- 
tence. It was a good performance, 
but an affected piece of work, which 
fitted okeh here, but which would 
be a million miles out of key if 
dragged into any other role. 

Commercially, "The House of 
Ussher" doesn't look like much If 
an uptown try is considered. More 
likely than not it operates cheaply 
at the Fifth Avenue and the scenic 
outlay broke nobody's pocketbook. 
But uptown, things would have to be 
bettered and several of the minor 
members of the cast would benefit 
this play if they were working in 
other shows. 

Eisner's direction is capable and 
for a Little Theatre production this 
one has more of a professional air 
than other things glimpsed around 
New York. But even with its pro- 
fession.al air, it isn't a likely candi- 
date for the Broadway crowds.

has played Shylock for some time, 
but It is the first time for Miss 
Barrymore as Portia. In the early 
scenes she was given a bit to be- 
ing cynical regarding her suitors, 
but when that court room scene 
rolled around, she came on in a 
robe of cardinal red which not only 
clothed her with the eminence 
which the scn-ipt describes, out 
centered attention on h*r as she 
handled each and every line per- 
fectly. She and Hampden shared 
that trial scene triumph, and the 
leaser share was not hers. 

As to Mr. Hampden, It is to be 
taken for granted that ho gives a 
fine performance, for he is not only 
a great actor, but u conscientious 
and intelligent man. The combina- 
tion is well-nigh unbeatable. The 
Hampden Shylook is a mean Shy- 
lock but it is nut a characterization 
of a cheap man being nasty. It is 
the rich man, the dealer In fleets 
and big merchandise rather than 
a petty larceny fellow as some of 
the actors play him. 

Every speech falls beautifully 
from his lips and although there 
Is a scene or so which is played dif- 
ferently (1. e., the "Jessica, Jessica" 
bit) there is not a moment when 
Interest lags. Where Warfleld play- 
ed Shylock for sympathy, Hampden 
plays him more nearly as he is 
written, and where others have 
played htin freakishly, Hampden 
is strictly orthodox. He loses noth- 
ing by this method. 

Of the supporting cast, William 
Sauter as Antonio and Edith Bar- 
rett as Jessica stood out. Sauter 
Is a corking actor and his Antonio 
is the best work of the play aside 
from that of the two stars, while 
Miss Barrett, who had a minor part 
(one of the players) in the "Hamlet" 
which pi-eceded this, was as pretty 
and as capable a Jessica as one 
could wish. The others were okeh, 
too, with the exception noted. 

"The Merchant" is in for Six 
weeks. On the merit of the pro- 
duction and the performances of 
its stars, it should be able to go 
through that time easily and pos- 
sibly play extra weeks or continue 
the piece in the repertoire. It rep- 
resents another item in Mr. Hamp- 
den's ambitious program and If 
this actor has yet failed In any- 
thing he has undertaken, it is not 
to be recorded here. 

By giving these plays in the 
present sumptuous manner, Mr. 
Hampden almost raises himself 
above criticism by reason of the 
great service he is rendering, not 
only New York playgoers, bat the 
theatre as a great institution.

With Walter Hampden's second 
production of the season, and this 
a fine revival of "The Merch.ant of 
Venice," It becomes plain this actor 
has undertaken a Herculean task 
In playing a full repertory season 
in New York. But what's credit- 
able, he Is able to cope with the dif- 
ficulties of casting, directing and 
the thousand and one other little 
things which enter Into so large 
a production. For he stars In this 
play and gives a great performance; 
he cast It and did well In most 
spots; he directed it almost fiaw- 
lessly and produced it to a queen's 
taste — that is. If a queen's taste can 
overloolc the scene in which the 
trial is staged. 

This item of the iiroduction slicks 
out like a sore tliumb. It Is stated 
that Mr. Hampden's setting is truer 
to history than the others which 
have gone before. But get the de- 
scription, then the argument and 
m.'ike up your own mind. 

The Duke of Venice and his at- 
tendants sit on tho left, while above 
him Is a small box filled with wo- 
men dressed in gowns which recall 
the French Kinpire period. The 
same box Is dittoed on the opposite 
side of the set, while below tho box 
Is a door for exit. The main piece, 
S(?t in the rear, con^^lsts of several 
columns with arches of the Moorish 
type, nicely colored and tinted with 
a marble effect. It Is in front of 
this set that the trial is acted. The 
argument against the setting Is that 
it has none of the formality of a 
court room; Its columns produce 
the effect of an exterior, while the 
women in tho boxes aro discon- 
certing. This flaw and the Inadi'- 
quacy of Maurice Colbourne as the 
Bassanlo are tho only Irksome 
things. The rest is aces up and 
kings to follow.

On the night the reviewer at- 
tended there was a largo turnau ly 
and many chairs were placed In tii« 
aisles to satisfy tho extraordinurv 
demand which this serious pl:iy Jf 
a Jewish legend has occasioned! 

It is said that Lee Shiibert wanted 
to bring the play uptown, tliat \r- 
thur Hopkins was anxious to get it 
for the Plymouth, but the Misses 
Lewisohn have been adamant in 
their decliiration that it will remain 
on Grand street, where It beg.in 
Whether It will stay downtown for 
tho season is a moot question (or 
other productions are listed to fol- 
low this. If these productions are 
pushed back, as they possibly will 
be, "The Dybbuk" can go a long 
time yet (and It has been running 
over a month already) before It be- 
gins to peter out. 

It the demand gets so strong that 
It is brought to Broadway, It should 
be placed in an intimate theatre— 
where it should have no trouble In 
going along at a profitable gait. 

A "dybbuk" Is the soul of a dead 
person which enters the body o£ 
one living, a belief held by a Chassl- 
dic sect in Russia. In Ansky's play 
a young student struggling for en- 
lightenment dies in the synagogue 
and his soul enters into the body of 
Leah, the daughter of Reb Sender, 
a rich man. Ho has orderetl her to 
be married. After the prelude to 
the wedding feast has been gono 
through, she refuses to wed the 
bridegroom who has been selected. 
It is then that the mysterious 
Meshulach, a messenger, tells the 
crowd that a dybbuk has entered 
into her body. 

The next act has her before the 
greatest rabbi of the Chassidlc sect. 
Rabbi Aespae!, who attempts to cast 
the dybbuk from her. Seated In his 
room in the synagogue, before a 
long table which slopes from the 
head, where the rabbi sits, the girl 
stands, and from her the voice ot 
the dybbuk steadfastly states Its 
purpose to remain within >the girl; 
the voice of the rabbi grows mora 
stem, and finally the dybbuk leaves. 
But the spirit of tho dead youth has 
not been vanquished, for lying as It 
does between two worlds, it calls 
again for the spirit of Leah, and 
Leah, obeying the voice of one she 
loved, dies. 

Much is made In this play of 
Ansky's great knowledge of Jewish 
folk customs and of their traditional 
beliefs in Russia. The atmosphere 
called "local color" is reproduced 
to a point of magnificent reality In 
a manner which would do credit to 
Belasco, and the settings, too, are 
highly effective. The second act is 
largely given over to the weddlnR 
feast to the beggars and the custom, 
that each beggar must dance with 
the bride. The last act Is concerned 
with the casting out of the devil. 

Before the plot proper is planted 
the atmosphere is woven securely 
by a syagogue scene which might 
be the painting of «n old master^ 
so well have the types been chosen. 
The same care prevails throughout. 
and although there are BO or more 
people concerned, there is always 
that same care present in attempt- 
ing to keep the Illusion of the right 
types. Everything depends on this. 
The element of supernatural which 
enters Into this play is thoroughly 
convincing, because Ansky's people 
believe in their actions. There Is 
no doubter tamong them, and with 
things 60 well set on the stage It 
does not take long to enlist th« 
audience. 

It Is a weird sort of play, a highly 
Impressive production which well 
merits not only a trip to Grand 
street, but even to Brooklyn, if it 
happened to be playing there. Much 
of its value is gained from the fact 
that David VardI, who was In the 
Hablma production of the play, di- 
rected here and took a 10-week re- 
hearsal period instead of the usii^ 
four to have things letter perfect 
upon opening. His cast is good in 
every inst.ance, and Mary Ellis, re- 
cently the prima donna of "Rose- 
Marie," returned to the drama as 
Leah, giving a great performance. 
They're not paying big salaries at 
the Neighborhood Playhouse, and 
that enables such a large cast to get 
along on $4,500 weekly. But If this 
show were moved uptown in a house 
which could hold $10,000 or $ll.onO 
weekly. It would be po.sslblc to pay 
fair salaries to the principal actors 
and the regulation $20 weekly to 
the bit players, and the feeling here

The Americans attack 
the German line, and all of the offi- 
cers and attaches of the staff leave 
the dugout excepting the two pris- 
oners and a guard. 

Then develops the fact that the 
buck has no use for the fellow with 
the sliver bars. He is surly, insults 
his superior, etc. The dialog between 
the two Is humorous and obscene. 
The officer finally comes to the con- 
clusion the best thing they can do 
is to sacrifice themselves by over- 
powering the guard and sending up 
the star bomb to acquaint their 
troops with the location of the Ger- 
mans so a barrage can be concen- 
trated. 

The buck is rebellious. He says 
ho had enough war — that he got the 
dirt while the officer got the best 
at all times. He says that he was 
told It was a war for democracy, but 
he had changed his politics to a 
republican; that he and the officer 
were equal, as man to man, and he 
would take no orders. 

Finally the officer decides to do 
the job himself. He tricks and at- 
tacks the guard, who struggles with 
him. As the guard is about to over- 
power the officer the buck steps In 
and stabs the former with his bayo- 
net. The officer thanks the .soldier 
for what he had done, when the lat- 
ter replies, "1 made a mistake; I 
wanted to get you." 

Then the officer sends up his star 
bomb. The Americans send forth a 
gas attack. Germans come f.alllng 
Into the dugout, overcome by its 
effects. There Is one gas mask In 
the dugout — the one which the slain 
soldier had. The officer gets the 
mask as the room Is being filled with 
the fumes and tcMs the soUlier to 
put it on. Tho latter queries 
whether it is a commanl. and sa- 
lutes. The officer replies it Is. 
whereupon the soldier takes th? 
m.a.^k, strikes the officer, grals hold 
of him and adjusts it around his 
face, after which the soldier drops, 
having been overcome. 

The reception the .sketch and Hs 
playei's got was the most tumultu- 
ous ever heard In the assembly room 
of the auditorium.

Erich 
Pommcr, formerly at the head of 
the organization, has always been 
ae:ainst American affiliations and 
has supported the German element, 
especially the director Fritz Lang 
of "'Siegfried' fame. Therefore, 
P.mmcr's resiglnation undoubtedly 
Will be announced shortly. In his 
p'.ace comes Dr. Ferdinand Baus- 
back, backed up by the Deutsche 
Bank, the big semi-official German 
banking organization which has 
been behind Ufa since Its beginning. 
Expensive Productions 

The Ufa should be able to support 
ltf:"!f without this American loan, 
but has produced many pictures 
much too expensive for the moder- 
ate success they achieved. Through 
Its splendid chain of theatres It 
should be on a sound financial basis 
but hivj just muffed things again 
and again by producing so-called 
arasUc films which only went over 
well in the bigger cities. The 
Deutsche Bank has tired of a 
yearly deficit and d^tnanded the 
Ufa be made selfsupporting. And 
ao the capitulation to America. 

Just wliat changes It will bring 
about it is difficult to prophecy. It 
would be too much to say that from 
now on the German film . Industry

With a month still to go to round 
out the year 1925, the exports of 
positive motion picture films has 
Increased during the 11-month pe- 
riod approximately 60,000,000 feet 
over the like period in 1924 with 
the declared value disclosing an 
increase of, close to a million dol- 
lars. 

The total footage of positives ex- 
ported from Jan. 1 through Nov. 
30, 1925, reached 205,858,791 feet, 
valued at 16,186,460, as compared 
with 156,178,187 feet, valued at $5,- 
598,336, in the same period of 1924. 

Negatives had a large Increase, 
the' footage Jumping from 7,769,480 
feet, valued at $1,343,597, n the 11 
months of 1924 to 9,192,327 feet, 
valued at $1,756,284, In the like 
period of the year Just closed, from 
the records of the Department of 
Commerce. 

Great Britain discloses the largest 
increase, having jumped from 24,- 
000,000 in the 11 months of 1924 to 
35,000,000 feet in the same period 
In 1925. Australia also had a large 
Increase, the footage for the 1924 
period being just over 16,000,000 
feet while In 1925 It reached 21,800,- 
000 feet. 

Another large increase was reg- 
istered In Argentine where Just 
will be merely an offshoot of the ' ""'^er 13,000,000 foet were exported

POLAND'S EXHIBITORS THREATEN 
.TRADE PAPERS ON U. S. FILMS 



Adopt American Methods to Stop American Picture 
Publicity — Picture Owners* Ass'n Sends Out 
Notice — Washington Cognizant 



Variety Bureau, 
Washington, Jan. 19. 

With praetlcally evory nation In 
Europe endeavoring to stop the ad- 
vanca of the American produced^ 
picture within their conflnea, it was 
up to Poland to be the first to at- 
tempt to stop It via, the rather well 
known American method of shut- 
tins down on the trade press, ac- 
cording to a confidential report 
reaching Washington through of- 
ficial channels. 

The membership of an assocla- 
tloa of Polish theatre owners has 
informed the Poluth trade press 
that the members of the association 
will not only wlthhol* all adver- 
tising If anything pertaining to 
American produced pictures Is car- 
ried In the publication, but have 
even gone a step further than that. 
They state that any advertising 
carried upon their order will not 
be paid for If the announcement of 
an American produced picture is 
carried In any issue. Not only does 
this no-pay ultimatum apply to 
advertising but the editors are told 
they must not review pictures of 
the American companies. 

These "instructions" were sent 
•ut by the secretary and manager 
of the as.Hoclatlon over their 61gna- 
turea. They were translated and 
forwarded to Washington. 

Questions put to officials here as 
to what action this nation might 
take through diplomatic channels 
brought no response. They refused 
to discuss the situation. 

Two of this country's largest pro- 
ducers have already established ex- 
changes In Warsaw, with native 
Poles in charge. Another American 
company is shortly to open a 
branch there also. These have re- 
ported their grievance to officials 
hera but as to what assistance can 
be given officials could not divulge 
owing to the nation to nation angle.

Kansas Bars Five Films 

Kansas City, Jan. 19. 

Tho annual report of the Kansas 
State Board of Motion Picture^e- 
viewers shows that the board 
passed on a mile of film a day dur- 
ing tho year 1925. The report 
shows that 1,801 pictures were 
reviewed. There were 4,013 other 
pictures, duplicates, that went 
through the hoard's hands, but were 
not reviewed, imless eliminations 
had been ordered. Only five pic- 
tures were rejected during the year, 
but "cuts" were ordered and made 
in 338 films. 

Under k ruling made by the last 
Kansas Legislature news reels are 
exempt and the fee for censoring 
educational and sconlcs was cut 
from %\ to 25c. 

Fees received by the Board for 
the year totaled $23,404. Of this 
10 per cent was transferred to the 
State's general fund and the rest 
used to pay the salaries and ex- 
penses of the Board.

It ' cost the State of New York 
J89.956.33 to bar the exhibition of 12 
motion pictures during 1924. This 
was disclosed last week when the 
State Motion Picture Commission, 
the ofTlclal name for the censorship 
board, made its annual ■ report to 
Governor Smith. The sum repre- 
sents the expenditures of the com- 
mission for the year, while the re- 
ceipts totalled $197,049.34, leaving a 
balance of $107,093.01. 

Former Senator George H. Cobb 
(R.), Mrs. Elizab«th V. Colbert (D) 
and Artluir Levy (D) signed the 
report of the commission, the abo- 
lition of which was asked by Gov- 
ernor Smith for the third time in 
his annual message to the Legisla- 
ture on New Year's Day. 

The report points out numerous 
violatlon.s, such as getting leaders 
from approved films and attaching 
them to films that have not been 
licensed; by getting sub-seals on 
the plea the original seal was lost 
and then attaching the sub-seals to 
duplicate prints and many other 
subterfuges.

Former Mayor John H. Walrath, 
of Syracuse, was last night .om-

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ERRORS OF FALLING FOR RADIO 



Tho picture Industry took a fool step last Wednesday night when It 
ieniliraced the radio an one of the mediums to broadrast the dramatic 
•torics of the productions for tho screen. 

Associated First National, which sponsored the Innovation, should at 
all hazard been the last of the picture producing and dlstrihutlnp organi- 
xations to have fallen for the Idea. First National Is founded on th« 
bandinB of men owninp: theatres, tho radio Is a menace to the theatre, 
and in addition on the lace of the speeches made at the Hotel Astor they 
have seen the handwriting, providing they are foresighted enough to read 
the writing. 

The statement by a rndio man that tho bu^lnes9 of the radio was In 
excess of half a billion dollars last year md that photographs wore being 
broadcast today, should lead them to think of tho future. They are men 
with their money in brick and mortar, catering to the amusement loving 
public. What is going to happen to their Investment If In the future the 
radio can broadcast motion pictures? Incidentally as to the Immediate, 
What part of that 1500,000,000 radio la taking from the pockets of the 
public does the picture industry get through its furnishing entertainment 
to that public of 15,000,000 that the Radio Corp. of America claims that it 
nightly entertains. 

Does the motion picture man realize that 15,000,000 as a radio audience 
means that 15 per cen*. of the population of the entire country is being 
kept away from the theatre every night. How much money does that 
represent to the theatre owner as lost money, and how much to the Radio 
Corporation as added money in used tubes, batteries, loud speakers, new 
In.strumcnts, etc.? 

The original idea was "sold" to the radio corporation by Cosmo Ham- 
ilton, an author, who writes short stories and has had one successful 
play, "Scandal," to his credit. 

Has Mr. Hamilton given thought to what the sale of the brain-children 
of his contemporaries "on the air" means? Will the author get any roy- 
alty? It's all right for Mr. Hamilton, who sold the idea originally, he 
will undoubtedly get his, but what about the others who come along 
later? 

Did Mr. Hamilton think beyond his own welfare when he proposed the 
scheme to the Radio Corp. of America? Did he realize that the radio la 
the one means of expression that does not repay to the creative brains 
for their creations? 

What will be the return to the actor who plays in the picture for the 
broadcasting of his scripts? What will It be to the producer who makes 
the picture? What will either get? The answer Is, "Nothing as far aa 
radio is concerned." They never have given up and evidently they won't 
give up until a copyright law forces them to. 

Outlining Story on Air 
It is proposed at this time that there be but an outline of the story of 
the picture, enacted as a spoken Jrama by a cast of unknown players. 
As an entering wedge they propose to present on the air but an episode 
of the story leading up to a certain climax, trusting that this will cre- 
ate suflBcIent interest in the public for them to see the balance of th« 
story on the screen. As against this, one asks. "How long will it be before 
they give the complete stories and plays in this fashion?" And then 
what? 

This will have the effect of killing the suspense value in the plcturlza- 
tlons, and suspen-se is the paramount issue of any picture production. 

As another angle, who is going to write the stories to be broadcast to 
fit the "average 6-year-old mind" that the motion picture audience la 
supposed to possess. Is that to be Cosmo Hamilton's Job? 

Sold on Advertiting 
Undoubtedly the idea was sold to the First National on advertising 
value. Where are the average listeners-in? In the very small towns. 
How long Is it before a picture gets to those towns? Undoubtedly the 
advertising value will long be lost and when the picture does arrive It 
will be looked upon a.-? something stale to local picture theatre patrons. 
First National is now serializing Its stories In newspapers. Does the 
organization realize that this form of broadcasting will kill the advertis- 
ing value of such serialization, publication of which can be governed so 
as to contribute the greatest advertising value for the local exhibitor 
at the time that it will do his box-offlce the most good? 

Radio and broadcasting will never hitch if the picture people are wise, 
for broadcasting will do more to kill the B. O. return at tho picture 
bouse than any other possible medium of advertising expression. 

The Radio Hog 
Incidentally, one has but to look at the manner In which the radio 
corporations operate. They want everything for nothing. They are try- 
ing now to figure a manner whereby they will be able to let the listen- 
er-in to listen only providing they will be able to extract a fee from him 
for the privilege. Meantime they are going along getting those people 
who advertise over tho air to pay for the time that they use and likewise 
pay for the cntertalnors they furnish, and when the pald-advertlsing 
entertainment isn't sufliclent to fill in the time, they "bull" additional 
entertainers to work lor nothing, telling them they will get theirs In 
advertising through having their name announced. Entertainers who 
have tried this know U Is "the bunk." 

Keep away from radio pictures as long as you possibly can. When you 
must go to them make 'em pay, for that la the only way that pictures 
commence to get even for what radio Ukes out of your box-offlce.

Under such conditions the glory and 
gains are likely to be threefold — to 
the "Express" the ''exclusive news" 
and probably something from adver- 
tising, to Pathe the work of making 
the feature, and to Lord Beaver- 
brook the honor of being the first 
man In this cotmtry to do something 
besides talking. 

Exhibitors Insured 

Prom the exhibitors' point of view 
the success of the picture can be 
said to be certain. No picture yet 
made, not even the blggost of Amer- 
ican supers will have ever received 
so much advertising in this country. 
Day after day, week after week, 
consistent news and "pictures' In 
one of the most widely read news- 
papers in the country and a backing 
no other firm here has ever been 
able to give, a backing which by no 
means stops at finance. 

Day .by day the cost of production 
will be pubMshed In the "Express." 
If these figures are genuine and 
there is no undue extravagance thU 
dally contribution from the cashier 
should be of vital Interest 

When all the drums have beaten 
and the ballyhoo is over, tho ques- 
tion arises of that real use to the 
British lndu.stry will this picture 
be? Lord Beaverbrook will be able 
to prove that a picture can be made 
here when the financial resourca| 
are well-nigh bottomless; the ex- 
hibitors will do well following the 
months of heavy boosting: an actor 
or an actress will be given national 
fame, and then what? Who Is there 
In the British film world who can 
carry on under the same conditions? 

There is no sign apart from this 
"stunt" and his connection with 
Pathe, Lord Beaverbrook means to 
take an active Interest In British 
film production. 

The whole thing savors .sumewhat 
of those beauty competilioiis M* 
ranged to find a British "nU\r" by 
far-seeing American showmen, com- 
petitions which have also been 
backed by Britl.sh newspapcr-i. one 
hopes Innocently, but which have 
resulted in nothing but the ii.ition- 
wldo boo.sting of a feature and the 
ever-lasting disappointment of Pon>» 
screen-struck girl.

Take away direc- 
tors oiM- actors, our writers and wc 
have nothing left but a highly or- 
ganlxed production. distribution 
machne with nothing to keep it 
working. The studio is the first 
Bource of usefulness, prestipe. profit, 
success and failure In' motion pic- 
tures. And the studio Is only a 
body of men and women, gathered 
to record upon ree'.s of celluloid 
definite Images, which when pro- 
jected tell a story. 

"The motion picture is only 29 
years old. Its progress as an art or 
a business Is without anulogy In 
either field. When dramatic art was 
a thousand years old Its players 
were bedded In barns and said their 
lines In stable yard. Twelve years 
ago producers were startling the 
public by giving them their first 
■view of stories over two reels long 
The quickest development has been 
In those phases more easily adapted 
to the motion pictures, photography, 
costuming, staging, lighting, con- 
•tructlon of scenery and acting. 

"Nearly any unprejudiced scholar 
of the drama will say that the best 
acting in the theatre today is found 
In motion pictures. The camera i£ 
pitiless. The actor cannot imitate 
— he must be. The greatest artists 
are appearing In motion pictures.

put on without the aid of col- 
lored glaases held before the 
eyes of the Individual epecta- 
tors. It is called the Burkhardt 
Plastic Chromatic Film. The 
title of the lUvoU's current 
reel being "Man or Illusion?" 
To get away from the in- 
dividual lens proposition, a 
scrim witii a special fabrica- 
tion Is hung at the curtain 
line. About 1& feet back of 
the scrim a painted drop la 
hung. A landacope of trees, 
toned an orange, amber and 
green, are highlighted with red 
and green border lights. The 
ftlra scenM all have black 
backgrounds but the varlouH 
characters appear In color. 
The projection machine Is set 
so that the bottom of the pic- 
ture frame hits the bottom of 
the stage, thus giving the illu- 
sion that the <-haracters are 
walking around in this atmos- 
phere. Heavy drapes mask In 
the sides thus eliminating a 
frame line. 

The principle of all stereo- 
scopic pictures Is that they are 
made In two colors, red and 
green and that when the red 
lenses take up the red colors, 
the green lens will take up the 
green, and as the lens arc 
arranged that the lines of vi- 
sion mu.=it cross, the lUu.slon Is 
produced at the point where 
the two lines of vision meet, 
and thus the characters which 
is a blur of red and green to 
the naked eye, becomes a solid 
character as far removed from 
the screen as the iwlnt of vi- 
sion. That gives the third di- 
mension. 

Here the specially fabricated 
scrim supplants the lens.

Pittsburgh, Jan. 19. 
When la a theatrical publicity 
stunt not a publicity stunt? 

This question was the source of 
considerable pondering on tho paxt 
of tlie University of Pittsburgh, a 
po^ce magistrate, attorneys and 
theatregoers. It resulted from the 
arrest of two youths dressed as 
women at the special matinee for 
women only given at the Aldlne 
Wednesday, when Edna Wallace 
Hopper revealed her secret of youth 
to the fair sex. 

The Aldlne was Jammed with 
women, the stunt havln;.; been given 
wide publicity in the dallies. Every- 
thing was going along lovely when 
suddenly tfte performance was in- 
terrupted by a policeman dragging 
out two "she-looking" men seated 
well up front. They were taken to 
the police station and gave their 
names as George Wilson and Frank 
Armstrong, each 84, and added they 
were members of a prominent fra- 
ternity (Alpha Omega) at the Uni- 
versity. 

Wilson wore a fur coat end his 
powdered and rouged features un- 
der a blonde wig made him appear 
a very attractive flapper. He wore 
a stunning dress < f exceedingly 
short skirt exposing silk stockings 
of a nude shade that tapered away 
Into a black satin pump. 

Armstrong posed as a brunet and 
his dark eyes and Jet black bobbed 
wig framed his olive brown com- 
plexion. He also wore a coat and 
affected a short skirt, silken hose 
and pumps. 

Bath In Public 

The management took every 
measure to exclude men from the 
(»erfurmance. It was advertised 
Miss Hopper would reveal her se- 
crets of beauty, telling how she still 
was able to appear as young as she 
looked back In the early 90's. She 
had promised to show the women 
In the audience the proper way 
to get up in the morning, how to 
take a proper bath, go through 
morning exercises and dress for 
the street. The big feature was 
the bath, right out In front of the 
footlights. 

To make certain no men would 
get a glimpse. Directing Manager 
Louis K. Sidney en|;aged girl ush- 
ers. While Miss Hopper was go- 
ing through her stuff, a woman In 
one of tho front rows became sus- 
picious of two persons beside her. 
They looked like "real nice girls," 
she said, but their voices were a 
bit too basso profundo. The woman 
whispered to one of the women at- 
tendants and the word was carried 
to the manager, A. E. Kochendoer- 
fer. A policeman was called and 
dragged out the impers.inators. 

Made Up Pool 

"Well. boys, you got only two of 
us." declared Wilson and Arm- 
strong when they were locked up 
In the police station. "Hack there 
In the theatre are two other males 
and we're here to bet you that they 
will not be caught. Out at tho frat 
house four of us made a bet agnlnst 
.a pool among the fellows that at 
least one of us would not be dl.^- 
covered. We put on wigs, but the 
other fellows wore hats and they 
are pretty certain to get away with 
their stunt 

When called for a hearing be- 
fore a magistrate the next morninic, 
the two ofTenders, released on bail, 
failed to appear. And then the fun 
began. The chancell.tr of the Alpha 
Omega fraternity (Rudolph S'lsa- 
man), also a student at the uni- 
versity, appeared as a prosetiiting 
witness and was Indignant when 
the two students did not ar>pear. 

"Thp!«« itien were not members 
of our frat," said tho chancellor, 
'and I Solemnly declare that no 
member of our organization would 
engage In such an act." 

"It was a low-dosvn puUicity 
stunt," Hhouted an attorney (riam- 
uel Ho.<:enberg), who appoired for 
the fraternity. He Intimated that 
tli<) men were "planted" In tho the-

Picture Houses Off 90% 
in Business 



Variety Bureau, 
Washington, Jan. 19. 

Japanese picture producers and 
exhibitors are placing the blame on 
radlQ for the terrific slump In their 
business, in many instances 90 per 
cent lower than last spring, ac- 
cording to a special report to the 
Department of Commerce. 

It la reported that a Tokyo sta- 
tion now has 120,000 subscribers 
with applications received at the 
rate of from 500 to 600 dally, with 
a •like condition existing at other 
Japanese cities, particularly Na- 
goya and O.iaka, as well as In the 
rural districts. 



Los Angeles, Jan. 19. 
The St.ate Industrial Welfare Com- 
mission has Issued orders regulat- 
ing the employment of women and 
minors as extra talent In the pic- 
ture industry. 

The commission defines an "extra" 
as a woman or minor employed on 
a daily basis In the picture studios 
at a wage of $15 or less per day. 
The order provides that all work of 
e:.tra women In excess of a standard 
day of 8 hours shall be paid for r.t 
not less than one-fourth of the dally 
wage, up to 10 hours, not less than 
one-half of the dally wage after 10 
hours and up to 12 hours; not less 
than threc-quartera of the dally 
wage after 12 hours and up to 14 
hours, and not less than double 
after 14 hours. 

EUtras required to try on and fit 
costumes either at the studio or tlie 
costumers shall be paid not less than 
a full day's wage if afterward not 
employed. Extra women called upon 
to work at night shall be dismissed 
In time to permit returning to their 
homes by public service transporta- 
tion, otherwise the studio must 
furnish transportation. 

Meals and hot drinks shall be pro- 
vided for all extra women required 
to work In excess of the standard 
day after 11.30 p. m. 

The commission also ordered that 
proper sanitary conditions shall be 
provided when working on location. 
Employers must pay In cash or ne- 
gotiable paper at the end of the 
day's work. Carfare shall be paid 
on "weather permitting" calls. 

Studios must at all times have 
their employment records and pay 
check records ready for examination 
by the commission.

This reviio, ex.iclly what that ter- 
ribly misused word impllia, Is prob- 
ably the best thins ever put on the 
ntage of the Strand. And it la un- 
derstood that the current show (the 
second done recrntly) Is but an- 
other In what the house manage- 
ment plans as a \nnK series. 

Opening in "two" and before black 
drapes, six facsimill of various 
clsaret brands are on view, and as 
each turns around, a girl within 
steps out for a short dance. Thu.s. 
the "K^yi)tlan Deities' girl does an 
Oriental routine, etc., and the last 
to stip Is Klta Owin. the comedy 
eccentric dancer, who is behind the 
"Lucky Strike" package. She does 
a dance routine and then goes into 
a comedy song, "Ho Loves Me — He 
Loves Me Not," for which a prop 
daisy is used with good effect. 

Before a metallic cloth curtain, 
beautifully liKhted with puipic, and 
framed by black oilcloth curtains 
draped on both sides, Dimltri Tlom- 
kln and Michel Khariton, duo piano 
virtuosi, play two Chopin numbers, 
the Vaise In C Sliarp Minor and the 
Polonaise. Then comes Pauline Mil- 
ler, soprano, in "one" to sing Frlml's 
L'Amour Toujour L'Amour," which 
Introduced the Pompadour ballet. 
This enlists Mile. Klemova, M 
Georse and the ballet corps. Dres.sed 
In white wigs and hoop skirts, they 
work in an oval frame which re- 
veals soft green back hangings and 
a cluster of leaves hanging from in- 
side the oval. It is a perfect pic- 
ture, perfectly staged and brotight 
hearty response at the end. 

Next was Bernardo De Pace, 
mandollnlst and how! De Pace Is a 
familiar figure in the Strand, hav- 
ing played there with great success 
several times. He worked In "one" 
on a stool and wowed the customers 
with strnight selertlons and some 
nlc-e comedy stuff. Following this, 
the portal curtains parted and a 
special drop revealed the exterior of 
the Club Padlock, a fantastic look- 



ing place. Edward Albano, baritone, 
sang Herbert's "I Want "Tiat I 
Want" lustily and then this curtain 
was hoisted to reveal the interior, 
a m.is.slve set finished with panels of 
tin, squared oft with moulding to 
form dull reflectors which never 
quite rellected. This setting is 
credited to Henry Dreyfuss. The 
identical idea was used in the "Love 
for JMva" production at the Green- 
wich Village last year. 

A chorus of 16 girls works with 
Rita OwIn again in this number and 
the eccentric dancer does another 
fine routine. Then Krevoff, n 
whirling Russian dancer, does his 
stuff, and gives way to De Pace, 
who again goals the crowd. 'An- 
other for Hlta Owin and then the 
huge banquet table in the centre is 
hoisted. As it rises, curtains fall 
out to form fi red and gold canopy 
over the two pianists, hiilden 
beneath the tabic with their instru- 
ments. From then on the revue 
.goes into a snappy jazz finish led 
by Miss Owin and with chorus girls, 
a male chorus which as.«;i3ted Albano 
and the individual specialty artists, 
the whole thing was a sensational 
picture house flash — the best thing 
of its kind observed around the New 
York houses. 

This statement, of course, must

Two parts comprise the prologue 
given the premiere showing of "The 
Sea Beast" in New York. The first 
part doesn't fit while a second part, 
eomprislng a set of good effects 
<»howIng a ship ploughing steadily 
through a storm, though harassed 
hy lightning and waves, brought 
applause. 

The first part has two singers 
dressed in the costumes of the pic- 
ture, framed before a drop which 
reproduces the exterior scene in 
which Ahab and his sweetheart (of 
the film) plight their troth, as the 
.saying goes. The tenor Is dressed 
in sailor suit and the girl in crino- 
line, but the song they sing doesn't 
mean much. While the idea was 
okeh. It wasn't well executed. Back 
of the hou.se drop was a blue drop 
upon which 8t<*reoptlcan machines 
played to reproduce the effect of 
the moon over the water. But some- 
body forgot to put a moon on the 
drop, which made the reflection 
seem out of place. 

The electrical effects which fol- 
lowed were not credited, but a small 
ship and a lighthouse which alter- 
nately flashed off and on were the 
principal Items. A cloud was pro- 
jected over the set and lightning 
flashed occasionally. This was good 



"SKYLARKS" (23) 
Murray Anderson Ravu* 
IS Mins.; Full (Special) 
Rivoli, New York 

For the fourth of his series of 
revues of the Publix Theatres John 
Murray Anderson has jammed a lot 
of action into 15 minutes. The 
wallop comes with the closing where 
an Arab troupe of six men start 
tumbling and Just about tear the 
house loose. 

There are 23 people with William 
Stamm and Ruth Urban as the lead- 
ing vocalists, the only ones pro- 
gramed Individually. This duo 
handles a series of moon Songs that 
Is a medley of nil the moon melodies 
written In the last 20 years. They 
appear as Pierrot and Pierrette be- 
fore a transparency in "one" at the 
opening. When the curtain is lifted 
a housetop scene, rather futuristic 
in treatment, is shown with a steeple 
with a giant clock up stage center, 
a male quartet on to harmonl/.e with 
the leading sln^'ers at the opening. 
The girls, eight, are on for a fast 
stepping nuinl'cr, followed by an- 
other dance number with four of 
the girls. They are known as 
"Lenora's Jewels" and show the 
benefit of the Tiller type of training. 
A tumbler in Je.st«r costume 
works briefly in a dance number 
and then makes way for a girl that 
offers a contcrtlonlstlc dance that 
caught with the audience. Another 
number by t'.ie principal singer and 
the quartet and then a solo dancer 
who offers a kicking routine to waltz 
time and receives a hand for several 
of her Individual efforts, she flrtally 
registering 12 kicks straight up 
standing before the clock as it 
strikes midnight, with the final 
stroke the steeple parts and the Six 
Pashas are shown in a Uiree-hlgh 
Arab formation up-stago, tumbling 
to the stage proper and going into 
the type of fast routine that they 
usually reserve for the closing of 
their act when It Is presented in 
vaudeville. They had the Rivoli 
audience wildly applauding at their 
finish Sunday night, which only goes 
to again prove that an acrobatic 
turn with a fast routine properly 
spotted and not permitted to do too 
much Is always sure fire. 

This presentation as far as speed 
Is concerned Is by far the best of 
Anderson's four to date. There is 
some difference of opinion over the 
value of last week's "Gypsy Follies" 
and "Skylarks," but for general en- 
tertainment value for the average 
picture house audience the latter in 
the opinion of the reviewer has It 
all over the former.

Emil Gerstenberger, an orchestra 
conductor with musical shows (rated 
highly). Is the composer of this work 
which lays claim to being the flrst 
rhapsody ever composed for a reg\i- 
lar symphony orchestra and render- 
ed without the use of the regular 
jazz Instruments. That apparently 
refers to saxophones, fancy traps, 
banjos, and some freak Instruments 
which are put In the jazz combina- 
tion from time to time. That claim, 
of course, eliminates comparison 
with George Gershwin's "Rhapsody 
in Blue," written for Paul 'WTille- 
man'a use. It Is also stated that 
Gerstenberger wrote the rhapsody 
especially for the Strand. 

At all odds. It Is a competently 
handled number written by a musi- 
cian who no doubt regards Jazz as 
an Interesting medium for experi- 
ment. Gerstenberger hasn't delved 
Into the real "low down" jazz stuff 
for his music, but throughout hints 
more of actual syncopation than of 
that hot stuff called "jazz." But 
this "Rhnp.sody No. 1" Is well worth 
hearing, being built on a good Idea. 
It Is well orchestrated and holds an 
Intriguing melody which keeps the 
atidience Interested If for no other 
reason than to become Impressed 
with Its nice repetition. 

Kor picture house orchestras all 
over. It quallfles in a number of 
ways — flrst because of the Interest 
In jazt; secondly, the setting of a 
jaza strain to the classic method; 
third, the worth of Its melody, and 
liustly, the excellent manner of its 
orchestra. 

At the Strand It evoked sincere 
appl.iuse on Its flrst performance 
and there's no doubt but that later 
In the week, when the house or- 
chestra becomes more familiar with 
whatever nuances It may have, that 
the general effect will be better.

PALAST AM ZOO 



(UFA) 

Berlin, Dec. 26. 
SInco the opening in September 
the Ufa I'aliiiit am Zoo has had 
three proKrams in the American 
etyle. The tirat was around "Va- 
rletee," the Uupont film, with Emil 
Janninga, which Universal expects 
to allow in America. Here the over- 
ture was selections from "Pagliacci," 
played by the 70 men strong orches- 
tra under the leadership of Erno 
Rapee. One realized wliat a good dis- 
ciplinarian this conductor is, for the 
orchestra shows tremedous advance- 
ment and plays with effici'-ncy, even 
at tildes wiih delicacy. Particularly 
the clarinet solo was noteworthy. 
The hokumed-up endiiii,' with .snare 
drum fe'ot tiuni here, just as it does 
In America. Itapee and the orches- 
tra had tu lake six bona. 

Then the news weekly. Rapee 
tried to save this with his accom- 
panying niu.sic, but it was quite fu- 
tile. The Germans have absolutely 
no sense fur weeklies, and seem al- 
ways to pliotograph the wrong thing 
In the wrong way. Here they are 
10 years behind the States. But 
the prolog to the film was excellent. 
It consisted of a series of fast- 
moving vaudeville acta hurried 
across the stage in a grotesque 
fashion. Kach number only played 
about a half a minute. The climax 
was an exaggerated negro dance, 
•well executed by Oumansky and 
Peggy White. The Idea and the 
scenery are credited to Paul JLerti. 
the film director and scene designer. 
The idea was good, but the scenery 
a depressing gray, quite unsuited to 
the action. i 

The second 6IU was built ..-ound 
the Luhltsch-Pola Negri "Forbidden 
Paradise." It opened with Tschai- 
kowsky's "1812," which was well 
enough played, but did not go over 
big, ijerhaps owing to the fact that 
the 'Tklarseillaise" plays a big role 
In the composition. Another atro- 
cious news weekly was followed by 
" Boris Kroyt, the concertmaster'a 
rendition of Wieniawsky's "Souvenir 
da Moscow," which landed nicely, 
and a 'Felix the Cat" cartoon com- 
edy. The Russian prolog to the 
feature was again danced before 
scenery by Paul Lenl. This time be 
had the good idea of building it up 
in three levels, allowing very inter- 
esting dance formations. Howevor, 
the picture was not simple enough — 
a little' cluttered. Rapee staged It 
well and Onmansky's choreography 
was superior. Several characteristic 
Russian dancers stood out, and 
Oui. isky and Peggy WhiLe did a 
very amusing tin soldier and doll 
daacc to Herbert's "Babes in Toy- 
land.' The audience was c.ithusl- 
astlc and applauded right through 
the opening titles of the feature. 

The current bill is Ludwig Ber- 
ger's "Waltz "Dream" picture. This 
film is so long, running almost 105 
Minutes, that it was quit j impossi- 
ble to give even a prolog to it. So 
Oskar Strauss's overture to the 
"Waltz Dream" operetta was faded 
directly into the feature. Rapee's 
arrangement of Viehna waltzes for 
the fllm was so happy, however, 
that it twice got applduse 6n its own 
during the showing of the film at the 
opening. 

Taken by and large the orchestra 
and the presentation class up very 
well internationally. They could be 
compared favorably with the aver- 
age Broadway first-run presenta- 
tions. For Germany, of course, they 
■ are sensational. 



of the players, showing first a drop 
with a masterpiece painted on it 
and then fading through the lights, 
showing a reproduction in life, with 
the cello player ofrerintf "Traumorel" 
to applause returns. 

Splitting the orchestra and "Sky- 
larks," the John Alurray Anderson 
revue for the Current week, were 
"Movlevents," which came after four 
minutes of "Topics of the Day," the 
news scenes running 11 minutes, 
with Pathe and International pre- 
duniinnting. 

"Skylarks" (Presentations) whirled 
through In 15 minutes, with an Arab 
acrobatic act proving the clean-up 
of the revue. 

Raymond Griffith in "Hands Up" 
Is the feature for the week, running 
61 minutes, with a flock of laughs. 
The picture Is undoubtedly In a great 
measure responsible for the business 
this week, as Griffith has developed 
a considerable following on Broad- 
way in his last couple of efforts.

CAPITOL, BERLIN 

Berlin. De& 21. 
The Phoebus Film Co. opened Its 
new flrst-run theatre, Capitol, Just 
three days before Christmas. It Is 
situated right beside the Kaiser Wll- 
helm church and almost next door 



to the Ufa Palast am Zoo, their 
rival's much larger and very suc- 
cessful first-run house. 

Within a month'a time the Ufa 
Gloria Palast, another luxurious 
house, will be opened directly oppo- 
site. And the Marmorhaus, also 
under I'hoebus control, is Just a 
quarter of a block away, down Kur- 
fucrstendamra. It seems very un- 
likely that Berlin can support four 
such elaborate houses within such 
a narrow radius. If one or more 
must go, which will it beT 

The new house was designed by 
Hans Poelzig, responsible for Rein- 
hardt's gigantic flop — the Grosse 
Schausplelhaua. Prof. Poelzig is un- 
doubtedly a very brilliant and origi- 
nal artist. On paper his ideas seem 
masterpieces, but when carried out 
they somehow Just don't Jell. 

It must be said that the new house 
is cold. The lines are much too 
severely bare and the coloring lack- 
ing In warmth. It is lit, too, with a 
hard, white «'ght which almost gives 
one a chilL And, worst of all, of the 
1,200 seats one can see well only 
from the 600 in the balcony. In 
short, the originality of the design 
and coloring will b9 appreciate I by 
the connois<i<>ur, but will never ap- 
peal to the public. 

An orchestra of 8S plays under 
the leadership of Schmldt-Oentner. 
This young man has been conduct- 
ing in film theatres for the past two 
years, and one could expect at least 
routine from him. Unfortunately 
he seems 'to be under the impres- 
sion that he is a great conductor. 
He plays everything at a tempo Just 



half dgain too fast, and, without 
considering the theatre is small, he 
forces the orchestra to a continual 
earspUtting forte. 

Tae opening film was Fairbanks' 
"Thief of Bagdad," very well re- 
ceived. Though some of the high- 
brow critics remarked it was too 
naively Anglo-Saxon to ploase the 
sophisticated Germans, they have 
been proved wrong, as attendance 
has been excellent. 

The l^hoebus company has a con- 
tract ,to releiuso all United Arti.sts 
(American) films, and undoubtedly 
will get enough good product to keep 
them going nicely. As second show- 
ing they are bringing the Vienna 
film of Strauss's "Rosenkavaller," 
and. as third, Chaplin's "Gold Rush." 
Both are practically sure-fire for 
Berlin.

(if there weren't any other plans), 
and so over the young man hopped. 
Right here and now, big boy, the 
young man saw one of the best 
shows ever pulled in any picture 
house in this great nation of ours 
(you know, Joe, from the Atlantic to 
thQ Pacific and back), and If there 
has ever been a more expensive or 
better presentation of its kind than 
that "Frolics" show of yours. It must 
have been in Kankakee or Paducah, 
where the wise guys missed It. 

If I were you (don't be offended)

The opening of a new movie pal- 
ace doesn't stir up much excite- 
ment in this town. 1 he Terminal 
is beautiful, spacious, impresaive 
and all the other adjectives, double 
In spulos. But what of it? The last 
five years of frenzied theatre bui'd- 
Ing has Jaded tho eye and lra« 
poveiishod the vocabulary. 

The Terminal Is principally In- 
teresting from the trade viewi)oint 
booausc it adds ancjther presenta- 
tion house, another theatre that will 
require attractions and incidentally 
more work for tho vaudeviliian wlio 
Is estranged from vaudeville. 

Harry Beaumont, the astute book- 
ing manager for the Ascher Broth- 
ers, has not decided yet about pol- 
icy. The question seems to be: 
What price, i'aul Ash'? Where to 
get the man with that "Indefinable 
something" that means coin. The 
Terminal, open about two weeks and 
chan.i^ing four times on the week, 
has had Walter atopano and his or- 
cheslia for two en^agoments. 
Stephane Is apparently "under ad- 
vlsenieut." The managers in this 
town are not rushing forward pell- 
mell with I'aul Ash imitators with 
the memory of "Siggle" still fresli. 

Krom the back row of a large the- 
atre Stephane sizes up a.s great tim- 
ber, lie is less .s;ieik and mo. c :-iiuw- 
man than Slggie. His band will 
sweep everything before It, and he 
has a knack "or the type of comedy 
they understand in movie theatres. 
That is his ace. 

There are 10 men In the band, the 
piano player doubling on th ac- 
cordion the night Variety's reviewer 
caught the presentation. Stephane, 
In tailored tux and wearing horn- 
rimined specs, dances while con- 
ducting. His Charleston Is llrst rate 
— for an orchestra leader. The band 
Is pe.at, capable and, plus Stephanc's 
ability to make Intelligent announce- 
ments, the principal duty In such 
CQses, and to splco up the numbers 
with pieces of business, it is prob- 
able the Aschers might place him 
permanontly. But four changes a 
week arc too much. No bandsman 
can stand that pace. Those that 
have tried have failed. SIggle 
couldn't stand two changes a week. 

Working In front of the hand was 
a number of specialty people, chiefly 
Joe Lewis, late master of ceremonies 
at Frolics Cafe. Joe Is a punch line 
song artist. So long as he shows up 
at rehearsal with a good assort- 
ment of punch lines no manager 
need worry about Joe being able to 
deliver. Then there was Ruth Fisher. 
Ruth is good looking, churmlng and 
has a cultivated voice, but voices 
are two for a nickel and with only 
that to sell, big money will hardly 
come the performer's way unless 
repuf.atlon has been somehow ac- 
quired. 

Tho talent problem In these pres- 
entation houses and particularly 
with tho independents Is acute 
Quick-click personalities are need- 
ed. The ability to go out there In 
front of an orchestra or a tabl(f»au 
and register Individuality In two or 
three ..ilnutear Is rarer than rubles. 
.'Vlost of them Just leave a blah ef- 
fect, a blur of color and an echo of 
song. I'ersons from the legit who 
find the condensing of vaudevillo 
dllllcult and hectic would receive a 
haplism in real rapid transit enter- 
tainment on the rostrum of a movie 
theatre. 

The rof'ular Terminal pit orches- 
tra Is under the direction of Harry 
Coogan with the organ described as 
"mighty" (shades of a thousand 
press agents!) presided over by Am- 
brose Larson. IfoJ.

The picture is a 
succession of screams of laufihter 
ami Raymond Griffith Ju.st cuts, nn- 
olhor notch into hie n.«!t of hits with 
"Handa-lTp." There Ls a fureword 
on the film leader .statinp that cer- 
t.iln liberties have been taken with 
hi.sitorlcal facts whl^h removes 
criticism through the use of the 
character of Abraham Lincoln. A 
clever touch in ca.stingr was regis- 
tered here for they p need Oeorge 
Killings in the role of the president, 
the character he achieved fnme in in 
"Aliraham Lincoln " and the scenes 
In which he appears are shot with 
all seriousness. 

As to the picture itself it Isn't only 
a burlesque of the Civil War but of 
the wild and woolly west, Indians 
and all else in keeping with It. 

The picture opens with a scene of 
A cabinet meeting in the White 
House with Lincoln glum and brood- 
ing, and his cabinet likewise. The 
Union wLhout funds and little 
chance of raising any and the 
chances that they will have to let 
the South win the war. PInkerton 
arrives. He has been on a secret 
mission for Lincoln and has learned 
that there Is a tremendous gold 
strike in Nevada and that the owner 
of the mine is willing to finance the 
government. A Union officer is dis- 
patched to bring the flrst shipment 
of gold 5ast.

At the same time at the Confeder- 
ate headquarters word has been re- 
cleved of what i-'- happening and the 
army chief sends Haymond Griffith 
as his man to thwart the Union 
plans.

In the dash across the country, 
via wagon train, horseback and 
stage coach the two men meet. 
Griffith Is captured as a spy and 
about to be executed. The way In 
■which this gag Is wprked out brings 
laugh after laugh. Then the stage 
coach travel -with Griffith seated 
%vith the two lovely daughters of the 
mine owner while their father and 
the Union officer are seated atop 
the vehicle. The attack by the In- 
dians and the final rescue by t^e 
Confederate spv who shoots crap 
■with Sitting Bui. and wins his tribe 
from him, thus rescuing; the mine 
owner and the two girls. Finally 
the scenes at the mine with the 
leading of the army truck with gold 



and the troubles in tlnally getting it 
started. Kach one of those bits is 
worked out so as to obtain a maxi- 
mum of laughs. 

At the finish when peace is de- 
clared, the coniedian has two girls 
on his hand.s. They are si.sters. 
blonde and jrunet. He loves "em 
both. He's up ..Kulnst it for a mo- 
ment until a stage coach drives up 
and out Ktcris a i)ewhiskcred indi- 
vidual who gruet.'j the girls, asks 
for their dad and then proceeds to 
introduce liis wife, and his wife No. 
2, and wife No. 3 and on and on. 
until a great 1 ght dawns on the 
l.ero of the story who takes the two 
Kiris, hops into tlie starie with them 
and the fade out shows the back of 
the stage co.ach disappearing with a 
sign on the back "To Salt Lake 
City." 

Marlon Nixon and Virginia Lee 
Corbin play the leaiLs, opposite the 
star, with the former girl featured 
in the program and billing, although 
Miss Corbin registered better as to 
appearance and work before the 
camera. Mack Swain as the father 
of the girls contributes a great bit 
of western burlesque, while Mon- 
tague Love does the Ifnlon officer 
with just enough swagger to make 
him laughable also. 

However, It's a Griffith, and Grif- 
fith solely carries the picture.

Richard Barthelmess is one of tht; 
really consistcfit stars in the pic- 
lure world in that his vehicles gen- 
erall>r strike a high level of enter- 
tainment value. "The Ueautifu'. 
City," recently issued, was a bli 
slack, but preceding that he had 
turned out seven or eight humdin- 
gers in a row. and his stock wac 
'way above par. 

Now, with Lois Moran as his right 
bower, Barthelmess has turned out 
"Just Suppose," and It takes rant; 
as the best thing (from the public 
viewpoint) he has ever done. It is a 
.sweet proposition, filled not only 
with sentiment but with a gentU 
whimsicality which both Mr. Barth- 
elmess and Miss Morun express 
competently. The production Is su- 
perb, ditto the direction, and the 
acting in every instance Is of tht- 
best — and right here it Is predicted 
that the week's receipts at the 
Strand (where a big^evue is also on 



the bill) will refiect the merit of the 
show. 

The story Is that of a Prlncs who 
fell in love with an American girl 
On a mission here, ho meets the 
sweet Linda l..eo Stafford, and al- 
ihouKh ho introduces himself as 
,Iohn Gregory she knew he was « 
;;rince. lie visits at tlieir house and 
remains overnight. With the arrival 
»f morning comes Gener.'il Karnaby, 
hief uldo. with news that his 
brother in Europe has died and that 
he Is now the Crown I'rlnce, belong- 
ing to the state and no longer fro. 
to marry whom he would. Pathos 
and plenty of it, although It doesn't 
tret maudlin. 

Linda Lee hears of his new tith 
with a breaking heart, the pain oi 
which is reflected In as dainty a 
face as the projection machines 
have ever thrown to the screen. 
But the lovers part, and it is only 
several years later when she is sum ■ 
mering in Austria that he dashe;

That's a happy ending, something 
the play didn't have. 

Barthelmess Is great in every fool 
of film, and Miss Moran has not

■n a studio, but her little face, while 
not the apex of beauty. Is sweet and 
beatific. The girl is ideal for the 
part, and plays It so well that she 
shares the honors of the picture 
with Barthelmess. Geoftrey Kerr, 
who played the leading role on the 
•itage. has a subsidiary part here, 
'hat of Ton!, the Prince's confiden- 
tial aide. Bijou Fernandez plays 
TJnda Lee's mother, while Henry 
V'lbart turns In a good piece of work 
as the gruff old general. Through- 
out It Is all first rate, no shoddy 
iny where. In either the production 
or the acting. 

The continuity of "Just Suppose" 
la excellent, and an-y number of hu- 
morous incidents have been intro- 
duced which really belong. Th" 
"reduction proper looks to have cos* 
more than the usual BarthelmesF 
films, but, then, the picture as a 
whole, is better than his usual re- 
'eases (and the comment has alreadv 
been made that they're usually fine),

This film was designed as a 
Christmas- proposition, and has the 
theme of charity running tlirough it, 
the "Ancient Mariner" tale being 
utilized to lUustruto the point of the 
modern sequence. 

A man of the world tries to carry 
off an Innocent country girl. To 
stop him, an old seaman tells him 
the story of the ancient mariner who 
shot the albatross, a bird which 
symbolized everything goi .1. After 
he shot the bird, all the misfortunes 
of the world descended on him — he 
froze and then burned In the tropics 
—he saw visions of watei; and 
reached to find there was none. And 
only when he repented and was 
truly sorry did he get a break. 

So In the modern sequence the 
Tlllain was about to misuse the girl 
who had once saved his life and who 
had nursed him through blindness. 
But he heeded the seaman and in 
the end told the young boy who 
toved her that she was his. 

The theme itself Is old fa.shioned 
and poorly handled. The fantastic 
•equenccs, which Illustrate the old 
poem, are good In spots, but the di- 
rection has been too loose, and the 
actors run wild. Some of the In- 
dividual shots are good, but many 
are tak^n In miniature and show it 
plainly. At other times, painted 
lets w^re used for what should have 
been natural scenes and this cheap- 
•ns the effect. 

The one bright spot Is a group of 
kids in several school room scenes. 
There are three or four who com- 
pare with the best of the Juveniles 
In "Our Gang." Of the players Clara 
Bow does the best, while Karle Wil- 
liams' attempt at a comeback : -, not 
altogether sticcessful. For one thing, 
his mustache Is unbecoming. < 

"The Ancient ..larlner," at the 
Circle, a neighborhood house v raw- 
ing an audience of worl Ing -eople, 
was Jeered at several times. 8isk. 



One of those "btillt to order come- 
dies" for a former two-reel come- 
dian. Tlie trouble with it is tliat 
they have stuck to two-reel meth- 
ods in making a six-reel picture. 
Whoever is responsible for that 
must also be adjiidgod responsitjlo 
for this picture not hitting a little 
better to the Important money than 
it has. 

Monty Banks shows nothing In 
the way of screen personality that 
Biiould entitle him to get over in an 
ordinary picture, therefore 'f they 
want to get him across they will 
have to go after a type of story tl;at 
is more potent than this one. On 
the screen the star also takes part 
credit for the story. Maybe tliat is 
what is the matter with the pic- 
ture. Ihere are, however, a number 
of good hearty big latighe in the 
picture for the audiences that fre- 
Q:;ep' tne smaller houses. 

Banks Is the type of screen comic 



that Dallas Welford was stage come- 
dian when he llrst came to this 
country, and he should h.ave the 
Welford type of material.

Dorothy Dwan Is a nice feminine 
lead, while Bull Montana, Gunboat 
Smith, Mitchell Lewis and several 
other tough-looking men provide 
the villainy, which is strictly ele- 
mental but good. So "The Bashful 
Buccaneer" frames up all around 
as a neat release of the popular- 
priced style. 

And It shows that Howes Is fast 
acquiring the reputation as the best 
stunt man in pictures.

which is constantly faced with legal 
abuse through promiscuous litiga- 
tion from irresponsible people. 

Samuel Becker, a Minneapolis 
taxidriver when not a composer, 
claimed his "Valse Allurement" and 
Ted Fiorito's "When Lights Are 
Low" were similar. Wher. Francis 
Gilbert of Gilbert & Gilbert. New 
Tork attorneys, who came on here 
to try the case, showed that both 
were taken from a basic melody 
written 90 years ago by Von Weber 
In "Invitation to the Dance," Judge 
J. W. Molyneaux In the Federal 
Court dismissed the complaint. 

Attorney Gilbert produced nine 
strains of music from compositions, 
some of which were published 100 
years ago, %.-hich were similar to 
both disputed com^sitlons. Becker's 
own witnesses admitted under 
cross-examination that the basic 
melody of all were similar. 

Becker, when Instituting action In 
1924, broadcast many interviews to 
the local papers stating Feist had 
"stolen my sonK." That prompted 
the music firm to go to heavy legal 
expenditure to disprove these 
charges in a court of justice, rather 
than effect an economical settle- 
ment.

Ehrlich's Tarewell Blues* 
Decision Is Reversed 

Jack Mills, Inc.. publishers of 
'Farewell Blues" for which Sam 
Ehriich wrote the lyric and later 
sold his rights for $25, won a de- 
ci-'sive victory In the higher court 
when the Appellate Division re- 
versed a previous verdict In favor 
of Ehrlich and dismissed the com- 
plaint with costs. 

The court's opinion clears up the 
question whether a songwriter, 
after selling his Interest In a roy- 
alty contract, can sue on such 
agreement. Ehrlich sued through 
Abner Greenberg (himself a song- 
writer as well as a lawyer) that he 
was to receive 1 cent per sheet 
music royalty and 16 2-S per cent 
mechanical royalty. 

Ehrlich's complaint is also cri- 
ticized on the ground "no effort was 
made to amend the complaint to 
allege payments r^^lved by de- 
fendant" from the sheet music sales 
and mechanicals. The songwriter 
merely alleged a royalty contract 
but overlooked alleging whether his 
publishers received any Income to 
make good the royalties. 



Non-Union Band Ordered 
Out of Pasadena's Parade 

LiOS Angeles, Jan. 19. 

Because they failed to keep their 
agreement and march one hour 
ahead of the Tournament of Hoses 
parade, Robert's Golden State Band, 
said to be composed mostly of stu- 
dents from the University of South- 
ern California, and a non-union or- 
ganization as well, was chased out 
of the line of march by Pasadena 
mounted police under orders of 
Chief of Police Kelley. 

The police stated that the band 
had no right or place In the regular 
order of march and therefore was 
dispersed. Members of the band 
state they were ordered out because 
they were non-union. 

Robert's Band In 1924 was ac- 
claimed the champion band of Cali- 
fornia. A few weeks before the 
Tournament of Roses It was eh- 
gaged for the parade. Shortly after 
the musician's union notified mem- 
bers that none could appear In the 
pageant If non-union players were 
engaged. A day or two before the 
p^frade It was announced that an 
agrreement had been made by the 
committee whereby they could meet 
their contract with the Robert's 
outfit and still engage union men. 
By this arrangement the Robert's 
outfit was to march ahead of the 
parade. 

In accordance with the plan the 
band started ahead of the parade 
and as It played, performed various 
marching evolutions. These de- 
layed Its progress somewhat. As 
a result the head of the procession 
caught up with the band. 

Col. Mugatt, grand marshal of 
the parade, sent for Chief Kelley. 
who told Roberts that he was not 
keeping his agreement and must 
depart 

At the Washington-Alabama foot- 
ball game, in the Rose Bowl that 
afternoon, the Robert's Band, de- 
spite protests from unions, played 
on the Washington side of the field.

a broadcast version of a f\tiht event 
was as effective as actually viewing 
it 

Rickard believes that broadcast- 
ing of sports events Is all right for 
exploitation purposes and of bene* 
fit to the contests through the ad> 
vance heralding for which purpost 
the new Garden station will b« 
chiefly utilized in addition to verbal 
plcturlzation of big events. 

In November, 1924, Rickard sev. 
ered all relations with the Radio 
Corporation of America which had, 
for some time, via WJZ and WJY, 
radiocast Important fights througli 
hook-ups and relays with allied 
stations. Itlckard at that time ex- 
plained the expert description was 
boomeranging on the gate receipts. 

The purchase of WWGL Is nec- 
essary in view of the Department of 
Commerce's restrictions against 
licensing any new stations becaus* 
of the already cfowded condition of 
the air through clashing wave- 
lengths. A new broadcaster must 
perforce purchase an already li- 
censed station.

Chariot's Rendezvous 

On the same site and In the same 
room as when Gil Boag was the 
sponsor, with Gilda Gray as the 
stellar attraction, the nationality of 
the place has now changed from 
Hawaiian to British, with Jack Bu- 
chanan, Gertrude Lawrence and 
Beatrice Lillie as the attractions. 

One flash at this trio In the revue 
at the Selwyn is considerable in- 
ducement to follow them into a night 
club for further entertainment. And 
if you follow, you receive In full. 

That this Is a c!.ass threesonu- 
offering class entertainment to class 
patronage is as true as their Engli.'^h 
accent. In themselves they are 
worth the $4 cover charge the Ren- 
dezvous is currently asking — and 
getting.

The almo.st unanimous verdict of 
"in bulk" is, perhap.s, in favor of 
early departures, duo to the room 
and the orchestra. Mi.ss Lillie and 
Miss Lawrence thence provide with 
their burle.inuf on American sister 
art.s, after which Buchanan return.^ 
alone to do a melody from last year's 
Chariot's show. 

Corking enlortalnment all the way 
while these three are out Were 
they to do an hour they'd never lose 
a patron. I'ndouljteJly a draw, the 
room was pl,i\ing to caj)aclty on a 
Thursday niu'lit.

This bill, copies of which are to 
be mailed to all f&ir associations 
In the sUte, calls for fewer and 
better fairs in that If passed and 
becoming a law the enactment will 
provide for only one county fair in 
each eounty and that only to re- 
ceive the money appropriated for 
the payment of premiums. The bill, 
drafted for the association by 
Senator H. H. Leuis, of Russell, also 
calls for the payment of premium 
money on a basis of the total 
premliAns paid by the fairs Instead 
«f' the population of the counties. 
Senator Lting Is a stockholder in 
the Russell county fair and will 
father the bill In the legislature. 
Be announced also that on his own 
inltUtive, he will introduce a bill 
making It possible for counties to 
anite in a district fair and for such 
associations state aid could be 
■iven. 

The fair secretaries and oiUcials 
meeting In conjunction with the 
meetings of the state board of 
agriculture, ware of sevMUl minds 
recarding the continuing of horse 
noes as an attraction. It was

FATAL ACCIDENT 
TO DAREDEVILS 



"Cord of Death" Tragedy 
Serial in Germany 



BerUnrJan. t. 

1926 has been a "very bad year 
for the circus daredevil performers. 
July 2$, the death-Jumper, Cleff 
Aeros, fell to the ground from a 
75-foot pole while doing a four-fold 
somersault at the Ulap Park, Berlin. 
On the very next day in the very 
same park the tightrope walker, 
Herman Liepelt, had a fatal acci- 
dent A week later In the Neue 
Welt Katbrlna, Bllck (ell during a 
balancing act and was crippled for 
life. 

Tragic eataatrophes aro also con- 
nected with the act "Das Sell des 
Todes' <"Tha Cord of Death"). 
This stunt la undoubtedly the most 
dangerous of its kind aver tried. 
It is a variation of the old "Leap 
the Gap" with tho gap to be closed 
by a section held aloft by a rope. 

As the two riders come down a 
steeply Inclined plane they shoot at 
the rope, releasing the missing 
section and closing the gap. The 
first time the gap did not close was 
on Aug. IS in Hamburg, where the 
26-year-okl Hans Penkuhn and his 
partner, Emmerich Coranick, got 
oft with only slight Injuries. 

Sept. 19, wbiio in the Circus 
Busch, Berlin, the second sccident 
occurred. The partners seemed to 
t^ave been made nervous by a su- 
perstition about the date and 
they failed to sever the rope.

(Continued from pagre 2) 
called a general caucus, the scrap 
resulting. 

Meantime another group under the 
title of the Council of Churches and 
including all the churches of the 
Protestant group with the exception 
of the Methodists, fell from grace 
In a similar campaign when their 
morals committee tread upon the 
toes of local newspapers by censur- 
ing them for accepting burlesque 
Hhow advertising. 

Newspapers Open Up 
Feeling that they knew what to 
ar-f-ept and what to throw out with- 
out advice from a church body, the 



newspapers, before In a kindly mood 
toward the church-people and their 
Intended campaign, started to ride 
and ride hard. 

Playing their trump card, the 
church factions dragged out the 
1926 statute books and began dig- 
ging. They found that the ancient 
blue law of 1849 had not been re- 
pealed and now are flaunting this 
before the public While police assert 
that the law has been unenforced so 
long as to make it dead.' Evidently 
they will not enforce it even though 
the morals meddlers do d<;mand it. 

The law reads that a line not to 
exceed $10 shall be assessed against 
any person attending or participat- 
ing In a show, dance, ball game or 
taking part in any sport on Sunday 
and also provides for a fine for any 
person who keeps open his store, 
.shop or place of business on that 
day or engages In any labor other 
than the works of charity and neces- 
sity. 

The threat by the church people 
has had its effect already, however, 
as theatre and other amusement 
men of the city have gotten the 



wires hot and sent repeated and 
strong instructions to the State leg- 
islators to- get the dormant blue law 
off the books or else. 

Wisconsin la one of the most 
wide-open States in the nation, the 
records show, despite the blue law. 
Only on one occasion in recent 
years has any attempt been made to 
enforce It, tha^ being in an up-State 
village a year ago when a movie 
house owner was flned seven times 
for keeping the house open on Sun' 
day.

The present Senate Investigation 
•f the Aluminum Company of 
America is speedily working ' to- 
ward the lifting of the "lid" on 
all anti-truBt cases handled by the 
Department of Justice. Senator 
Thomas F. Walsh (D.) of Montana, 
directing the present investigation, 
having dropped this hint following 
bis questioning during the past 
week of members of the Federal 
Trade Commlesion. 

Senator Walsh, it is known, ts not 
•atisfied with the perfunctory taianr 
ner in which numerous cases hare 
been summarily dismissed by the 
Department of Justice. Those fa- 
miliar with the Senator's "stlek-to- 
ftlveness" as a prober are freely 
forecasting thaO this veiled hint 
means the actual investigation is 
being planned, though, when ques- 
tioned direct, Mr. Walsh declined to 
discuss this phase. He did not. 
however, deny that he contemplated 
■ucb action. 

The outstanding ease Involving 
these speedy dismissals by the De- 
partment of Justice and one which 
has caused much discussion In offl- 
clal circles of Washington and '^f 
which Senator Walsh is informed. 
Is the Federal Trade Commission's 
Investigation Into big time vaude- 
ville. 

It la known that the commission 
has long resented the manner in 
which the department handled the 
vaudeville investigation. One mem- 
ber of *he commission Is reported 
to have referred to the depart- 
ment's action as an unwarranted 
disregard of established and well 
deflned rules of evidence. 

The commission, state those fa- 
maliar with its inner workings, will 
literally "Jump" at the chance to 
express its views on this case before 
the Senate committee in question. 
The records of tb commission 
disclose that Its investigation into 
every phase of vaudeville was dis* 
misRed by that body on March 25, 
1920, the dismissal was made aa in 
all such cases wherein the conclu- 
sion haa been reached that a mo- 
nopoly or trust already existed and 
thus had gone beyond the powers 
frantod the commis.^lon by Con- 
gress. 

Upon this dismissal the complete 
record of the case was sent to he 
Department of Justice, the record 
discloses, with the transcribed tes- 
timony constituting approximately 
t,000 pages. This was forwarded 
to the department March 27, 19'J0,

News Reels Not Exempt

The Sunday blue law advocates as 
well as all reformers in general had 
a tough time of it in Congress Wed- 
nesday. The all around panning ac- 
corded the "fakers," as Representa- 
tive Thomas L. Blanton (D) of 
Texas termed them, was the result 
of the Insistence on the part of the 
Rev. Noah W. Cooper that he be 
heard by the Senate District Com- 
mittee, which committee controls 
the destinies of the District of Co- 
lumbia In the Senate, when no bill 
aiming to close the District on Sun- 
day had been introduced In the 
upper legislative body. 

On the request of Senator Ken- 
neth W. McKellar (D) of Tennessee 
the hearing ^as granted. The re- 
quest was made by the Senator, he 
stated, because of their being his 
constitutents, although, as reported 
In Variety of Jan. IS, they had 
forced the Senator to deny he pro- 
posed Introducing any Sunday clos- 
ing bill, which the reformers from 
Tennessee had stated to the press 
the Senator would do. 

This hearing without a bill before 
the committee established somewhat 
of a precedent In itself. It was evi- 
dent from the cutset that the Rev. 
Cooper was addressing a hostile 
committee. Its hostility forced the 
speaker on the defensive almost im- 
mediately, killing off his prepared 
speech and ending up in what could 
be described as a perfect rout. 
Half Bsked Idess 

At practically the same time that 
Senator William C. Bruce (D) of 
Maryland was stating that he hoped 
Mr. Cooper would remain out of his 
state, to which the Senator added 
that he considered himself "a sane 
and sensible man" in making the 
request; the House District Com- 
mittee, functioning in the lower body 
as does the Senate committee, was 
panning the "meddlers." The "med- 
dlers" referred to as nong-haired 
men and short-haired women, who 
come down here to foist their half 
baked Ideas on the District at the 
same time forcing the government 
to print them only to be later cir- 
culated throughout the country as 
government documents." 

This House committee ruction was 
likewise participated by the request 
from Rev. Cooper, through Repre- 
sentative Joseph W. Bryns of Ten- 
nessee, for a hearing before its 
membership. Before this committee, 
however, the would-be witness had 
something to back up his request as 
the Lai)kford bill providing for the 
Sund.iy "day of rest" was already 
before the committee. 

Following the voicing of the many 
colorfully descriptive adjectives ap- 
plied to all reformers by the vari- 
ous members of the committee and 
the outlining by the committee's 
chairman of the purposes of the pro- 
posed speech by Mr. Cooper, a 
strained silence awaited the advent 
of the speaker. The climax was 
lost, however, as Mr. Cooper failed 
to appear on the House side. 

E:arly in the attempted speech of 
the reformer before the Senate com- 
mittee. Senator William H. King of 
Utah was questioning why the dele- 
gates from Tennessee, which deleg.i- 
tlon consisted of three member.-?. In- 
cluding the spokesman, should come 
all the way "up here to look out for 
the District." Mr. Cooper's an.swer 
was not as candid as others before 
him have been In answering that 
same question, he preferring to 
chnrncterWe his purpose as being to 
hold np Washington as a "shining 
and glorious example for the rest of 
the country."

That wherever it shall appear 
to the Secretary of State that 
the government of any foreign 
country la limiting or restrict- 
ing the admission of American 
citizens seeking to enter such 
country temporarily for busi- 
ness or pleasure, the said Sec- 
retary shall direct all Ameri- 
can consuls to limit or restrict 
the issuance of passport visas 
to nationals of such foreigm 
country applying under the 
provisions of subdivision (2)

Keith's Playing Policy 
Subject to Change 



Wllda Bennett and Pep*, an 
Argentine dancer, after receiving 
sufflclent publicity through a night 
club statement they were married 
and MIsa Bennett's previous martall 
and other experiences, detailed In 
the dallies, have been booked for 
Keith's Hippodrome, New York, for 
next week. 

The couple will do a dance act. 

When the papers reported the 
Bennett-Pepe marriage one day 
and denied it the next, the total 
publicity had been considerable, 
added to that received by MIsa Ben- 
nett through her relations with 
Charles Frey, and Mrs. I<Yey secur- 
ing a verdict against Wllda for 
alienation of her husband's affec- 
tions. 

Upon Hammersteln'a Victoria 
passing out, the Keith policy of en- 
gaging "freak" or "notoriety" acts 
wtM seemingly against it, along with 
the E. F. Albee orders not to permit 
blue Jokes, gags, songs, dirty skits 
or dialog upon a Keith stage. 

Condition of business at the Hip 
and paucity of available attractions 
for straight vaudeville entered into 
the booking of the Bennett-Pepe 
turn, it Is claimed. 

Previously and before Miss Ben- 
nett hogged the front pages, her 
name wa.8 frequently reported as 
submitted for vaudeville. In those 
days when merely a musical comedy 
prima donna, she could not agree 
upon terms. It also was reported. 

What the notoriety Is bringing 
Miss Bennett and her partner In 
cash returns from the Hip for a 
week has not been announced, al- 
though tlie Hip made no effort to 
dodge publicity ttflelf upon the 
'notoriety act" engagement. 



Demands for appearances at ben- 
efits on acts playing for the Kelth> 
Albee and atHIiated circuits hav* 
reached such proportions their 
Club Booking Department, formerly 
paying acts for appearancea has all 
but ceased functioning. 

The benefit evil has alwaya ex- 
isted where circuits have wanted to 
use the artists to curry favor with 
various interests and factions, but 
during the past year all existing 
records were broken for theaa 
gratuitous appearances. 

The method used to "Induce" acta 
to play "benefita" la to notify tha 
agent that such and such aa act la 
expected. The name of a prominent 
K-A oflnclal la then used. If neces- 
sary, and the agent told to Inform 
the act Mr. MagnaU la personallr 
Interested. 

If tha act Calla to appear or pre- 
ducea a strong alibi, tha conae- 
quencea are optional with tha 
moguls. 

A similar method is used la tha 
booking of tha National VaudevlUa

Lady Boxer Ran Away With 
"Battling" Check, Prelim 
Fighter — Husband Forgave 

Milwaukee, Jan. 26. 

Rather than face his wife la 
court and have his testimony send 
her to prison, John Banyar drained 
a bottle of carbolic acid in his horn* 
here on the eve of his wife's trial. 

The wife, "Battling Pauline," wha 
has appeared as an added attraction 
In theatre throughout the Middle 
West as a "lady boxer," la being 
held by the police on a serious 
charge following her elopement two 
years ago with George ("Battling") 
Check, local boxer, and their siibse- 
quent flight to California. 

Pauline, with her IS-months-oId 
child accompanying her, arrived 
here recently for a visit with her 
parents. Banyar heard of her ar- 
rival and Informed the police, who 
took her Into custody and wired 
California officials that a warrant 
was lying here for Check. Tha 
boxer disappeared the night befora 
he waa .scheduled to box a prelimi- 
nary in PaHadena. 

Going to the county Jail several 
days ago to see his wife and the 
child of the other man, Banyar waa 
moved by his wife's plea for mercy. 
He offered to take her and her child 
to his home if she wished. She was 
willing. 

With Check sought and a clear 
case hold against Pauline, officlala 
were loath to drop the case and 
Banyar was ordered to appear in 
court aa chief state witness. He 
told officers that he could not face 
his wife In court and send her to 
prison. Going to the home of hla 
sister, where he haa replded since

Must Play Out $350 Contract for Team — Miss Can- 
field Receiving $300 Single in Cabaret— Wants 
Bert Hanlon, on Keith- Albee Blacklist as Partner 



The injuncttieff proceedings against 
Doris Canfleld (Canfield and Allen), 
were dropped by the Keith-Albee 
Circuit Monday when the comedi- 
enne signed an asreement at toc 
house of Maurice Goodman, Keith's 
•ttorney, to return to worlt (or the 
circuit at the end of the current 
tveelt at tiie Fifth Avenue Club. 

Miss (* nlield wallced out of a 
Ihree-year Keith contract to accept 
the Fifth Avenue Club offer, auto- 
matically dissolving: the team of 
Cantleld and Allen. 

The Keith people secured an in- 
junction from Justice Atu-nn J. 
Levy, but tl;e girl opened Saturday 
night despite the legal stay. Mon- 
day she appeared before Justice 
O'Malley in Supreme Court, when 
sbe claimed she was not properly 
Dcvved. The Justice warned her she 
was treading on dangerous ground 
In violating & Supreme Court in- 
junction and postponed the matter 
until Friday. 

Monday night Miss Canfield again 
•ri>earcd in the revue at the Fifth 
Avenue Club, following which she 
eigned the agreement to return to 
Keith's. She will be allowed to 
choose another partner to woric out 
hef Keith contract. The former 
partner v.aa K.l Allen. 

Mcked "Blacklist" Act 
Tuesday Miss Canfield wu.s In ses- 
sion with a U-A e.'ieijAiiive anent 
picking a partner, and Informed the 
K-A official she would like to work 
with B^t Hanlon. Hanlon is a 
standard come<lian who has been on 
the K-A "blacklist" since playing an 
Independent date In Cleveland after 
ai'i)earlng at Keith's Palace in that 
city. 

Miss Canfield walked out of her 
blanket contract several weeks ago 
after playing 18 weeks. The follow- 
ing week sh« was booked at the 
Maryland, Baltimore. Among the 
afQdavlts submitted to Justice Levy 
by Keith's was one from Fred 
SchaiBberger. owner of the Mary- 
land, which alleged In effect that the 
Maryland hnd suffered irreparable 
loss through the failure of Canfleld 
and Allen to appear. The last time 
the act played the Maryland they 
were spotted No. 2 on the bill. The 
rest of the alQdavits concurred that 
Canfield and Allen were "unique and 
ex'riinrdin.nry." 

The sudden activity of the K-A 
Circuit in preventing the girl from 
eppeiylng outside of the circuit is 
eaid to be the dearth of female 
comediennes left in vaudeville. Miss' 
Canfleld is regarded as showing un- 
usual iiromise, but it was not until 
outsiders began bidding for her ser- 
vices she became important from a 
vaudeville standpoint. 

The Canfield and Allen turn was 
booked at $350 weekly. At the Fifth 
Avenue Club Miss Canfleld receive<l 
S300 alope and also planned enter- 
ing a mu.slc.'il comedy to double 
trom the club.

A hot fight In Independent vaude- 
vllle is on to corral booklnga of the- 
atres In New York and eastern 
territories playing acts for one day, 
two, or three, on a split or full week. 
Ofie booker found the telegraph 
and telephone way of communica- 
tion too expensive and Is using a 
2-cent stamp for results. 

Another lndei>endent booker 
rounded up what looked like a 
peach of a circuit, getting several 
stands to break jumps that took 
acts from New York Into the north- 
woods where only huskies can maJie 
it by mushing. Acts were booked 
in advance. When aome oC the 
houses flopped to another Independ- 
ent booker, the turns baJked at tak- 
ing the long rides. 

In another Instance an Isdepend- 
ent booker had signed several up- 
state (N. Y.) bouses. Another In- 
dependent agency wormed its way 
in by sending cheaper shows. 
Saved and Lost 
When the worming booker could 
not furnish certain acts, the house 
manager switched back to the orig- 
inal booker, writing that be bad 
saved money on his Mils (or the 
short time be liad been away, but 
almost lost his buslnees. He wrote 
that, as bad as some of the shows 
his old booker sent him had been, 
they were better than most o' those 
sent blm during the changOL He 
wrote he hated to admit it, but there 
was quite a differeDce between a 
"bad show" and "one that wasn't 
quite so good." 

One booker Is getting his house 
commission In sliver, the returns on 
four acts for a two days' booking.

Fire in Ogdensburg Causes 
Loss to Vaudevillians 

Ogdensburg, N. T., Jan. 2(. 

Mystery still shrouds the cause of 
this city's $500,000 blaze that wiped 
out the combined town hall and city 
opera house late last week. 

The theory that the boilers of the 
theatre exploded was disproved by 
investigation. The structure was 
three stories In height and was 
erected and owned by the town of 
Oswegatchle, of which the city of 
Ogdensburg is a part. It was built 
in 1880. 

Much of the paraphernalia used by 
vaudeville acts playing the opera 
house at the time of the fire was 
lost. The house had been following 
a combination policy of late. The 
flames were discovered about one 
hour after the close of the night 
performance. 

The management of tbe Star the- 
atre — Castle & Landry — threw open 
their house Saturday for a benefit 
for the vaudevllllana who lost heav- 
ily by the fire. The act playing the 
opera house at the time were Ram- 
sey's Canaries. Gaines and Ross, 
and H.-ifvey, Henney and Grace. The 
first named lost 12 canaries in tbe 
Are.

Flash act producers are turning 
their products toward the film 
houses rather than wasting time as 
previously, "showing" for vaude- 
ville and playing numerous break- 
Ina at cuts that set them back to 
such an extent financially they are 
never able to overcome It even after 
a salary Is set. 

Some of the producers are plac- 
ing their acts through Independent 
agencies for picture houses, either 
as part of a vaude program or as 
presentation features. 

The decision of numbers of medi- 
um sized picture theatres in New 
Yoric and elsewhere to offer flash 
turns in conjunction with pictures, 
has opened up a new market for the 
flash producers. Many claimed to 
b« <>ractlcally broke trying to sell 
their product to straight vaude- 
ville. 

Producers also claim that the 
film houses with which they do 
business know what they want and 
also set a price. This gives the pro- 
ducer an Idea of proflt and he sets 
his act accordingly. 



A scurrying around of agents fol- 
lowed reports this week that the 
Publlx Theatres (Famous Players. 
Balaban & Katz) were Interested 
Iq booking possibilities of standard 
comedy acts, to be incorporated Into 
or added to the presentation now 
being played by Publix. 

Tbe report also stimulated the 
vaudeville producers of comedy acts 
Into renewed activities. The pro- 
ducers have been doing nothing 
since the regular vaudeville chan- 
nels became (logged, due to the 
salary situation and the method of 
booking acts week to week on pick 
up time. 

Both the agents and producers 
see a - new division opening if the 
picture houses now playing revues 
and presentations decide to Incor- 
porate comedy into the non-picture 
portions of their programs. 

The success of many turns of va- 
rious types In the picture houses, 
proves, in the opinion of the agents, 
that pictures and vaudeville biende«l 
will be the outcome of the present 
unit idea. 

Since the announcement tliat 
Famous Players intended to form 
their own booking organization, al- 
though connned to agents, the pic- 
ture people have been swamped 
with offers and suggestions from all 
straight vaudeville connections. 



Hip Possibility?

Raving refused many offers to 
appear in vaudeville, Olympia 
Macrl. cabaret singer, who was 
tried twice for the murder of John 
Bagnano, cabaret "sheik" and en- 
tertainer here, and acquitted, now 
Is unable to find a job and Is fac- 
ing poverty.

Tbe l>ookers flgure the sudden de« 
mand may prompt some of those 
approached to tilt flgures beyond 
proportion of prices which many 
had been offered to bookers prior 
to the sudden demand for "names.** 
ishould this occur the l>ooicer« 
flgure that the current t>oom will 
be short lived and that things and 
conditions will drop back to the 
old routine of cheap bills and little 
regard for vaudeville that has 
handicapped development of the ln> 
dependent field for two years or 
more. 

The Independents also hold out 
that if a reciproc&l arrangement can 
be worked out among those with 
stands capable of playing "names" 
and big acts some such an arrange- 
ment should be entered Into at unce. 
This , "gentlemen's agreement" 
would give them at least 12 or 15 
weeks of consecutive time which is 
at least as much If not more than

In all the new Loew houses built 
to house the do luxe type of enter- 
tainment, the stages will be uni- 
form as far as practical, affording 
the producer of the attractions 
greater leeway in making his pro- 
duction in any one house. 
Signing Mora Acts 
The Loew- Metro scout:, are lining 
up additional vaudeville material, 
especially those that have had pro- 
duction experience in revues or 
musical comedy and which couple 
entertainment with name value. 
Within a couple of weeks an addi- 
tional list of acts will have been 
placed under contract. 

The idea is to get the one "name" 
attraction and build the entertain- 
ment about it. This is pretty much 
the same plan as the Publix or- 
ganlziUlon Is following except that 
Publix at present Is not utilizing 
"names" in their revues. 

As yet no special producers have 
l)€en engaged by Loew's but It Is 
understood there are to be two or 
three chosen from the ranks of those 
active In New York for the framing 
of the presentation shows. 

It Is also understood that the 
Loew's picture presentation depart- 
ment for production and booking of 
acts and names will be distinct from 
Loew's pop vaudeville Iwolclng de- 
partment which has J. H. Lubin as 
Its chief. Loew's pop vaudeville 
houses play vaudeville and pictures, 
while the Loew's presentation thea- 
tres, though virtually playing the 
same general policy, are classified 
as picture theatres, playing pictures 
and presenlatlous, a technical dis- 
tinction understood only within the 
trade. 

Publix Theatres are now reported 
routing their unit presentation for 
!• weeks.

(CJontlnued from page 8) 
tors, Rctreseee or producers are sup- 
plied in toto. solely and ganz and 
gert by the reporter who does the 
interviewing. The Interviewed says: 
"Umph-humph — write what you 
want along that line." And the 
thing Is done. 

Small Tims Interviews 
The result Is that a collection of 
Interviews— for the reporter always 
has a Btandby interview which he 
dresses up for each person Inter- 
viewed — looks more like the exam- 
ination papers of a class of morons 
than like something In which the 
public might possibly be Interested 
and which would bring the person 
interviewed before the public In an 
Interesting light. 

Of a long line of profitless Inter- 
views — and I have gotten mine 
down to the simple formula of let- 
ting the person Interviewed talk and 
then writing my reactions to his or 
her personality — I can remember 
two persons who have been ready 
with Interviews. 

The most recent was two years 
ago. when Harry C. Browne, whose 
sincerity Is almost startling, g.ave 
me a story regarding Equity which 
ran for nearly a column and was 
good meaty stuff all the way 
through. 

The other Instance was when Ina 
Claire gave It as her opinion that 
Paris, from which she had recently 
come, was over-press-agented and 
that there is nothing In Paris that 
couldn't be duplicated In New 
York — and then proceeded to prove 
It. 

I knew that It was bunk, Miss 
Claire knew It was bunk, and she 
knew I knew she knew It was 
bunk — but It was a darned good 
story. 

On the Other Hand 
On the other hand — Lord, help us! 
Even Fred Stone couldn't think 
up a decent story to write. When 
he was here last I tried to drag 
something out of him. but all he 
could think of was that he had a 
farm up In Connecticut where he 
was raising polo ponies — and If 
there is a paper bt America that 
hasn't published that story four 
times, it doesn't u^e either type or 
boiler-plate. 

Ruth Cliatterton, here last fall In 
that lovely but Ill-fated "Man With 
a Load of Mischief," which wasn't 
doing BO well even In tlie provinces, 
stuck her pretty little nose up In the 
air and said: 

"I shall feel awfully sorry for 
America If this play falls." 

I didn't have the heart to use It. 
but I have often wondered since If 
she has ever seen the humor of that 
remark. 

Even Lew Fields, dear old lovable 
Ijcw, Interviewed more times than 
Carter had oats, was a total loss so 
far as writeable material Is con- 
cerned. 

"They all use our old stuff." he 
said," and we let 'em. We've got 
plenty." 

That was all — there weren't no 
m»re. 

Will Rogers' Bargain 
Wilt Rogers, who should have had 
a story of some kind If he hasn't 
sold them all to the papers, bar- 
gained: 

"I'll give you an Interview." he 
.•?aid. "if you'll give me local color 
for my gags." 

And then when I had given him 
all the local color I could think of 
he still didn't have anything that 
would do. BO I had to print the story 
of the bargain. 
And then the vaudevllllans: 
Bert Lahr, whcfse song "Peggy 
O'Neill," done In the manner of a 
sea-lion in amorous mood. Is a clas- 
sic, didn't seem to get the Idea of 
an Interview at all. 

"The audience." he Insisted, "was 
kinda dumb today. They didn't 
seem to get me." 

Sophie Tucker said she had a 
good story. It was to the effect that 
she couldn't go to Europe because 
her mother wouldn't let her. But 
there are so many of us who can't 
go to Europe because our bankers 
won't fall Into line with the Idea 
that the story didn't go so well. 

Florence Reed once complained, 
humorously, of course, that tne 
trained seal act got more applause 
than she did. 

"But they get a bon bouche after 
each effort," she said. "Naturally, 
they try hard." 

I tried to work a story out of that, 
but It wasn't so good either. 

And so on and so on. They all 
appear to lack imagination, or Initi- 
ative, or something. 

Half the actresses I see want to 
tell a waiting public that they are 
corking good cooks, or acmpstrewes, 



or waffle makers; and the actors 
Incline to tho Idea that women are 
not such strange and devious crea- 
tures after all. 

"Dolly Dimple Loves Her Homo," 
a headline burbles, as if that were 
sufncient to place Dolly in the Hall 
of Fame without preliminary voting. 
So, if Variety is willing to take 
the chance. I am going to adver- 
tise: 

Let no reporter catch you un- 
awares. Be prepared, inter* 
views supplied by mail at rea- 
sonable prices. All details fur- 
nished for first page, top column 
publicity. Write, wire or phone 
for details. 

But I shan't expect to teach little 
Alice Weaver, who was here with 
White's "Scandals" in the very re- 
cent past. 

Lovely little Alice sat beside me. 
took my horny hand In her two little 
rose leaves, Iooke<l straight into my 
eyes, and said: 

"You are so clever and I don't 
know anything. Won't you write a 
really fine story, one that will Just 
make people love me?'' 
And then she patted my hand. 
She got a two-column headline 
at the top of the page and a picture 
with the nicest cut lines I could 
think of In two hours of delibera- 
tion. 

That's the kind of an Interviewer 
I am.

Artists' Bohemian Night "shows." 
The names of acts refusing to 
proml.se to appear or showing re- 
luctance are handed to a K-A offi- 
cial and the act is "Interviewed" as 
to why It won't appear. 

For unusual activity In securing 
acts to appear free at police enter- 
tainments, a Kelth-Albce Circuit 
official was given a title In the 
Police Reserves some time ago. 
The election of Mayor James J. 
Walker and the end of the Enrlght 
regime automatically dissolved the 

Actors Used for Good Will 

The promotion of the numerous 
benefits has almost completely sub- 
merged the Club Department, pre-, 
sided over by BYances Rockefeller 
King. "Club dates" (private enter- 
tainments) were at one time eagerly 
sought by artists, but as the bene- 
fits piled up, the clubs. Instead of 
applying to the Club Department 
for talent, used Influence with the 
heads of the K-A Circuit and se- 
cured talent without charge save a 
slight donation for charity. 

The loss of revenue from the Club 
Department Is repoi'ted to be of less 
importance to the K-A Circuit than 
the "good will" engendered by the 
wholesale supplying of free talent 
to the various applicants. The rev- 
enue loss to the actor is consider- 
able. In the past It was relied upon 
for extra work. 

The agents are expected to sell 
the benefit scheme to the act, using 
"names" when necessary. In addi- 
tion, the agents are supposed to 
supply their own automobiles when 
transportation Is required, and In 
some cases have been instructed 
not to tell passengers that the cars 
belonged to them. In one instance 
when this occurred the town offi- 
cials and friends assumed the 
agents were hired chauffeurs, sup- 
plied by the Keith-Albee people. 
Publicity Curse 

In numerous cases acts that are 
laying off or waitiiig for pick-up 
bookings have been told they were 
expected to appear, and after play- 
ing the benefit were forced to secure 
regular bookings from outside cir- 
cuits. 

In the opinion of people close to 
the Inside, the benefit evil has de- 
veloped through tho publicj^y ac- 
cruing to one man. Favorable pub- 
licity lauding him as a philanthro- 
pist is one of the principal reasons 
for the further exploitation of the 
actor, until the free benefit thing 
has become such a factor that acts 
in a position to dictate have stipu- 
lated they would play no benefits, 
when signing contracts.

The commis- 
sion never passed upon the inter- 
state commerce phase. 

Never Read Record 

WHhin less than 43 hours that 
record was returned to the commls- 
elon with every evidence Indicating 
that it had never been opened. At 
the commission it was admitted that 
this record had apparently not been 
opened and that If It had It would 
have been Impoasible to study the 
testimony in that brief period of 
time. Still the Department of Jus- 
tice returned the case within 48 
house after receipt of same and im- 
mediately issued an opinion that 
vaudeville was not engaged la ta- 
terstate commerce. 

The coming Senatorial invesUga- 
tlon will. It la sUted. verify the 
report current here that thosa re- 
sponsible for the department's de- 
cision have sine* expressed them- 
selves &» regretting their action. 

The "airing" of this investigation 
will bring out the alleged powerful 
influences said to have been brought 
to bear by big time vaudeville to 
head off the commission and will, 
at the same time, make public an 
inside story that will prove even 
more sensational than the disclos- 
ures developed during the Tea Pot 
Dome scandal. Here, however, will 
be an added Interest for the read- 
ers of the dallies, for whereas oil 
was something of a vague prop- 
osition to the average citizen, 
amusements are anything but that. 
Alleged Pressure 

This Inside story of the alleged 
pressure brought on the commis- 
sion is reported to have extended 
to the Department of Justice. It 
Is stated that when It breaks there 
will be Involved a former secretary 
to a President of the United States 
In much the same manner as was 
disclosed by Federal Trade Com- 
missioner Huston Thompson when 
this member of the commission 
"spiked" the appointment of George 
Christian. former secretary to 
President Hardling, as a member of 
that same commission. Mr. Thomp- 
son made the charge before a Sen- 
ate ommlttee that Mr. Christian 
had attempted to Influence the 
commission in its Investigation Into 
the motion picture Industry, while 
the former secretary was up for 
confirmation by the Senate on 
President Coolidge's appointment. 
Several Fixers 

The coming Investigation is ex- 
pected by many to bring to the 
surfsce the emi*jyment of nu- 
merous alleged "fixers" purported 
to b« closely allied with the then 
existent admlnlstratloa. 



The centre of the greater portion 
of this reported pressure was John 
Walsh, then chief counsel of the 
commission, who is now a practic- 
ing attorney In Washington. Mr. 
WaUh is acting for Max Hart in 
the latter'a complaint pending 
before that same commission 
ngalnst the same vaudeville inter- 
ests. 

This attorney is within easy call 
of the Senate committee. Possess- 
ing an Intimate knowledge, ac- 
quired both as a prosecutor and for 
the defense of the vaudeville situa- 
tion, la testifying he will be In the 
position to further pre.sent his 
client's interests and at the same 
time be able to substantiate the 
pjrrorted laxity on the i>art of the 
Department of Justice. 

Should the Senate committee fail 
to get under the surface of this 
case the commission still has an 
opportunity to bring It to the sur- 
face, for It was stated by chief ex- 
aminer Millard F. Hudson 0t the 
commission to a Variety reporter 
that "the commission Would Imme- 
diately open Its Investigation under 
the Hart complaint Into the vaude- 
ville Interests at the conclusion of 
case now pending In the New York 
courts." 

As was reported In Variety of 
last week the Max Hart brief is to 
be filed In New York by Epstein 
and Axman, attorneys for the 
former bIg-time agent who is suing 
the vaudeville Interests for 36,- 
250.000. 

"Variety" Declsred Out 

Defendants In the Federal Trade 
Investigation Into vaudeville .were 
the B. F. Keith Circuit, Orpheum 
Circuit, several other circuits and 
individuals of big-time vaudeville, 
and also Variety, the latter alleged 
to have been In cohorts and en ».loy- 
ing Its influence to aid the defend- 
and cireuita In establishing a mo- 
nopoly. 

At this time and at the offlcs of 
the Federal Trade Commission It 
Is slated that there Is no case 
against Variety or its publisher: 
that the records of the Investiga- 
tion show that Iwth Variety and 
Its publisher answered through 
ihelr attorneys, O'Brien Malevln- 
sky A Driscoll: that neither Va- 
riety or Its publisher testified nor 
flied a brief, end that the brief 
filed on behalf of the Keith, Or- 
pheum et aL was plainly marked: 

"Briefs for the Respondents (Ex- 
cept BIme Sil^rman)."

IN NEW YORK 



Picadilly-Kit Cat Open 

Office Over Here— A. J. 

Clarke in Charge 



The advent of A. J. Clarke who ar- 
rived from London on the "Homorle" 
as special booking representative of 
Stanley P. Jones, managing director 
of the Piccadilly and the Kit Cat 
Club, Is a move by prominent Lon- 
don resorts to encourage direct 
booking with American artists. Mr. 
Clarke will be headquartered In the 
Strand Theatre building for the next 
three months at least. He will in- 
terview American talent direct and, 
as personal representative of Mr. 
Jones, take a personal Interest in all 
acts going abroad. 

This means the elimination of 
Harry Foster, the London agent, as 
exclusive booker for the Piccadilly 
and Kit Cat. the cabarets planning 
now to organise their own booking 
exchange. 

Mr. Clarke, an American, returns 
to the States with a new perMpec- 
tive on what Great Britain demands 
In entertainment. He states that 
heretofore American "names" and 
other acts were promiscuously sent 
abroad with little thought as to their 
possible impression or lack uf Im- 
pression because of the British au- 
dience's peculiar likes and dlKllkes. 
Of late, with the novelty the Ameri- 
can twang and the American breezi- 
ness wearing off. the American per- 
former In London is receiving closer 
attention as to his or her talent. 

Mr. Clarke's status with the Pic- 
cadilly a^d Kit Cat Is that all Amer- 
ican acts must do business through 
him. Agents offering material will 
be encouraged, but anybody, agent 
or performer, essaying to book direct 
with the London office, will find 
themselves referred back to Clarke 
In New York. 

This scheme Is a new Idea by Mr. 
Jones, the nvanaging director, to 
place responsibility on several 
shoulders. Heretofore he bore the 
brunt of the details. Now he Is 
leaving the booking to Clarke In 
New York; somebody else In Lon- 
don. Paul Specht Is being Imported 
from America to take charge of 
supervising and coach the bands for 
the Jones enterprises. The Ameri- 
can band Impresario sails In about 
three weeks.

St John 
Krvlne Is now In the middle of a fine to-do with Dennis Eadle. Brvlne 
ventured to criticise certain aspects of present-day management. Eadle 
answered him by quoting him against himself. 

It went on for several days, and then Ervlne said: "What Mr. E^adie 
means by a good play in one which has a good part for Mr. Eadle. The 
dramatists are not bothering thimselves about Mr. Eadle. Why should 
they? It Is time that Eomeono bluntly told Mr. Eadle this. Mr. Eadle will 
not act the sort of part that he can act. He is one of the best character 
actors In our theatre; but he pines to be a flapper's Idol. So he throws 
' the blame on the dramatists who will not write plays that will enable him 
to fulfill his ambition." 

But, then, Ervlne r.nd Endie aren't friends. Eadie Is a member of the 
Garrick Club, of which Krvine was a member, until, in a book he wrote, 
he said, with his Ulster blood burning, "Roman Catholicism Is a religion 
fit for actors and servant girls." 

Strangely enough, it was the actors who complained.

Chair." Splendidly translated into 
German by Rita Matthias and quite 
a good production of this mystery 
play. On account of its reserved at- 
mosphere, seems best suited of any 
to continental consumption. 
• Rosa Valettl as the medium and 
Max Guelstorf were topnotch. Al- 
bert Waescher and Stahl-Nachbaur 
were also good. Looks like a suc- 
cess. 

Central Theater^-"The Passing of 
the Third Floor Back," by Jerome K. 
Jerome. Good production of this 
buncombe drama. Seems to be in- 
ternational In appeal as audience 
here really showed signs of being 
entertained. Must be takoAi into 
consideration that this house Is In 
an outlying district and draws a 
middle-class public. Production un- 
der Fritz Wenhausen's direction 
competent, and Erwin Kaiser over 
nicely in the lead. 

Kurfuerstendamm — "Rain." by 
Maugham and translated by Rudolf 
Kommer, directed by Max Rein- 
hardt. Although Reinhardt saw tho 
New York production when he was 
staging the "Miracle" there, he does 
not seem to have approved of it, as 
it is entirely different as played 
here. Instead of a normal tempo. It 
is taken very slowly and the part of 
the missionary is played sympa- 
thetically. This iS understandable, 
as Germany has not the Y. M. C. A. 
typfe, which Is the butt of this play's 
satire. Without this the play be- 
comes merely, what they called it 
here, a "Reisser" (a cheap popular 
hit). According to his lights, Rein- 
hardt, of course, staged it splendidly. 
Kaetle Dorsch, in the Eagel role, 
was not quite "hard" enough, but 
gave an effective performance. Eu- 
gen Kloepfer. as the missionary, 
played the past Just as It should 
have been played, as badly as only a 
good actor can be on occasion. The 
play is a success, but not half as 
big as was expected. It will prob- 
ably not run over six weeks in Ber- 
lin. 

Luatapielhaua — "Business Before 
Pleasure," by Glass and Goodman, 
translated by Matthias and Ausplt- 
zer. Although well done into Ger- 
man, this third of the "Potash and 
Perlmutter" aeries is not half ao 
auccessful as It ahould be. This la 
entirely due to it being played in 
knock-about style. Lobe played the 
role of Potash and was quite im- 
possible. Graetz, who played Perl- 
mutter In the first "Potash and Perl- 
mutter" play here, also clowned and 
hoked unmercifully. It will prob- 
ably have a two months' run. but 
could easil)i have done six. if better 
produced. 

Lessing Theater — "Desire Under 
the Elms," by Eugene O'Neill, trans- 
lated by Rita Matthiaa and Marll. 
Nothing less than a catastrophe 
"Desire" may not bo a great play, 
and although P. surely is one of 
O'Neill's weakest, It didn't deserve 
the treatment It received here. As 
the cast was excellent. Including 
some of Germany's best known ac- 
tors, Paul Wegener, Gerda Mueller 
and Lothar Muethel, the responsi- 
bility can only rest on the director. 
Berthold Vlertel. After the way he 
made hash of "Emperor Jones" two 
seasons ago it is to wonder why 
they gave him another O'Neill to 
produce. No wonder the critics put 
it down as a cheap melodrama. 

Neues Theater am Zoo — "Choco- 
late Kiddies," American Negro revue. 
Since their first appearance here 
last summer at the Admlralspalast 
the troupe has lost several of Its 
best turns. But Sam Woodlng's Jazz 
band is still Intact, and that's the 
most important thing. After his con- 
cert on the stage in the second part 
the audience went wild ai.a would 
not let him off. 

The first part of the show, where 
the band plays In the pit, is nothlni? 
to boast of. The scenery is shabby, 
below the smallest 'jurlesaue circuit 
level, and the costuming smacks of 
masquerade ba''3. There are, how- 
ever, several good teams, especially 
a couple of smooth stepping dance 
comedians, Greenlee and Drayton, 
and the acrobatic dancers, Bobby 
and Babe Golns. Montgomery and 
Willie Robblns also .bowed some 
good comedy. What is lacking is an 
attractive female singer. The entire 
feminine end should be built up. 

The show, as it l.j now poarcd, 
ought to be able to run cheaply 
and net neat profits on Its Spanish 
tour. 

Metropol Theatre — "Xo, No, Nan- 
ette." Musical comedy by Voumans, 
adai)ted by Hans 11. Zcrlelt and Ar- 
thur Rebner. Another example of 
how a good show can be ruined 
when transplanted to another coun- 
try. It Is the exact prototype of 



what happened to "Madame Pomna 
dour" in New York. '^** 

Fritz Hirsch, who plays the leafl. 
Instead of being an elegant Clifton 
Crawford, does the role lilto pc l 
mutter In the seventh road show of 
a Glass comedy, biegtriod Arno as 
the lawyer, was somewhat beuer 
Irene von Palasty. as Nantu." 
danced the role nicely, but as a 
singer and actress did not meet re- 
quirements. The best were Lorl 
Leux, as the lawyer's wife, and Max 
Hansen, as the juvenile. 

The scenery was moderately bad.

The 
American performer going into 
Europe, and particularly England, 
has faced Just such a situation aa 
has the American musician. The 
condition has been protested on 
many occasions, and one of the tell- 
ing arguments put forth by Mr. 
Specht both to the State Depart- 
ment and Congress, In his claim 
that action would benefit all; was ^ 
the citing of the all English bllla 
being presented by big time vaude- 
ville while hundreds of American 
acts are. idle.

3am Scribner Sends Out Call in General Letter — All 
Shows, Local Affairs and Amateur Performances 
Present Nudity, but Prohibited in Burlesque 



A general meeting of aU Colum- 
bia Burlesque house managers has 
been called for today (Wednesday) 
to devise ways and means to enable 
the Columbia attractions to com- 
pete with musical comedies, beauty 
contests, fashion parades and other 
spectacles where nude and semi- 
nude girls are paraded Indiscrimi- 
nately, affecting t'ae business of the 
various Columbia houses, which are 
meanwhile suliject to the strictest 
'. . kind of censorial supervision. 
^•> The meeting was announced In a 
'' general letter to all managers from 
t-. Sam Scribner. describing the con- 
/ dltlon and voicing lils personal ob- 
', ■ervations made at a recent rhow 
siven at the New Capitol, Waahlng- 
ton. where society girls appeiired, 
■cantlly clad. 

The burlesque offlclal inquired 
why. In view of the performance 
given, and the showing of semi- 
nude girls in musical comedies, bur- 
* lesque was prevented from doing 
• the same thing? He was informed 
If the dialog was clean and no sala- 
cious material was in the book, no 
objection would be forthcoming to 
burlesque chorus girls glorifying the 
human form as much as their musi- 
cal comedy sisters. 

'i> . Burtesqu* Only 

'■';. According to opinion from the 
*',* Columbia managers, all of whom 
^ . were asked for reports on local con- 
^H ditions, burlesque alone is discriml- 
iiiatcd against. In several cities 
*■ fleshings are obll»atnTy, due to local 
ordinances. WherB this occurs and 
all are obliged to conform, the bur- 
lesque houses have ^o quarrel, but 
in many 'other cities the musical 
comedies are allowed to undrape, 
but burlesque cannot. 

The plea thai the musicals are 
"ariistlc" In comparison with Co- 
lumbia Burlesque attractions does 
not stand up in face of the facts. 
say the burlesque men. They point 
to Arthur Pearson's "Powder Puff 
Revue" as an example. The I'earson 
•how shows several semi-nudes, ar- 
tistically presented without offens- 
Iveness. 

Organize for Even Break 

Tho meeting will be the first or- 
ganized attempt of burlesque to ob- 
• tain an even break from tho various 
■• ■ • local censors and .siiijervisor.s of 
aho.vs around the circuit. 
'• 'ihe results ot the clTort will de- 
cide whether the Columbia will 
continue to try and buck musical 
comedies with umlraped girls or 
abandon the onus imder which bur- 
^ lesque seems to be laboring, and 
"*' drop the word "burlesque" entirely, 
'" calling their shows musicals. 

It is the intent of the Columbia to 
' exercise the .strictest kind of super- 
.. Tlsion over their comedians .and 
principals In dialog and comedy 
. acenes. No double entendre will be 
tolerated and no suggestive or blue 
bits allowed, but at the same time 
they will permit the chorus and 
■Women more license in the matter 
of dressing and dancing. The cir- 
cuit has been adding dancers here 
»nd there over tho circuit to good 
results, according to Scribner. A 
case in point is the Columbia. 
Cleveland, which has been playing 
* dancer as an added attraction. 
The gross at the house has been on 
the increase since the switch in 
policy was made.

Rex Weber, who is not featured, 
ties this show in knots and is the 
outstanding feature of a conven- 
tionally good opera that entertains. 
.Toe Wilton, the featured member, 
is a good .itralght, nothing more, 
Wilton reads His lines In a monotone 
that becomes monotonous before 
tho two acts are over. He is also 
remiss in sputa, failing to dominate 
in scenes where domination ia de- 
pended upon to develop the comedy. 
Weber la hidden in the show until 
he walkM out for his specialty. In 
eccentric clothes he announces he 
will give an Impression ot a monolo- 
gist singing a song. So perfect is 
his lip control and enunciation that 
it seems impossible he hasn't a con- 
federate. This supposition ia dis- 
pelled whvn he discards the dead 
pan stuff to finish the song a la 
natural In the same voice. VVeber's 
next novelty touch is bringing out 
a chorus girl. He explains the girl 
asked for .an opportunity to do a 
number. Tho girl proceeds to pm- 
tomlmo the song, moving her lips 
and gesturing. Weber stands be- 
side her and does tho ventrllo- 
quizln,,. It is flawless and the best 
of its kind ever seen. The bit stops 
the proceedings cold. For an encore 
Weber does a "sneezing" sang. al!>o 
Introduced novelly, when be pleads 
he has a cold, but will try and oblige 
with a song. 

ThLs chap Is a logical big tlnie 
next to closing vaudeville act right 
now. It is the surest kind of a sure- 
fire nov«*lty turn and one that will 
wham them in any kind of com- 
pany. Why he is hibernating m 
burlei'ique will have to bo solved by 
the scouts. 

Jules Howard Is the principal 
comedl.an with the Girl Shop, and 
succeeds in getting consistent 
laughs all the way. Howard does 
"Dutch" and is at all times reminis- 
cent of liert Lahr (now in vaude- 
ville). He has copped Lahr's heavy 
breathing stunt and 8«ivcral other 
funny mannerisms. Howard knows 
values and is an all around capable 
comic. 

Wally Jack.son does comedy re- 
lief work for Howard, and turns In 
several worth-while dancing solos.

The pic- 
tures were utilized as part of the 
feature serial, "Innermost Secrets 
of India's Rajahs and Slave Girls 
laid bare by beautiful nautch 
dancer, BanJJan, who escaped from 
bondage as 'bride of a Qod.' " Sev- 
eral of her photographs. Miss Stil- 
lings alleges, were captioned "Nai- 
kin BanjJan. the Moonflower of the 
Valley of the Gods." 

Miss Stillings was never employed 
by any of the defendants, the tests 
being purely experimental and not 
paid for, hence her claim for $100,- 
000 to compensate her physical and 
mental anguish, loss of reputation, 
eto. 



Marty Owens Transferred; 
Detective Bureau Shakeup 

Detective Marty Owens, probably 
the best-known detective on Broad- 
way because of his knowledge of 
"Butterfly" thugs and always called 
In to assist local talent In Investi- 
gations of this sort of crime, has 
been transferred from the West 
68th street station to the Empire 
Boulevard precinct in Flatbush. No 
reason was forthcoming from Po- 
lice Commissioner McLaughlin ex- 
cept "for the good of the service." 

Wiseacres In the Police Depart- 
ment when asked will tell you that 
•'Marty" was too friendly with the 
outgoing regime. However, Owens, 
when asked, shrugged his shoulders 
and said, "It's a mystery to me." 

His transfer is said to be the 
forerunner of a general clean -out in 
the detective bureau. A few days 
later half a dozen of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Squad were taken off the "Ave" 
and sent to divers precincts. This 
is considered a way to demotion. 
The Fifth Avenue ^uad is a 
detail. 

This shakeup took place follow- 
ing the 48th street and Fifth avenue 
holdup, where two Jewelers were 
beaten and robk«d of $100,000 in 
gems. Shots were fired by one of 
the transferred men and a trafllc 
patrolman, but the thugs escaped 
unscathed. 

Following this daring holdup 
McLaughlin had orders issued ask- 
ing jewelers and pawnbrokers when 
transferring gems from the safe to 
the showcases to lock their doors. 
They do. but that does not stop the 
banditry. 



VON BRANDENBURG FOR 
2i YEARS AT SING SING 



Appeal Pending for 5 Years — 

Convicted in 1920 for 

Fraud 



Earl Victor Broughton ron Bran- 
denburg, prominent along Broadway 
a tew years ago, is again lodged in 
the Tombs. He was rrcsted by De- 
tective William Sullivan of the Dis- 
trict Attorney's o^ce. 

After more than five years of lib- 
erty pending an appeal, von Bran- 
denburg will have to serve a sen- 
tence of two years and six months 
Imposed in 1920 by Judge Crain In 
General Sessions after a Jury had 
convicted him of grand larceny In 
the second degree. The Court of 
Appeals recently afflrmed the con- 
viction and sentence, and von Bran- 
denbury will have to go to Sing 
Sing. 

Von Brandenburg was arrested 
early in 1920 on complaint of over a 
dozen men and women who had 
been defrauded out of savings 
amounting to nearly fCOO.OOO. They 
had been induced to part with the 
money after listening to von Bran- 
denburg's glowing accounts of an 
asbestos mine at Tompkinsville, S. I.

FORD'S PROFIT 

(ConUnued from page 1) 
taf«rs turn out the number of ears 
they say they M-e going to pro- 
duce this year, there will have been 
(,000,000 or mors sars marketed 
before Jan. 1. 1»27. 

The figures show that during 1925 
over 4.000.000 were sold and the 
past year was and Is considered "a 
good year" br tbs automobile In- 
terests. 

To accomplish this gain ef ap- 
proximately 1.000,000 machines a 
liberal translation of some of the 
company's production schedules go 
with it. It Is understood that Hud- 
son will go on a 2,000 dally produc- 
Uon basis beginning Feb. 1; Chev- 
rolet Is now turning out betweMi 
2,000 and S.OOO a day; Dodge 1,500; 
Chrysler, Bulck and others are hit- 
ting around 750 every 24 hours; 
Hupmobile is In the neighborhood 
of 200; some half doxen or so are 
getting rid of 76 by the day. but 
the most stupendous production 
output goes to Ford, who, having 
for some time been turning out 
9,000 a day, has now Jumped to a 
10.000 dally schedule. 

With Ford that 10,000 mark means 
a stupendous money figure, an es- 
timated profit to Ford of $500,000 a 
day. The 10.000 dally cars are not 
all "assembled" Jobs but Include the 
shipping of unassembled but com- 
plete cars to dealers. The $500,000 
dally net is the outcome of a $50 
clear profit on* each par, considered 
a modest estimate. 

If carried out to a full year Ford's 
annual total net on only his a:- 
sembled cars is $125,000,000. This 
Is the result of a 24-hour day at the 
Ford plant and a five-day week. 
Deducting tho Saturdays and Sun- 
days and holidays leaves 251 work- 
ing days. It is believed that there 
are between 100,000 and 125.000 
men no^ employed at the Ford 
plant, the largest of its kind in the 
world. 

Worriss Ahead 
With such heavy and competitive 
production schedules, automobile 
men freely predict that there's an 
abundance of worry in store for a 
number of somebodies. 

To meet the situation, and be- 
fore the recent automobile show In 
New York. It Is understood that 
Dodge, under 4tB new banking re- 
gime of ' Dillon «nd Read, called 
3.000 of Its dealers Into Detroit for 
the annual convention to discuss 
price reduction. That there was a 
sense of showmanship connected 
with this affair Is proven by the 
arrival of the dealers being so 
planned that 13 special trains pulled 
Into the Michigan Central depot in 
Detroit almost simultaneously, after 
which the new were paraded 
through the streets in some 90 con- 
veyances. The actual meeting took 
place at the New Detroit Theatre 
with the convention lasting three 
days. This was Just before the New 
York show. 

The Dodge concern is the center 
of much conjecture at the present 
moment due to the staunchness 
with which it has adhered to a four- 
cylinder motor. With the modern 
trend In automobiles in favor of 
six-cylinder engines it is reported 
the Dodge people are readying a 
I "six" and may even have one on a 
block in the factory. It is said that 
Hupmobile had its eight-cylinder 
model "on the road" for a year be- 
fore it was marketed. The latter 
concern Is understood to have sent 
these pioneer "eights" as far north 
as Alaska and as far south as Mex- 
ico to ascertain the stability of the 
motor under all climatic conditions. 
Sidelights on the annual auto 
show heie are that probably not 
half of the automobile men who 
come Into town for It ever actually 
attend. It's a festive week and 
most of it Is spent by the transients 
in the precincts of the hotels neigh- 
boring the Grand Central Terminal 
with nightly voyages to the the- 
atres and cafes. 

Some Idea of the influx during 
auto week Is obtained through the 
transportation of the 20th Century 
from Chlcigo to New York. With the 
show having opened here on a Sat- 
urday, it la stated the "Century" 
dally ran out of Chicago in 10 sec- 
tions, from the preceding Thursday 
to the following Monday.

"A Small Town Kid"/ (reads the 
next card) and a Ilolly Saxon 
standby, a kid number wltft thor- 
oughly cute and becoming man- 
nerisms follows. There Is nothing 
el'.ly about this personation unlike 
so many Juvenile simulations which 
are handicapped beforehand through 
obvious physical maturity. Miss 
Saxon's personality blends beauti- 
fully (that goes both ways) with 
the number. The title Is "Since 
Papa Lost His Toupee." 

From this, through the donning 
of a duster, a chin piece and hat, 
the rubo number follows, heralded 
"A Terrible Imitation." Said Imi- 
tation is of a country "constable" 
leading Into^a pleasing scarecrow 
dance. "The Usual Piano Solo" 
announces the accompanist's solo 
offering. Besides the plugging the 
wait lor Miss Saxon's change, the 
Ivory tickler Is as expert a soloist

"Now Signing OfT" heralds the 
final number and the weakest. Miss 
Saxon (In a charming outfit that 
makes them sit up and look more 
than twice) gets more out of It 
through expression than it deserves.

The "pro- 
jectile" was thrust into the muzzle 
of the oval-shaped gun and while 
the electric apparatus buzzed, the 
plate was shoved flush with the 
guns end and a girl was rfiot 
through the steel plate, landing 
neatly on a trampoline.

MAL HALLETT and His OrehM- 

tra (11) 
Arcadia Ballroom, Naw York 

Mai Halletl ts the Red Grange of 
ballroom bands. This U an attrac- 
tion which, unlike Grange, does not 
peter out through fiash-ln-the-pan 
performances, being ultra and of 
basically sound foundation. 

Hallett's past performances in the 
New England ballrooms he has 
played may speak much for him, 
but the response ho Is accorded at 
Arcadia la the best proof of his 
worth as an attraction at the gate. 
Considering also the Arcadia's pol- 
icy against gate-crashing, the large 
attendance leaves no room for doubt 
as his cash-ln-the-tlll wactlon. 

This marks Hallett's second pea- 
son at Arcadia and his fifth on 
Broadway, where he first came to 
attention In the three seasons he 
was at Roseland. Hallett Is a show- 
man always. Without detracting 
from the intrinsic merit of the in- 
strumentation, lt'« a question If it 
would amount to half as much with- 
out the Hallett direction. Incident- 
ally, to pursue such theory, that 
"half as much" would In reality be 
a good deal more than the average. 
A trade paper Is rarely given to 
"raves." Such things are left for 
the laymen. A tra"e paper should 
analyze coldly and It does so but 
one cannot chill one's self against 
the unusual If It commands enthusi- 
asm. .» 

Hallett is an Ideal ballroom at- 
traction: <ne might be timpted to 
say the Ideal ballroom band but for 
the caution aforcmentlon«;d. It has 
everything In entertainment with 
the primary substance of "wow" 
music. lu rhythms "lift." lending 
a verve it the ditnce that Is best 
appreciated after stepping to an 
indifferent combination that listens 
well collectively and yet is lacking 
in the necessary flra to Inspire a 
sluggish ankle. 

Hallett's Tlolln-conducting Is 
more than a motion of wielding a 
baton. His physical self, all of six 
feet. Is thrown into the syncopation 
so that every muscle Tlbrates with 
the tempos. Any further analysis 
Is L-St summed up In the term 
"showm.anship." 

The Hallett band is a personality 
organization. Firstly. It Is distinc- 
tive In that It includes an In-and-out 
entertainer in the ensemble whose 
sole Udk ts to entertain, clown, cut- 
up and t>lay up to the band when 
a aololat steps out. OUie Ahearn, 
the enterUlner aforementioned, 
plays up to him when not soloing 
himself. Ahearn is pep personified. 
His wiggles and mannerisms radiate 
surcharged enthusiasm. In the 
"Sailor's Sweetheart" number, he 
has Bill Carlln, the torrid trumpet 
player, opposite aa the old tar, with 
Ahearn the dame. Ditto in "Colle- 
giate," bis simulation of the Harold 
Lloyd "Freshman" hop. skit and 
handshake la a great little touch 
along with some original rah-rah 
stuff.

Chas. K. Harris with his auto- 
biography running serially In the 
"Saturday Evening Post" was fig- 
ured a good bet for the Hippodrome. 
His act, heavily augmented by the 
addition of a pianist, a male quar- 
tet and Frances Kane, a splendid 
contralto, proved one of the high 
lights of the bill, due to the remin- 
iscent array of former song hits 
thrown upon a scrim mounted on an 
easel. 

Harris contributed but slightly, 
vocally, to the rendition.

HIPPODROME 

Business at the Hippodromo 
capacity downstairs Monday night 
and healthy on the shelf, deservedly 
so, for the big house is acting as 
host to one of the best and most 
colorful shows po.ssible to recruit 
from the slowly thinning ranlcs of 
vaudeville. 

The Hippodrome, more than any 
other house on the Keith circuit, has 
felt the inroads of outside amuse- 
ments in snaring away attractions, 
without which the house Is whip- 
sawed. Added to this is the fact 
the Hip is a "cut" salary weok. 
which means It must flght for "new 
acts" while they are taking the slap 
from the "ofllce" and before they get 
groggy and leave the circuit flat. 
Therefore, it is unusual that a Une 
up like the current one can bo as- 
sembled. 

The bill was slightly switched 
around Monday night. Chas. K. 
Harris (New Acts) was moved up 
third from opening intermission; 
William, and Joe Mandel from sec- 
ond after intermission to fourth; 
Yorke and King f^-om fourth to nszt 
to closing, and tbs Rieffenach Fam- 
ily from third to closing. Mel Kle« 
moved up from next to shut to open 
the second half and Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland Bronner from closing to 
second after intermission. 

The retailored layout played to 
much better advantage. It was nec- 
essary to split up the singing and 
give Chas.

The tct got 
over on reminiscence and on the 
Hip presentation, which staked it to 
a male quartet, a :3iano pl^er and 
a girl soloist. 

The hit of the flrst half went to 
Rae Samuels with the Mandels Just 
ahead copping the comedy honors. 
Miss Samuels went at the huge Hip- 
podrome open spaces i ■ her best 
drawing room manner and had them 
begging for more after her first 
number.

The Disappearing Diving Oirls, 
who will disappear from the I-.Ippo- 
drome after this week, closed the 
flrst half. Augmented by Alan Fos- 
ter's Hippodrome Girls, It gave the 
first half of the show a corking 
flash. 

Mr. and Mrs. Clevelatid Bronner, 
opening after intermission, /ere the 
class and flash ot the show. The 
act in coni-eption and production is 
far and away the best thing that 
Bronner has ever done. It is beau- 
tiful in costuming am lighting ef- 
fects and holds a real novelty in

Change in Style 
Of Arranging BiBs 



A necessary change has been 
made In Variety's Bills Next 
Week arrangement. They are 
again listed under cities In the 
manner Variety did this when 
creating the Bills Next Week 
department some years ago. 

Through picture house bills 
and programs having been 
added, the former manner of 
publishing bills under the 
names of tbe circuits appear- 
ing on has been abandoned. 
Shortly also bills In Cabarets, 
now printed separately on these 
pages, will be Included among 
the regular bills. 

While vaudeville artists In 
main, looking for their friends, 
know which circuit they are ap- 
pearing upon, or want to 
quickly see who will be on the 
bill with them next week, know 
exactly where to look and 
probably save much time 
thereby, th« vast majority of 
the readers of these bills are 
not as familiar with the cir- 
cuits. They know some one is 
to be in a town next week but 
they have to scan the entire list- 
ing to locate them, whereas by 
placing all names In one city 
under that city's heading, and 
the cities In alphabetical order, 
renders it much more conveni- 
ent for the majority. 

It was the first style of print- 
ing for these bills and carried 
forward for some years until 
Keith's, desiring to be "dis- 
tinctive," requested Its pro- 
grams to be segregated unto 
themselves. 

In the current bills frequently 
appears the programs for two 
weeks, the current week and 
next week. There are indi- 
cated by dates following the 
name of the theatre. For this 
week (14) or (26) is employed; 
or next week (II) or (1), de- 
noting Jan. tl (Sunday) or Feb. 
1 (Monday) as the opening day 
At the theatra.

Arraigned Dec. 20 In the District 
Court at T^awrence, Ma.ss., Parsons 
was held in bail of $1,000 for the 
Essex County Grand Jury, March 
term, when probable cause to take 
such action waa found by the court. 

Mrs. Elizabeth NIckcrson of New- 
ton and Maiden, ticket seller In the 
Maiden I'layhouse for a number of 
years, was the complainant. She 
alleged that Parsons gave her a 
check In March, 1925, for $1,000 and 
asked her to cash it for him at her 
Maiden bank. 

Parsons then had a lease on the 
Colonial. lAwrence, and owned a 
stock company playing here. MIs.s 
Nlckerson said that the $1,000 check 
was to pay off the cast, tho producer 
being behind in payniciits. It wa.s 
later returned marked "InsulUcient 
funds." Ml.ss NIckcrson, who en- 
dorsed It. took up the check, 8ho 
said, and Parsons has paid her b.nck 
only a few hundred dollrirs of the 
amount, she testified. 

'I'he comi>any closed shortly .ifter 
this episode. Parsons went to (SIou- 
cester where he obtained a N-asf 
on the Cnlon Hill theatre and ran 
stock productions for a while. Ac- 
cording to officials, occurrences 
similar to the Ijawrence chock 
episode liappf'ned In Gloucester. 

Parsons claims that Miss Nick'T- 
son agreed to go into parlner.shlp 
In the C )lonlal, I.Awrence, with him 
but drew out at the last minute. 

Te-Hiifyit:g in his own Ijihalf in the 
lAwrence District Court, I'ar.sons 
said he had a little money when h<! 
started operating In Lawrence but 
after he paid tho fares of the com- 
pany from New York to this city 
he was pretty short. 

Ho teHtllle.i that Miss Nhkerson 
was well aw.ire of the fact that the 
(.heck was no good when she took 
It In tici, he iiald. she sugge.stcd 
that rather than «-lose df>wii tlif 
show she would take a check to 
Madlen where she was well ktio.vn.

hop* that before It wa.s returned to 
tha I>awrence Trust C<itiii>an> .^nl' 
ficlent revenue would cr.nie in to 
meet It.

CONTRACT FORM 

FOR AUTHORS 

PREPARED 



Suggestions from Pro- 
ducers Will Be 
Considered 



The authors' new form of contract 
haa been drafted and will be pre- 
sented to the Dramatists League for 
acceptance at a general meeting 
dated for next Tuesday. A well 
known playwright who e; amined 
the contract described It as being 
"radical but not revolutionary." 

It was also stated that any legiti- 
mate producer who desires to be 
fair to the author or who has so 
been In his past relations, will not 
object to accepting the new con- 
tract. At first when the authors 
held indignation meetings and ex- 
posed the methods of certain man- 
agers in disposing of picttire rights, 
producers expected the conditions of 
the proposed new contract would 
make it Impossible to do business 
with the authors. 

After the authors' contract is ac- 
cepted by the League, the next pro- 
ceedure will be its presentation to 
the managers. It Is understood tha 
latter will be asked for suggestions 
if certain stipulations are objection- 
able. Just how far the authors will 
go to make such suggested change* 
is a question. 

Author's Ownarahip 

The principal feature of the new 
contract la the technical ownership 
of a play, so far as the picture rights 
are concerned. The authors de- 
mand the right to dispose of their 
plays for pictures, with the manager 
tecelving 50 per cent, as at present. 
A time limit will probably be set 
and a bureau or one salaried execu- 
tive in the authers' organization will 
handle the picture sales. 

One prominent showman expr^^ss- 
ed the opinion that if the authors 
are demanding protective measurea, 
they in return should do likewise 
for the producer — not alone in tha 
pale of i>lcture rights. The manager 
stated that he had advanced from 
$8,000 to $10,000 to several play- 
wrights In the past three years and 
Is unable to secure a play from them 
or get his money back. He stated 
the Dramatists should guarantee tha 
return of such advances. 

While tho new contract Is being 
finished the authors are Inviting all 
writers of plays to join the I.rt>aguew 
Included are writers whose works 
have not yet been produced. Tha 
Item is to reduce the chances of 
iriaiiagera wide-stepping the nt.'W 
contract by tying up plays by non- 
members.

Georgine Iselin Appeals From 

Additional Tax Upon Sales 

of Her Vacant Space 



Washington. Jan. 2$. 

Oral argumc.t was heard in the 
United States Supreme Court in the 
appeal of Qeorglne Iselin to have 
set aside an extra tax imposed by 
the Federal government upon the 
sale of the use of her private box at 
the Metropolitan opera bouse. New 
York, during 1»1». 

As a stockholder in tho company 
owning the Metropolitan, she was 
entitled to a box. Not using It her- 
self, the box was sold for the vari- 
ous opera performances with the 
regular tax paid by the stockholder 
as imposed under section three of 
the Revenue Act of 1918. and. under 
protest, an additional $3,162.50 under 
section (, which it was contended 
was enacted to cover ticket scalpers 
only when tickets purchased at the 
box office were resold. 

Attorneys for the government 
alleged it was the purpose of the 
section to tax the additional money 
she received when selling the box 
and that It was not sufficient for her 
to pay only the tax provided upon 
those who occupied their own twxes.

Troubles of attractions In th« 
anuillsr stands ars often reported 
yrlth local managers charged with 
makinK conditions harder. An in- 
•tancs cropped up last weelc when 
"Abie's Irish Rose" played the 
Oladner, a Butterfleld house at 
Flint. Mich. The Butterneld offlce 
was apparently provolied over the 
business drawn by "Abie" and 
called off a special matinee unless 
the house got better terms. That 
was refused and the matinee was 
abruptly canceled, though there 
was an advance sale of $S00 and 
a capacity house anticipated. 
"Able" got $15,000 on the week In 
FUat, in nine performances. 

"Abie" U receiving 76-26 In all 
stands booked and does not share 
for stage hards nor orchestra. 
When the attraction played Grand 
Baplds, William De Lignemare, 
general manager of "Abie," made 
a concession to Butterfleld because 
of ttaa latter's extra expense In 
leasing the Powers theatre. The 
same terms stood but the show 
shared on all over four stage hands 
and the orchestra. An attempt was 
made to force similar arrange- 
meats for the other Butterfleld 
houses but "Able" stood pat and 
only a telegram from Butterfleld 
verifying the original contracts 
prevented the show cancelling the 
circuit 

Wanted 60-50 

Although the Butterfleld offlce 
laid out the route. It was found 
that "Able" could not reach Flint 
from Saginaw In time to open Sun- 
day night, last week. A special 
matinee was agreed upon for Fri- 
day. When It was seen that big 
business was In sight, an addi- 
tional special matinee was in- 
serted Thursday. The' second extra 
matinee was agreed on between Ar- 
thur B. Benson, back with the 
■how, an^ K. F. Boothman, local 
manager at Flint. Grampp, general 
minager for Butterfleld. also as- 
' sen ted. 

Thursday afternoon, Butterfleld, 
•a the telephone from Detroit, 
"Tjawled" Grampp for agreeing to 
the added matinees on the same 
terms and declared if the attrac- 
tion did not split 50-50 for Thurs- 
day's matinee, the Friday afternoon 
would be called off. Benson refused 
the demand. Grampp explained the 
Friday matinee would mean from 
$600 to $700 for the house, but But- 
terfleld was obdurate. 

It seems that when the Flint 
manager mentioned the two special 
matinees to Beatty In the Butter- 
fleld oflilce, Beatty is alleged to have 
•ngrily replied: "Why should 'Abie* 
set all that money; do they want 
to take all the money in town away 
With themr* 

A demand for the attraction's 
•bars of the canceled matinee was 
made on the basis of capacity. The 
Batter will probably reach the 
•ourta.

And I have been a newspaper man. There's ons yon didn't have. 
Not that It Is unuauai In this land of romance. Any, or most, Amer- 
icans of my length of time on ths stage have been most of those things 
at ons time or another. 

If anyone cares, my ambition Is playwrlghtlng. My heart and feelings^ 
if any, are with the actors but I cherish most an Independent mind, also 
if any, and if I have a motive, central or otherwise. It Is for the general 
good of show business.

Ths heart fc^-caks and disappointments of the actor I know as no on* 
knows. The hell of doubt which is the playwrights — ths Tingodly uncer- 
tainties which beset the vaudeville — how the gods toss them all about 
for their Olympian humor, I know much. 
Much too much! 

Gsmbling on s PIsy 
But after all, the actor and even the author floats on a ship which ths 
producer's money must build. When it comes to a test of sportsman- 
ship, try this one on your piano. Namely, take twenty thousand, mors 
or less, cold Iron men and risk It on a play! 

If you are a man of sense there is no sense to It. Ton can start safely 
with that. 

If you are one of those statisticians who figure percentages, gst a list of 
this year's productions, then count this year's successes, taks your M 
six-per-cent $1,000 bonds out of the strong box. change them for three 
per cent, ones, and lock them right up again as you laucb your head oft. 
Men of sense do that anyhow. In any business. 

Of course there is a come-back to having too muoh sens* — you nsvsr 
havs any fun. 

Ths 8urs Thingsrs 
Thers «ur« peopls whs taks chances and peopls wbo play ths sor* 
things. 

The three-per-centers and six- per-centers will eat and sleep and dis 
safely and warmer and comfortable, but the Chance Takers, after all, dis- 
cover the America's and the Abie's Irish Roses, and ths fool producers 
have built all of Broadways theatres, employed all of Broadway's actors, 
paid all the royalties of the Broadway authors.

"A play Is as strong as Its big situation." he explains. 

An the Lord knows what else. Anyhow, hs Is spoiled and as he gets 
to know It all he has flop after flop. 

When ths present big producers were young and had the courage of 
youth they produced what they liked. What they felt Not what thsy 
reasoned out. And they made hits— and hits, make them, look at what 
they produce now. 

When a producer trusts his emotional reaction to a play rather thaa 
his tape measure, he plays the safest hunch. Those who are ao detached 
from humanity as to reason about the feelings have separated them- 
selves too far from feeling to know the feel of an audience. He writes 
best who Just writes what ho feels, he acts best who acts through ths 
feelings, all glacial art of the Intellect to the contrary notwithstanding, 
and hs produces most successfully who realizes, flrst, that producing Is 
a gamble, but it's ths lest known gamble for big retuma 

And secondly, that no play is going to add anything to the present 
store of human knowledge from a mental standpoint— and thirdly, that 
ths best play Is written to PLAY, and not to read, usually written by 
someone who either acts or knows the nrt of practical acting. 

Fstalitles snd Values 

And fourthly, hurried and Incompetent direction or production Is fatal 
to ths best play. 

And fifthly, that there are few good directors but tluit thsy ars wortk 
their price. ' 

And sixthly, that thers are few good actors for ths particular part but 
that they are worth any amount of "name" actors who don't fit. 

And seventhly, that there Is a chance for picture, stock, published book, 
published play, touring and foreign rights, in addition to the Broadway 
run of one hundred and twenty minutes, nights, weeks or months, as ths 
case may be. 

And eighthly, that a hit Is a fortune, a half hit a half fortune, a tsa 
weeks' run a money maker, and a flop, a great lesson to a hero.

N. Y. He was present at the performance, but not in a critical 
capacity. He attended various kindergartens, public schools, prep and 
military schools without meeting any of the experiences of "Young 
Woodley." and finished at Williams College A. B.. 1912. Here his quality 
of acting In college dramatics undoubtedly won him his place on the 
track team. , . . ^ 

After further idling In the most learned and lazy European citlee, he 
called It an education, came home and decided to go to work. Compro- 
mised by going on a newspaper. It was "The Sun." Here, almost con- 
tinuously, he has remained. Count one year out for service In Infantry. 
IT. S. A., ending up as a second lieutenant and a married man. Wife 
U Ada Vorhaua. painter and illustrator. 

Reporter. maKazine page editor, book review editor of "The Sun" In 
turn. Music critic for nine years. Had four famous Cleopatra's Nights 
In 1924 as combination dramatic and musical critic. Along came latest 
amalgamation. "When last seen." said Variety of that dale. "Gabriel was 
hcadod for the East Klver." Greatly exaggerated. Merely went up and 
lived on Hcywood Broun for the summor. at the end of which time 
became dramatic critic of the "Tel-jgram-Mall." One year more. Then. 
since the beginning of the season, back to "The Sun." 

Author of three novels, none of which has yet paid for the typewriting. 
l,ut aU of which have been called "promising" by ex-frlendn among the 
book reviewers. Regular contributor to "Vanity Fair." "The New 
Yorker," "Century." "Theatre MfigHzlnc." etc. Conductor of lecture 
cour-e on dr.nmatic criticism at N. Y. U.

Rufus LeMaire has been ready- 
ing "Sweetheart Time" for quite a 
while. The attraction was first put 
on as "Leave It to Me," and then 
was called In for revision and re- 
ca.stingr. virtually an entirely new- 
cast being engaged. New numbers 
were also written and the dances 
restaged. When the revised show 
opened In Boston It drew smart 
business and Broadway success viar 
predicted. The premiere here drew 
divided opinions, but the consensus 
was that It is good entertainment. 

The first act Impressed as the 
best, probably because 'the book 
was permitted to Intrude too much 
In the second. The settings are 
colorful and effective, besides being 
cleverly and brightly lighted. The 
dressing Is In tune with the produc- 
tion, but the outstanding feature of 
"Sweetheart Time" la Its dancing. 

There are specialty dancers In 
profusion, not alone In teams, but 
from out of the chorus. Several of 
the latter are programmed as of 
the cast and deserve that credit. 
Idost of the ensembles are fast, and 
In this respect Larry Ceballos has 
turned out a dam good Job. Earl 
Lindsay and William Seabury staged 
the numbers for the show orig- 
inally. 

The piece will do much for Eddie 
Buxzell, and he Is doing much for 
the ahow. Not «uit« ao happy Is 
Mary MUburn, the feminine lead, 
and ahe is reported havlifg given 
tn her notice. They are the two 
featured players and the only ones 
retained from the original cast. 
Miss MUburn retired after her mar- 
riage, a year or ao ago, and was 
last out 'In "Molly Darling." She 
looks much thinner, and for some 
reason did not aeem In the best of 
»olce. 

Buzzell. who did ao well aa the 

juvenile lead in "The Olngham 

Girl," haa developed, now aland- I jgYoya, though he haa not reached 
Ing out in front on his own and the plane of Hauptmann or Ibsen 



Worthy as a wonder-work and 
fulfilling the highest Junctions of a 
Theatre Guild, the production of a 
play which no strictly commercial 
impresario would consider. "Goat 
Song" is Guild stuff, and attests and 
ratifies the sincerity and intensity 
of New York's shiningl.* successful 
Guild, even though it is Ukely that 
the directors overvalued this play. 

Judged by the glowing memo- 
randa in the program, the sponsors 
felt that In their womb of art they 
were bearing, to be given forth, a 
classic masterpiece. That, "Goat 
Song" is not But It la fit to stand 
beside many which have been en- 
shrined in the records of achieve- 
ments, for it Is a big, profound work. 

Werfel, the author, is a Ge .nan 
lyric poet, though this opus ia not 
in verse. He evidently has a pas- 
sion In his soul — and he haa a soul — 
to show humanity what it looks like 
from within. This school la popu- 
lous, especially among the Central 
European writers, Russians, and 



rich In fc«ltn« and color and aenal* 
tlve vibration. The cast was one of 
the moat ausplcloua and astounding- 
ly stellar In years under any man- 
acement. And tne booK. laelf, was 
Intellectual end dramatic material 
beyond question. 

The acting was In tune with the 
reat. Blanche Yurka. George GauL 
Lynn Fontanne, Alfred Lunt, Al- 
bert Brunlng, Edward O. Robinson, 
Dwlght Prye — all "names" and all 
stars except Robinson — played with 
might and UlenL Miss Yurka. It 
may be whispered, reached genius. 

"Goat Song" la too heavy, racking, 
bitter, to become a long-run sensa- 
tion. It is too big and fine to be a 
failure. It should outlive Its sub- 
scription season and enjoy an over- 
stay, though probably not an exten- 
sive one. I,<»«t.

It Is almost silly to consider an 
O'Neill play from the commercial 
point of view, for there is no man 
writing today who so disregards his 
medium of expression — who abides 
by no rules and adheres to no set 
form. It la certain then, that be is 
searching and experimenting. In 
"The Great God Brown" he haa hit 
upon something almost great — but 
not quite. 

In th« play he uses masks to ex- 
press changes and conflicts in char- 
acters. These masks the players 
carry with them constantly and are 
taken off and itut on in view of the 
audience — a disconcerting practice 
which aeon Justifies Itself. 

For the basis of "The Great God 
Brown" Is the theory that each of 
us are two people — the real self and 
the exhibitionist self. Thus O'Neill

That is but one of the shoclis. The 
lines and situations abound with 
names. A spade is called a spade. 
Nothing Is sacred — religion, embry- 
ology, race, jreed, human frailties 
and virtues, all are riddled. Blas- 
phemy abounds and bolahevism is 
bluntly given an equal I \ with 
aristocracy and with democracy. 

What some of the thin-skinned 
financial patrons will say to .hese 
heresies Is a question of how far 
they can condone them In the name 
of Art. If not Truth. The opening 
night audience w^s largely made up 
of the subscribers and bondholders. 
They seemed to enthuse. 

And well they might, if th«y took 
pride In how and what their Guild 
delivers. The production and direc- 
tion were macniflcent. Intellectual. 



thony. Both study art and both 
show great promise as architects. 
both love the same girl. Mafet^et, 
and although Dion marries her and 
becomes the father of her children, 
it is Billy Brown who forges ahead 
while Dion wastes his money and 
eventually goes to work for Brown. 
The exhibitionist self of Dion 
hates BrownC because Brown has 
grown prosperous, because Brown 
had loved hla wife, and because 
Brown Is keeping the prostitute 
with whom Dion actually found 
friendship and maintained a strictly 
platonio relationship. There is a 
plot in which Dion dies and Brown 
is present — but the more melodra- 
matic aspects of the plot all serve 
to dish up the dual acting of each 
character. 

The masks themselves are excel- 
lent likenesses of the individual 
players, although each mask por- 
trays the player's face in its mood 
as the world sees it. Thus when 
Dion Is bragging, he wears the hard 
mask which he has had to fortify 
himself against the world, and In 
his moments of weakness aa he 
turns to the Bible for comfort* the 
player's natural face Is revealed. 

William Harrlgan, Leona Ho- 
garth, Robert Keith and Anne Shoe- 
maker have the leading roles in thls< 
Particularly striking is the mask 
Miss Shoemaker uses, for she plays 
the prostie and in her moments 
with Dion her own face Is revealed, 
soft and kind, but when a man 
calls, she dons the hard mask -like 
map of a commercial woman. Har- 
rlgan Is at home In his part, while 
Robert Keith and Leona Hogarth 
do excellent work as the miserably 
matched couple. 

It la noticeable that O'Neill has 
inserted religion quite often, some- 
thing be also did In "The Foun- 
tain." There also seems to be less 
of reality In this play than in those 
sea dramas which fairly breathed 
and spurted of their subject. Thus 
the play seems to be written by a 
man thinking of hl« work rather 
than actually living It. 

The aettlngj of Robert Edmond 
Jones are simple, vawtly expressive 
and like all the settings of Jones, 
well done. Ills direction is also 
good and that means a great deal, 
for this play must have offered 
many dlfficultlea. 

It doesn't look like a real money 
proposition, although the novelty 
and Ita apettjr effectlvencRs may 



August Strlndberg. so they tell, is 
the percursor of all modernity in 
the theatre today. "Spiritual con- 
flicts" apparently are his specialty. 
Like some of the other Scandi- 
navian gentlemen, his dope Is a lit- 
tle tough to get through the noodle. 
The Idea of "The Dream Play" is 
to depict the visit of a daughter of 
Indra. the god, on a visit among us 
mortals. Indra's daughter, from the 
epilog which showed her in tights, 
breast band and beads, was a right 
smart looking girl but the flrst 
thing she did on striking the earth 
was to hop to the ladles' dress goods 
department and rig herself In an 
outfit. By the time the curtain 
went up on scene one, act one, she 
had clothes on and was talking 
nonsense. 

The whole scheme is to show this 
heavenly being mingling with the 
people of the earth. She comes to 
the conclusion things aren't what 
they should be. Indra's daughter 
runs up again fellows liahard luck — 
a stage door Johnny^ whose gal 
turned him down; a lawyer who 
was really sorry he ever touched a 
hot nickel; a poor girl who cried 
because she had nothing to wear to 
a dance; a blind rich man whose 
boy got lost from a ship — and a rich 
girl who was sore because nobody 
paid any attention to her. 

There's no doubt that Strlndberg 
was pretty certain that this earth 
was a vale of tears and the habita- 
tion of a molested race, but he did 
not stay on hard rock in telling his 
story. It wanders all over the lot 
and back again without ever im- 
pressing the audience it means a 
great deal. One scene in Flngal's 
cave, for Instance, has the bad law- 
yer with an opportunity to start all 
over again by marrying a good girl. 
So she suggests that they "mould 
their destinies." 

This seems so far over every- 
body's head and is so inadequately 
acted In all except the principal 
parts that much of whatever power 
and strength it might have pos- 
sessed is lost. The Cleon Throck- 
morton settings are fine — and his 
accomplishments on the tiny stage 
of the Provlncetown are little short 
of miraculous. But it is all wasted 
In "The Dream Play." which may 
mean many things to many people 
but hardly means anything of para- 
mount Importance to any one per- 
son.

If he should ever 
give a performance of this new play 
before a group of police reporters, 
the general verdict would be that 
Mr. Davenport is a badly Informed 
man. His conception of a "Joint" 
Is one of the most laughable thlngt 
to hit tho New York stage this year, 
and the extreme seriousness with 
which he pursues a subject (which 
Is of little moment) is In Itself good 
for another smile. 

This time the daughter of the 
anti-vice crusader is kidnaped and 
taken to a high-class place — one 
frequented by generals and scna* 
tors and presided over by a madam 
with some hint of dignity. There 
she ia included in the most rldlcu* 
lous series of "living pictures" ever 
presented and recites a poem — Inno* 
cent to her. but actually one of the 
most obscene and putrid thing! 
uttered in any of these little thea- 
tres, which seem right now to be 
running riot to outdo one another 
in the presentation of dirty drama. 

It so happens that a friend of the 
girl's fiance Is In the Joint, and they 
arc slammed In a room together, 
but In tho end It develops that the 
girl's father Is a blatant hypocrite 
and that a ^Irl whose sister he 
wronged Is back of the entire pro- 
ceedings. 

Davenport's Idea was dotibtless to ■ 
convince his audiences that whlte- 
slavers still operate, for he has 
labeled his theatre "The House of 
Truth" (at $2.20 a seat). But he 
doesn't convince anybody of any- 
thing except that he has written » 
ridiculous play; has stapod It atro- 
ciously with settings of the pre- 
Adamite period, and haa cast it wltB 
people who, In most Instances, know 
little about aetlng. The exceptlnni 
are Olive Valerie as a French malO 
and Mary Shaw as the presldinf 
genius of Mr. Davenport's meniir- 
brothel. But here even Miss ^h^jj^ 
who has played a role or so HM 
this before.

This comedy of American life by 
George Abbott and John A. Weaver 
had its premiere here ut the Play- 
house before an audience that 
seemed to enjoy Iho luimor In the 
rtilnds of the authors In trying to 
represent some of the interesting 
matters that might happen at any 
borirding house. 

The plot descrlbe-n the life of two 
sisters who live In a boarding house 
in Brooklyn and Work In a depart- 
ment store. The affection of the 
oldest sister for the younger, who 
Is a ilevll-may-care type, gives the 
authors a chance to produce V..? 
dramatics of the play. Florence 
Johns and Katherlne Wilson are 
the sisters, and both received a gen- 
erous welcome here. 

The play denls with the jracrlflces 
of the cider sister to save and put 
the yornger girl through business 
college. The youngster, spoiled by 
this care and attention, finally steals 
her sister's beau. At the climax the 
younger sister la in a "Jam" when 
she takes money entrusted to her, 
beta on the races and loses. This 
complication the authors turn out 
"afely through the older sister's de- 
votion. 

Aa the younger sister Miss Wil- 
son cavorts in true flapper mode, 
but falls to get from It as much as 
her stage sl.stor, Ml«n J(»hns. lX)n- 
ald Meek nicely plays the no-ac- 
count husband of the board Im? 
house keeper, and O. Albert Smith 
and Thonras Chalmer are perfectly 
cast. Donald MacUonald is the 
hero and shares honors with Miss 
Johns.

"Cherry Blossom" is frankly an 
experiment — an attempt to sec 
whether an operetta with u Gilbert 
and Sullivan lluvur has a chance 
today wlicn the Charleston is the 
dance sensation and musical shows 
are best noted for the number of 
people on the payroll. 

In some respects, It Is a com- 
mendable experiment : In others, it 
is not. The score, by Rernard Ham- 
blen, who sprang into favor years 
ago witli religious compositions, is 
the strengtlt of the operetta. The 
book, by lOdwurd A. I'aulton, hlin- 
self In the cast, is weak — far too 
weak, especially as concerns com- 
edy. The laughs in "Cherry Blos- 
som" are few. This Is chiefly the 
fault of Paulton, although some of 
the responsibility may be placed 
upon the shoulders of those carry- 
ing the comedy roles. 

Which may explain, in part at 
least, why the piece will have five 
changes in the cast ere Broadway 
Is attempted. These will be made 
while the company is playing At- 
lantic City the week of Jan. 25 
Baltimore and Newark are to follow. 

Musically, "Cherry Blossom" Is a 
melodic gem of the first water, and 
Its score should go a long Way to- 
ward winning some success for the 
operetta.

A (all on her father's vessel early 
in life has arrested her mental de- 
velopment, and though she is grown 
to womanhood, her mind is of a 
child of eight. Capt Smithers rules 
with fear instilled by frequent beat- 
ings, particularly when he is drunk. 
Anthony ia touched by the girl's 
plight. During a momentary ab- 
sence of her father she entreats 
Anthony to keep her. Her pleadings 
touch his heart, but Capt. Smithers 
demands tiiere must be marriage If 
his daughter la to be taken from 
him. He wnrns that a navy surgeon 
has told him that some day the 
child's mind mny become normal, 
in which case^nhe will forget all 
that has taken place up to the 
moment that the normalcy begins. 
Anthuny marries the girl and his is 
paternal care rather than husbaodly 
solicitation. Despite the entreaties 
of Mamie that she is a woman, he 
refu.ses to understand, and to him 
she reni.alns a child. His love for 
her grows until she la his only in- 
spiration. 

Comes a morning when she is ill. 
Ha persuaded her to remain at 
home. Her boarding mistress, Mrs. 
Hipgins. a gos.sipy woman, arouses 
her with unRindly words about 
Anthony, and Mamie runs awtiy. 
Anthony, returning to find her 
missing, searches the city until ex- 
hausted. In the boarding house in 
tills state he is goaded to despair 
by the slanders cast upon Mamie 
by Mrs. IligKins and his slster-ln- 
law, Mrs. Pook. He rises to a 
frenzy tliat silences their tongues, 
but sends him out into the night 
again in a search for the girl. 

His sister, Kitty, a woman of the 
streets, finds him and takes him to 
a doss house in the I.,Irnehou3e ills- 
triet. One of her kind hns picked 
up the wandering Mamie on the 
streets of London and under pre- 
tense of offering her care has taken 
her to the same place and given her 
to the Chlncso proprietors. The 
ordeal through which Mamie has 
passed hasxbrought the change In 
mind. Her life before Is a blank. 
A dock hand makes advances. Un- 
.aware of his purpo.se. she accepts 
them and. promises to await In the 
house until he returns. It is during 
his absence that Anthony finds the- 
girl. She does not know him. Vainly, 
with pleadings that wrack his soul, 
he tries to recall to her mind who 
he Is. But Mamie does not remem- 
ber him. She resents his Intrusion. 
She tells him she Is waiting for the 
dock hand. In the effort to save the 
girl from the fate which he believes 
awaits her, he plunges a dagger 
Into her heart ns she tries to escape 
and then kills himself. 

Basil Rathbone, aa Anthony, gives 
full play to an artistry that de- 
serves success. In the climaxes he 
rises to a dramatic perfection thnt 
should delight the most critical 
audience. Miss Whltmore, as 
Mamie, Is his equal In a ch.nracter- 
izntlon that Is even more difficult. 
But to give praise where it Is due, 
it Is a rare company. OuUfoyie.

The next day Serge, kno vlmT of 
the experiment carried on tlie day 
before, la Interested irLihe otiti'dire 
of the fencing. When he kiunH t!; it 
Henri has made a miserable sii')v- 
ing, losing badly becau.se of "over- 
training at the eleventh hour." Ik- 
is heart-broken and paclis^to go to 
England. In comes the repent cut 
Arlette, however, with her confes- 
sion of love for him, her remorse at 
her foolish Infatuation, and her 
thesi.s for the weakness of emotional 
women. Serge forgives and tlie 
future Is at least wilted roses. 

The best thing tiiat can be said 
about the play is that Intermit- 
tently it la witty, with smart, un- 
expected, naughty twists which 
somehow are entertaining. A 
Kreucli comedy Is all very well If 
it ia continuously funny and is 
played at a pace which doesn't 
allow its audience to stop and 
realize how hollow and shallow It is, 
but except for a few effervescing 
moments "A Weak Woman" pos- 
sesses neither of these necessities. 
It may, perh'^ps, gain the desired 
pace by/ the time it reaches the 
Ritz. New York, next Tucsd.ny, but 
it will have dimculty In developing 
a consistent coat of humor. 

Ernest Boyd's adaptation has all 
the faithful -and honest «iuslltles a 
first piece of work of t'oe kind sel- 
dom h.as. It is especially bravo and 
a bit daring when he keeps In the 
original relations betv. een Arlette 
and Henri. These qti'il'tles, how- 
ever, do not keep tlie play from 
being another example of the fact 
that producers do not seem to have 
been punished enough yet for re- 
fusing to learn the le.sson that 
French V^lt and what Is spicy and 
clever on a Parisian stage does not 
necessarily register in the same way 
when presented in another language 
to an audience with a different 
viewpoint and sense of humor.

With 
several studios In Hollywood, Cul- 
ver City and Universal City pre- 
paring to make up with Its pro- 
duction schedule, all are pl.inning 
a production drive at the same 
time. 

Famous Players-Lasky, averag- 
ing from two to four productions 
at a time, have set a schedule for 
the West Coast studios of eight 
pictures for Februai-y. At the 
United Studios, where the First 
National organization and several 
of the United Artists units' are 
wurking, all of the eight stages 
will be In full blajst with M. C. 
Lovee, president of the Studio 
Company, having refused space to 
independent producers, due to lack 
of room. 

At Universal City tt Is aald 10 
companies will be going during the 
month while at the Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer lot in Culver City it Is ex- 
pected a similar number of com- 
panies will work. At the De Mllle 
studio, close to the M-O-M lot, 
three companies besides Cecil B. 
De MiUe's own unit will work dur- 
ing February. At the Metropolitan 
Rtudios In Hollywood besides the 
Corlnne Griffith and Harold Lloyd 
companies, Ave more will turn out 
productions for P. D. C. with two or 
three laboring on production for the 
Independent market. 

' 12 for Fox 
At the Fox lot It Is planned to 
have 12 companies going Including 
those on the comedy side. Several 
super features will be put into pro- 
duction including "What Price 
Glory," which Raoul Walsh will 
direct. > 

While all of^^ls Is going on, 
studios making short subjects will 
keep their schedule and slow down 
as a result. 

One is the Christie lot which con- 
templates its entire crop for this 
year finished Feb. 16, and will then 
Cio.se for March and a part of April. 
Warner Brothers, reported still 
ahead of schedule, will start an- 
other production drive in February. 
They anticipate having six com- 
panies at their studios in Sunset 
boulevard and at the Vltagraph 
studios, which Warners also own. 
Though reports were current of 
a lack of independent productions, 
the majority of the smiiller studios 
■where these pictures are made re- 
port they have an abundance of de- 
mand for space and that they are 
not in a position to comply with 
the requests made for February. 

Many Independent producers It Is 
said will divide time at these 
studios to enable them to get out 
th«'lr productions to meet with 
Slate rights demands.

Threatened friction between Fa- 
mous Players- Publlz and Loew's 
has been avoided, from a reliable 
account, throujrh Adolph Zukor and 
Sam Katx reaching an agreement 
ikicH Marcua Lioew ttiat neither 
shall construct another theatre in 
the suburbs of the metropolitan 
area without the consent of the 
ether, with each to hold an equal 
<6b-50) interest In the house. 

Loew's, Inc., Is operating (2 the- 
atres In Greater New, York. Pub- 
llx's theatre holdings in the metrop- 
olis are confined mainly to Its three 
houses on Broadway, with Its 
torjrest on that thoroughfare proj- 
•ctrd as the Paramount. 

Upon the arrival of Sam Katz in 
New York as the directing head of 
the Publix theatre operating corpo- 
ration of Famous Players, it is said 
Mr. Loew Inquired as to^ the con- 
templated theatre building activi- 
ties of Publix In the metropolitan 
district. Report says Loew made 
plain he intended to protect his 
many houses If the theatre build- 
ing system of Balaban & Katz 
should be placed Into effect in New 
York for F. P. 

Asked for Information 
In the Chicago neighborhoods B. 
& K. has constructed large theatres, 
virtually "using" up the sections 
spotted, with opposition houses In 
the same neighborhoods experienc- 
ing difficulty In securing drawing 
pictures or programs. To off-set 
the possibility of a repetition In the 
Greater New York district by the 
newcomer from the west, who In- 
novated the plan In ChU Loew Is 
said to have requested Zukor and 
Kati to come clean with their In- 
tentions In the theatre building re- 
spect.

On the other side, observers say, 
are any number of instances where 
Famous and Loew's are Interested 
in the same properties, through mi- 
nority, majority or equal shares, 
and other cases of where either has 
left alone a deal for the benefit of 
the other, or has turned over "trad- 
ing" negotiations, upon request or 
by request.

Picturesque presentation Items 
here for the present week, enough 
so to draw applause upon the part- 
ing of the drapea.

This la the long-heralded exploita- 
tion special of Famous Players — tho 
picture to afford a million tleups for 
publicity and other purposes. Its 
chief tieup so far has been with the 
alleged expose . of the New York 
"Graphic" of tne last beauty con- 
test in Atlantic City, li^ which, the 
"Graphic" charged. Fay Lanphler's 
selection was prearranged. 

That has nothing to ds with the 
picture. 

Out in the sticks the beauty con- 
test stuff may mean - >metlilng, but 
on the merit of the film itself there 
are grave doubts. It Is a milk and 
water story well done, but disap- 
pointing because of the gonei'ally 
weak yarn.

Her friend, "Miss Alabama," wins. 
Although the heroine has had an 
accident and Is confined to her 
room, the winner endorses her 
father's cold cream gratis. 

Some comedy because of Ford 
Sterling and Edna May Oliver. Sterl- 
ing plays the wealthy cold cream 
magnate, and Miss Oliver is his wife 
— one of the type who hot-foots It 
behind the husband. Kenneth Mc- 
Kenna does a great Job as their 
straight-laced son, but Lawrence 
Gray and Kather Ralston walk 
away with the real honors. 

The pageant scenes are In color, 
some well done and some rather 
garish. The actual Atlantic City 
stuff wasn't much of a thrill. The 
producers tried to stress the un- 
dress angle by showing a series 
of supposedly thrilling "tableaux 
vlvants." There was naked stuff In 
these and It may (E»et censors sore in 
the more puritanical regions. A.s 
for the New York censors, they let 
anything and everything go through. 
It's different elsewhere, in several 
states. 

Whether Its exploitation values 
mean anything to t box office Is 
for the exhibitors to Judge. Aside 
from these values, whe: r they are 
legendary or real, the picture "itself 
is an in-betv.'cencr. with a few 
Kiushs and no real dry spots, but 
on the other hand no renlly hilarious 
moments. Just lots of female flesh 
and silk b.ithlng suit beauties, all 
dressed so that the maximum of sex 
api'ial will be reflected on the 
screen.

Errors of makeup creep In every 
so often with the fault or laxity of 
the players in omitting to apply the 
chemicals to the nape of their necks 
proving eyesores, too obvious to be 
Ignored.

Sullivan was thrown against 
a steel grirder. Later In the hospital 
his leg was amputated. In swerv- 
ing aside, after the collision the 
Effros ear struck another automo- 
bile, badly damaging it. The owner 
of the damaged machine also pre- 
ferred a charge of assault against 
Effros. He was convicted In Brook- 
lyn, but the conviction was later 
reversed by the Appellate Division. 
In recommending the dlsmlssnl of 
the policeman's charge Mr. Weller 
told the court that In view of the 
fact that the higher court had re- 
versed the previous conviction and 
that the evidence was similar In 
both cases he did not think Effros 
could be convicted. 

Eflfros nnd Lopez are arranging a 
benefit performaace for the Injured 
policeman, and It Is expected to be 
given In February.

As fur the disks, 3,669,338 went 
abroad in the 11 months of 1925, 
valued at $1,555,379, as compared 
with 3.403.025. valued at $1,647,106 
last year. 

Department of Commerce records 
further disclose that the export of 
hand in.struments continue to mount. 
During the 11 months of 1925 12.042 
various Instruments, valued at $451, • 
344, were exported, as against 9,474, 
valued at $316,756. the money value 
In contrast to the phonographs and 
disks having Increased on the band 
Instruments. 

The American -made organ Is also 
Incrrasln.T In popularity throughout 
the world, the number exported in 
1925 being ],S03, valued at $ S6.982, 
as compared with I.SIS. valued at 
$132,643. the money value declared 
on the organs practically doubling 
the declared value of the year previ- 
ous.

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BALLROOM REVIEWS 



White City, Chicago 

Chlcaffo, .Tnn. 22. 
(This is the first "request" review 
•f a ballroom, tinea Variety in- 
augurated tha new department some 
weeks ago.) 



Two ballrooma at White City, rur 
In conjunction but each as a dlstlnc; 
unit with a different band. VVhlt'^ 
City Itself is closed during the wln- 
t«r except for the ballrooms, the 
roller skating rink and the bowling 
alleys. 

Herbert Byfleld Is president of the 
park; H. P. "Buck" Plain, general 
manager, and Bill HlgRlns. assistant 
manager and publicity man. This 
triumvirate has been very success- 
ful In keeping White City ballrooms 
In the money class. These ball- 
rooms are probably the oldest In 
point of continuous operation in 
Chicago, with o|;ie, the Casino, dat- 
ing back 22 years. 

Plenty of opposition. Two large, 
modern ballrooma, Trianon and 
Midway Gardens, are within a <ew 
blocks, while the neighborhood Is 
dotted with movie houses, large and 
small. Thus to maintain its own. 
White City must have won and held 
a regular steady clientele. The in- 
dications are that it has done so. 

Tt is a peculiar circumstance 
about a lot of the ballrooms In Chi- 
cago that while sponsoring Charles- 
ton contests and giving free 
Charleston lessons, they do not al- 
low the Charleston to be danced on 
their floors. This little Inconsist- 
ency do.a not exist at White City, 
where anyone can do the dance they 
want to. At the same time there Is 
another ballroom for those who do 
not themselves Charleston and fear 
the hazards of bruised shins. Sig 
Meyer plays the tropical music for 
the hot dancers, while Al Lehmas 
and band give the stalder element 
a load of tha good old-fashioned 
waltz Interspersed with one step* in 
the pre-war manner. 

Uses Vaudevilla 

White City Is unique in another 
respect. It is a regular week to 
week user of vaudeville .talent. 
Everr Saturday night they book in 
three acts and sometimes on Sun- 
day as well. Song pluggers are per- 
mitted under certain restrictions, 
with only two houses, Jerome Rem- 
Ick and Waterson, Berlin and Sny- 
der, subscribing to the conditions. 
The plugger must appear in tux, 
possess real talent and cannot sing 
In a megaphune. 

Every Wednesday night a epe- 
dalty stunt is employed. Last week 
It was Collegiate Night, with Sig 
Meyer's boys attired apropos and 
pennants strung up. Red Grange 
dolls were given away and other 
novelties provided. On one side in 
a big display were samples of all 
aorta of merchandise, crackers, 
cakea. tea, coffee, soap, tooth paste, 
etc., to bo given away at a "Coun- 
try Store" night in the future. This 
stuff is obtained gratis from the 
Tarlous companies in return for the 
. 



display which It put out some weeks 
ahead of the ni^ht. 

Following the custom of most of 
the ballrooms. White Jit./ publishes 
a little newspaper for its mailing 
list. This sheet Is edited by Dick 
Axman. It Is chuck full of those 
•personals" the boys and girls like 
so well. ^ „ 

In capacity the twin ballrooms 
accommodate about 6,000. This is the 
management's figure, and it seems 
like a reasonable estimate. Admi.s- 
slon is 35-75 on Wednesday, with 
the girls on the short end. The 
wnek-end sessions are boosted to 
$1.50 and $1. Smn. management 
here. And that means prosperity. 

ROSEMONT, B'KLYN 

New York, Jan. 2S. 
This ballroom, with a capacity of 
1,800, located in the theatre district 
of the downtown section of Brook- 
lyn, figures as the class dance place 
of the borough. Its location atop 
the Woolworth stores at Fulton and 
Nevins streets makes it ideally ac- 
cessible to all sections of the bor- 
ough, either by trolley, elevated or 
subway. Many nearby theatres 
provide additional drawing power. 
The ballroom is located one flight 
up. It has Its own entrance and 
lobby. Its space Is 140 by 110, with 
90 by 110 devoted to dancing space 
and the remainder for aisle space 
and lounging purposes. It has a 
soft drink bar and usual checking 
concessions with a flat charge of 10 
cents for the latter. It is operated 
by Nathan Faggen and Sons. John 
J. Faggen and Joseph Rickman are 
managers. 

The entrance is attractive and 
the ballroom more so with futuristic 
decorations prevailing, also the sub- 
dued lighting effects with the 
brighter lighting spotted on the 
dance floor proper. Two bands 
alternate for dance music. Those In 
at present are The Mountaineers, a 
symphonic combination of 10 which 
features waltzes and slow numbers, 
contrasted by Fess Williams' seven- 
piece Jazz outnt, the torrid combi- 
antlon. The latter contributes for 
fox-trots and one-steps. E^ch plays 
three numbers and alternate. The 
dances last about four minutes. 

According to Mr. Rickman, this 
ballroom has a majority of waltz 
fans which has prompted the hold- 
ing of waltz contests at the Sunday 
matinee sessions, when cups are 
awarded to the winning coupla. 
10c for Hostess' Dance 
The ballroom operates with a 
straight 65-cent gate on Monday 
nights and at the Sunday matinees. 
From Tuesday to Friday a 6S-cent 
admission entitles bearer to three 
dances with additional tickets pur- 
chaseable at 5 cents each. Twelve 
hostesses dance with the unaccom- 
panied males, vhen regular dance 
tickets are supplemented with 
hostess tickets, which cost 10 cents 
each additional. The hostess re- 
ceives $2 nightly salary and also 
50 per cent, of her ticket money 

The girls are in charge of a super- 
vising hostess, a matronly woman 
who Introduces them to prospective

McGUIRE'S, CHICAGO 

Chicago. Jan. 22. 

McGuire's sign, on their building, 
(the old Columbia Hall), says that 
there is the place to come and 
dance. It la. The clientele, mostly 
young men, truck drivers and their 
girls, seem to Uke the sign lit- 
erally because they come there to 
dance and they give their who'.e 
heart, soul and body to the terpsl- 
chorean art. It is not only a pleas- 
ure to watch them, but It la an ad- 
dition to one's education. 

To the strains of Bob Pacelll's 
music the couplea glide around the 
floor In perfect order and nicety. In 
most ballrooms there la a subdued 
air of boisterousness but not in 
McGuire's. Under the watchful eyes 
of two rather formidable floormen, 
the dancers are quiet and well be- 
haved. The girls, many very young, 
seem to be quite wrapped up In 
their escorts, wblla said escort Is 
there. 

The ballroom Itself Is nothing 
spectacular. Decorated In yellow, 
blue, gold and black and Illuminated 
with subdued colored lights, it has 
Just the atmosphere for dancing. 
Pacelli's Orchestra, eight pieces, fits 
the house. It Is a good orchestra, 
not too noisy but full of pep and 
brimming over with life and Jazz. 

Specialties by the orchestra boys 
help considerably to boost the gate. 
A quartette organized from the 
ranks of the musicians, renders the 
choruses of several popular num- 
bers. During their version of 
"Show Me the Way To Go Home" 
all dancing stops, and the patrons 
Join in. raising considerable din, but 
having a general good time.

Located oa Clark near North, 
McGuire's has plenty of competition. 
Within four or five blocks there are 
four or five movie bouses and twice 
that number of rival dance halls. 
Still. McGuire's has iU own bunch. 
The gate. 35c for slngla girls, 40c 
for stags and 60c per couple Is -low 
enough to appeal to this crowd so 
the hall is pretty well filled on their 
Tuesday. Thursday and Saturday 
nights. Other nighU tha place is 
used for private parties or dancing 
Instruction. Tha capacity Is about 
2,500 persona. 

The only features used by the 
management to boost ticket sales 
are Charleston contests for small 
prizes. These competitions run 
every Thursday night and do their 
share of drawing from the lounge 
lizard class. 

Generally, McGuire's may be said 
to offer everything that a ballroom 
should to its patrons and the man- 
agement deserves much credit for 
its handling of the situation.

JACK KENNEDY, IN NIGHT CLUB 



Murphy's Cellar Scene of Fracas Sunday Morning — 
Murphy and Kennedy Not in Accord for Some 
Time — Felonious Assault Charge Against Kennedy 



Bob Murphy has a bullot hole 
through bis right thigh as proof. He 
charges that Jack Kennedy, one of 
bl8 partners in Murphy's Cellar, a 
nlRht club, did the shooting. 

Murphy is in his suite with Mrs. 
Murphy at the Hotel Somerset on 
Vest 47th street. Kennedy could 
not be located Monday or yester- 
day, at cither of his places. 
Murphy's Cellar or Jack and Jill's 
restaurant (formerly .11m and 
Jack's), also on West 47th street. 

Murphy is said to have made a 
short affidavit Monday, while in 
bod, charging Kennedy with feloni- 
ous assault. Detectives under 
Lieut. Johnny OrlfflUl of the West 
47th street Detective Bureau were 
unable to locate Kennedy. 

Hob Murphy's recital of the de- 
, tails leading to the shooting stated 
that Kennedy called him into the 
Itltchen of the cellar restaurant at 
about 6 a. m. Sunday. The cafe 
had done a good business up to that 
time, around $1,600. 

Murphy and Kennedy disagreed 
over the operation of the place. 
Stated Murphy, the latter retu^^lng to 
agree with Kennedy's suggestion. 
Saved Fatal Shot 

This led to words between the 
two men, the Murphy account says, 
with Murphy informing Kennedy, 
who controlled the majority interest 
In the cafe that he (Murphy) would 
call it quits' on the spot. Where- 
upon Kennedy attempted to strike 
him. While he was trying to ward 
off the blows, Kennedy, Murphy 
avers, suddenly drew an automatic 
pistol and shot him. the l)ulU t going 
completely through his thig*i. 
Murphy says that only a sudden 
blow downward by h!m af;alnst the 
pistol hand of Kennedy's saved the 
bullet from lodging in his stomach 
or heart. 

No one knows Kennedy's version. 
It seems to be the gener.al opinion 
Kennedy had been drinking during 
the night. 

Mrs. Murphy, who was in the 
Cellar when the shooting occurred, 
baving left her husband in the 
Ititchen upon Kennedy's request 
when informed Kennedy wanted to 
■peak to him, claims that after she

Murphy has been in charge of 
the place for two months. Shortly 
after opening (remodeled former 
night club). Murphy secured Ken- 
nedy and Jim Murphy (no relative). 
to purchase the interest held by hi.s 
original partners. Murphy's agree- 
ment is said to h.ave been a weekly 
salary and his profits withheld to 
pay oft Kennedy and Murphy, when 
the place would revert to lilm a.«< 
sole owner. 

According to account. Murphy's 
Cellar stood In Kennedy and 
Murphy about $16,000. It was do- 
ing a bu.siness of $6,000 weekly, 
looked upon as very large for a 
night club such as the Cellar with- 
out an exceptional overhead. Its 
business had been growing weekly. 

Jack Kennedy Is well known In 
the Times square belt. He opened 
Jim and Jack's with Jim Toney as 
the other end. later buying out 
Toney. who resumed his vaudeville 
bookings. Kennedy is said to have 
become interested in Murphy's 
Cellar at Bob Murphy's request. 

Bob Murphy stated Monday he 
would not return to the Cellar in 
any capacity and intended to 
prosecute his charge against Ken- 
nedy.

answer was that It would take the 
entire standing army, a good big 
chunk of the navy and practically 
all the Government airplanes to put 
an end to rum-running across the 
Detroit River, which separates this 
city from the Province of Ontario, 
in the Dominion of Canada. 

There are approximately 20 miles 
of water front along the Detroit 
River. At some points the stream is 
not very broad. At others it is 
over a mile in width. Not all the 
length of this waterway Is lined 
with Industries. Practically all the 
Detroit side Is, but on the Canadian 
side there nre stretches of low, 
marshy places, where the runners 
hide away in their liquor-laden 
craft waiting a chance to shoot 
across the river to the American 
side. The dry navy does Its best to 
etop these operations, but it is woe- 
fully inadequate, both in boats and 
speed. 

All of this is told In explanation 
of the gayety that characterizes the 
night life of Detroit Notwithstand- 
ing the optiniisitic statements of the 
Prohibitionists, the f;ipt remains 
that as the life of ProlilMtion ad- 
vances, hard liquor becomes more 
and more plentiful In Detroit

Two years ago the center of 
Detroit's night gayety was in 
Ecorse, a suburb sevtral miles 
down the river. It was here that the 
greatest flow of liquor came across 
the border. Here the bootleggers 
and the rum runners had their 
cachea Road houses sitrang up la 
Ecorae and along the roads leading 
Into the town. Whiskey and beer 
were served and dancing to the 
music of high-priced Jazz orches* 
tras was the vogue. 

But Ecorse Is no longer so pop* 
ular. The Federal authorities gave 
it special attention. As soon as 
their activities centered on this 
little community, the liquor busi- 
ness got suddenly brisk on the other 
extremity of Detroit Now it seems 
that all Detroit is comfortably 
flooded with all sorts of hard drinks. 
You can't get %way from It 
PIsnty of Csbsrets 

As In most other big cities, ths 
cabaret business slumped heavily 
here after the advent of prohibition. 
But It is back again with a ven- 
geance. Dozens are doing a smart 
buslnesa Ths most expensive acts 
are booked to entertain the expen- 
sive local diners an<l the big butter* 
and-egg boys wIm> \flock her* from 
everywhere. ^ 

In addition ar* countless drinking 
resorts, many In ths downtown die* 
trlcts, where tb* natives and their ' 
friends from out of town go for 
sturdy meals and to quaff honest 
beer. Most of the beer consumed in 
Detroit is made in Canada. It pos« 
sesses conslderabi* more authority 
than the 4.4 brand that made such 
a flivver of Itself In OnUrlo last 
summer. It can b* consumed from 
the barrel or from the bottle, as 
your last* dictates. The bottled 
goods are sold at 60 cents a pint 
an(fdraught beer brings 26 cents for 
a generous glass. 

Most of these places are on the 
order of th* old-fashioned open 
saloon, with a long bar In plain 
view. One such place within ths 
mile circle has established a reputa- 
tion for itself among traveling 
theatrical folks for the excellence of 
Its meals. (The excellence of Its 
beer also comes In for whispered 
commendation, and In this case the 
proprietor .serves nothing stronger 
than beer.) 

The police and federal authorities 
devote considerable energy toward 
keeping the situation In Detroit in 
hand. Raids are conducted sporadi- 
cally, but the places raided seem 
never to stay closed very long. 

Prohibition, to sum the matter 
up. Is one of Detroit's funniest 
Jokes, and night life here is more 
active now than ever It was in th* 
days when one could drink legallyi

"In" for $40,000— Space

Kansas City, Jan. 26. 

The Kansas antl-cigaret law has 
been the topic of many a Jolie and 
wise crack on the stage and oft and 
the little "pills" are bootlegged In 
the Sunflower State. But the United 
States Federal court has talien all 
the laugh out of the question by 
declaring the law goud. 

The decision which sustains the 
state law forbidding the sale of o!ga- 
rets was made by Judge John C. 
Pollock, in a case brought by the 
Self Serves Company, a Delaware 
corporation. 

The Self Serves Company operates 
cigaret vending ' machines. Space 
for the machines was rented from 
merchants and the merchant had no 
further interest In them. The com- 
pany, in its defense, contended they 
Pacific Coast AsS*n were protected by the Interstate 

commerce law, as the cigarets were 
manufactured outside the state. 

Last December the company se- 
cured a temporary restraining order 
preventing the ofllcials of Shawnee

They began distributing a petition 
and are reported to have already 
obtained about 55,000 signatures for 
which three cents each was paid to 
those who obtained them. The 
petition provides that an ordinance 
permitting Sunday dancing In the 
Ocean ^ront Amusement xone of 
the Venice District be referred to 
the voters at the August primaries 
and that pending this decision tlie 
City Council at once lift the ban 
on Sunday public dancing for Im- 
mediate relief. It Is said that 
$100,000 has been subscribed for 
the purpose of restoring Sunday 
public dancing. 

Prior to Venice being annexed to 
Los Angeles there was a local ordi- 
nance prohibiting bathers from 
strolling around the streets of the 
town clad only In bathing suits 
with Venice being annexed to Los 
Angeles. This ordinance is auto- 
matically wiped out and bathers 
can do as they please about tho 
streets of Venice witl)»ut moles- 
tation from the police. 

Application has been made to the 
city council to Instruct the city 
attorney to prepare an ordinance 
simillar to that which was In force 
when Venice was Venice. It was 
also suggested that the type of 
bathing suit to be worn be Incor- 
porated In the ordinance. 

The city attorney demurred at 
the request to regulate the style of 
suits worn by the bathers, saying 
that he was having trouble enouRh 
without telling people what length 
suits they might wear In Venice.

Fewer Free Gates for 

Park's Dance Halls 

Fewer parks will oper.ato with 
free gate dance halls during the 
coming season than has been cus- 
tomary. 

Most of the park dance pavilions 
which had been thrown^open to at- 
tract the younger element and to 
which the regular gate also entitled 
one to admlHsion to danco halls 
! have discovered they have been 
passing up considerable revenue. 

According to present plans ths 
dance halls will either be self-op- 
erated or let out as concessions and 
an admission charge will obtain. 
Some will operate with a flat gate 
and no additional charge while 
those of the bigger parka will follow 
the policy of Ro.''eland, New York, 
by charging an admission that will 
pntltle pntrons to three dances and 
requiring purchase of additional 
dance tickets at presumably Ave 
cents for each additional dance. 

The free dance hall had previ- 
ously been figured a ballyhoo to at- 
tract the younger element to the 
parks. A check up on this attend- 
ance during the past two seasons 
has revealed that those thusly at- 
tracted spend all of their time la 
the halls and never give the other 
attractions a tumble. At 16 to 2t 
cent gates tho dancing was a bar- 
gain. It also hurt attendance at 
the regular dance halls of tho sec- 
tion since the tariff at the latter wi^a 
double or triple the price charged 
at the parks. 

The gate charge Is also figured 
upon to draw a better clientele than 
the free halls had been getting and 
also considerable revenue for tho 
park operators
